This database is a new building of the Daniel family of Middlesex using primary source records only. The goal is to correct 
errors in the layouts of the early generations found in older published works (a major example is the many problems with 3rd- 
6th generation Roberts & Williams that are resolved by closer analysis of land & probate records). There are no 
"assignments" of people, only what the records prove (thus many changes from traditional write-ups). There are no age 
guesstimates, only dates or ranges proved by records. Only a few lines are followed beyond Middlesex so far, but I continue 
building. N.B. There are various unplaced lines which clearly belong to the Middlesex branch but need that one more bit of 
proof: this is especially true of several of the loose Granville families covered.

Alexander Adair (b. ca1750 Ireland, d. bef 1820 Laurens SC) and wife Mollie Steele arrived in South Carolina in 1767. 
They settled in Jacks Township of Laurens County where Alexander applied for and received a land grant in 1784-6. 
There were already other Adairs in Jacks Township, but records are inconclusive as to any relationship and this test does 
not match #N12485 (Joseph Adair of Laurens). Alexander Adair and Ann McClure were fined for bastardy in 1786; 
Stephen Braddock (cal 786-1850, ancestor of this tester) was the son born at that time. Ann McClure later married Francis 
Braddock and Stephen was raised with the Braddock name. Stephen and wife Mary Bell of Laurens SC moved to Tippah 
MS. (More information on Stephen Braddock and Alexander Adair here).

Thanks to Mr. Doug Boggess, M.A., RPA, Principal Investigator and Mr. Thoras Dye, Field Director for the Albuquerque office of Lone 
Mountain Archaeological Services, the grave of Charlotte E. (Jeans) Braddock, wife of George Washington Braddock, has been found! 
Mr. Boggess was Principal Investigator and Mr. Dye was Project Manager for a seismic survey in New Mexico this summer. Thoras 
found and recorded the cemetery and Doug researched the information and contacted me in September 2007: 


I was knocking around the internet looking to identify an individual buried in a cemetery west of Artesia, New Mexico, that 
we found doing an archaeological survey. The grave was marked "Charlotte E., wife of G.W. Braddock, born Nov. 19, 
1816, died Nov. 25, 1888". The cemetery has that one marked grave but there may be addtional graves within the enclosure 
and there appears to have been a dugout homestead close by. Judging from your research, I suspect this is Charlotte E. Jean 
who married George Washington Braddock in Laurens South Carolina in 1837. 


YES! Family data confirms Charlotte's birthdate - this is her grave! This is in Eddy County in the southeast of New Mexico (see maps 
below). From here the questions and speculations can begin about how this came about. Did she and George go to New Mexico together; 
was she or were they with relatives; did they intend to settle or were they just visiting; did she die there and he return to Texas; and on 
and on. 


Another colleague of Mr. Boggess' sent him more information which he shared, including the location: 


A James W. Braddock homesteaded 160 acres in T18S R23E Sections 5 and 6. The cemetery is located in 18S 21E Section 
Lo 


In the normal township and range system those two locations would be about 7 miles apart, some distance but not out of range for 
settling families. BUT, the big surprise is that, according to the New Mexico Water and Infrastructure Data System, this section of Eddy 
county does not seem to have a Range 22 intervening, so they are much closer than we thought! The James W. Braddock would seem 
surely to be George and Charlotte's son James W. who was born in May 1851 (per 1900 census); he eventually settled in Gila County 
Arizona. 


The gravesite (blue dots) and James W. Braddock's homestead (red dots) are located in the plats below (maps from maptech.com and the 
NM Water and Infrastructure Data System): 
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The grave and James W. Braddock's land are west of Artesia and 
. directly south of Hope in Eddy County. 
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The township and ranges for Eddy County. Note, there is no range 
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Hopefully, a picture of the site may be available and it will be included here! I descend from George Washington Braddock's brother 
Adam, so I don't have as much info about George and Charlotte, but you can read the story of their parents at: 
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Stephen Braddock and Mary Bell 





I asked Mr. Boggess what would be happening to the site and he replied with good news: 


All archaeological sites encountered during a seismic survey are avoided. so nothing will be disturbed or moved. Usually 
our info goes to the state and the BLM.

Items in purple are on Bear Creek, Button, Nahunta, i.e. Greene/Wayne border, where Isham Lane was located. 

Items in green are on Buck Swamp, i.e. western Wayne. 

Items in yellow are on Gum Swamp (off Falling Creek), i.e. in NW Lenoir. 

I removed most of the Ezekiel, Ephraim, Isaac, Joseph, John, Abraham, sons of John of Northampton, because they are clearly on Black 
River (orange dot on map) way up north. I left a few refs remain to show this, as well as some Johns that aren't id'd positively. 

The turquoise dot is Speight's area where Delijah/Elijah Daniel was located. 

The blue dots are the Little River (for the first entry below for William Daniel in 1748/9). 

There are odds and ends of other Daniel families in here, most are recognizable and known, some maybe not so much. 


Keeping the source titles in these entries was too cumbersome: I removed the source names, leaving the county and the page and ref #s. I 
will provide fuller citation for any entries as needed. The sources I used are at the end of the page.

There is another document found in the "Surveyor's Records 1820-1826" in the Trigg county courthouse. This 
book has no page numbers at first, although there is a partial index. I scanned the entire book for Daniel and 
various related names. On a page after various skips of blank pages, toward the end of the book and on an 
unnumbered page is the following survey: 


Jas Upton now Daniels Heirs lys on Horse Creek a brance of the Muddy Fork of Little River begin [sic] 
at a oak William Frist-- In, thence with his line S-- E/W is cut off 160 poles to a Hicory and Dogwood 
crossing Horse Creek ---poles thence N57 E72 pole [sic] to a Sugar tree on the Bank of Horse Creek - 
thence N2 E200 poles to a W-- and Po. oak on the side of a Knob - thence N23 W300 to a small Po. oak 
Jno Spencer In thence S48 W30 poles to a stak cr. of sd Spencers first 200 Acre Survey thence with his 
line S20 W180 poles to a P. oak sd Spencers thence S40 W60 poles to a white oak and Ash thence S50 
E155 poles to three Hicorys at or near Joel Thom--ns In. thence S30 W40 poles to the Begin. Courses 


agreeable to the Patent Call. 


This would appear to be some part or all of the "Upton Place" referred to in Elijah Daniel's land and estate 
records. The neighboring names here are found in Elijah's land purchase of 5 January of 1816 John B. Moore and 
his wife Polly (the 300 acres which was listed as being originally patented to James Upton in the tax lists).

Clarifying the Daniel Families of Essex VA 


DNA testing has revealed the old layouts of the Daniel families of Essex Virginia to be 
in error as was already suspected. It turns out the records are actually clear about 
the different family lines. The following is a look at the records from Essex as they 
answer questions about two of the Daniel lines of Essex. 


Some of this isn't particularly new info, it's just not out there painted in terms of 
records. The full records of the family of James Daniel of Essex who d.1742 show 
pretty clearly that the William who married a daughter of Robert Williams is not 
James' son, but a contemporary; if they are related it's not shown in the early records 
and | really think the records actually support that they are not related (thus 
reciprocal evidence for explaining the current non-matching DNA for reps of the 
current Caroline lines). Newman didn't suggest that William was James' son, he was 
clear in introducing him as a new player, only possibly related; Heinemann puts them as 
brothers; the notion of William (md. Williams) being the son of James (d.1742) may 
only have started with Gee titling her William section as William "Whom We Call the Son 
of James |". What is hard to determine is where the dating of James' sons that is 
traditionally given came from. 


James! will, written ? Jun 1731, proved 17 Aug 1742, devises his land thus: 

1. to loving Son James Daniel 170 acres where he now lives. 

2. to loving Son John Daniel 100 acres where he has seated to be laid of [sic] with his 
Plantation. 

3. to loving Son William Daniel 100 acres with the plantation wereon | now live. 


The purchase deeds show that these lands were all between Lucas' Creek and Cockle 
Creek (known today as Elmwood and Baylors Creeks; today's town for finding them is 
Iraville). 


The 1003 which will be seen to be James' home plantation was purchased on 23 Feb 
1694(5) from Robert Payne and wife Katherine. On that day Payne sold land to John 
Doores, James Daniel, John Ransom, and John Hackley, all bounding each other. This 
land went to son William and its final disposition, as well as other appearances of this 
William, prove that this William is not the "William of Caroline" who died in 1764. 


It was not until 19 Dec 1719 that Robert Payne and wf Moneca sold to James Daniel 
270 acres (Will and Deed Book 1694-1695 pp336/338), on Spearman's Swamp and 
bounding James Hackley, Nathl Conduit and Job Spearman. Charles Dowers (Doores), 
son of John had sold his land to Nathaniel Condute in 1708. And somewhere along the 
way Lucas' Creek had become known as Spearmans, Job Spearman was a witness to 
the 1708 Dowers-Condute deed and starts showing up regularly. 


When James' son John and his wife Frances sold his 100 acres on 1 Jul 1746 to Edward 
Sorrill (Deed Book 24 p.62), he gave the chain of title from Robert Payne to James 
Daniel decd the father of John, and then by James' will to John, land described as on 
Spearmans Swamp, bounding on James Daniel and Capt Mungo Roy. James Hackley had 
just sold his property to Mungo Roy on 19 May 1746. 


What the earlier write-ups don't describe is the next record after John's sale ta 
Sorrill: John's brother James signed a completion bond to Edward Sorrill for this sale 
on 15 Jul 1746. In it he calls himself the "first son of James Daniel" decd and he calls 
John the "second son". This would make William, the youngest son, who got the home 
plantation in James' 1731 will. 


Charles Taylor bought John's inherited 100 acres in 1758, and this deed was followed 
by another revealing quitclaim: 
DB28-54 Edward Sorrill & wf Angelina of Essex to Charles Taylor same 20 
Mar 1758, £40, 100a tr of land sd Edward Sorrill purch of John Daniel 1 Jul 
1746, bd Col Mungo Roy, Spearmans Swamp, William Daniel, James Daniel. wit 
Edward Vawter, John Gray, David Pitts, Nathaniel Conduit. ackn 21 Mar 1758 
by Edward Sorrill and wf Angelina, she relinq. 


DB28-56 Bond. James Daniel of Saint Anns Par Essex Co to Edward Sorrill 
of same for £80. condition: whereas the afsd James Daniel's father James 
Daniel by name in his life time did in his will bequeath unto his second son 
John Daniel 100a of land in the sd parish but did not mention to his heirs, & 
the sd John Daniel hath sold the sd 100a of land unto the afsd Edward Sorrill 
the 1st this instant, if the afsd James Daniel (first son of the afsd James 
Daniel decd) or his heairs do & shall acquit & yield up all their right, title, 
interest, claim & demand whatsoever he or she may have unto the afsd land 
mentioned in the above deed as he or they may have by means of the afsd 
will of James Daniel decd & shall keep harmless & endemnifie the afsd Edward 
Sorrill from any claim or demand to the 100a of land.... wit John Daniel, 
Frances Daniel, John Pitts Junr, Edward Vawter. pr and recd 10 Jul 1746. 


The earlier write-ups on these sons of James Daniel (d.1742) have them born in the 
1680s; if so they would have to show up in some form in the county records by at 
least the 1710s, but they just don't. Sons born in the 1680s would be living on already 
purchased family land or would somehow have bought their own lands by the 1710s as 
well, but they don't. Lastly, when the son James shows up he should be called James 
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shows up in the court, land or will records is in a 1721 suit by Robert Payne against 
James Daniel Senr and James Daniel Junr. The first recorded jury duty (proof of age 
21) for a James Junr is in 1724. However, James Junr was a garnishee in 1721, so he 
would have been of age then as well in order to have signed such a bond. From this 
time on James Senr and James Junr regularly show up, although it often seems the 
elder is later just called James Daniel while the younger is given the title Junior 
regularly (at least in the 1725-1727 range). But there's no supportable way to 
calculate James Junior as being born in the 1680s, he's born close to 1700. [Records 
taken from the Order Books of Essex] 


| think we're looking here at the classic picture: James the elder (d.1742) first 
getting his home plantation (1694), then when his sons are about to come active he 
buys them land (1719), then the first son James comes active in 1721. By the time 
James wrote his will (1731), James Junr did already live on his own land, John had 
"seated himself" but his land was still to be defined (i.e. he could still be pretty new to 
it), and younger William is still at home and going to get that land. 


There's no missing generation of a James as has been proposed, just a mis-estimation 
of the birth years of the children of James (d.1742). | can only propose that the 
earlier dating of the sons was perhaps based on adding 20+ years to the elder James' 
birth of ca1664, based on his 1694 depo at about age 30. 


The son James who inherited the 170 acres is the one who married Priscilla and died in 
1764. His land is sold in three parts by his son John, and notice the other son William 
is still in Essex (i.e. he is not the William of Caroline):

Swamp, sd Taylor's land & William Daniel. wit Job Spearman, Myse? Taylor, 
James Spearman. ackn 16 Jun 1766 by John Daniel and wf Sarah (reling). 


DB30-169 John Daniel & wf Sarah & Priscilla Daniel his mother all of Essex 
to Thomas Pitts of same 13 Feb 1768, £59.10, 140 acres being all the 
remainder of land that the sd John Daniel holds together with the dower of of 
the same that Priscilla Daniel his mother claims the sd land bd by lands of 
Charles Taylor, Waring & Job Spearman & the main stream of Spearmans 
Swamp. wit Richard Nunns, James Vawter, Joshua Donohoe. pr 21 Mar 1768 
as to the sd John & Priscilla & recd. 


The identity of William son of James (d.1742) is clarified in the disposition of the 100 
acres he inherited in 1742. Gee just mentions this land transaction as an aside and 
didn't recognize its significance in laying out the family. 
DB32-178 Deed -- Dec 1783 John Daniel first colateral cousin 
nephew & heir at law of William Daniel decd of Henry Co VÀ for 20 
pd sold to Charles Taylor of Essex Co a 100 acre tract of land or 
wood land ground which William Daniel of Henry Co was once 
vested & which has descended to the sd John Daniel by the death 
of the sd William as first colateral cousin & heir at law of the 
whole blood bounded by Muscoe Garnett & sd Charles Taylor. wit 
John Conduit, James Taylor, Joseph Taylor, Edwd Spearmon 
(Spearmony). pr 15 Dec 1783 & recd. 


This deed disposing of William's land has no cross county affidavits regarding John and 
is witnessed by Exxex neighbors; the mentions of Henry County are pretty clearly 
referring to the deceased William, not the grantor John. John must have been in Essex 
at the time of this deed. William had been on the tax lists of Henry County in 1779 
and 1780, but drops out after that. 


Regarding WILLIAM DANIEL of CAROLINE 

William Daniel (of Caroline) who was a son-in-law of Robert Williams was fully active 
much too early to be a son of James (d. 1742); he's the one located at the heads of 
Portobago and Peumansend Swamps and his records all deal strictly with that area or 
folks of that area: he first shows up as a witness in 1707, buys land and is a bound in 
1708, is named as Robert William's son-in-law in 1710, and most importantly he has his 
own son-in-law by 1719/20 (James Lindsay); all this is happening in the 
Pumansend/Portobago area. This is all anywhere from 8 to 12 miles away from James 
and his sons. 


James (d.1742) of Lucas Creek and his contemporary William of 
Peumansend/Portobago have absolutely _zip_ interaction in the records. If they were 
father and son, uncle and nephew, or brothers or cousins, even living a bit apart, I'd 
expect to see even just one early start-up witnessing or security or some such for 
each other. William's first appearance in the records, 1707, isn't for a full 13 years 
after James' first appearance and activity, even though he was surely of age by 1701 
or earlier. 


The only way to try to force this other William (md. Williams) as a son of James would 
be somehow as an older son of a first wife, but that just can't be supported from the 
records. And this notion becomes unimportant with the identification of James' son 
William in Henry County. There would be some wording in the will like "what he's already 
received", or witnessing for each other, some crossover later amongst the brothers, 
etc. It would also mean James had a son born by at least 1680 (William) and then no 
identifiable other children born for another 20+ years. And James (d.1742) is just not 
likely to give the home plantation to a much older son who would already have been long 
out of the household (for 22 years), distant in location, and on his own considerable 
amount of lands (he'd acquired more by the 1731 writing of James' will). 


Although William (md. Williams) would be in Essex records until Caroline formed in 1728, 
he is always located on now-Caroline lands. His data say he came active or arrived 
there in 1707; unfortunately he might be just coming up that corridor from K&Q, i.e. no 
earlier records, or he was already there on the section of K&Q that was cut into 
Caroline, again no records (for that second possibility | may be way off in my reading of 
the formation maps as to how far the Portobago goes down and where William was 
compared to the lands K&Q gave up to Caroline). On the other hand, James Daniel was 
physically in now-Essex from 1694 and on, so his descendants definitely made a move 
to get into Caroline (and they landed what looks to me pretty well west of William). 


The parish origins ("of St. Ann" or "of St. Mary") don't really help one way or another, 
although they were in place: St. Mary (=Caroline) formed 1677, St. Ann (=upper Essex 
formed from South Farnham) in 1704. William's first lands (1708 from Tinsley) were 
right on the border (Portobago), his second lands (1715 from William Berry) were 
definitely St. Mary (Peumansend) and he's called of St. Mary, but then his 3rd set 
(1720 from Joseph Berry) is back near the border and he's called of St. Ann. He's only 
called of Essex in his 1724 grant (the lands on Beverly Run that became known as 
Daniel's Mill) and it's described as in K&Q in St. Stephen's Parish (this is the year when 
Drysdale Parish would be formed from the upper end of St. Stephen's). The VA 
Religious petitions (available online) have some hints as to possible distances between 
the various groups in Caroline, but they also seem to contradict the normal voting 
patterns, so they are less positive as proof of relative location. 


| do disagree with Newman when he seems to describe the James Daniel family as more 
involved with the Vawters, and doesn't mention them with the other William. Various 
Vawters are in records of both; they are generally different Vawters and it doesn't 
look like a link between the two, just the Vawter family busy in everybody's records. In 
terms of other collateral names, the Conduits seem strictly with the James Daniel 
family on Lucas/Spearman, but they or their children also move over a ways southeast 
to Occupacia Creek. The Boulwares have real dealings with the James Daniel family in 
deeds, etc., only once does one show up on a jury with William Daniel and James Lindsay. 
There is only a slight cross-over in the records of some witnesses, but generally they 
group themselves exclusively around one or the other of the two distinct Daniel 
families. 


There are moments when | can almost just about see 2 different William Daniels 
between the Tinsley/Berry transactions, but | usually talk myself down from that 
ledge. It has to do with the William who bought 1708 (from Tinsley) _almost_ looking a 
bit different from the one who bought from William Berry in 1715 (then gave to son-in- 
law James Lindsay, then bought more from Joseph Berry farther east); the first 
Tinsley land is not disposed of, but it's not all that close to what would be William's 
major land farther southeast. But the other bounding names of the Tinsley/Berry 
deeds are clustered, so it's probably the same William. 


Here are some new Essex characters to play with, | don't think I've seen them written 
up anywhere? 


Walter Proverb's daughters Katherine and Elinor had patented land with John Pickles in 
1713, one of the bound names puts this on Peumansend. Katherine sells some of it in 
Jul 1727. The deeds were witnessed by William Daniell, _Rozannah Daniell_, and Robert 
Parker. The Robert Parker initially makes this lead back to the William (md. Williams), 
but he's one of those slight crossover witnesses as he has dealings with the Conduits. 
But this is not likely the younger William (son of James), he would be very young. The 
identification of Rozannah will be a wonderful find. 


Then there's: 

21 Nov 1727 "Henry Dungan brot before this Court his Servant Man named Wm Daniel, 
who had absented himself from his sd Masters Service forty days & ye sd Henry having 
paid four hundred pounds of tobacco for taking up sd Vim twice & ye sd Wm having 
nothing to object agt it, It is therefore ordered that sd William serve his Master 
according to Law for his absence & expences with costs." 


Henry Dungan was a co-garnishee with James Daniel Jr in 1721 (called Dungan and 
Duncan in it), that's the only connection | have for him so far. The wording on this 
servant William doesn't seem like a young apprentice William (i.e. son of James), but if 
it could be shown to be such, then it further helps date William son of James as born 
after 1706. 


There are also two cameo Daniel appearances in Essex records: 


On 12 Apr 1700 Jno Twigger had a debt to Edwd Daniells and his property was 
attached and had been appraised on 20 May 1700 by John Hawkins, David Wilson, Saml 
Henshaw. The Court recorder was John Catlett. 

Based on VA Patents for John Hawkins and then a later Samuel Henshaw, this would be 
on Occupacia Creek; there are various John Catletts all over VA, but for sure there's 
one with a 1704 grant on Peumansend, also there's one (and the same family?) on 
Occupacia in 1666. | have some later Henshaws dealing with John Daniel in Orange 
(1799 on), don't know if it's significant. | was doing the grants fast, but sure kept 
getting Westmoreland hits on some of the earliest traces of these guys. The only 
Edward Daniel patent is in 1743 in Goochland, too late to consider it much of a trail. 


On 15 Sep 1719 Phillip Daniel petitioned against John Hullock; Hullock was summoned 
to answer at next court and it was "further ordered that sd Hullock give sd Daniel leave 
to come to next ct, & likewise he ye sd Hullock do not abuse the sd Daniel in the mean 
time". 

This suit was dismissed in Nov 1719. There's no help from the grants on these guys. 


And that would be the end of my take on the Essex records so far! These records are 
all available in abstracts by Dorman and transcriptions by the Sparacios. Fleet also had 
some of these in his Essex notes, just not as complete as the later works.

The Lands of James Daniel of Albemarle 





James Daniel (1707-1761) moved from Middlesex to then-Goochland in 1735. He eventually acquired two large tracts of land: the first, purchased in 
parts between 1735-1743, was in then-Goochland but would be cut into Cumberland in 1749; the second, purchased in parts between 1748-1756, was 
in then-Albemarle but would be cut into Buckingham in 1761. It is interesting that James is so heavily thought of as "of Albemarle" given that he 
didn't buy land there until 1748, that he died residing on his Cumberland land, and that he instructed the sale of his Albemarle land in his will. 
However, his service as sheriff of Albemarle in 1751, the fact that his estate was probated in Albemarle, and his styling as James of Albemarle in his 
last land purchases (for his sons, in Halifax and Lunenburg)show that he functioned civically and established legal residence in Albemarle for at least 
a while.

[**N.B. The "chains" mentioned are not the standard four poles or 66 feet; he calls them "chains of two poles each", so his "chain" is actually 33 feet. 
The last call was miswritten, very clear to read, but it should be N37W not W37N. This description actually plats to about 760a, but the calls match 
perfectly to the probate plats which will be shown later.] 


Notes: 

James Daniel was of Middlesex when he bought this, his first land in then Goochland. 

The James Nevil grant extended three hundred acres to the northeast following the line of the lot marked 1 in the map. The description of his plat is a 
perfect match to include the #1 purchase shown in the map. 

On 12 Feb 1750 James Nevil & wife Lucy sold to Jno. Cobbs of Goochland 500a on the south side of the Fluvanna adjoining the mouth of Watkins 
Creek, Jas. Daniel, the county line, and Mayo. This is the rest of James Nevil's original patent plus some other acreage he had purchased. The mouth 
of Watkins Creek is the bound of the land he sold to James Daniel. This deed to Cobbs gives us the origin of the name change from Watkins Creek to 
Cobbs Creek, the name by which it is still known today. 

James Daniel's will (written 30 Oct 1760, proved 12 Feb 1761) gives lots 1 and 3 (minus the sale represented by 4 described later) to his son 


Abraham, "J give and bequeath to my son Abraham Daniel the tract of land whereon I live" . This land is divided by Abraham's estate after his death 
as described later. Abraham also receives part of the 7 Islands tract as described later.

This will be called Daniel/Daniell/Daniel's Island in deeds and maps until the mid 19th century, when it took on its current name, Boatwright's

This island was bequeathed to James' son James, "J give and bequeath unto my son James Daniel the tract of land as I bought of William Megginson 
with my island opposite against it ". Due to what must have been a quiet swap or relinquishment, Abraham ends up in control of the island and 
Megginson's land, and it is part of his estate.

Notes: 

This land was willed to James' son James, including Daniel/Boatwright Island (#2), "J give and bequeath unto my son James Daniel the tract of land 
as I bought of William Megginson with my island opposite against it". However, James left for Granville NC in the early 1770s; Abraham ends up in 
control of this land, and sells part to his son Leonard before his death in 1798. 


All the above lands #1-5 will be cut into Cumberland County in 1749. 

Some fallout information based on the locations of James' lands is that his later children were almost surely born in Cumberland (Leonard ca 1737, 
Susannah ca 1740, Josiah 19 Jan 1743/4, Mary ca 1745, James 1747). His last two children John ca 1750 and Mercy may have been born on either the 
Cumberland or the Albemarle/Buckingham lands. 


What happened to James' Cumberland lands? 
This section is only just begun, but a couple good maps are available so far.

This island is not yet marked on the map above. I had first suspected it to be the smaller island next to Daniel Island based on size and being in the 
"north channel", but it's not anywhere near William Walton's grants and is not included in the division of Abraham's lands (again, Abraham ended up 
in control of the Cumberland lands of his brother James.) Walton's land grants are on the Slate River (at Walton's Fork and Muddy Creek), being well 
to the south of James' 7 Islands lands. James bought this island on the same day as he acquired his first tract in the 7 Islands area (#7), so maybe it 
could be one of the smaller islands in that area.

James Daniel 1 Dec 1748, 150a, was a grant to George Abbot 20 Jun 1733 but he failed to pay, now for 15sh to James Daniel, 150a formerly in 
Goochland now Albemarle "on the South side of the Fluvanna River including Part of the seven Islands exclusive of the intermediate Streams of the 
River and bounded as followeth, to wit, Beginning at a white Walnut Tree on the south side the River over against Tindals Island running thence 
down the Side of the River 89 Poles to a red Oak thence north 62 Degrees East 104 Poles to the West end of Ridge Island Thence down the North side 
thereof 140 Poles to a Beech Thence South 10 Degrees East 34 Poles to the East End of Burnt Island Thence up the south Side thereof 73 Poles to a 
white oak Thence south 48 Degrees West 36 Poles to a sugar Tree on the south side of the River thence on new Lines the same Course continued 101 
Poles to a Pine North 80 Degrees West 145 Poles to Pointers and thence North 80 Poles to the first Station" 


Notes: 

The southern part of the grant is easy to plat and is about 91 acres. The part in the river including the parts of the two islands just can't be reliably 
done. However, this grant does give us the historic names of three of the islands in the river. "Tindal's Island", first patented by Thomas Tindall on 11 
Apr 1732, is today called Gregory Island. It is not part of James' land, just a marker to start the description. The call leaving the mainland (N62E 
104p) does land on the west side of the second island out from the mainland; this should be Ridge Island. The S10E 34p call that should go from 
Ridge Island to the east end of Burnt Island (?should be the first island from the mainland) is problematic so far. 

The description of James' grant is identical to the grant to George Abbat [sic] in VA Patent Bk 15-11. The southernmost boundary call is one and a 
half degrees off to the land adjoining it that James next bought (#8). The call in question is the "N80W", below it will be called N81.5W. 

This land and the adjoining 400 acres (#8) was bequeathed equally to James' sons Abraham and James.

words missing, the call is "N73E 265 poles", then NI8E 235 poles]...--18 degrees 235 Poles to a Hornbeam at the River and up the river according 
to its meander to the beginning"... 


The above lands #7-8 will be cut into Buckingham County in 1761. 


The Albamarle Surveyor's Book of 1750-1755 has two surveys showing James' Seven Islands lands. 

The first survey is on p. 180 and reads: 

"A plot of 400 Acres Joyning the Fluvanna River on the So Side near the Seven Islands Surveyed for Capt James Daniel Novr 19 1750, by Thos 
Turpin A.S". 

It does not include the adjoining 150 acres of the Abbott land. 

N.B. The "court house road" on the surveys is an exact match for the road known today as State Road 652 and Bridgeport Road. 
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The other survey, on pp 252-253 was done for Capt Samuel Jordan to show his grant of 4449 acres which he had taken on 3 Mar 1760; it shows "Cap 
James Daniel" with both the tracts of land at the 7 Islands. I'm showing this survey twice here, first oriented correctly, and then upside down so the 


names can be read. 
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Notes: 
Abraham's land inheritance ends "with half of my tract of land joining where Margaret Abbot did live" . Jame's land inheritance ends with "and the 


other half the Tract of land joining where Margaret Abbot did live". 


James' 7 Islands lands will be cut into Buckingham in 1761, shortly after his death. 
Unfortunately, the early Buckingham records are lost, so the disposition of this land at the time cannot be determined. James Daniel instructed in his 


will "/ desire that my executors make John Duglas a lawful deed for all my lands at the Seven Islands if he will pay the money that is due for the 
same". There are Buckingham surveyors' books from 1762-1814 and beyond, but they don't have any surveys that help to confirm what happened to 


the 7 Islands lands. 


From Genealogical Records of Buckingham County VA , by Edythe Rucker Whitley 1984 come some interesting records, the probable sale to John 
Duglas must have come later: 

p. 5 "A List of All the Tithes, Lands and Wheel-Carriages in Buckingham County for the year Anno Domini 1764 (found in records of Pr. Edward 
co)" 

These lists are ordered alphabetically by last name and show tithes-acres-wheel carriages 

Abraham Daniel, Christopher Baltimor (Harry, Ben, Caesar, Mingo, Sarey, Nan, Phillis, and Cate), and James Daniel 11-1120-0 

p. 13 "Tythables in 1773 & 1774 (found in VA State Archives, Richmond)" 

These lists only show tythes. Abraham Daniel appears in 1773 and 1774, both years with 7 tythes. His brother James had already left for Granville 
County NC. 


The 1120 acres shown for Abraham in 1764 cannot be resolved in Buckingham records and there are no deeds in earlier Albemarle for purchases by 
James Daniel or for his sons Abraham and James. The unaccounted for acreage may belong to Christopher Baltimore? 


The later Buckingham Land Tax Book (1782-1803) does not list any Daniel, so the family must have disposed of the land (I have not checked the 
Duglas name yet). Tax lists for 1783-1786 are not included, but there are land alterations for those years: again no Daniel is listed as buying or selling 
any lands in the alterations. 

There is an intriguing entry in the tax list of 1782 for George Abbott with 150 acres! So much speculation is possible here about James not 
maintaining his claim on the 150 acres and the lists going back to the originial owner, etc., all needing more checking and maybe unanswerable. 


The slaves named in the 1764 tax list are slaves James Daniel had left in his will: He gave his daughter Susannah Bedford specifically named slaves. 
He gave son Chisley specifically named slaves who go to Granville NC with Chisley and are on the tax lists with him there. He bequeathed the rest of 
his slaves equally to his children Abraham Daniel, Leonard Daniel, Josiah Daniel, James Daniel, John Daniel, Mary Daniel, Mercy Daniel at age 
twentyone or when married. His inventories named 18 slaves in Albemarle and another 8 in Lunenburg where he had purchased or arranged land 
purchases for his other sons. There are no Albemarle division orders for the slaves, so the children must have divided them without help from the 
court or appraisers. The children should have gotten 3-4 slaves each. The slaves listed in the Buckingham tax list for Abraham with brother James 
Daniel are all listed in the Albemarle inventory of James Daniel; they probably represent both their inherited slaves. 


Although there is so little information available, what there is makes me think that James Daniel did not reside on the 7 Islands tract in a major way, 
more that it qualified him for his posts in Albemarle and that it was likely more of a working tract he had purchased for his sons. 


In 1991 the Seven Islands Archeological and Historic District was added to the National Register of Historic Places; they are listed for both 
Buckingham and Fluvanna counties although technically they are marked as being in Fluvanna on maps. Other records strongly suggest that the 7 
Islands area were and are still much more associated with Fluvanna County on the north side rather than Buckingham County on the south side where 
the majority of James' land was located. Currently owned by the Sorrell family, their son made a wonderful page about the islands at:

What happened to the Cumberland lands? 


As of November 2011, the below information still needs more work; I've done the probate and chancery records fully, but only the deed indices for 
the deed books after #6. Most of the deeds are obvious from the index info, but this work will be fleshed out more after I can make another trip to Salt 
Lake! 


The step-by-step land transactions involving these lands is below, but first: 

Part of these lands (Leonard's as shown in the plat later) ended up in the hands of the Boatwright Family. There is a wonderful site about the 
Boatwright lands, with pictures of a specific house there. The site says this house was built in about the 1780s. There are also ruins of another house 
nearby. This aging of the house would mean it was built while the lands belonged to Abraham Daniel, probably resided upon by his son Leonard 
before Abraham officially deeded it to him in 1797 - the implication being that either Abraham or Leonard Daniel built the house. The 1791 tax lists 
in this area show only Abraham with 3 white tithables: this would be Abraham, son Leonard, and son William (the other William here is older and in 
another precinct). Abraham's home house (and what was likely his father James of Albemarle's house) was more likely located on the lands that were 
part of Mary's dower lands, shown in the plat later. This is also supported by the 1800 tax lists showing Leonard separate from Mary Daniel. Do visit 
the site below for the wonderful pictures and Boatwright information!

The deed books show no actions by this Daniel family from the 1760s until the late 1790s, i.e. through DB7. Finally in 1797 they are back in action. 


DB8-24 or 27 Leonard Daniel and Polly to James Spears 127a. recd 29 ?May 1797 
More info on this land to come. As there are no deeds to Leonard before this, it may represent some part of the Megginson land that Abraham deeded 
to Leonard a bit later. 


DB8-28 Leonard Daniel and Polly to Wm Bagby 18 3/4a Cartersville. recd 27 May 1797 
More info on this land to come. 


DB8-105 Abraham Daniel to Leonard Daniel, 200a, recd 27 Nov 1797 

Based on the plats below, this is Abraham selling part of the land his father James bought from William Megginson (transaction #4 above). Leonard's 
name is on the plat in the disposition of Abraham's lands, to the west of the divided lands. This land was to have gone to James' son James per his 
will, but some quiet swap or quitclaim must have occurred for Abraham to be able to sell it. 

In the index, indented below the above deed, is the following deed, probably recorded on the same day: 

DB8-261 Abraham Daniel Es [estate?] to heirs, maybe the same date as 8-105, not a deed, a Ref. 


Abraham Daniel died before 23 Oct 1798. His inventory was filed on that day by his administrator Leonard Daniel. Frederick Jones, one of the 
appraisers was his southwestern neighbor based on the division plat. 


WB3-128 inventory and appraisal of Abraham Daniel, 23 Oct 1798, by Leonard Daniel admr, appraisors Frederick Jones, John Stratton Senr, Thomas 
Norris. 

This inventory includes 29 named slaves and personal property, but not the real estate. The slaves and land would be divided in 1801 after a standard 
chancery suit. The chancery file is online at the Library of Virginia, or you can download a zip file by clicking here (the file is 14 pdf pages). 


The chancery suit 

The earliest date on a docket sheet is Nov 1798: 

p. 1 Folder 

p. 2-3 Complaint: 

William Daniel, Abraham Daniel, and James Daniel, Nancy Daniel, Betsy Daniel, Chisley Daniel, and Sally Daniel, infants by Leonard Daniel their 
next friend in their behalf, and Mary Daniel widow and relict of Abraham Daniel deceased, vs. other children: Jane who md. Elias Wills, Polly who 
md. William Spears, Patty who md. Matthew Wills, Sucky who md. "another" Elias Wills. That defendants have refused to come to a division of the 
estate. 

p. 3-4 Response: that they are ready and willing. 

p. 5 a docket of dates, running from Nov 1798 to Oct 1801. 

p. 6 The consent to divide the estate, signed by: Elias Wills and wf Jane, Mathew Wills and wf Martha, Elias Wills Jr and wf Susana, William Daniel, 
Abraham Daniel, James Daniel, William Spears and wf Polley. This document is not dated. The signatures of William, Abraham and James each have 
a plus mark before them. That William, Abraham and James sign at all is interesting. The ages in later census of the children named as infants in the 
complaint are contradicted by later census info, especially Abraham. Abraham seems much older as to not be an infant at the time of the action, and 
James much too young to be signing. Some of this can be answered by the tax lists, but I've only read to 1790 so far. 

p. 7 cover sheet, undated. 

p. 8-10 division of the slaves, but not by name. 

p. 11-12 cover sheets, undated. 

p.13-14 survey plat of division of lands, description of distribution. 


The survey description reads: 

781 7/8 acres of land surveyed December 1798 for Abraham Daniels estate, beginning on James River at the mouth of Watkins Creek in Cumberland 
County running up the said Creek by its meanders to [blank space] in David Ross' line, thence with his line S74E 38 [? 138] poles to a dead post oak 
& Hickory white oak and dogwood S49W 225 po to prs [pointers] 3po westward of a large for and aft white oak S37E 267p to prs? S49W 174 po to 
James Boatrights corner prs then on his line N57W 60po to prs corner to Frederick Jones thence on his lines down Margarets branch to the mouth of 
Margarets Spring thence up the said run to Margarets Spring thence S89W 34po to a post oak and dogwood N43W 52po to prs in Leonard Daniel 
then on his lines N15W 28 po to three poplars at the Sourse of the Muddy branch of Cannons gut thence down and the gut to its junction with James 
River and down the river to the beginning surveyed 

also two other small tracts of land belonging the said estate, one containing 17 5/8 acres beginning at [blank] in Leonard Daniels line on Punch 
Creek running down the same to its junction with a run, branch thereof line to James Boatrights thence up the same to Frederick Jones line thence 
with the said line N21E 87p to the beginning. The other is and [sic] Island in James River known by the name of Daniels Island containg [sic] 16 3/8 
acres amounting in the whole 815 7/8 acres those lands surveyed by Warren Jones? at the instance of the admr. 

We the Commissioners appointed by a decree of the Court of Cumberland to distribute the estate of Abraham Daniel deceased have caused the lands 
of the estate to be surveyed and divided into lots as will be seen by the annexed platt, and alloted the same as follows. 

Afier having assigned to Mary Daniel widow of the said deceased 266 acres as her dower, we alloted the remaining 549 3/8 acres agreeable to the 
numbers and quantities apearing on the face of the platt divided and alloted as will appear in the following statement the estimated value of the lands 
being £1375.0.9 which being divided in 11 parts gives to each distributee £125.0.1 or nearly that amount. 
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The division plat from the chancery file and the division plat overlaid. 


The lots were distributed as follows. The last date in the chancery docket sheet is Oct 1801, but one of these lots was recorded as sold in Aug 1801, 
see later. I am only showing the lot assignments, not the payments to be made between distributees to even out the amounts due each. Leonard is not 


included in this division; although it is not mentioned, it must have been agreed by all that he had already received his share by the earlier deed from 
Abraham. 


The large lot marked "D" is 266 acres dower land to Mary Daniel. This land will go to the children when she dies, still to be determined by later 
divisions and sales. 

Lot No. 1 to Abraham Daniel 50 5/8a 

Lot No. 2 to James Daniel 57 7/8a 

Lot No. 3 to Nancy Daniel 41 2/8a 

Lot No. 4 to Mathias Wills for Patsy his wife 55 2/8a 

Lot No. 5 to Elias Wills Senr for Jenny his wife 43a 

Lot No. 6 to Elias Wills junr for Susanna his wife 45a 

Lot No. 7 to Sally Daniel 50 2/8a 

Lot No. 8 to Betsy Daniel 49 5/8a 

Lot No. 9 to Chesley Daniel 60 7/8a 

Lot No. 10 to William Daniel 62a 

Lot No. 11 to William Spears for Polly his wife, the island 16 3/8a and the triangular section 17 5/8a in the southwest of the plats, actually part of the 
Megginson to James Daniel land, separated from the main lands. 


Over the next several years, some of the distributees sell their shares. Some of the deeds shown here to only one of the siblings may actually have 
more grantees; all still need fuller checking: 


DB8-493 William and Mary Spears to James Boatright 16 3/8a and 17 5/8a recd 24 Aug 1801. This is lot #11. James Boatwright's will, written 10 Jan 
1814, proved Aug 1815, leaves Daniel Island and his Punch Creek tract to his son Leonard Boatwright. Punch Creek is the creek just to the west of 
Abraham's lands and James Boatwright's name can be seen next to the 17 5/8a triangle of land on the division plat. The real will of James Boatwright 
can be viewed here (about 1/3 of the way down the page). 


DB9-291 Elias Wills and Jane to William Daniel [Jr? et?] 43a, recd 28 Nov 1803 

The "et" may be for et al to indicate they are signing over Jane's share to all the other heirs. This is lot #5, grantees still to be checked. 
DB10-224 Abraham Daniel to heirs, maybe same date as DB8-105 (27 Nov 1797), not a deed, a Ref. 

DB10-224 William Shelton and Nancy to Leonard Daniel, 41 2/8a James Rv, recd 28 Jul 1806. This is lot #3 


DB12-60 William Daniel est to Fredk Jones receipt, recd Apr 1812. 
This may be the son William Daniel whose estate is described starting in 1817 below, but it would mean a long wait after his death before the 
division. 


DB13-246 Willis C. Wills [prob Elias] et al to Leonard Daniel, Int Est, recd Feb 1816. 
This interest in an estate could be for the rest of Jane or Susanna's interest in father Abraham's estate, or it could be for the estate of her brother 
William. 


One of the heirs of Abraham Daniel, son William died before 2 Nov 1817 when his estate was inventoried and appraised (WB6-18, recd Jan 1818). 
This inventory showed slaves man Tom, woman Patty and child Billy, boy Henry, girl Sally. There were livestock, tools, and crops, but very few 
household items, William was possibly still living at home. 

The division of William's land (WB6-224) was ordered in Jan 1819 and recorded in Feb 1820,returned by Benjamin Carrington, D. Shields, William 
Montague. His land was divided in 10 parts and the distributees each got 17a. Until better checking can be done, there's no way to determine the 
makeup of this 170a total; it represents his inheritance of 62a and the 43a deed to him by sister Jane Wills and another 65a which could be his share of 
other transfers from siblings. It may or may not include his share of his mother's dower land. The distributees were: 

#1 to Leonard Spears and others children of Polly Spears decd formerly Daniel 

#2 to Jane Wills formerly Daniel 

#3 to Elizabeth Spears wf of Robt Spears 

#4 to Abraham Daniel 

#5 to ??July? A. Smith child, Rep of Sarah Smith decd formerly Daniel 

#6 to Nancy Shelton 

#7 to Leonard Daniel 

#8 to James Daniel 

#9 to Chesley Daniel 

#10 to Martha Wills 

By all rights the husbands of the married women should have been named unless they were deceased. This was done for Elizabeth Spears, but not for 
Jane Wills, Nancy Shelton and Martha Wills. I'm not sure that this was done correctly as there is evidence that some of these husbands were still 
living. 

Abraham Daniel was the administrator of his brother William and there are various administrator's accounts over the next years, then finally an 
administrator's settlement in 24 Oct 1822, recd 23 Dec 1822 (WB7-124). The examiners of this settlement said "this report was incorrect in so many 
instances as to render it inadmissable and ought to be totally rejected", they ordered $750.48 with interest from 14 May 1818 to 20 May 1822, to the 
administrator to be divided equally among the five following persons or their reps as legatees, all others having received their portions: James Wills 
[sic but this should be Jane], Martha Wills, Elizabeth Spears, the reps of Sarah Smith and the reps of Polley Spears decd. 


The next are almost surely for interest in their brother William's lands which had just been distributed, notice the Shelton deed states 17a, and they 
were all recorded on the same date. 

DB15-149 Chesley Daniel to Leonard Daniel, Int Est, reed May 1819 

DB15-150 Jane Wills to Leonard Daniel, Int Est, recd May 1819 

DB15-154 William Shelton to Leonard Daniel, 17a, recd May 1819

More siblings signing over rights to brother William's estate: 

DB16-11 James [M. in signature] Daniel of Cumberland to Leonard Daniel of Cumberland 31 Dec 1818, $500, all the interest and claim, he the said 
James Daniel or heirs hath or may have in the tract of land formerly belonging to William Daniel decd with all it's premises and appurtenances 
thereunto belonging to have and to hold free from the claim or claims, demand or demands of all person or persons whatever... signed James M. 
Daniel, wit B. J. Sandige, Abraham Daniel, recd 9 May 1820 

DB16-24 Elias Wills to Leonard Daniel, Int Est, recd -- -- 1820 

DB16-224 Abraham Daniel to Leonard Daniel 17a Dec 1821 


DB16-494 Abraham Daniel & ND to John D. Garrett 60 2/8a 23 Jul 1822 
Abraham had inherited 50 5/8a from his father, and he had already sold his 17a from William's estate, there's a 9 5/8a discrepancy here to be 
discovered and resolved. 


DB20-293 James Daniel of Amhurst to Leonard Daniel of Cumberland 4 Aug 1831, $120, his full and intere landed [sic] Interest now in the dower of 
Mary Daniel mother of said James and Leonard, lying and being in the county of Cumberland...wit Wm Montague, Thomas Montague, John Daniel, 
Leonard Daniel, recd 28 Nov 1831. 


More info to come! There are many more deeds and probate records regarding these Daniel lands still to be added!

I have turned the map but it's still not quite oriented correctly. 


Daniel's Island is now called Boatwright's Island. The two names directly to the 
east of the island are A. J. Fleming and J. G. Danields [sic]. 


I believe the A. J. Fleming should be A. V. Fleming for Americus V. Fleming. He 
was the son of Carr Fleming who bought some of the Daniel land in 1856 and 1858 
(fuller descriptions still to come).

There were many entries where Robert Daniel is merely referred to as the landgrave, or the Deputy Governor, or the Hon. Robert Daniell 
in group of commissioners for granting & selling land. I put the first few in, but eventually just noted these entries rather than include 
them in their entirety.

This is the data from my records to help develop the family of Mathew Daniel (probably pronounced Dannil) of Caswell/Person Co NC, 
d. 1825 in Pittsylvania VA. His first wife, mother of his children, was Rachel Satterfield. His second wife was Agatha Marr (widow of 
Perkins and Paine). Many family listings (probably based on the Person County Heritage article about this family) have the Mathew who 
was born in 1786 as the son of a John Daniel, but they have left out a generation: his father was actually this Mathew who died in 1825. 
A by-product of this work became trying to flesh out what happened to Mathew's son John, b. cal 780 - I thought for a while there was a 
possibility he could be the father of John Daniel b. 1809 who went to Wayne TN and later Tishomingo MS (married Nancy Holmes), the 
ancestor of current researcher James Madison Daniel (contact him at jdan@shreve.net. The name pronunciation (Dannel), namesakes 
(Calvin, Green, Rachel), some collateral names (Ragan, Brewer), the timing, and the migration routes were interesting for this 
possibility. DNA is showing the Wayne TN John Daniel to be in the line of Job and Elizabeth (Andress) Daniel, so my theory is probably 
a no-go, but I'm keeping the various data and info here in case it helps someone else. 

The data is in chronological order. I've included other data that helps distinguish the various Daniel families of the area, or that I can't 
account for. I indicate the county of the activity frequently merely by Casw, Pers, Granv, etc. My comments/analysis are in [straight 
brackets].

William T. Wallace, retail liquor dealer, was born in Johnson County, Ark., February 10, 1849, and is a son of Vincent and Ruth (Suggs) 
Wallace. The father was born in Benson County, N. C., in 1815 [there is no Benson NC, is this an error for Person?], and was a farmer 
and minister of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South. The great-grandfather, William Wallace, was a Revolutionary soldier, and 
according to the family tradition was of Scottish parentage. He was twice married. His second wife became the mother of several sons, 
who went West, and settled perhaps in Tennessee. His first wife's maiden name was Ferguson, who became the mother of two sons: 
Orren and Robert, the latter of whom was the grandfather. On account of real or imaginary mistreatment by his step-mother he left home 
as soon as he became large enough to find employment, and went to work for daily wages. He had had the benefit of but two weeks' 
education at school, but during leisure hours acquired sufficient education to transact such business as pertained to his occupation. His 
energy in business and faithfulness to his employers soon gave him a reputation as a farm manager, and his services were sought and 
liberally paid for by such men as Jesse Dickens and James Paine, wealthy planters of Person County, N. C. Feeling the embarrassment of 
a limited education he made an extra effort to send his children to school, of whom there were twelve of one mother, whose name before 
marriage was Jane Smith Daniel. Her father, Mathew Daniel, came from or near Petersburg, Va. His mother's maiden name was Smith. 
Her mother's maiden name was Rachel Satterfield, whose mother was a Jay. After Rachel's death Mathew Daniel married a lady whose 
name was Agnes Marr. She had first been married to a Mr. Perkins, and after his death became the second wife of Dr. Paine, the father of 
James Paine, of Person County, N. C., who was the father of the late Robert Paine, bishop of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South. 
The children of Robert and Jane Wallace were Elizabeth, Lucy, Greene, Vincent, Orren, Emily, Rachel, Jane, William, Robert, Jr., 
Martha and George. Robert, Sr., is said to have been a kind and indulgent father, though firm in his family government. A man of ready 
wit, who took delight in repartee. He died October 8, 1846, being about seventy-two years of age, and was a member of the 

Missionary Baptist Church. [there's more on descendants]

Beverly and I went to the church after services on Mother's Day, hoping to get a glimpse of the inside. It turns out we were greeted and so warmly welcomed 
by Father Paul and members of the congregation. Father Paul gave us a wonderful tour of the church, explaining much of the history and special aspects of 
the church, especially its continuity with the colonial days. We were also invited to the hall to share in the get-together after services where we visited with 
more members of the congregation. It was a very special day and we are so grateful to Father Paul and everybody else for the special time we spent at Christ 
Church, Middlesex. 


These pages are about Christ Church Parish, Middlesex, and the early Daniel family's membership and involvement. Quotes from the Vestry Book or from 
the Parish Register are in italics; the double page numbers at the start represent the page from Chamberlayne's transcription-the page number in the original 
manuscript. I am keeping the Daniel entries from the vestry book in chronological order, regardless of whether they apply to the Middle Church or the Upper 
or Lower Chapels. There are no Daniel entries for the Lower Church in the vestry book or in the parish register; however, some Daniel branches were in the 
Lower precinct by the 1782 and more in the early 19th century. Citations about the specific churches are in their particular sections. Except for the couple 
Lower Church pictures, all the pictures are from the Middle Church. 


I have also made a time table of the vestry book entries regarding the building, furnishing, supplying, maintaining, repairing, and the persons responsible for 
the three churches. It is fascinating to follow the development of the parish and its churches. This page can be read here (use your back button to return to 
this page). 


For a brief history of the formation of the parish see the first two paragraphs at Formation of Christ Church Parish.

The two parishes south of the Rappahannock, called Lancaster and Piankatank were united to form Christ Church Parish, Middlesex, and a church was 
ordered built: 





Vestry 26 Sep 1665 at house of Mr Henry Corbin: 

It was there Unanimously Agreed Upon good Consideration That Mr Henry Corbin and Mr Cuth. Potter doe Treat wth The Vestry of 
Peanckatanck or wth whome They Shall appoint for ye Firme Settleing of ye Bounds of our Pish, or the Uniteing of both Prishes into one Upon 
Such Termes as They Shall Think Fitt and what ye Said Mr Corbin and Mr Potter Shall accord wth Them, we Shall rattafie allow and Confirme. 
It was also ordered yt the Church wardens Take a list of a ( ) The Tythables and lay ye Levey for ye Minister of 8000lb of Tobacco and Caske, 
and 17000Ib of Tobacco for ye building of a Churc( ) according to ye Modall of ye Middle-plantaconn Church in all Respects, at ye place agreed 
upon, And that ye Church wardens pay to mr Morris 6000Ib of Tobacco, and 2000 to Mr Henry Corgin for Money lent him as per ordr of ye 
Vestry, and ty Mr Jno Curtis who hath Undertaken ye building of ye Said Church be paid the 170001b of Tobacco and Caske.

Itm That the late prish of Lancaster Doe Levey to the late reputed bound ( ) for the building of Theire Chappell of Ease, and Theire other 
contingesses the Thicket onely Excepted

ye Trouble of receiveing the whole Levey with the Foure Church-Wardens, and they be hereby Impowered to receive Thirty Thousand wight of 
Tobacco and Caske this prsent yeare within ye aforesaid prish and that present and Due payment by made Thereof to the Undertakers, alsoe 
that Sixteene Thousand weight of Tobacco and Caske be alsso Levied and due payment be made Thereof to Mr Richard Morris Parson of ye Said 


Pish. 

[other business] 

Itm That Mr Corbin be appointed and Requested to take Bond of the Undertakers for building the Mother Church, In every respect to be done 
and Finished according to the Middle plantaconn Church, To be finished in Six Months, Glass and Iron worke convenient Time to be given for 
its Transportation out of England 

Itm. It is Agreed That Major Genrll Robert Smith and Henry Corgin Esqr be requested to move to the Assembly for Continueing the Union of the 
Two late Parished of Pyancktanke and Lancaster. 


Vestry 31 Dec 1666 held at Christ Church: 

[an order to finish the Upper Chapel precedes this] 

Itm. It is Ordered and Agreed That Mr Cuthbert Potter doe Finish the Mother Church In the most Decent Manner he Shall Think Fitt and when 
it is finished Some of this Vestry be appointed to view the Middle plantation Church and this, and for wt Charge the Said Potter hath been at 
more then he was Obliged too in Compleatly Finishing the Said Work, to be Considered by this Vestry, and Sattisfaction made him for the Same. 


Vestry 14 Jun 1668: 
Itm. It is Agreed upon That ye Petition Should be Delivered by the Consent of the Pish to the Grand Assembly for the Ratification of ye former 
Act Made for the County of Lancaster to be Divided into Two Countys. 





The Mother Church was also called the Great Church or the Middle Church; there were also built an Upper Chapel and a Lower Chapel (more on these later). 
The history of the Mother Church is still visible in three layers: 

The original church was wood, but its foundation stands today, as seen in the lowest layer of the bricks of today's church and in the interior flooring. 

The second, middle layer is the church as it was re-built (ordered in 1711, completed 1721). 

The upper layer shows the repairs made in the 19th century during the re-establishment of the Anglican Church in America. The original bricking (middle, 
1700s) was done in the pattern called Flemish bond (also known as running bond), but the later repairs (1800s) to the upper part are done in common 
American bond. 


There is a dating brick showing the initials of the builder IH 1714 (before J was in use, when I was used for both I and J). This builder was John Hipkins as 
can be seen in the time table. I missed getting a picture, but you can see the dating brick and other good pictures at Kallicrates' fabulous blog about visiting 
the colonial churches in Virginia in the late 2000s (it's truly worth a visit).

The Carnegie Survey of the Architecture of the South, created by Frances Benjamin Johnston in the 1930s, includes five pictures of the church. The two 
pictures above from her work show some interesting feature differences from today: the chimneys on both sides, the vining on the walls, the shutters, the 


lites in the front door, the less kept yard with far fewer graves, and the absence of today's brick fence. The Garden Club of Virginia supported the project of 
restoring the grounds and building the brick fence in the 1940s.

The Daniel family in Christ Church Parish 

William Daniell, the progenitor of the Daniel family of Middlesex was in Middlesex by 1669 (actually records are fairly clear he was there by 1661). His 
land was in the middle precinct so he attended the middle church. He was active in civic affairs through the 1670s, but his first appearance in the parish 
records is not until 1678 when the death of his daughter Mary is registered: 

Mary Daniel ye Daughter of William Daniel & Jochebed his Wife departed this Life upon 12th of September & was buried 13th Ditto 1678. 

(Complete Daniel listings in the Parish Register are here.) 

Just 18 days later William registered the birth of his son: 

Richard Daniell sone of William & Jochebed Daniell was borne Sept. 30th 1678 


The Baptismal Font 


Father Paul told us it has long been the practice not to clear the water spots on the floor. The 
flooring here is very early period. 





On 10 May 1684 William Daniel was recommended to be a justice of the court. The same day that he was sworn in as a justice (2 June 1684) he was also 
added to the vestry of the church (the governance of the county and of the church were effectively the same in colonial times): 


At a Vestry held the 2th of June 1684 at the house of Mr. Richard Robinson for Christ Church parish in Middlesex County. mr duell Pead 
Minister. 

Present: Mr. Richd Perrott Senr, Capt Walter Whittaker, Mr Robert Smith, Collo Cuthbert Potter, Mr Humphry Jones, Mr Nathaniell Kemp, Mr 
John Man, Mr Richd Robinson, Mr Oswald Cary, Mr Alexandr Smith, Mr Robert Dudley, Mr Robt Price, Mr John Wortham, Mr William 
Daniel, Mr William Churchill. 

It is ordered by this prsent Vestry That mr John Wortham mr William Daniell and mr William Churchill be Added to this Vestry, and they all 
Thre this Day prsonally Appearing was likewise this Day Accordingly Sworne Members Thereof: 





A copy of the "Vestry Mens Oath" was added in the blank space on the page including the Vestry of 19 Nov 1663; this was done in about 1701-2 by the 
clerk John Nash when the Vestry book was first written in and old records were copied into it. No doubt, William Daniel swore to something similar in 1684: 


IA B As I doe Acknowledge my Selfe a True Sonne of the Church of England, Soe I doe believe The Articles of Faith there profess (_) and doe 
oblidge myselfe to be conformable to ye Doctrine and Disipline There Taught and Established, and That as Vestry Man for this Pish of Christ 
Church I will well and Truely performe m() Duty Therein, being Directed by the Laws and Customes of This Cuntrey, and the Cannons of ye 
Church of England, Soe Far as They will Suite with our present Capacity, And This I Shall Senseerely do According to the best of my Knowledge 
Skill and( ) Cuning, Without feare favour or partiallity, and So helpe me God. 


The three levels of the pulpit: the highest level was occupied by the priest, 
the middle by the lay reader, the lowest by the clerk of the court who could 
handle business before and after services. Father Paul still honors this 
practice today: when he gives announcements and the like he comes down 
from the pulpit to the floor. 





On the same day that William Daniell was added to the vestry (2 Jun 1684), the following order was made by the vestry: 


It is ordered by this prsent Vestry that ye Communion Table at the Great Church and also at both Chappells be Railed in, as Convenient as 
possible may be; wthout Obstructing any passage, and that ther be Benches and Forms provided for all the Thre Churches, for Convenience of 
Seating the people and that Each Respective Church Warden in his Respective place Se it done and performed with all Expeditin &c. 


William Daniell would be paid for part of this work as shown in the vestry of 6 Dec 1686 below. 


Vestry 5 Jan 1685, It is ordered yt mr Wm Daniell be Ch. warden for the 
Great Church in ye Middle precing In ye place of mr Jno Wortham &c. 


Vestry 6 Dec 1686. lt is ordered that Mr. William Daniell Senr prsent 
Church warden be paid for Railing in ye Communion Table and other 
Reparations at the Great Church according to his Accompt the Summe of 
1400 Ib Tobo. 

Vestry 6 Dec 1686 It is ordered by this psent Vestrey that mr Oswald Cary 
be Church warden for the Great Church In the Middle precinq In the place 
of Mr William Daniell Senr. 


Today's communion table and railing are in the same place as originally 
constructed. 

Father Paul pointed out that the only cross of the church is here; the 
Anglican Church, as part of distinguishing themselves from Rome and the 
Catholic Church, did not put them on the top of the churches or elsewhere in 
the interiors. They also did not use stained glass. 

The insignia on the chairs (crown on the left, church emblem on the right) 
illustrate that government and church were one and the same in the colonial 
era.

The "modesty doors" were maintained in the rebuilding of the church.

However, on this day his son Robert Daniell was called as a vestryman: Jt is 
ordered by this Vestry that mr John Grimes Lt John Smith, and mr Robert 
Daniell Vestrymen, and to have Notice given them agt the next Vestry. Robert 
would have been incredibly young to serve on the vestry and he does not 
appear to serve at this time; his name does not appear in the list of vestrymen 
until 1702. 

At this same vestry, the next order is that this Vestry Booke be left at the 
Mother Church.

This is the last appearance of Capt. William Daniell as a vestryman; the next vestry was 9 Nov 1697 and he was not listed. His will was probated on 3 Oct 


1698, before the vestry of November 1698. 


An interesting statistic is noted by the Rutmans in their extraordinary study A Place in Time. They remark on the difference between the different types of 


gentlemen in relative attendance at court and vesty. From p. 161-162: 


"Too many times visitors to the early Chesapeake (that is to say, other historians) have seen what is only most apparent: the poverty of the Henry 
Davises and the Bodgams on the one hand and the wealth of the Wormeleys on the other. They have thought in terms of an oligarchy of 
prominent gentlemen ruling the powerless through county court and vestry. We see something different: a complex layering of society, with 


court and vestry as bits of societal rabbeting joining the first gentlemen of the province to the county families among whom they lived. 

The juxtaposition is particularly clear in 1677 and 1681, when events were extraordinary. But the rabbeting was a permanent part of the social 
structure. For men oriented solely to the county - Worthams and Joneses and Seagers - court and vestry were the apex of public careers. They 
worked their way up to their seats and took status from the positions. The cosmopolitan gentlemen, if they took seats on court or vestry at all, did 
so as a matter or right. Notably their appointments were not preceded by any period of testing in lesser offices. Equally notable is the fact that 
when they were named to court or vestry they sat only sporadically, leaving the month-to-month business of the county to the more county- 
oriented, lesser gentlemen who were all but constant in attendance. The consequence of their sitting, moreover, was not the accrual of status to 
themselves - they had plenty of that - but the imparting of status to court and vestry, a status necessary to these bodies if they were to do the work 
of administering and adjudicating within a status-minded society." 


Note 55 (on p. 267): "County records and Chamberlayne, ed. Vestry Book of Christ Church indicate presence at court and vestry meetings. 
Robert Beverley appeared at 32.5% of the court sessions during the years he was a member and 23.7% of the vestry meetings; Ralph Wormeley 
appeared at 5.5% of the courts and 43.2% of the vestries; John Burnham at 44.1% and 33.3% respectively. These examples of cosmopolitan 
gentlemen are in sharp contrast to the records of county-oriented gentry. John Wortham attended 86.7% of the courts and 91% of the vestry 
meetings following his appointments; Randolph Seager 88.8% of the courts and 66.6% of the vestries; William Daniell 89.4% and 78.7%." 


Capt. William Daniel fits in every way into the category of "county-oriented gentry". He worked his way up the status ladder in all the categories the 
Rutmans described and his attendance as shown above also shows him as such. 


The Daniel name does not appear in the next three vestries of 26 Jul 1699, 4 Nov 1699, 18 Nov 1700. In 1702 Robert Daniel begins serving on the vestry (he 
had long been settled in the Briery Swamp region and represents the Upper Church). 


The Cemetery 


The grounds of the church are lovely, peaceful, and beautifully kept. The oldest graves and stones are near the church. Captain William Daniell's death in 
1698 is not listed in the parish records, so I suspect he is buried on his own land and not at the church. 








Early Grymes and Yates graves are on the south side of the building. 
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Wormeley graves from the 18th century are on the east side, right next to the building.

The Upper Chapel 


The earliest entries in the Vestry Book are actually for what was called the parish of Lancaster, i.e. the upper part of today's Middlesex. The following is the 
order for the building of a church there (this precedes the order of the next year for the middle church, after Lancaster and Piankatank parishes were united): 


Vestry 31 Apr 1665 at house of Henry Nicholls: 

It being Judged the place formerly Determined by a Vestry to Build the Church upon, was most Inconvenient to the Generallity of the People, 
and would be of Exterordinary Charge, upon better Consideration it was now Unanimously Agreed for ye Final Determination where ye Church 
Should be built That Lotts Should be Cast whether on the North or South Side of Sunderland Creek The Lott falling on the North Side It was 
accordingly Ordered and Decreed to be built on the Land of Mr Rowland Burnham Decd with the approbation of Mr Henry Corbin now in 
possession of the Said Devidend, and Mr John Curtis and Mr Abra. Weekes Church Wardens were Ordered to agree wth Workmen wth all 
Convenient Expedition for the building of ye Said Church in Such Decent manner & Form as is usuall, and that They provide all Things fitting, 
and to be Satt) ) And paid out of ( ). Agreed by reason the Church was built on ye North Side, That Mr Henry Corbin Mr Richard Perrott Mr 
Abraham Weekes Mr Jno Haslewood Mr Nicho Cock Mr Robert Chowning, Doe Each of Them This prsent yeare Marke a Cow Calfe for ye use 
of ye Pish and to keepe it w( ) Equall Care as Theire owne Till it be Two yeares old, and Then all of them that Shalbe liveing, and Theire 
Encrease if any to be Disposed of by ye Vestry as a Stock for ye Pish, and ye Marke of the Said Calfe to be onely a Crop on ye Right Eare. It was 
further Ordered at that Meeting for ye more Certaine and Convenient Meeting of ye People, That Henry Nicholls have Six hundred pounds of 
Tobacco allowed him out of his Leveys for the use of his house for one Yeare, till a Church be built & Finished. 


Sunderland Creek is described in various land grants, including those to Rowland Burnham, as being 14-15 miles up from the mouth of of the 
Rappahannock. This is a perfect fit for today's Lagrange Creek; as well, the landowners in the order were all settled at the heads of the branches that form 
this creek, close to the main road today and just across from where the second building would be located. Today, Sunderland Creek Road leads to from the 
outskirts of Urbanna over to LaGrange Creek. The Rutmans, in their book A Place in Time also came to this conclusion and labeled their map as such. 


Bishop Meade, in his work Old Churches, Ministers and Families of Virginia says that the church ordered above was not built, but I think it was, based on 
the following order, and that it was what would be called the Upper Chapel. The Upper Chapel was definitely referred to in the Parish Register by 29 Sep 
1669 when Richard Perrott acknowledged payment for building a pew there for Henry Corbin, and there are no other orders for building a chapel other than 
the ones already quoted. 


Vestry 31 Dec 1666 held at Christ Church: 

"Imprs It was then Ordered that marmaduk Hornsbee who had Undertaken to build the Chappell in the Uper Precints of the Said Pish be 
released and Discharged from his obligaconn, And that Mr Abra. Weekes doe with the Tobacco that is already Leveyed and in his hand 
Indeavor to Finish the said Chappell, and for wt further Charge he Shalbe at in finishing of it, to be pd at the Charge of the whole Parish 


The parishes of Lancaster and Piankatank, which were the upper and lower parts of Middlesex had been formed in 1657, so a place of worship would have 
been built there at some point. 


A new Upper Chapel was eventually built in the early 1700s, at a spot reportedly about 1/2 mile away from the original (although the exact location of the 
original Upper Chapel is not firmly known). The second Upper Chapel was given over to a Baptist congregation in about 1845 and is today's Hermitage 
Baptist Church. For some pictures of the church today, click here. 


Vestry 2 Jul 1707: 

Ordered Yt a new Church be Built; As soon as conveniently may be in Ye Upper Prcincts; in Stead of Ye Chappel now gone to Ruine & Yt it be 
placed in Ye most convenient place near Pipers Spring; in Mr Richard Kemps plantation; Ordereed that Ye Vestry Meet at Ye Mother Church Ye 
24 of July Instant if fair; If not Ye next fair day; to consult & consider upon Ye dimensions & Method of Building a Church in Ye Upper Precincts 
at Ye place Appointed; Ordered that Mr John Smith & Mr Christopher Robinson between this & Ye next Vestry goe upon Ye Glebe & make 
Inquiry into Ye State of Ye Buildings there; and Report their Opinions thereon to Ye Next Vestry. 


The above order was not completed and repairs to the old Upper Chapel continued until a few years later. 


Vestry 4 Jan 1710/11: 

Ordered That Three Churches be built in ye pish of Christ Church. Ordered That A new Church be built, as Soone as conveniently may be, in the 
upper Precincts, instead of the Chappell, now gone to ruine: And that it be placed neare Mr Marvell Moselyes Plantation, on the Maine Roade. 
Ordered That the above Church be Sixty foot long, & five & twenty foot wide. 

Ordered That One hundred Thousand pounds of Tobcco be Levyed this yeare towards building the Upper Church &ca 100000 [lb Tobo] 
Ordered That the Churchwardens Collect One hundred Sixty nine pounds of Tobcco per Pole of Eight hundred niney nine Tythables & make 
payment thereof according to the Tenour of the Severall Orders abovementioned. 


Vestry 23 Jan 1710[/11]: Ordered by the abovenamed Gentlement of Vestry as followeth (vizt). In pursuance of an Order of Vestry made the 4th 
day of January Instant That A New Church be built as Soone as conveniently may be in the Upper Precincts instead of the Upper Chappell now 
gone to ruine. 

[Followed by a lengthy full description, shown in time table section. ] 


William Daniel Jr. and Robert Daniel, sons of Captain William Daniel moved to the upper precinct, probably around the time of their marriages (1686 and 
1687), but certainly before the births of their first children; they settled on the lands their father had bought them in 1683. Robert Daniel served the upper 
precinct, and would later serve on the Vestry.

The above payment to Richard Daniel is interesting, it looks like normal county payment for maintaining poor persons. However, five months later, in the 
court order books is found: 

OBS-168 2 Mar 1713/14 "Richard Daniell confest jdgmt to Churchwardens of Chr Ch Par for 500Ib tobo it being the Fine of Elizabeth Moxom's haveing a 
bastard Child which he is ordered to pay to the Churchwardens with costs als exo." 

The big question is: was Richard Daniel actually the father of Elizabeth Moxom's child, first accepting county payment for maintaining her, but later being 
called to account as the father? The records are not explicit enough, but normally if an outsider was paying for the fine of an illegitimate birth they did not 
have to confess judgment, they are merely noted as paying. 

The Parish Register shows that Elizabeth Moxom married Andrew Terry nine months later. The child was "Easter Moxham" and she d. 28 Nov 1720, buried 
30 Nov 1720. We'll never know the absolute truth about this.

The Daniel family did not have any people in the lower precinct until the late 18th century and more in the early 19th century. There are no entries for any 


Daniel in the lower precinct in the vestry book.

Middlesex OB5-288 3 Apr 1716 "Robert Daniell another of the Gentlemen named in the new Commission of the Peace not appearing at his summons to give 
his reasons for not takeing the Oaths sent the following reason by Mr. Price, vizt., that he had served the County severall years and was not [now] grown old 
so that he could not endure rideing monthly to the Courthouse and also that he is dim of sight so that he can hardly see to write his own business, therefore 
desires to be excused." 

John Smith, Senr. had just done same for "being an old man and distempered".

The road ran through his section and the above procession order helps prove that his house was located on the southern side of the road, because 
when a person's land crossed over districts, the person was charged in the district where his house was located. However, the original road of the time 
actually ran a ways north of today's (The Tidewater Trail, Hwy 17), so Garrett's house still could have been north of today's road.

The Courthouses of Middlesex VA 


This page is about our visit to the Courthouses and the Daniel involvement in the Courts of Middlesex. The extant courthouses are the one at 
Urbanna (1740s), the later one at Saluda (1850s), and its annex (1996). However, the history of the formation of Middlesex County and the 
struggles to build the first courthouses is so fascinating and dramatic.

The "Second" Court 
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house, built in the 1740s 
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This building served as the Middl 
courthouse hm 1748 to 1852. Althoagh T 
altered from its original appearance, it is one 
of Virginias rare colonial courthouse bu 
During the American Revolution. the local Com- 
mittee of Safety met here. According to tradition 
during the Civil War, it briefly housed Confederate 
troops. After use as the county courthouse, the 
uilding was remodeled and became a house of 
worship for several denominations. In 1948 Christ. 
Church Parish transferred ownership to the 
Middlesex County Woman's Club, which once 
operated a community library here. The ure 
was listed on the Virginia Landmarks 
and the National Register of Historic Places

"The Armorial Ensigns of Middlesex County Virginia" 


These were designed by the College of Arms, London, and given to the County of 
Middlesex by the Bank of Middlesex. They were presented by the British Herald of 
Arms in 1977.

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I have visited dozens of courthouses over 
the years, but only a few times have I 
found myself taking photos of the actual 
record books.

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The signature and seal on Capt. William 
Daniel's loose will.

The tall pyramid shape 
is actually just lines formed by the wax 
folding on itself. 
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However, on Robert Daniel's will, the 
stem and leaves are very clear!

To present every court record involving a Daniel would make this page way too long, so I have only included the milestone records of the first 
two generations, records that provide new information or correct old errors in the understanding of the Daniel family, and other records of 
interest. 

Transcribed court records on this page are in italics. 

PLEASE NOTE: The "firsts" mentioned here are only the firsts in the court records; there may be earlier appearances of the person 
in other county records, some noted here, some not. And, of course, there are many more of the same types of actions in the years following 
a "first". 


The first appearance of William Daniel in the court records

William Daniel sued and his first militia rank 

OB1-33 court 5 Jul 1675 

The Suite comenced by Ralph Whitton against L. Wm. Danll. about a Cow is dismist. 

This is the first rank shown for William Daniel, Lieutenant. There will not be another mention of him as Lieutenant until 10 May 1684. 


William Daniel's first county office 

OB1-54 court 10 Apr 1676 

Thomas Williams Pet: to this court to be discharged from being Constable, it is granted, and William Daniell is Ordered to Succeed him for ye 
ensueing yeare, and ye sd Williams is ordered to carry him before one of his Mats. Justices of ye peace to be Sworne. 


William Daniel as appraiser (a step in the status ladder) 

OB1-62 court 7 May 1677 

Administration of Joseph Chipp granted to Mr. Robert Boodle. Ordered that Mr. John Wortham, Mr. George Reeves, William Daniell, and 
William Downing doe repaire to ye howse of Robert Boodle and appraise ye Estate of said Joseph Chipp. 

William Daniel would be discharged from this security on 2 Jun 1679. 


William Daniel's first bill of debt

This Bill bindes me William Daniell my heires & Exeors. to pay unto John Purvis his heires exers ye just sume of Two hundred & thirty pounds 
of good Swt. St. tobaccoe of ye Grounds of my owne Plantation & Caske Cleare of Ground leaves & trash Tob the performance of wch: I binde 
my heires exers & Admrs. unto the abovesd John Purvis his heires & Assignes to be paid at or upon ye 10th day of Octobr next ensueing the 
date hereof as Witness my hand this 17th Jany: 1678. 

signed William Daniell. witnesses Thomas Dawcons, John Simes. Based on the several entries here, John Purvis is "Comdr of ye Shipp Duke 
of Yorke", various people are indebting themselves to him, mainly for planks of wood.

Richard for Robert, but I'm wondering if the clerk had made the error?

He was 19 and able to witness, but would not be able to swear to them in court until he was 21.

Sterling money of England due in Writeing under the hand and seale of the said decesed and ordered to pay cost. 

I had at first a romantic theory that William had perhaps been some kind of a founding subscriber, but the college was actually supported by 
tobacco taxes and export duties on furs and animal skins so I suspect this is just collection of payments in arrears. The duties charged were so 
small as to mean that the 40 shillings would represent an incredible amount of animal skins; the charges for tobacco had not been defined 
before the time of Capt. William's death. 

Then again, the second order says he had signed something obligating him, so perhaps it was a donation. Or, could it have been some tuition 
for one of his sons? If so, it was more likely for Richard, but nothing in Richard's later life and civic service strongly suggests that he was 
educated to this extent.

Sly. That Spanish Money may not be exported out of this Countrey, but that it may pass currantly from man to man, and that all Pieces of 
Eight pass for five shillings apeice.

Horse 
be condemned & delivered to ye sd. Samuell towards paymt. of his sd. Debt, he makeing ye same appeare to be due by 
Bill under ye hand of ye sd. Farrow wth costs. 

3 Jul 1699 Robert Daniell on jury for Richard Willis v. John Zaccary, John Roane, and Mathew Hunt, re killing a hog. 
jury found for defts. 

4 Aug 1701 John Bristow v. Thomas Kidd, that defd took up and detained pltfs horses several times. Deft confessed and 
said Horses did him great damage, both in his Corn and Tobacco and that he gave pltf notice. It is therefore ordered that 
Robert Daniell, John Micham and Richard Kemp doe veiw [sic] what damage the said Horses hath done on the Defendt.'s 
Plantation and likewise veiw the Fences on the 12th of this Instant, August, and report there proceedings to the next Court. 


[Guvmint contractors, hmmm] 

7 Dec 1691 It is ordered yt. Mr. Chr. Robinson, Captn. Wm. Daniel & Mr. John Wortham doe agree with Mr. James 
Curtis & Mr. John Piskins for ye Building of a Court House thirty foot long & twenty foot wide & a Prison of ye same 
demencions of ye old one. 

18 Feb 1692/93 pay to Mr. James Curties...for materials and building Court House & Prison, pay to John Hipkings for 
carpenters Worke done on it. And it is further ordered that Capt. William Daniell, Mr. Jno. Smith, together wth. the 
Sheriff of this County, or his Deputy, doe goe to Mr. James Curties & receive the Plancke sawed for the said Court House 
& ye remaining part of the nayles wch. is in his possession wch. hee is to give a true & just account of upon Oath, hee 
being fully sattisfied & paid for the same by ye County... 


[Still takes about the same amount of time and number of people today to get things started] 

2 Apr 1694 Capt. Mathew Kemp, Capt. William Daniell and Capt. Robert Dudley, or any one of them is requested to goe 
to Glocester County Court & treat with the Justices there concerning the repaireing & mending of Dragon Bridge & that a 
time may be then sett when they may vew the same. 

4 Jun 1694 It is ordered that Capt. Mathew Kemp, Mr. Willm. Wormeley, Capt. Willm. Daniell, Capt. Robert Dudley, 
Mr. Maurice Cock & Mr. John Smith Senr., or any four of them doe meet ye Glocester Gent. at ye Dragon Bridge on ye 
5th Instent and treat with them about the mending & repaireing the same and what agreement shall be by them made is 
ordered to be confirmed. 

2 Jul 1694 It is ordered that Capt. Mathew Kemp, Capt. William Daniell, Capt. Robt. Dudley or any two of them doe meet 
at ye 14th Instent at ye Dragon Bridge & joyne wth. ye Glocester Gents. in repaireing or rebuilding the same & likewise 
that they be impowered to address ye Governor in what they shall see convenient about the said Bridge. Capt. Kemp is 
appoynted to waite upon his Excellency. 


[More from the department of transportation] 
4 Aug 1707 Upon the Petition of James Daniel against Philip Colvert for not mending the Draggon Bridge, it is ordered 


said Colvert mend the Bridge some time between this and next Court and that he make what additions necessary according 
to Agreement, and it is hereby further ordered that Capt. John Smith, James Daniel and John Vivion or any two of them on 
the Saturday before the next Court view the Bridge and make report of their proceedings to next Court. 

6 Jun 1709 Upon the Petition of John Micham and James Micham setting forth that Alexander Graves hath turned their 
Path to the Upper Chapple so inconvenient that a man can hardly ride without danger, it is therefore ordered William 
Daniell and John Pace lay out ye said Path in ye most convenient place and make report of their proceedings to ye next 
Court. 

5 Jan 1724 On the Petition of James Daniell in behalfe of himselfe and diverse of the Neighbourhood between the Dragon 
Swamp and Capt. Smith's Mill setting forth that they have no Road to pass from the said Mill to the Maine Road leading 
to the Church or Courthouse. It is ordered that William Bristow, Surveyor of the Highway clear a good Cart Road from 
Capt. Smith's Mill to the Maine Road leading to Church and the Courthouse to go according to the Report formerly made 
by John Grymes and Edwin Thacker, Gent. 

[And fix the potholes!!!] 


[Environmental impact reports, but these don't have as good language as other places about evaluating whether it's a 
good idea, the effects, etc.] 

6 May 1706 The Petition of Gawin Corbin setting forth that he is about to build a Mill upon the Creek called Corbin's 
Creek and haveing land on the one side thereof prays that an acre of land may be ordered to him on ye other side thereof 
according to Act of Assembly in that case made and provided. It is therefore ordered Capt. Robert Daniell, Mr. William 
Daniell and Marvill Moseley or any two of them lay out ye acre of ground on the South side of the Creek opposite to 
Corbin's land and value the same and make report of their proceedings to the next Court. 

3 Jun 1706 Capt. Robert Daniell, Mr. William Daniell and Marvill Moseley being appointed by Order of last Court to lay 
out an acre of land on the South side of Grange Creek to build a Mill on and to make report of their proceedings to next 
Court ye Order not being complyed with is continued. 

2 Dec 1706 Robert Daniell and William Daniell, two of the Gentlemen appointed to lay out one acre of land on ye South 
side of Sunderland Creeke for Colo. Corbin to build his Mill on haveing made their Report is is ordered to be recorded. 
[Took 'em six months] 


[Don't know what to call this one, community arts something or other] 

1 Jul 1689 Whereas att a Court held for Middx. County ye 12th day of Decembr: 1687, Mr. Christopher Robinson was 
desired & ordered to send for England two brasse Trumpets, with silver mouth peeces, to be hanged in black & white silk, 
one Horse Collours wth: Staff: two bootes & two belts, two Drumes with six spare heads & foure parie of Drumsticks & 
two belts & one Foot Colloures; It is therefore order [sic] upon ye desier of the said Mr. Christopher Robinson that what of 
ye sd. Trophes be remaining now in ye sd. Mr. Robinsons possession be delivered to Capt. William Daniell for the use of 
this County.

5ly. That Spanish Money may not be exported out of this Countrey, but that it may pass currantly from man to man, and 
that all Pieces of Eight pass for five shillings apeice. 

Signed by 25 men incl William Daniell, Richard Daniell, James Daniell, also Blaise, Shoares, Thilman, Curtis, Dudley, 
Kemp, Mountague (2), Bristow, Moseley, Killbee, Hadley, Clarke, Colbert, Smith, Porter, Crank, Scarbrough, Nicholls, 
Williamson, Vivion, Williams

12 Sep 1715, per order of Msex county court 2 Aug 1715 "This Vestry have divided this parish into Severall Precincts, 
And have appointed two Intelligent honest Freeholders of every Severall Precinct to See all the Lands within the said 
Severall Precincts processioned...

3 Apr 1716 Robert Daniell another of the Gentlemen named in the new Commission of the Peace not appearing at his 
summons to give his reasons for not takeing the Oaths sent the following reason by Mr. Price, vizt., that he had served the 
County severall years and was not [now] grown old so that he could not endure rideing monthly to the Courthouse and 
also that he is dim of sight so that he can hardly see to write his own business, therefore desires to be excused.

debt with all damages and costs as shall be awarded by the Court, whereupon at motion of said Hill, Attorney for the 
Defendt. refference is granted him till next Court. 

6 Dec 1709 In an action upon the Case between Capt. Robert Daniel, Plaintiff and George Beverich, Commander of the 
Carter Frigate, Defendt. for twenty four pounds sterling damage by meanes of the Defendt's Servants burning four 
thousand eight hundred weight of the Plt.'s tobacco in caskes as set forth in the Declaration, a Refference being granted to 
Defendt. at last Court and he faileing now to appear at Plt.'s motion, Judgment by nihil dicit is granted him for the sume 
against the Defendt and Mr. Leonard Hill his Security returnable to next Court as usuall. 

2 Jan 1709/10 The action of trespass upon the Case between Robert Daniell, Gent., Plt. and George Beverich, Commander 
of the Carter Frigate, Defendt. is referred till the next Court.

5 Jun 1710 The action of Trespass upon the Case between Capt. Robert Daniell Plt. and George Beverich, Commander of 
the Carter Frigate, Defendt is postponed till tomorrow. 

5 Jun 1710 The action of Trespass upon the Case between Capt. Robert Daniell, Plt. and George Beverich, Commander of 
the Carter Frigate, Defendt. is continued till next Court till Colo. Corbin's Cause against the said Beverich is tryed. 

3 Jul 1710 Corbin v. Beverich Judgment [long document]. Tobacco was to be shipped, but the Carter Frigate burned. 
Corbin charged neglect, Beverich denies, says since there was no bill of lading signed yet. Corbin wins. 

3 Jul 1710 The action of Trespass upon ye Case between Capt. Robert Daniell, Plt. and George Beverich, Defendt. is 
dismist. 

3 Jul 1710 John Bell being summoned an Evidence for Capt. Robert Daniell against George Beverich, and haveing 
attended five days, ordered said Daniell pay him for ye same with costs als exo.

4 Jan 1714/15 Upon the Petition of Jonathan Herring, Richard Daniell, Rice Curtis, Edward Couch, Arthur Thomas, 
Matthew Parry, Thomas Crank Junr., and Thomas Hipkings praying that ye Court would represent them to the Honorable 
Alexander Spotswood Esqr. his Majesty's Lieutenant Governor and Commander in Cheife of the Dominion, as objects of 
pity who were presented by the Grandjury for selling Liquor by retaile without Lycence (and upon their tryall confest ye 
fact and were accordingly fined as the Law directs they affirming the offence was ignorantly committed). The Court do 
therefore desire Mr. Christopher Robinson to wait on the Governor and give him a true representation of their case 
submitting it wholly to his Honor's Clemency.

Observations, results, answers derived from our tests 


1. The mismatch: 
Note that matching tests from multiple sons of a man prove his DNA "profile". The tests (in red) for William Jr. and Robert match each other, but differ from the tests (in blue) for 
James. For an analysis of this mismatch and a solution to the discrepancy see here. 


2. The branch markers: 

a. The members marked *23 show 23 at marker #447, which now defines this branch, all the other tests in red show a 22 at this marker. Any descendants of this branch can be 
expected to show a 23. Future testers with something other than 23 at marker #447 are almost surely not from this branch. 

The current tests prove this branching marker at the level of Robert (md. Sarah Mickelborough), son of Robert (md. Elizabeth Carter), son of William Jr. The next challenge is to 
find a tester from a brother to this branching Robert. If he also shows a 23 at marker 447, it will show that the branch marker actually starts with their father Robert (md. Elizabeth 
Carter). The eligible brothers, i.e. other sons of the older Robert, are: William (1731/2-1783, md.1 Elizabeth --, md.2 Hannah Wood; John (1733-1772, md.1 Sarah Reid, md.2 
Elizabeth Rice; Christopher (1736-1793, md. Mary Mickelborough). 

b. The members marked *37 show 37 at marker CDYb; the modal is 36. These two tests (20231 and N75969) are from two different sons of Josiah (md. Mary Denton), but Josiah's 
brother shows the modal, so the mutation began with Josiah. Descendants of this branch can be expected to show a 37. 

c. The members marked *17 show 17 at marker 458; the modal is 15. See #4 below for more information about the proposed line which probably makes this a branch marker for 
Obadiah. 


3. A reverse mutation (AKA aback-mutation)!! Test #400169 should, by all rights, show a 23 at marker 447. That branch marker, shown as *23 in the tree, was established by tests 
142779 and 119371. But somewhere down the line from Samuel down to the tester #400169, the 23 mutated BACK to the 22 that is the norm for Middlesex Daniel yDNA. 


4. Finding the correct fit, correcting previous errors in identification: 

a. Tests #20231 and N75969, representing James J. and Walter K. Daniel, show DNA supporting the almost certain place of their father Josiah Daniel (b. 1805, md. Mary Denton) 
in the family of James K. Daniel, son of Josiah Daniel. There is already much evidence for this, location and dates, various namesakes, the presence of an unnamed son in early 
census that fits, etc., but migration at a critical age for this younger Josiah means that one necessary record that clinches it is still to be found. However, the DNA match makes this 
placement of Josiah almost certain. 

b. Like the test of Josiah (#20231) described above, the test representing George B. Daniel (marked "anc.dna") shows DNA supporting his almost certain place in the family of 
James K. Daniel, son of Josiah Daniel. There is already much evidence for this, location and dates, various namesakes, the presence of an unnamed son in early census that fits, 
etc., but migration at a critical age for this George B. means that one necessary record that clinches it is still to be found. For a very good description of the evidence see the 
discussion at rootsweb about this George B.. The DNA match makes this placement of George B. almost certain. 

c. Test #143930 resolves a longstanding confusion over various William H. Daniel's of Alabama and Georgia, all born in close years (ca 1826); the correct William H. has now 
confirmed his place as the son of Samuel Daniel and Elizabeth Holloway and thus his Middlesex ancestry by DNA! See Jan's fuller info and happy announcement here! 

d. Test #48481 represents James Daniel (1747-1820) who md. Sally Cocke. In his counties of Christian KY, Person NC, and Granville NC there is always another (often more than 
one) James Daniel. Old works melded them and made errors in placing the various James's, resulting in some very "creative" genealogies. These errors became so "written in stone" 
that, even when the different James's were eventually distinguished by research into their lands, ages and other data from the records, it didn't seem proof enough to overturn the old 
errors. DNA finally placed this James (48481) in his correct line, as the record evidence showed. For further details on this work see "James Daniel is the Son of James of 
Albemarle". 





e. Test #513064 represents Charles, son of Charles, son of James and Margaret (Vivion) Daniel. The tester had been unable to get recent family information and records were 
simply not available. The test showed he belonged in this line and he was finally able to obtain the one piece of information needed to trace back accurately! 


5. Using a special mutation to propose a likely line membership and a potential branch marker AND digging deeper into the records to prove: 

Test #223826 arrived with the oldest documented ancestor as John Daniel, b. VA, md. 1832 in WVA Kanawha to Elizabeth Leadman (b. ca 1815). John d. young in 1832-1836, 
leaving only one son. The son Christopher Columbus Daniels and all further descendants consistently go by Daniels. The two step mutation at marker 458 made this tester a very 
likely descendant of Obadiah, s/o William Jr., s/o Capt. William. A one step mutation on this test could merely be used to suggest a relation to Obadiah, but it could also have 
represented a mutation that could have happened in any of the other branches. 

Obadiah had four sons, Moseley, John, Ezekiel, and Ichabod. 

By elimination, Ichabod is not the ancestor, his descendants are well documented and the entire family goes to TN after Ichabod's death. 

Ezekiel d. before 22 Jun 1790 when his will was probated. His estate goes to his siblings and their heirs, i.e. he died unmarried and childless. 

John had a son Garrett, but it currently looks like he may have also gone to TN (this idea still needs more proof). 

Moseley had three children, William, Sarah, and Mary. Moseley died ca 1795 and his children are named in a chancery suit in 1801 regarding their uncle Ezekiel, with William 
representing himself and his underaged sisters. William drops out of the Goochland records before 1830. Sister Sarah md. Francis Blankenship in 1809 VA Goochland, and it looks 
certain that they moved to WVA Kanawha before 1830. Brother William had several children, including sons in the right years to be this test's ancestor John who also md. in WVA 
Kanawha. My theory was that we were looking at the herding of some family members: Sarah (Daniel) Blankenship and her brother William (or maybe a son of William) went to 
WVA Kanawha together. This drove us to the tax records which had not been examined, both in VA Goochland and in WVA Kanawha. The two records show a perfect migration of 
father William and his children. The lists also reveal the names of other sons of William: Micajah, Leonard M., and the John of the test. 

This test was originally shown with a broken "proposed" line from William to John - that has now been solidified, but I've left the expanded lineage because of how this test and 
breakthrough occurred. 





6. Linking a line from both directions: 
Test #236042 - The descendants searching back were not going to be able to break through out of KY: the records there stop with a Leonard b. in Virginia ca 1793. This Leonard 


appears in Daviess County KY and then back to Shelby County, where at least three different Daniel lines met up, meaning it might have been possible to erroneously "assign" their 
Leonard to the wrong line. This Leonard's children do show some interesting namesakes for Middlesex, e.g. Josiah (a son of Benjamin), so Middlesex was an interesting possibility 
to look at. 

At the same time the searchers of descendants of Benjamin of Middlesex come to a stop with his son Leonard b. before 1765. This older Leonard disappears from the Middlesex 
records by 1791, but where to? The 1810-1820 census only shows one Leonard the right age to be the Leonard son of Benjamin who left Middlesex; he's in Shelby KY and has a 
son the correct age to be the younger Leonard described above. A young Leonard married Maria Cox in 1826 in Shelby and he is there in 1830 with a new wife and child and an 
older woman (i.e. could be a mother), then this younger Leonard disappears from the Shelby records right as a Leonard of the same age shows up in Daviess KY. The wife of this 
Leonard in Daviess turns out to be Maria. It makes sense that the young Leonard of Shelby is the young Leonard of Daviess. But we couldn't just declare the two Leonards to be 
father and son without another major piece of linking evidence, and it was provided by the matching DNA! 


7. Getting on the right track: 
Tests #13086 and #20707 have previously been thought to come from other lines, but their match shows them to be somehow related to the Middlesex Daniel family. Although 


there is still a ways to go to find how they fit into the family, at least the searchers now know in which direction to head and which erroneous lines they can now discard. 

Placing these tests directly into Middlesex families has proved difficult thus far and the research on them has led both to some burned counties in NC and SC, breaking through has 
not been possible to date. One question to ponder is whether it's possible these tests actually come from a related line that didn't start in Middlesex, but arrived at a different time 
and place. 





Below are the DNA results for the Middlesex Daniels. The branch mutations at markers #458, #447, and CDYb are shown in bold and outlined together. The back mutation 
described above is shown as *22*. The significance of the 66/67 Davis match is explained here (This is the same article mentioned and linked to in #1 above.).

William Daniel Sr. of Middlesex ("Capt. William") named four sons in his will: William, Robert, James, and Richard. Each is called "my loving son" and each 
received a relatively equal share of land. It is fairly clear from the will and other records that William Jr. and Robert are older sons from a first wife, the second 
wife being Jochebed. DNA tests for William Jr. and Robert match each other, while tests from James are different. Normally this would be sufficient to show 
that James is not a blood son. In this case, it may seem a more difficult issue, but that is in great part because of the way the results were represented in the 
early stages. While the matching DNA of William Jr and Robert and the record evidence that sets James apart from the other three sons are highly persuasive 
on their own, a test from son Richard will settle the issue for any in doubt. 


What's not in doubt is that all four boys were raised by Capt. William. In the early stages of testing for Middlesex Daniel DNA, the mismatch led to 
discussions of the relative merits of the paper claims of the lines. This is now irrelevant because all the lines are now clearly proved by paper trail, and are 
further proved by DNA from multiple sons. I am now persuaded that the bloodline is William Jr. and Robert. The point of this writing is: 1) to evaluate the 
record evidence in terms of the idea that James is not the blood son of Capt. William, but a pregnancy brought into the marriage by Jochebed; and 2) to present 
new DNA evidence to possibly answer for the discrepancy and identify the surname of the natural father of James. Below are interpretations of primary source 
records as they show the differing status of James among the four sons. 


Analyzing the records 


It is not any one, but the sum of the following facts that helps show James to be of a different status from the other sons of Capt. William. 


James' birth year and changes in family order: 

James was on jury duty "the first Munday" in July 1700 (=5 July 1700) and he was on the 5 August 1700 Grand Jury. So he was born before July 1679. 
However, Richard was documented as b. 30 September 1678; July of 1679 would be just days over 9 months later, very unlikely even if premature, thus 
pushing James' birth year to before 1678. Allowing any reasonable time before the Richard pregnancy makes James' birth by or before mid-year 1677. 
William and Jochebed's daughter Mary d. 12 September 1678. If she was an infant (more likely than an older child dying per the Rutmans' mortality statistics 
for early Middlesex), she would have been born in the 1676-1677 range, thus pushing James' birth year back to the 1674-1676 range. There is a reasonable 
possibility that James is the first child involved with Capt. Wm's second marriage, thus possibly a pregnancy brought into the marriage by Jochebed and 
"adopted" by Capt. William. 

Capt. William was a widower with two small boys by the early 1670s, he wasn't going to wait long to remarry and children would follow soon after, which also 
fits these cal674-1677 birth years. 

This birth order of the sons conforms to Capt. Wm's will as well. The traditional 1680 birth year for James was estimated by just plugging him into a perceived 
gap in the children, but it's not based on, or supported by, records of any kind, and is disproved by the jury duty. 


The will of Captain William: 

The terms of the will should be examined more critically than has been done in the past. Clauses that are out of the norm and special terms in wills are there 
for a reason and their significance must be included in developing the family layout. The special terms in the will of Captain William and his subsequent 
actions indicate that James is of a different status from the other sons. 


--The residence clause for James: 


"Itt Is allso my will & Pleasur y't my Sone James Daniell: shall Live upon ye land: which I have given by this my will, to my Loving Sone Richard 
Daniell: So long as my Loving wife Shall Live, but after her Deceas, to Remove to his own." 


This is not a particularly common clause, even in wills dealing with first and second families by different wives. James and Richard were both underage when 
this was written and Jochebed was alive: normally any remaining sons could stay until they decided to leave, i.e. marry or just move off to their own lands 
when ready. They have each been given a tract of land by the will. There would be no real reason for William to command that James move to his own land, 
except that William is protecting Richard's land from potential claim. That is, James is Jochebed's son, William has raised him as his own and has given him 
his starting land, but that is all he intends, especially once Jochebed has died: this clause somewhat reflects the use and possession laws that gave people 
potential claims to land (the same laws that brought about Lease & Release as the way for people to sell land privately). This residence clause will also make 
more sense in the later facts about the land disposition. 


--The timber clause for James (added vertically to the side, but below the codicil). 
"ITEM: It is my will that my son James Daniell shall have siperus timber, etc., ofe my Sone Ricd Daniell land for his own youse to build with." 


Timber and water clauses are common. William is still helping James get started, but James does have to remove (or already has) from what will be Richard's 
land. The position and handwriting of this clause (added vertically in the margin of the cover page of the will) suggest that it may have been written at the time 
of the codicil. 


The codicil: 

Capt. William originally made Jochebed his executrix along with Richard and James. The original overseers named in 1694 were "Moris Cock & John Smith 
Sen." In the codicil William Sr. said "I propose my two Sons Will & Robt. Daniell overseers with Mr Jno Smith Sr". John Smith Sr. died before 6 April 1696 
and Maurice Cocke died before 3 January 1697/8 (their probate dates). This means the codicil was written before 6 April 1696, helping to narrow down the 
date of Jochebed's death. After Jochebed's death, Capt. William involved his elder sons with helping to manage his estate, giving them an important job. If they 
were not his blood sons he would have no reason to give them such a responsibility. 


The entails in the will: 


In the 1694 will the following entails for want of heirs are made on the various tracts of land: 

--William Jr.'s goes to Robert. 

--Robert's goes first to Richard and then to James and then to the daughters. 

--James' goes to James [sic] and then to the daughters. The start of this bequest has Richard scratched out and James written in. It appears that Capt. William or 
the writer forgot to correct the rest and the second devisee was to have been Richard and then the daughters. 

--Richard's goes straight to the daughters, i.e. bypassing James. The start of this bequest has James scratched out and Richard written in. 


(All too often, the published transcriptions of this will correct these paragraphs without telling us about the changes!) 


The norm is to keep land in the male heirs' hands when possible: one might expect Richard's to go first to James, but James is given no chance at Richard's 
land even though it bounds his own tract. William Sr. intends only the one tract to go to James. William Jr. already has heirs so his entail is not going to obtain, 
but William Sr. does keep it in the family. Robert already has heirs so his entail also is not going to obtain, but if it should occur through the deaths of Robert's 
children, it first goes to the younger son Richard, and only then to James; Capt. William later undoes William Jr.'s and Robert's entails entirely as shown next. 


Undoing the entails: 
On 6 September 1697 William Sr. formally deeded the land he had given to his sons William Jr. and Robert and which he had already confirmed in his will. 
This was not really necessary as they had heirs but, just in case, William is undoing the entails of the will in writing. 


These deeds include full quitclaim and defense from any potential claims, such as by the entails of the will: 


"unto the possession of my Son Robert Daniell to him and his heirs Lawfully begotten of his body forever. To have and to hold to him and them 
peaceabley to enjoy forever, and doe by these presents Quitt all Claim by tytle or Intrest to that said land or to any part or parcell thereof from me 
my heirs Excrs or Admrs forever, I William Daniell Senr Gentleman of the County aforesaid doe by these presents firmly bind my heirs Executrs 
& Admrs to Sow defend and Keep harmless my Son Robert Daniell & his heirs or and from all maner of trouble damages [?]lett or mollestation of 
any person or persons whatsoever that Shall or may lay any Just lawfull Claim or tytle thereunto or to any part or parcell thereof" 


There is a comparable quitclaim to William Jr. executed at the same time. This is somewhat normal quit claim language for deeds, but these deeds weren't even 
necessary except to override the will. Richard, the youngest son, is one of the witnesses to these deeds, not James who is closer if not already of legal age but 
who is now being excluded by the deeds from any possible claim to William Jr.'s or Robert's lands. Of interest, this is also Richard's first appearance in any 
court, land, vestry, probate records, etc. of Middlesex, he's just 24 days shy of age 19; he's involved in this important legal move and he'll be able to attest to it 
if necessary. 


It doesn't much matter whether Jochebed has died before these 1697 deeds because William had already defined and limited her dower in the will: "And It is 
also my further will & I do hereby bequeath to my Said dear wife a Negro woman named Anatto, over & above her Sd third part of my Personall estate She 
being Contented w'th ye use of my Plantation as aforesaid In full of her Dower, or thirds of all my Lands." 


The plantation William had given her use of was the one where he lived (and which was going to their son Richard), i.e. she can't easily make dower claim to 
any of his other lands. At the time of the writing of the will, Jochebed's dower rights could have been a third of 565 acres or 188 acres, but she's being restricted 
to 115 acres with an extra slave to her own. If she's dead at the time of the 1697 deeds there's no need to worry anyway about her dower claims on any of 
William and Robert's lands. If she's alive, these deeds do further protect them from her dower claims. But I think it's likely she has died based on the dating of 
the codicil, and William is now spurred to override the entails in his will; the effect of which is that James is restricted to the single tract of land given by the 
will and no more. 


Capt. William didn't change any of the entails for James or Richard by deed at this time (1697), leaving them the same. James is close to, if not over, 21 and 
Richard is getting close; finalizing or clarifying their lands after the death of Jochebed might have seemed a reasonable thing to do, but he didn't need to: 
Richard or the daughters are already the ultimate recipients in the case James has no heirs, and technically James cannot sell his 150 acres to anyone else if he 
has no heirs. 


Lifespans of the various lines: 

The lifespans of males in James' line are significantly different from those of Capt. William and the other sons. It is very important to undo here the long held 
myth of the birth year of William Sr. It is traditionally given as anywhere from 1625-1630. This is totally unfounded and started from the mix-up by early 
writers of William of Middlesex with the Williams of Over Tabley, of Wigan, etc., all of which are completely disproved. A look at the full records of William 
Sr. of Middlesex show a man born about 1638-1640; his life actions fall completely in line with this birth range.

Are there any answers via DNA? 


I've been searching at the various DNA database sites (e.g. ysearch, ybase, Sorenson) for matches of any and all surnames for both of the Middlesex Daniel 
DNA haplotypes since the beginning of DNA testing for the line. There have only been potential matches at the 25 marker level for William and Robert, all of 
which break down at the 37 marker level. There have been a few similar types of matches for James. But there is now a 66/67 match for James with a Samuel 
Davis (born ca1799 in KY). This Davis line has not tracked back far enough back to show a Middlesex connection yet, but various Davis men are certainly 
there and involved with the Daniel family at the right time to be the natural father of James Daniel. This Daniel/Davis match started as a 36/37 match, 
important to check, but still possibly representing a "random convergence" of haplotypes. At the 67 marker level random convergence is no longer a possible 
answer: it represents a tight blood relation between the line of James Daniel and this Davis line. There is still work to be done on the Davis line: further 
research will likely lead to Middlesex County. 


The reverse of this proposal must also be considered, that somewhere down the line someone in this Davis line was actually born of a descendant of James 
Daniel, but was raised as a Davis. However, I don't consider this counter proposal as too likely; I think the weight lies toward James Daniel not being a 
biological son of Capt. William but rather the son of a Davis, based on the DNA matches of the other sons and the record evidence presented above. 
Below are the DNA results for the Middlesex Daniels, including the Davis match. 
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THE UNLIKELY ALTERNATIVE STORY 


The "otherwise" to all this is that William Daniel, in his mid to late 20s and with no land yet, took on two very young children of his first wife (or, if they are 
not the wife's, he simply took two young brothers in). This is not likely. If he had taken them in, William Jr. would have been at least three or four years old 
and both boys would legally have had to maintain their natural surname or their mother's maiden name (they might have been able to use "alias Daniel", but that 
was actually for illegitimates who were still raised by their natural fathers) - there was no method defined by law to change surnames. 








Capt. William Daniel raised four boys: William Jr., Robert, James, and Richard. The DNA of James is different from William Jr. and Robert. Capt. William's 
actions after the death of Jochebed and the lifespans of the four boys and their male descendants reflect this difference. The DNA match of James Daniel to a 
Davis line offers the possibility of identifying the natural father of James Daniel.

Observations, results, answers derived from our tests 


1. The mismatch: 
Note that matching tests from multiple sons of a man prove his DNA "profile". The tests (in red) for William Jr. and Robert match each other, but differ from the tests (in blue) for 
James. For an analysis of this mismatch and a solution to the discrepancy see here. 


2. The branch markers: 

a. The members marked *23 show 23 at marker #447, which now defines this branch, all the other tests in red show a 22 at this marker. Any descendants of this branch can be 
expected to show a 23. Future testers with something other than 23 at marker #447 are almost surely not from this branch. 

The current tests prove this branching marker at the level of Robert (md. Sarah Mickelborough), son of Robert (md. Elizabeth Carter), son of William Jr. The next challenge is to 
find a tester from a brother to this branching Robert. If he also shows a 23 at marker 447, it will show that the branch marker actually starts with their father Robert (md. Elizabeth 
Carter). The eligible brothers, i.e. other sons of the older Robert, are: William (1731/2-1783, md.1 Elizabeth --, md.2 Hannah Wood; John (1733-1772, md.1 Sarah Reid, md.2 
Elizabeth Rice; Christopher (1736-1793, md. Mary Mickelborough). 

b. The members marked *37 show 37 at marker CDYb; the modal is 36. These two tests (20231 and N75969) are from two different sons of Josiah (md. Mary Denton), but Josiah's 
brother shows the modal, so the mutation began with Josiah. Descendants of this branch can be expected to show a 37. 

c. The members marked *17 show 17 at marker 458; the modal is 15. See #4 below for more information about the proposed line which probably makes this a branch marker for 
Obadiah. 


3. A reverse mutation (AKA aback-mutation)!! Test #400169 should, by all rights, show a 23 at marker 447. That branch marker, shown as *23 in the tree, was established by tests 
142779 and 119371. But somewhere down the line from Samuel down to the tester #400169, the 23 mutated BACK to the 22 that is the norm for Middlesex Daniel yDNA. 


4. Finding the correct fit, correcting previous errors in identification: 

a. Tests #20231 and N75969, representing James J. and Walter K. Daniel, show DNA supporting the almost certain place of their father Josiah Daniel (b. 1805, md. Mary Denton) 
in the family of James K. Daniel, son of Josiah Daniel. There is already much evidence for this, location and dates, various namesakes, the presence of an unnamed son in early 
census that fits, etc., but migration at a critical age for this younger Josiah means that one necessary record that clinches it is still to be found. However, the DNA match makes this 
placement of Josiah almost certain. 

b. Like the test of Josiah (#20231) described above, the test representing George B. Daniel (marked "anc.dna") shows DNA supporting his almost certain place in the family of 
James K. Daniel, son of Josiah Daniel. There is already much evidence for this, location and dates, various namesakes, the presence of an unnamed son in early census that fits, 
etc., but migration at a critical age for this George B. means that one necessary record that clinches it is still to be found. For a very good description of the evidence see the 
discussion at rootsweb about this George B.. The DNA match makes this placement of George B. almost certain. 

c. Test #143930 resolves a longstanding confusion over various William H. Daniel's of Alabama and Georgia, all born in close years (ca 1826); the correct William H. has now 
confirmed his place as the son of Samuel Daniel and Elizabeth Holloway and thus his Middlesex ancestry by DNA! See Jan's fuller info and happy announcement here! 

d. Test #48481 represents James Daniel (1747-1820) who md. Sally Cocke. In his counties of Christian KY, Person NC, and Granville NC there is always another (often more than 
one) James Daniel. Old works melded them and made errors in placing the various James's, resulting in some very "creative" genealogies. These errors became so "written in stone" 
that, even when the different James's were eventually distinguished by research into their lands, ages and other data from the records, it didn't seem proof enough to overturn the old 
errors. DNA finally placed this James (48481) in his correct line, as the record evidence showed. For further details on this work see "James Daniel is the Son of James of 
Albemarle". 





e. Test #513064 represents Charles, son of Charles, son of James and Margaret (Vivion) Daniel. The tester had been unable to get recent family information and records were 
simply not available. The test showed he belonged in this line and he was finally able to obtain the one piece of information needed to trace back accurately! 


5. Using a special mutation to propose a likely line membership and a potential branch marker AND digging deeper into the records to prove: 

Test #223826 arrived with the oldest documented ancestor as John Daniel, b. VA, md. 1832 in WVA Kanawha to Elizabeth Leadman (b. ca 1815). John d. young in 1832-1836, 
leaving only one son. The son Christopher Columbus Daniels and all further descendants consistently go by Daniels. The two step mutation at marker 458 made this tester a very 
likely descendant of Obadiah, s/o William Jr., s/o Capt. William. A one step mutation on this test could merely be used to suggest a relation to Obadiah, but it could also have 
represented a mutation that could have happened in any of the other branches. 

Obadiah had four sons, Moseley, John, Ezekiel, and Ichabod. 

By elimination, Ichabod is not the ancestor, his descendants are well documented and the entire family goes to TN after Ichabod's death. 

Ezekiel d. before 22 Jun 1790 when his will was probated. His estate goes to his siblings and their heirs, i.e. he died unmarried and childless. 

John had a son Garrett, but it currently looks like he may have also gone to TN (this idea still needs more proof). 

Moseley had three children, William, Sarah, and Mary. Moseley died ca 1795 and his children are named in a chancery suit in 1801 regarding their uncle Ezekiel, with William 
representing himself and his underaged sisters. William drops out of the Goochland records before 1830. Sister Sarah md. Francis Blankenship in 1809 VA Goochland, and it looks 
certain that they moved to WVA Kanawha before 1830. Brother William had several children, including sons in the right years to be this test's ancestor John who also md. in WVA 
Kanawha. My theory was that we were looking at the herding of some family members: Sarah (Daniel) Blankenship and her brother William (or maybe a son of William) went to 
WVA Kanawha together. This drove us to the tax records which had not been examined, both in VA Goochland and in WVA Kanawha. The two records show a perfect migration of 
father William and his children. The lists also reveal the names of other sons of William: Micajah, Leonard M., and the John of the test. 

This test was originally shown with a broken "proposed" line from William to John - that has now been solidified, but I've left the expanded lineage because of how this test and 
breakthrough occurred. 





6. Linking a line from both directions: 
Test #236042 - The descendants searching back were not going to be able to break through out of KY: the records there stop with a Leonard b. in Virginia ca 1793. This Leonard 


appears in Daviess County KY and then back to Shelby County, where at least three different Daniel lines met up, meaning it might have been possible to erroneously "assign" their 
Leonard to the wrong line. This Leonard's children do show some interesting namesakes for Middlesex, e.g. Josiah (a son of Benjamin), so Middlesex was an interesting possibility 
to look at. 

At the same time the searchers of descendants of Benjamin of Middlesex come to a stop with his son Leonard b. before 1765. This older Leonard disappears from the Middlesex 
records by 1791, but where to? The 1810-1820 census only shows one Leonard the right age to be the Leonard son of Benjamin who left Middlesex; he's in Shelby KY and has a 
son the correct age to be the younger Leonard described above. A young Leonard married Maria Cox in 1826 in Shelby and he is there in 1830 with a new wife and child and an 
older woman (i.e. could be a mother), then this younger Leonard disappears from the Shelby records right as a Leonard of the same age shows up in Daviess KY. The wife of this 
Leonard in Daviess turns out to be Maria. It makes sense that the young Leonard of Shelby is the young Leonard of Daviess. But we couldn't just declare the two Leonards to be 
father and son without another major piece of linking evidence, and it was provided by the matching DNA! 


7. Getting on the right track: 
Tests #13086 and #20707 have previously been thought to come from other lines, but their match shows them to be somehow related to the Middlesex Daniel family. Although 


there is still a ways to go to find how they fit into the family, at least the searchers now know in which direction to head and which erroneous lines they can now discard. 

Placing these tests directly into Middlesex families has proved difficult thus far and the research on them has led both to some burned counties in NC and SC, breaking through has 
not been possible to date. One question to ponder is whether it's possible these tests actually come from a related line that didn't start in Middlesex, but arrived at a different time 
and place. 





Below are the DNA results for the Middlesex Daniels. The branch mutations at markers #458, #447, and CDYb are shown in bold and outlined together. The back mutation 
described above is shown as *22*. The significance of the 66/67 Davis match is explained here (This is the same article mentioned and linked to in #1 above.).

However, this 300 acre tract was located on the 
Briery Swamp, about 7 miles northwest of Hewick; it is 
the land Christopher Robinson sold to William Daniel 
who then gave it to his sons William Jr. and Robert. The 
abstract of this deed and grant show: 





DB2-129 (also DB1a-65): Christopher Robinson to William Daniell, for 7500 Ibs of good sweet sented Tobacco and caske, already paid 
by William Daniell, 300a of land in the afor'd Written Patent. I do make Mr. Richd Robinson of sd county my lawfull attornye [sic] [to 
handle the transaction]. Witnesses John Vauss, John Smith. Written 11 Sep 1683, acknowledged 3 Dec 1683, and wife Agatha Robinson 
relinquished on the same dates. 
The "aforesaid patent" is quoted on p. 127 just before this deed [underlining mine]: 
Herbert Jeffreys Esqr. Governour & Capt. Genell. of VA, letter patent to Mr. Christopher Robinson, 300 acres in Middlesex /yeing 
betwixt Daniel Longs land, Henry Nicholls his land, Thomas Cordwells land & the Bryery Braunch begining to be measured out & 
Surveyed at a Redd oake Corner tree thence runneing West South West fifty foure poles to a white oake in a braunch & downe the 
braunch by the Runne to Briery Braunch Runne & Downe that Runne to Thos. Cordwells Corner tree & thence by Thomas Cordwells 
Lyne East Three hundred & Twenty Poles to the said Cordwells Corner Hickory thence South east by South Twenty Poles & South 
Southeast thirty six poles by Mr. Lindseys Lines to Henry Nicholls his white oak & g---me thence north north east halfe a point eastward 
two hundred & Eight poles to the Redd oake begunne at the said land. For transportation of 6 persons whose names are on the records 
mencioned underneath this Patent...paying to our Sovereign Lord the King for every Fifty acres of land yearly at the Feast of St. 
Michaell the Arch Angell the fee Rent of one shilling. That if said Christopher Robinson not plant or Seate or cause to be planted or 
seated upon the land within three years then it may be lawfull for any Adventurer or Planter to make choyce thereof. Written 5 Jun 1678. 
To see this 300 acres platted and located, see the article Lands of the Early Daniel Family. 


So HOW DID the lands where Hewick stands come to Christopher Robinson? 


He obtained ownership of the lands in right of his first 
wife, Agatha Obert. Her father Bertram Obert's will was 
* written 30 Nov 1659 and probated 25 Jan 1659[1660] in 
Lancaster Court (before Middlesex was formed). His 
lands were devised thusly to his underage children: 


--to eldest son Bartram, a Neck of Land called the Broad 
Neck adjoining to Richard Lewys from the head of a 
4 little branch runing strait along to the line of marked 
8 trees which branch is the middle of the three...[entailed 
© to his Brother, Chichester] 
à --to daughter Lettice, a Nect [sic] of land called Long 
Neck adjoyning to the aforesd Broad Neck for hir [sic] 
3 life time...[entailed to the next Sister, Agatha Obert] 
--to daughter Agatha, a neck of land adjoyning to the 
Long Nect [sic] called Cherryes Neck for her lifetime 
[no entail included here] 
--Lettice's & Agatha's two Necks of Land are next 
entailed to the child his wife was carrying; all if a boy; if 
£3 a girl, then she gets one of the Necks & the other Neck 
to son Bartram and his heires 
--to Wife, Ann Obert, for life all the rest of my land in 
Rappahannock River...then the land & plantation and 
house to Son Chichester Obert.

It was not until March 1683/84 that the true disposition of the lands was finalized. The various deeds reveal that Bertram's lands 
escheated to the crown because he was foreign born and the heirs had to re-apply for them; they also show the deaths of some of the 
heirs as well as the third daughter's name (Elizabeth) and, finally, the transfer of the Hewick lands to daughter Agatha and her husband 
Christopher Robinson. The will and deeds are given in full at the end of this page. 


Middlesex DB2-107/112 and DB2-112/116 are two deeds dated 31 Mar 1683 between the only surviving heirs of Bertram Obert, his two 
daughters: Agatha and her husband Christopher Robinson, and Elizabeth and her husband James Curtis. They confirm to each other the 
lands of their father and others that came to them by the death of their brother. James and Elizabeth Curtis get 300 acres that were 
originally patented to Abraham Moone in 1653, sold by him to Arthur Dunn, and bequeathed by Dunn to "Christopher" [actually 
Chichester] Bertram. He is called the only brother in the will, meaning Bertram Obert Junior had already died. Christopher and Agatha 
Robinson took the 753 acres that had been a patent to father Bertram Obert in 1656, "which tract of land they the said Christopher 
Robinson & Agatha his Wife are well pleased with and content to accept & take, as full satisfaction". 


Where is the land of Bertram Obert that ended in Christopher and Agatha Robinson's hands? 


Bertram Obert's patent was granted 26 March 1656, recorded in Virginia Patent Book 4, pp. 42-43. It is for 773 acres on the South side 
of the Rappahannock river in Lancaster [this was before Middlesex was separated from the North side and formed]... 

550 Acres part thereof Beginning at the mouth of a little Creek next above Nimcock Creek [today's Urbanna Creek] runing [sic] on the 
Westernmost side of the said Creek to the head, and from thence upon the marked trees of John Pedro to a marked pine South South 
West 320 poles North North West 162 poles to a tree double Chopt North West by West 256 poles to a red oak, North East by North 142 
poles to the South East bound of Oberts Creek, North North East 40 poles East 186 poles East South East 108 poles down the said Creek 
to the River South South East 66 poles along the River to the mouth of the first Specified Creek. & 223 acres the residue towards the 
head of the said Oberts Creek extending itself into the Woods South West Southerly parallel to the said Oberts Land and butting on the 
Land of Richard Lewis 275 poles thence North West Westerly 130 poles unto the Land formerly granted unto Edward Boswell by which 
its bounded & thence the aforesaid Length 550 acres part of the said Land being formerly granted unto the said Bertram Obert by patent 
bearing date the 16th day of November 1650 & 223 acres the other part thereof formerly granted by Patent unto Dennis Conier bearing 
date the 30th of March 1653 & by the said Conier Assigned unto John Pedro and by the said Pedro Assigned unto the said Bertram 
Obert, and also renewed by Order of the Quarter Court bearing date with these presents.... 


The description of the 550 acres is in two parts with joining water courses so it is not as easy to plat. The plat below is approximate; what 
turns out to be the head of the creek is not what one would expect, but notice that the last call defines exactly the shore of the river to the 
mouth of the creek, and there are calls that run exactly along the roads, very reassuring. The plat, even if off some, clearly shows that 
this land of Obert that eventually belonged to Christopher Robinson contained Hewick. 
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Christopher Robinson and Capt. William Daniel 
William Daniel and Christopher Robinson show up as working closely together in many records. I've included some important examples 
here, but they are by no means complete in terms of all their records!

Vestrymen: 

Christopher Robinson and William Daniel served together on the Vestry of Christ Church Parish. Robinson was first sworne to the vestry 
of 15 Dec 1679 and served through 24 Nov 1691. William Daniel was sworn 2 Jun 1684 (Robinson wasn't in attendance at this one) and 
served through 10 Nov 1696. While they each missed the occasional vestry, they were in good attendance together from 1684 to 1691.

Leaving Hewick 


William Daniel is involved in the handling of 
Christopher Robinson's estate all the way to his death. 
Even on the day William Daniel's will was probated (3 
Oct 1698), there is another order required because of his 
death: 


OB3-253 court 3 Oct 1698 Scire Facias against the 
surviving executors of Christopher Robinson, [they are] 
John Robinson, William Churchhill, Edwin Thacker, 
Paul Thilman. 

Later in this order it describes all of them including Capt. 
William Daniell as having been executors, then states 

the surviving executors again and they don't include 
William Daniel. This type of listing of the original and 
then surviving executors continues for a few years after 
William Daniel's death. 





The records show that the relationship between the 
Robinson and Daniel families continued in the next 
generations. 


For many years Hewick was a Bed and Breakfast run by 
Helen Nichols Battleson, a descendant of Christopher 
Robinson. She sold Hewick in 2004, it was renovated in 
— 2006 and is now an event venue.

Fifthly, I give & bequeath to my Daughter, Agatha, two cows called Sloe & the other Star with all their female increasse for and in case 
the aforesd. Lettice Obert & Agatha Obert shall decease at any time then the aforesd. two Necks of Land to fall to the Child my Wife now 
goes withall [sic] if a boy & in case it be a girl, then but one of the Necks to fall to it & the other Neck to my Son, Bartram Obert & his

Seventhly [sic, there's no sixthly] / give & bequeath to my Son, Chichester, when he comes to age a Negro boy called Francis 

Eightly [sic] & lastly I give & bequeath to my loveing Wife, Ann Obert, dureing her life all the rest of my land in Rappahannock River 
with all debts dues or demands either by Bills bonds or any other obligations with all cattle & chattells, moveables & immoveables also 
the crop & three Negroes & one English man Servt., for & dureing his full time, he hath to serve & after my Wifes decese the Negroes to 
fall to whom she shall give the same of the Children between us two with chattles & cattle moveables & immoveables the land & 
plantation with all the houseing shall be then erected to fall to my Son Chichester Obert. In Testimony & for the true p:formance 
whereof I the aforesd. Bartram Obert have hereunto set my hand & seale this last day of Novembr: 1659 and this is my last Will & 
Testamt.

And by the said Arthur Dunn by his last Will Devised & given to Christopher Obert ye onely Brother of ye said Agatha & Elizabeth, and 
by yee death of the said Obert lawfully descended to ye said Agatha & Elizabeth which tract of three hundred acres of land they the said 
James Curtis & Elizabeth his Wife are well pleased with & content to accept & take togeather with ye sum of One thousand pounds of 
good Swt: sented Tobaccoe & Caske already paid to Christopher Robinson & Agatha his Wife they ye said James Curtis & Elizabeth his 
Wife for ye considerations aforesd have granted unto ye said Christopher Robinson and Agatha his Wife all and every part of ye Estate 
which they have in all that Tract of land formerly by Patent beareing date ye 26th day of March in year 1656 granted unto Bartram 
Obert aforesd. conteyneing Seaven hundred and Seaventy three acres upon the death of said Bartram Obert he being an Alien borne was 
found to Escheate to his Matie: And by Patent beareing date ye first day of September 1663 and was granted to ye Orphants of Bartram 
Obert aforesd and is sett & being in ye County of Middlesex (formerly Lancaster) Beginning to be measured and bounded at ye mouth of 
a little Creyke next above Niemcock Creyke and from thence bounded within ye severall courses mentioned in the said Patent granted to 
said Bartram Obert And lastly that they the said James Curtis & Elizabeth his Wife will acknowledge this Indenture next Court held for 
ye County of Middlesex same may be entered upon the records of the Court [word missing in much of the last phrasing]

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"Capt. William Daniell", died in 1698. His will, written 8 Oct 1694 and proved 3 Oct 1698, devises his homestead and other lands he had purchased to his 
sons, William, Robert, James, and Richard. The wills, deeds, and processions in the Christ Church Vestry Book paint a good picture of where this Daniel 
family was located in early Middlesex, Virginia. Land processions are ordered, districts are defined, and processioners are assigned in the Parish Vestry book 
for 1715-1716, 1723-1729, 1731, 1735, 1739, 1743, 1747, 1751, 1755, 1758 (districts defined but no names filled in!), 1759, 1763, and 1767. The 
processioners had to be freeholders within their districts. (A fuller description of all the procession districts is at the end of this article.)

William Daniell (d.1698) 


William Daniel bought 115 acres from Cuthbert Potter which he later patented. The original sales date was 14 March 1669 as shown in later documents and 
the patent was granted in 1672. 


Virginia Land Office, Land Grants and Patents, Bk 6, p.415. " To all & c. Whereas & c. Now know yee that I the said Sr. Wm. Berkeley &c. do 
give and Grant unto Wm. Daniell one hundred & fifteen acres of land situated in Middlesex Co. by the Indian bridge branch dividing this land 
and the land of Alex Murray beginning at a marked white oak standing by the side of the Indian bridge branch opposite to the corner poplar of 
Alex Murray and in the line of Mr. Alexander Smyth and running along the sd Smyth's line So. E. by E. 156 poles to a corner red oak of the said 
Smyth thence So. So. W. to the rim of the green swamp als. Dragon Swamp, thence up the runn of the sd. swamp to the mouth of the Indian 
bridge branch and up the runn of the sd. branch to the first mentioned tree, wch sd 115 acres of land is part of the 190 acres granted unto Lieut. 
Colonell Cutbert Potter by order of the generall Court bearing date the 21th. day of Apr 1668 and by the sd. Potter sould and assigned to the sd. 
Daniell and is now due unto the sd Daniell by and for the transportation of three persons into this Colony whose names are mentioned on the 
Record under this Patt. To have and to hold &c. To be held &c. Yeilding & Paying &c Provided &c. Dated the fiveth of Oct 1672. Anne Rs. Car. 
2d. 24 John Russell - Wm Cocke - Joane Younge 


The names listed at the end are the three persons who were imported - which entitled someone to the land grant, but it doesn't mean William imported them 
until/unless the original court certificate is found. There is no such certificate in the Middlesex court records, the only certificates available that were taken 
by a William Daniel before 1698 when he died are: 


Middlesex Court Order Book 2, 1686-1690, p.425: 7 Oct 1689 Certificate according to Act is granted to Mr. Willm: Daniell Senr. for ye 
Importation of foureteene persons into this Country haveing proved ye same by his Corporall Oath (vizt.) James Jones, Phill: Wheeler, Ann 
Simson, Mary Strahan, Fran: Cross, Wm: Prest, Cornels: Peterson [this name is slightly indented below Prest's name], Wm: Fabins, Augustin 
Smallwell, David Jones, Eliz: Guss, James Hose, Daniel Clark, Will: Murray. Certificate issued Feb. 1, 1702 [I haven't read this in the original 
yet: is it an error in the abstract?; did the court go back and add this issue date?; was the family able to claim it after his death? This is not the 
son being called William Senr yet, seeing as how his father is still on the court and listed as William Senr in other documents.] 


It could be proposed that the next two could be for William Senior or his son William, he's certainly old enough by now. However, the title of Capt. in the 


second one, the repetition of names, and the possibility that the four negroes in each are actually the same people (meaning William had assigned the 
headrights for them to Thacker) suggest that they do apply to William Senior (d. 1698). The repetition of names mentioned in the above certificate is not 
complete in this next, so it could be a re-issue, a second importation (but I doubt it with so with so many repeated names), a second claim (uh-oh, not legal), 
or a correction on the first claim, or who knows. Regardless, William did not claim any more land so he must have transfered the headrights to others.

William Daniell also bought lands for his sons which is described in their later sections. As far as locating his original lands, the way to pin down William 
Daniell (d.1698) is through his son Richard in the next section!

Richard (d.1727), son of William 


William devised his 115 acres to his son Richard, "I give & bequeath to my Loving Sone Ric'd Daniell ye Plantation whereon I now Live after my Loving 
wife's Decease to him & his heirs Lawfully begotten for Ever & for want of Such heirs to my Loving Daughters Agatha Katherin Elizabeth & ann [sic] & to 
their heirs for Ever." William's patent date was 5 Oct 1672 (VA Patent Book 6, p.415), but the original sale date is revealed when his son Richard sold part of 
these 115 acres: 


DB1-77 indenture 4 [?month?] 1710 between Richard Daniell of Msex and John Smith and James Smith of Msex. for £5.10 , eight acres and a 
half of land situated in Msex being part of 115a of Land sold to William Daniell by Cuthbert Potter by a deed of Sale dated March ye 14 1669 
and now belonging to the sd Richard Daniell, the said eight acres and a halfe of land being bounding [sic] as followeth "begining on the East 
side of Mill Dam belonging to sd John and James Smith at a marked white Oake So runing South East and by East forty Eight poles along the 
line that parteth the Said Land the Land of Alexander Smith to a marked red Oake Sappling and from thence west South west sixt seven poles 
along a line of marked trees to the Mill branch that parteth the Said Land and the Land of Alexander Murry and up the said Mill dam and branch 
to the first beginning Corner tree". witnesses Jno Vivion, John Keighley [unclear here, but clear on the probatum], Elizabeth (x) Smith. 


Richard had earlier sold another part of the land. He did not patent or buy any more land, he actually was licensed as an ordinary keeper from at least 1716- 
1724. [There is one glitch in that the 1704 quitrent rolls show Richard Daniel with 210 acres, there is no information about this in the patent or deed books. ] 


Deed Book 3-17/18 Richd Daniell of Msex planter and Eliz his wf to Wm Evans of Msex planter and Mary his wf, £500 45a, Beginning at the 
mouth of Hugh Watts Spring branch and runing along the huckleberry pond to the Land of Alexander Murry and along the Said Murry's Line to 
the Draggon Swamp Side and along the Said Swamp [that sign that's almost a capital A with a curly through it, usually means "per", and this is 
followed by maybe -e, intent is probably "and" or "thence"] along the highland to place it Began. Richard Daniell, Elizb (x) Daniell. wit Henry 
Thackery, Edward Thackery. 4 Mar 1703, ackn 6 Mar 1703. Elizb relinquished.

Richard Daniel moved to Essex, but kept his father's old plantation, willing it to his son Richard in 1727, "my old plantation that was my father's". This son 
Richard apparently died intestate, so the 61 remaining acres would go to his heirs. There aren't deeds of partition, but a later survey done by his son William 
Daniel holds the key to the exact location. 


When first trying to locate the land I felt it was on the east side based on the Prettyman's issue (described below in the section on William, son of Richard 
(d.1727) and what it takes to make a plat of the land fit in this area. Prettyman's Quarter was east of the Dragon Bridge. The Dragon Bridge Road was a 
major landmark, so I should think that it would be named if it had been a bound in the processions (i.e. simultaneous with or continuing from Prettyman's 
Rolling Road). I was only able make a plat of the 115 acres fit and bound a branch of the swamp and the swamp if it's on the east side. I wasn't sure it was 
close enough to the bridge road based on Patents 6-661 and 9-10 above, thinking the blockhouse would have to be very close to the bridge strategically. 


But it all turns out to be true: there is a survey and plat made for William Daniel of 61 acres of intailed land reflecting the remainder of the 115 acres, after 
the sale by his grandfather Richard of the 8.5 acres and the 45 acres. This William Daniel would be the son of Richard (d. by 1770) and Ann Bristow, son of 
Richard d.1727 Essex and Elizabeth Wortham, son of William (d.1698) and Jochebed. He may have had the survey done if/because his parents had died and 
the land could now be divided amongst Richard's heirs. The date of the actual survey is not on it, but it is in the pages of other surveys done in 1768-1769. 
The shape of the Dragon Swamp pictured is exactly where it should be. My original hand plat based on the descriptions was in error on the western 
watercourses because I didn't know how long the branch to the Dragon was - it's much longer than I thought, so I've adjusted it some. This land, William's 
original purchase of 115 acres, is located very near the (old) Dragon Bridge, adjoining the Swamp. I have marked the area on the main map above with a 
large red "W". 

The first survey description is slightly cut off on the left hand side; I have filled in from the actual plat where possible in [straight brackets]: 


Surveyed for William Daniel the [... 48 acres] of Intailed Land in Middlesex Christ Church Parish Beginning at [A] a branch Running thence S 


69E [90p to B thence] S 40 1/2W 13 1poles to C the Edge of [...low] ground, thence up the Edge of [...] 74 pole to D the Run of a branch [...] to 
the Dragon run, thence up [the branch] 63 pole to the beginning Place. Surveyed & Platted by Wm Parry Sur M.C. [...] July 1773 Recorded by... 
Surveye'd also for the said William Daniel 13 Acres of Dragon Swamp being Kings Land adjoyning his high Land in the County & Parish 
heretofore mentioned & included with the platt of the said high Land, Beginning at D running thence S 10W 74p to E and Ash and two cypress's 
at the Main Dragon Run, thence up the sd Main Run 54 pole to F, a Cypress, thence 27 pole to C, thence to the Beginning, as per Plan Surveyed 
by Wm Parry Sur M.C. Oliver Daniel, Wm Bristow, Chn C. 


William was either heir to this land or came into control of it; he and his wife Lucy (nee Guthrie) sold it in 1772: 

DB9-190 Wm and Lucy Daniel to Ambrose Kennedy 24 Aug 1772, £36[?].--?, 61a, beg at a white oak on ?Coa-ls branch Running thence S 60E 90p to a 
Corner to Thomas Laughlinne thence S 40 Degrees and 30 minutesW 148p to a Cypress on the North side of the Dragon Run thence up the said Run 54p to 
an Ash and two Sy-af-- [Sypresses] Corner to Robert ?---? [I think perhaps Yarrington, not sure at all], along his line N --E --p to the mouth of a branch 
thence up the sd branch as it meanders to the beg. no witnesses, $ recpt, Lucy relinquished. recd -- Aug 1772. 


And thus the first Daniel land in Middlesex, purchased and patented by Captain William Daniel in 1669 passed forever from Daniel hands, 103 years later. 


I previously had this land located incorrectly: the 1773 survey described below is actually very provably 
one waterway to the east of my original location. The map below with the survey overlay is the correct 
location.

The location of the 61 acres 


The 1773 plat with a topo map showing its location. The 61 acres plat is oriented according to the calls given, but I have to think something may be quite off, 
because there's no way to fit that eastern line into what was the original plat and there's no branch that runs in that direction near the Dragon Bridge. The 
survey is in two parts, one for 48 acres of "high ground" and one for 13 acres "adjoyning his high ground". The 1773 plat's eastern border also shows that the 
45 acres sold in 1710 were obviously from the eastern and northern sides of the original land. 

When I first worked on the topo maps, I spotted that dotted road to the west that exactly matches the description in William's (d.1698) patent of "thence So. 
So. W. to the rim of the green swamp als. Dragon Swamp", just couldn't believe it at the time, but it's parallel to Captain William's patent line. The highway 
on the west is 33, which crosses the Swamp where the original Dragon Bridge was. Also to the west of the survey there is a road running northwest to 
southeast that looked like it might line up with the northern border of the original 115 acres, but it proved to be too far north and a bit too off in degrees in my 
original attempts at fitting in a plat. 


Driving from Hwy 33 
down Courthouse Drive 
which is a little west of the lands of 
Capt. William Daniel 
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William (d.1746), son of Richard 


Richard Daniel had a son William (d.1746, married Ann Watts). He also stayed in the area and acquired considerable acreage. Defining his district in the 
procession orders helps locate him and show him in the same area as his father Richard (d.1727) and grandfather William (d.1698) had been. The district is 
defined below (when I've doubled the years, there may be some spelling differences, but no significant changes in the orders given). 


Note: "Prettyman's Rolling Road" (with all its glorious spelling variations) is a bound in the procession districts described below. Virginia Street in today's 
Urbanna was known as Prettyman's Rolling Road, and the full road crossed the county to somewhere near or leading to the (old) Dragon Bridge Road. At 
first it made sense to me to think it ran to the Dragon Bridge Road, but further work and now especially the 1773 plat showing where William's (d.1698) 
original 115 acres were show that Prettyman's Rolling Road, when being described south of the main road, clearly was east of the Dragon Bridge. 


1715-1716, 1723: "That John Smith Junr & Henry Tuggle...procession...Land betweene Prittiman's Rolling Road and Robt Williamsons land, Running from 
the main Roade to the Dragon on the South Side of the maine Roade".... 

1724: "From the last Mention'd Road [-Prittymans] to Major Thacker's Mill Thence a Cross the County to the new Bridg [-New Dragon Bridge] including 
ye widdow Cheedle's plantation. Capt Henry Thacker and John Smith junr are appointed"... 

1725-1726: "mr John Smith & Mr Hen: Tugle, are appointed...from the affore Sd Road [=Prittymans] to the new Bridg including the Widdow Cheedle's 
plantation"... 

In 1727, this district which crossed the county was split into north-south by the Main Road (now highway 17): "Order'd that Mr John Smith junr & Mr Henry 
Tugle procession...between Prittyman's roleing road and Robt Williamson's run from the main road to the Dragon on the South Side of the main road"... 
1728 & 1729 back to one: "Mr Henry Tugle, & Mr John Smith junr...from the upper Side of the Road leading from Prittyman's Landing to the Dragon Bridge 
up the Parish to Majr Thacker's Mill, thence across the Parish to the new Dragon Bridge including the Widdow Cheedles Plantation"... [These two look like 
they make Prettymans Rolling Road run into the Dragon Bridge Road, but I'm still not convinced] 


1731, again split south-north: "Order'd that Mr John Smith & Mr Larrance Orrill, Procession Every persons Land betwee [sic] Prittymans roleing road & ye 
new Dragon bridg running from the main road to the Dragon on the South Side of the main road".... 

1735 &1739: "Order'd that Mr Larrance Orrill, & Mr Willm Daniel, Procession...between Pritty-mans Roleing Rode and the new Dragon bridg Road, 
running frm the Main Road to the Dragon on the South Side of the Main Road"... 

1743: "Order'd that mr William Daniel Senr & mr John Murry Procession...between Prittymans roling Road and the new Dragon Bridg Road running from 
the main Road to the Dragon on the South Side of the main Road"... 


This processioner would be William Daniel (d. 1746), son of Richard (d.1727), son of William (d. 1698). John Murry is William's son-in-law who would 
eventually marry Rachel Daniel. 


In 1747 and 1755 the processioners for this area are Robert Daniel and John Murry/Murray (in 1751 it's John Murry and John Batcheldor). This Robert is the 
son-in-law of William; he is the grandson of Robert Daniel and Margaret Price from over on Briery Swamp. William does devise his land in his will to 
various of his children; the descriptions can't be exactly correlated and he doesn't bequeath land to his daughter Lucy, but later documents show how Robert 
came into some of this land, it is in right of his wife Lucy, the daughter of William. The will of William below has been misinterpreted at times to indicate 
that this William had a son Robert, but the Robert in the list at the end of the will is actually for son-in-law Robert in right of his wife Lucy. 


will William Daniel wr 17 Nov 1746 pr ?? Feb 1746[7]. 

to my son in law Robert Daniel my negro Man Peter which he has now in Possession & £50. 

to my dau Lucy Daniel my Silver watch. 

to my son Josiah Daniel my Plantacon & Land where I now live & that Part of Mr. Wall's Land that came by his Mother, adj land I bought of 
Mr. Chr. Robinson & the old plantcon and Land where old John Jones now lives, also my negro Man Jack, [lots of personalty, cattle, etc.] 

to dau Agatha Daniel the Plantacon & land I bought of Eusebius Lewis 60a & that part of Mr. Wall's land adj --- I bought of John Batchelder 40a 
[the deed of partition later calls it 60 acres, this is probably my reading error], and my negro Girl Dinah, £100 to be pd when she comes to ye age 
of eighteen or marrys 

to dau Sarah Daniel my negro boy Jimmey, £100 when 18 or marrys 

to dau Rachel Daniel my negro boy Sharper [?] and £100 when 18 or marrys 

to dau Ann my negro Girl Sue and £100 when 18 or marrys 

to dau Frances Daniel my Negro Girl Annica and £100 when 18 or marrys 

to wf Ann Daniel my negro Man Ben, my negro man Charles, my negro man Frank, my negro woman Sue, my negro woman Judy & all the rest 
of my Personal Estate...during natural life except she should marry & then to give suffitient security & that she have the liberty of getting boards 
& third [it's normally "dower and thirds", do I have "third" wrong?] to sell for her own life & support of her family & likewise ye use of ye Still. 
It is my will & desire that my Brother Richd Daniel, Edward Bristow, & James Cole pay nothing to my Estate that they are indebted to me in my 
Books. 

to my sis Jochebed Jefferson 20sh to buy her a ring. 

to my sons Josiah Daniel & Robert Daniel £50 each if there should be so much [left]. 

if any of the slaves I gave to daus should dye before they come to age 18 or marry then to have their choice out of ye slaves of my wife. 

at decease of wf all remainder to my dear chn, to Robert Daniel, Josiah Daniel, Agatha Daniel, Sarah Daniel, Rachel Daniel, Ann Daniel, & 
Frances Daniel, to be equally divided. 

exr to give no sec for admin. exr sons Josiah Daniel and Robert Daniel. wit Henry Thacker, Jas Strachey, Judith Wortham [smudged], Ann (x) 
[may be Street]. 


William had a son Josiah as shown in the Christ Church Parish Register: "Josiah Son of Wm & Anne Daniel born July ye 13. baptized Augst ye 22 1725". 
There is also listed in the deaths: "Josiah Daniel died Decemr ye 21st 1746." Josiah and two of his sisters, Agatha and Ann, did die in 1746, so their shares in 
their father's estate were to be divided among the surviving heirs. The deed of partition shows that William had acquired a good amount of acreage: 


Deed Book9-15 Deed of Partition 10 Aug 1767. Robert Daniel of Msex Gent and wf Lucy, William Roane and wf Sarah, John Mooney [it's very 
clearly Murray in only one place at the end, but in the deed it's really impossible not to read it as Mooney] and wf Rachel, George Daniel and wf 
Frances. Whereas William Daniel late of the said County of Middlesex (Father of the said Lucy, Sarah, Rachel and Frances Parties to these 
Presents) by his LWT dated 17 Nov 1746, devised plantation and land where sd Wm lived to son Josiah, and that part of Mr. Watts's land that 
came by sd Josiah's mother adj it, and the land he bought of Chr Robinson, and the old Plantation and Land where old John Jones then 
lived...and also his Negro man Seth, and to his dau Agatha Daniel the plantation and land he bought of Eusebius Lewis (60a), that part of Mr 
Watts's land adj it he bought of John Batchelder (60a), and his negro Girl Dinah and her incr, and after giving several Legacies to his other chn, 
lent unto his wf Ann Daniel the Negroes Ben, Charles?, Frank, Sue and Judy, and all rest during her life and after her death to be equally divided 
amongst all his chn: Robert Daniel, Josiah Daniel, Agatha Daniel, Sarah Daniel, Rachel Daniel, Ann Daniel, Frances Daniel...and whereas sd 
Josiah Daniel, Agatha Daniel and Ann Daniel sometime after the death of their said Father departed this life intestate and w/o issue, and the sd 
Ann Daniel the widow of sd William Daniel is also dead, whereby the Lands Slaves and other estate devised to the said three chn and to the 
widow became vested in Robert and Lucy Daniel, Sarah Roan, Rachel Mooney and Frances Daniel, parties to these Presents...in order to make a 
partition and division among Robert Daniel and Lucy his wf, William Roan and Sarah his wf, John Mooney and Rachel his wf and George 
Daniel and Frances his wf...land surveyed 21 Nov 1765: Robert and wf Lucy Daniel get Lot C 126a [almost looks like 176a] [metes &bds] on 
Dragon Swamp, and 5 slaves: Frank, Charles, Cambridge, Joanna, ?L-aney? William and Sarah Roane get Lot B, 126a bd sd Robert Daniel and 
Dragon Swamp, Murrays Mill Swamp [metes and bounds], also 3 negros Frank, ?Henry? and ---. George and wf Frances Daniel get Lot A, 
126.5a bd sd William Roane, near a school house, Dragon Swamp, also 2 negroes James annd Clary. John Murray [very clear] and wf Rachel get 
Lot D 125a bd Dragon Swamp, mouth of Murray's Mill Swamp, also 2 negro Men Slaves Lewis and Armistead. wit Lewis Mountague, Phil 
Mountague, Bartho Yates Jun, Robert Daniel Junr. sigs look like John Moonry, but Rachel Morray. probatum has John Murray. pr 11 Aug 
[1767]. wives relinq 11 Aug 1767. recd 6 Oct 1767. 


Another nice tie-in is that in 1759 and 1767 the processioners are William Roan and John Murray (in 1763 they are John Murray and -- Batchelder [the first 
written initial J was corrected to illegibility). William Roane had married Sarah Daniel the daughter of processioner William Daniel (d.1746) and sister-in- 


law of processioner Robert Daniel. [William Roane will also play a role in other later land identifications.] 
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James (d.1748), son of William (d.1698) 


William (d.1698) bought land from Joseph and Mary Goare, the heirs of David Allison, then willed it to his son James: 


Item I give to my Loving Sone James [written above a blotted out "Richard", see that James is also the secondary beneficiary in this item] 


Daniell one tract or devident of Land, which I bought of Joseph Gore being one halfe of ye Land y't David allison Dyed possessed of, In ye 
county of Middlesex: to him & his heirs for Ever Lawfully begotten of his body, & for want of Such heirs to my Sone James Daniell & to his 
heirs Lawfully begotten for Ever & For want of Such heirs to my loving Daughters Agatha Katherine Elizabeth & Ann Daniell & unto their heirs 
for Ever. 


The purchase deed for this land is: 


Joseph Goare of Msex and Mary his wife one of the daughters and coheirs of David Alisson late of Msex to Capt William Daniell Gent of Msex. 
Whereas David Allisson dyed possessed of three severell tracts or Parcells of land one tract or parcell of the said land is situate lying and being 
in Rappahannock County and by Estemation Containes 300a and the other two tracts or parcells is situate lying and being in Msex and containes 
by estimation 360a or there abouts and the said David Allison dying Intestate and Leaving four Daughters coheirs (vizt) Ann now wife to 
Edward Clerke, Catherine wife to Benjaman Marsh, Mary wife to Joseph Goare and Elizabeth wife to Henry Goare, who did make a certaine 
verball agreement and made Choyce of there Severell fourth parts of Moyeties of all and Singular the Lands and Tenements and with all and 
Singular appurtenances thereunto belonging or appertaining, the said Allison dyed soe possessed of; that is to say Edward Clerke and Joseph 
Goare did in right of there wives Ann and Mary take and make choyce of all and singular the lands and tenements with all & singular other the 
premises thereunto belonging, scituate lying and being in Msex County for there fourth Parts, Benjamin Marsh and Henry Goare in right of there 
wifes Catherine and Elizabeth did take and make choyce of all the Lands and Tenaments with all other the premises thereunto belonging scituate 
lying and being in Rappahannock County for there fourth part.....Joseph Goare and Mary sell for £37.10 sterling to William Daniell...[this just 
goes on and on with more repeats of the legalese about the one fourth part and warranting the land, no description given (it hadn't really been 
divided yet)]. signed Joseph Goare, Mary Goare. witnesses Walt Whitaker, Tho Stapleton, Paul Thilman. written 1 Feb 1692 [sic, newstyle], 
ackn by Joseph and Mary 1 Feb 1691/2 [written out "ninety one two, i.e. old style/new style] 

The numbering and indexing of the Middlesex deed books is bizarre. The early ones have two names and two page numbering systems, then the 
LDS gave them another number. I will be using the system as used in the general index which calls this PSIa, p.258. The book is also known as 
Book 2 with this page being 505. 


Edward Clark's name will be of use in the later processions. Remembering that processioners had to be landowners in their district, this land falls in the 
following processions: 

1715: "Ordered that James Smith and James Daniell...Procession...betweene the piping Tree and Prittiman's Rolling Road from the River to the Dragon." 
1716 &1723: "Ordered That James Smith and James Daniell procession...between the Piping Tree, and Prittymans Rolling roade from Rappa River to Piank 
A Tank"... 

1724: From the upper Bounds of the two Last mention'd precincts up the County to ye Road leading from Prittymans to the Dragon Bridg James Smith $ 
James Daniell are appointed..." [The last two precincts are the consistently given precincts just east of this one.] 

1725-1728 (all four years): "Mr James Smith & Mr James Daniel, are appointed...from the Lower Bounds of mr Grymes's Land up the County to the Road 
leading from Prittymans to the Dragon Bridg." [There is also a second procession order in 1727, with several changes in processioners, for this district it's 
James Daniel and Edward Smith.] 

1729: Same district, processioners are Mr James Daniel and Edward Smith. 

From 1731-1767, James no longer is listed as a processioner, nor any heirs of his: Clark and Smith continue, then some Bristows, Worthams, and Laughlins 
in the later years. 


Thus, this land of James Daniel (d.1748) is located east of Prettyman's Rolling Road, but very close to William's original land. I have marked the area on the 
map with a red "J". James did not devise land in his will; after personalty and stock bequests to his children, he left all the rest to his wife Margaret and she 
left "her whole estate to her son Vivion", no further details. Below are some deeds that may help describe this land, but they describe 200 acres of land that 
have a northern border being the main road: James was given 150 acres by his father, so he must have bought another 50 acres, or these deeds may be other 
lands that James bought, but there will be no record, possibly because they would have been bought in the years for which the deed books are gone. Because 
of the Edward Clarke bound from the original purchase I suspect these are the lands that William bought for son James and that he added to the acreage. 


Deed Book 7-389 (Lease & Release) Marget [sic] Daniel, Jno. Daniel and wf Susanna all of Christ Church to John Lambuth [sic] of Petsworth 
Par 27 Mar 1750, £35, 100a Msex Christ Church whereon the sd Margot Daniel & John Daniel now lives. beg at a Corner Oake in Mr. Ralph 
Wormeley's Line thence East along the sd Wormeleys Line to the Line of Edwd Clark decd thence North to the agreed Line of Charles Daniel 
thence west along the agreed line to the sd Line of Thoms Shaw decd thence along the sd Shaws Line to the place it Begain [sic] be the same 
more or less Exept Twenty foot Square the sd Daniels hath Exepted for burying their Dead on the sd Land. wit Joseph Eastwood, William 
Eastwood, Thomas Horsley. recd 3 Apr 1750. 


Polly Cary Mason, in her book Records of Colonial Gloucester Co VA, volumes I and 2, calls it 110 acres in her abstract of this deed. This deed 
is by Margaret Daniel, the widow of James, and her son John who married Susanna Roane. The description is basically of a rectangle, and the 
"agreed line of Charles Daniel" refers to another son of James and Margaret (Vivion) Daniel. 


Charles Daniel sold his part of father James' land shortly after: 

Deed Book 7-411 Charles Daniel and Jean Daniel to Andrew South 7 Aug 1750, £50, 100a, it being part of a Tract formerly belonging to James 
Daniel Father to Charles Daniel party to these presents. beg at a Corner Red Oak on William Bristow's line so down the said Bristows Line to a 
Spanish oak on Lambooths Line so along Lambothes Line to a Small white Oak on Shaws Line so along Shaws line to a marked Hicory on the 
main Road so down the Road to the beg. wit Vivion Daniel, John Murray, Robert Murray. recpts, reling. recd 7 Aug 1750. 


Again, Patent 6-661 above is important, it puts James land very close to his father William, while the processions put it in the next district east. And it leads 
me again to think William might have been on the east side of the bridge road. Another interesting tie in to the procession district names: 

Order Book 6, p.72 - 7 May 1723 "On consideration of the Report of John Grymes &c., Gent. made on the Petition of John Smith for turning the Road 
through his land to Smith's Mill and Daniell's Old Plantation and what the Petitioner had to say together with what James Daniell who appeared as Defendt. 
in this dispute had to say against it and on a full hearing of the matter the Court are of opinion and accordingly order that the Road or Path be turned and to be 
laid out according as they were directed by the said John Grymes and Edwin Thacker Gent. pursuant to the prayer of the Petitioner and that the said James 
Daniell pay costs als Exo." 

[there's no previous entry regarding this for more info.] 
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Jamaica, purchased together by William (d. 1723) and Robert (d. 1720), sons of Capt. William (d. 
1698) 


Robert Daniel (d.1720) and his brother William (d.1723) bought 645 acres of the original 1200 acre Jamaica tract. Robert added 100 acres to his part and 


willed it (d.1720) to his sons Henry and Garret. William (d.1723) willed his part to his sons Moseley, John, Robert, and Obadiah. 


Deed Book 3-32 Rice Jones Msex Gent, grandson and heir of Nicholas Cocke of Msex Gent, to William Daniell and Robert Daniell, Gents of 
Msex. £123, all that plantation commonly called Jamaco plantation and 646a of land scituate lying and being in the County of Msex being part 
of a divident containing 1200a formerly grtd to John Curtis 15 Mar 1657 and assigned over to John Harris by deed of sale 26 Aug 1660 and ackn 
and recd in Lancaster co 12 Sep following. Said land was left by sd John Harriss' last will and testament unto the above mentioned Nicholas 
Cock and is butted and bounded as followeth vizt beg at a red oak by the East side of a Valley and running thence South West one hundred and 
ninety six poles to an Ashe tree on a small branch by the side of Jamaco plantation thence down the Runn of that sd branch Its severall turnings 
near South west above [sic, checked several times, but it surely was trying for "about"] one hundred and thirty poles untill it meets with the run 
of a little branch that divides Henry Freemans plantation from Jamaca thence up the run of the said branch North westerly [not a good w but the 
e is clear] about forty poles to a young poplar near the head of the said branch thence by wooded Line that parts this Land & Henry Freemans 
Land northwest westerly two hundred and sixty poles to a great white oake by the North side of Thomas Hedgecocks Raoling Path thence North 
East three hundred and forty four poles to two small red oakes near the South side of the Woodland Swamp thence South East three hundred and 
twelve poles to the read oake where it began, the said 646a being and by consent of William Daniell and Robert Daniell divided equally by a line 
running from a red oak standing by the North side of a branch forty ?? [maybe nine, and it works fine in the plat] poles from the begining tree in 
the South East Line runing South seventy nine dgrs west four hundred & fourteen poles to three small black oakes in ye crooked line parting 
Freemans land from this land...plantation and 646a of Land...to have and to hold the said plantation and 46a [sic] of land... Rice Jones. wit 
Richard Daniell, John (x) Micham, Richard Shelford. 1 May 1704, ackn 5 May 1704. [DB3-34 = Rice Jones' bond to them for sale. same 
witnesses 1 May 1704.] 

Middlesex Order Book 183, p.206, 3 Jan 1697/8 Probate of the Last Will and Testament of Mr. Maurice Cock, deced., is granted to John Jones 
and Rice Jones, Surviveing Executors, and Edwin Thacker, Robert Daniell and Edward Thomas, Executors in Trust of the said Will. 


Deed Book 3-196 [a lease and release] Thomas Dyatt and wf Penelope to Robert Daniel, 5sh, all the plantation and Land whereon the aforesaid 
Thomas Dyatt and the said Penelope his wife now live containing 100a, they have according to will of John Harrys [-Harris] decd dated 21 Dec 
1661. land in upper part of Msex at a place comonly called Jamaica being part of 400a, given by will of said Harrys to John Richent decd and the 
aforesaid Penelope [written above is "then his wife"].... wit William P. Probart, Sarah (x) West. 21 Nov 1705/7?, 5 Jan 1707. [John Richens will 
was written 22 Apr 1689 and proved 1 Jul 1689, names wife Penelopy as executrix.] 

I think Penelopy is pretty clearly the daughter of Thomas Cordwell. In his will leaves his daughters Ann and Penelopy all his lands, with Ann 
getting the home plantation, which will come to Robert Daniel's hands later (d.1720). One of the overseers of Cordwell's will is John Richens, 
who was probably the one mentioned here as Jamaica Penelopy's first husband. Thomas Cordwell's will dates are tricky, written 12 May 168? 
[abstracts say 87, but I think from the original it could be 1685] and proved 6 Jul 168- [abstracts say 89, but the original also looks to be 1685]. 
His wife was Mary and there is a marriage for Mary Cordwell to John Williams on 10 Oct 1686, so I think the 1685 dates are correct. 
[Incidentally this deed is followed by Book 3-197, the Urbanna lot Robert bought from the Justices and gave to his daughter Jane Seagar.] 

Deed Book 3-219 5 Dec 1709 Richard Kemp and Garritt Minor Gentl to go to house of Thomas Dyatt and privately examine Penelope Dyatts 
consent to sale of lands by Thomas and Penelope Dyatt to Robert Daniell Gent (the said Penelope being aged and not able to come to Court. she 
reling 2 Jan 1709. 


From Robert's will: 

Itm - I give & bequeath All that my Plantation & Tract of Land at Jamaica unto my two other Sons Henry and Garrett Daniell to be equally 
divided between them, Henry to have his first choice & to the Heires of their bodyes lawfully to be begotten. And if either of them happens to 
dye without Such lawfull heires Than I give & bequeath ye part of him Soe dying as aforesaid to the Survivor & his heires forever. 


Today Jamaica is a small settlement on Highway 17 (the "Main Road") where road 605 crosses. Way northeast on 605 is another "Jamaica" marked on the 
topo maps. Jamaica is also a large magisterial district covering the northwest section of Middlesex and current addresses across the county in the northwest 
are called Jamaica. The original grant to Curtis says "being upon the head of Parrotts Creek upon the south side of Rappahannock River beginning at a 
marked white Oak runing Southwest 320 poles north west 600 poles, thence north East 320 poles, thence South East 600 poles to the first specified place. 
[Oh, my gosh, a simple plat, whew.] The head of the northern branch of Parrotts Creek definitely runs all the way to the village. "Upon the head" is very 
broad in terms of land descriptions, but the tract could reasonably be expected to be somewhere in range of the village. The procession districts are really just 
a confirmation: 


From 1715-1727 the district about to be defined is variously assigned to Jno Seagar, Henry Goodlow, Joseph Hardee, James Macham. For several years it is 
combined with the district below the Bryary. Then it happens: 

1727 (a second procession was ordered on 10 October): "Order'd that Mr Garrot Daniel, & Mr Ralph Shelton, procession...between the Briery Swamp, (from 
the Millstone Valley to the Dragon Swamp) and the upper End of the County, and from the main road to the Dragon Swamp, on the South Side of the main 
road"... 

1728: Mr Garrot Daniel, & Mr Ralph Shelton..."from the new Drago[n] Bridge road on the South side the main road to the upper End of the Parish".... [this 
year two districts on the south side are combined. In 1729 the processioners for the same two are John Segar and James Macham.] 

1731: Mr John Briant & Mr Garrot Daniel Procession..."between the Bryary Swamp (from the Millston Valley to the Dragon Swamp) and the upper End of 
the County on the South Side of the main road"... 

1735: mr Garrot Daniel, & Mr John Jones, Procession..."between the Bryary Swamp, and the upper End of the County on the South Side of the Main 
Road"... 

1739: Mr Garrott Daniel & Mr John Jones..."between the Bryary Swamp, and from the Millstone Valley to the Dragon Swamp and the upper end of the 
County on the South Side of the Main Road"... 

In 1743, this district is assigned to William Jones and John Jones. Also, Garrett Daniel died 28 January 1744/5. 

1747: mr William Jones & mr Henry Daniel..."between the Briary Swamp, and from the millstone Valley to the Dragon Swamp and the upper End of the 
County on the South Side of the main road".... 

1751: Henry Daniel & Lewis Mountague..."between the Briary Swamp and from the Millstone Valley to the Dragon Swamp and the upper end of the County 
on the South side of the Main Road"... [This is the last Daniel to procession this district in these lists. ] 


I have not been able to find any specific location for the Millstone Valley, which helps define the southeastern boundary of this district. The grant description 
helps confirm that at least some of that strip between the Briery and the main road is part of the district. Closing in on the location is provided by various 
surveys done on the lands as generations died or sold. 


This 1769 survey done for the division of Henry's land (his will was proved 7 Jul 1767) shows that the heir George transfered his part of Jamaica to his half- 
brother Robert. 


14 --ember 1769, 192a of intailed land belonging to Capt George Daniel, beginning at A [torn] the mouth of a branch of the Briery Swamp at a -- 
- corner to Charles Lee in Davis' Line Running thence [torn, but plat shows N41 W] 64 pole to B thence N55W 211 pole to C, a Chesnut Stump 
Corner [torn - of Ro]bert Daniel the Elder, thence N77E 266pole to D, three white Oaks [Cor]ner to Charles Lee, thence S2W 118 pole to E, a 
Maple at the head of a brance, thence down the said branch 124 pole to the Beginning place." [R]obert Daniel Junr and [?Jo]siah Daniel, Chn 


Car's. The plat [see below] has notes saying "Robt Daniel's 76a" and "Robt Daniel's 58a" on either side of the 192a which has a note saying 
"Betty Kemps part 58a". recd 24 Jul 1773. 


The land here is described as on a branch of the Briery Swamp, thus firming up that it is in that corridor between the Briery and the Main Road. The chain 
carrier Josiah Daniel would be the great grandson of William Daniel Jr. (d. 1723, he had made the original purchase of the 645 acres with his brother 
Robert); William had willed his part of the Jamaica tract to his four sons, Moseley, John, Robert, and Obadiah. That son Robert had a son William who had a 
Josiah. 


That's Betty Daniel Kemp's dower land on the 1769 survey. George Daniel was the son of Henry by his first wife Mary. In his will George mentions his step- 
mother and his half brother Robert and half sister Rachel (by her married name Price). Henry's second wife and widow Betty had remarried to a Kemp. 

Betty Daniel married Peter Kemp on 18 May 1769 in Middlesex. The Vestry Book of Petsworth Parish (=Gloucester County next door) shows on p.314 ina 
list of processions ordered 28 Jun 1759 "Ordered that Mr. Peter Kemp & Mr. Robart Garlant see the Land Possessiond in the sixt Precint to begin on the 
Land of Mr. Robart Daniel on the second thursday in Novr ------ ." [n the 1784 "census" of Virginia, for Petsworth Parish there are listed, each separately, a 
Betty Kemp, an Elizabeth Kemp, a Mary Kemp, and a Peter Kemp. But there are also still Kemps in Middlesex to be figured into this picture. Middlesex Deed 
Book 11-103 is a 1793 deed from Geo. Daniel, Peter Kemp, Rachel Murray, Ed Berkely to Jack Murray, Ann Curtis, Chris Curtis, Lucy Yates, Caty Murray, 
Sally Murray, Ralph Wormely. Caty is, I believe, the daughter of Henry D. Shepherd and Mary "Molly" Daniel, Molly was the daughter of Mary Daniel and 
George Daniel, this Mary md.2 to a Henry Shepherd and she was the daughter of Henry Daniel and his first wife. There is also in the book of loose deeds, 
1687-1750, on p.245, 21 Mar 1812 Joseph Godwin and Caty wf and Richard Claybrook and Julia wf to Wheeler Haile, $1000, land in Msex which ----d to 
Henry D. Shepherd, the father of the aforesaid Caty and Julia, which tract the sd Henry D. Shepherd, in his lifetime, purchase of Lansford [=Lunsford] 
Daniel, and for which the said Lansford and wf exec a deed to sd Henry D. Shepherd, about 180a. wit John Hile, Richard G. Garrett, L---'d Jackson, Zac'h 
Crittenden. Again, this family section may already be known or it is for the descendants to discover. 


Garrett Daniel, who had inherited the other half of his father Robert's share of Jamaica land in 1720, married Clara (?LNU?) and they had for sure a daughter 
Ann born on 21 Feb 1742. Garrett died intestate on 28 Jan 1744/5 and his wife "Clary" returned the inventory on his estate on 7 May 1745. The only guardian 
bond filed for a child of Garrett was for Anna, her guardian was Maurice Smith on 1 Oct 1754, with James Daniel standing security. I suspect there were no 
more childrne and I have yet to find what happened to Ann Daniel or if her marriage answers for what happened to the title of her land. 


A plat for Garrett's part of Jamaica was made on 6 June 1764, this would be shortly after daughter Ann had come of age and the land could be dealt with. The 
plat shows more clearly how the stream at the southwest end of Jamaica runs and how it formed the boundary between Henry and Garrett. This plat is always 
one degree different from the original and the 1769 plat, but the relative shapes remain perfect. 


June 6th 1764. Then Surveyed for John Thilman of Caroline County 176 Acres of Land being Entailed and in the Possion [sic] of Charles Lee in 
the County of Middlesex and Parish of Christ Church. Beginning at A, an Oak in the Briery Swamp at the mouth of a Long branch thence up the 
Several Meanders of the said branch 216 Pole to B, a maple in the said branch, thence North two Degrees East, One Hundred & Eighteen Pole to 
C, Three white Oaks in Daniels line, thence North Seventyseven and a half Degrees East one Hundred & twelve Pole to D, a Red Oak in Lee's 
line, thence South Fortyone Degrees East Eightyseven Pole to E, a White Oak Corner to Lees [stained out] and Bream thence South Fortyfour 
Degrees West Three hundred & seventythree Pole to F, a Red Oak at the Edge of the Bryary [stained out] in Davis's line, thence North Fiftynine 
degrees West Sixteen Pole to the Beginning Place, Surveryed per Wm. Parry Surv'r Middx County. Charles Lee Junr, Lodowich Greenwood, 
Chain Carriers. 


Back to the land! The 3 survey plats below show that the county road runs right through the Daniel's portion of the original Jamaica tract, so Henry and 
Garret's houses had to be on the south side of the main road as given in the procession instructions "That if the Bounds of any Precinct Shall Strike through 
any plantation or plantations the Crops on Such plantation or plantations Shall fall under the View & numbering of the Viewers &c: appointed for that 
Precinct wherein the House Stands that the people tending Such Crop Shall live in." This is actually spelled out only in the 1724-1726 orders, but I believe it 
was generally understood for all, based on other processioning practices I've studied. 


More about William Daniel's (d.1723) share of Jamaica: 
Another plat of part of Jamaica was done in 1785. This was for a part of William's (d.1723) share. William willed his part of Jamaica to his four sons and for 
want of heirs to his four daughters: 


To sons Mosely, John, Robert, Obadiah Daniell, "all my tract of Jameco Land to be Equally Divided among them both for goodness and 
quantity", and for want of heirs to above named daus and their heirs. 
The "above named daughters" were Elizabeth, Sarah, Mary, Ann and Agatha. 


The early deaths of several of the children and exit from the county of others make the acreage math difficult in terms of knowing whether the girls received 
any. But the acreage is accounted for as going to Robert and Obadiah as shown below. Elizabeth died in 1726; Moseley died young in 1727; John died young 
(will probated 4 Feb 1734/5); Ann married James Presnall 14 May 1732 and writeups say she died in 1800 in Amelia VA or Chowan NC (I haven't searched 
or verified this); Sarah married Henry Nixon 10 Dec 1730 and he was named as executor of her brother John's will; Obadiah moved to Goochland County by 
1748 (he bought land there on 19 Aug 1746 and he is on a list of tithables 10 Jun 1748) and he died there with heirs; I can't find anything about Agatha (she 
is not the one who died in 1746, that is the daughter of William Daniel and Ann Watts, covered elsewhere in this article). Son Robert lived on, married Sarah 
Mickelborough, and died in 1782. His widow Sarah married Abner Cloudas on 4 Apr 1782. The survey below (upper left) shows 185.75a and is described: 


September 29th 1785. In obedience to an order of the Worsh'll Court of the county of Middlesex bearing date March 22 1784 I went in Company 
with Henry Vass, Philip Mountague & Churchhill Blakey and according to their directions Survey'd the Land of Robert Daniel decd and of 
[above this is the word "laid", so it's trying to be "laid off"] Sarah Cloudas's Part (or 63 Acres) late the widow of the said Daniel and Bounds as 
followeth (to wit) Begining at the letter A being a Chesnut and Red Oak the dividing line runing thence S 73W 132 Poles to two Red Oaks 
thence N 64? 30' W 37 Poles to a large white Oak corner to Robt daniel in James Campbell's line thence N 40E 298 Poles to [one word] Oak 
Corner to Charles Lee & Thom's Brooks thence S 27? 45' W 55 Poles [the plat is labeled incorrectly as 27? 45' E 55] to a small Ash on the side 
of the main run of the branch that divides this said Land between the two Brothers thence 73? 45' E 15 Poles to a white Oak thence S 48? 45' E 
141 Poles & 10 links to a white Oak Corner to Charles Lee and Robert Daniel thence 164 Poles to the Begining, the widows Part as 63 Acres 
Begining at the letter [doesn't name it, but it's also A] runing thence N 65W 30 Poles to a large Red Oak from thence N 42? 30' E 145 1/3 [or 

1/2] Poles to the back line. Isaac Carleton S M'd [not sure of the abbreviation here] 


Based on the 1769 plat the road would seem to go somewhat northwest through this land a little west of the midpoint, widow Sarah's part seems like it could 
actually be bound by the road. The branch could be defining a division between the two brothers across the long direction of the remaining land or it could 
be waiting to be the end point of the division of the whole when widow Sarah dies and it goes to the two sons. The will suggests the latter to me based on the 
possible road location, with Travers getting the "left" hand portion south of the road and Robert getting the "right" hand portion north of the road. Also the 
survey indicates that point A is part of a dividing line; it looks good that to run from it to the branch dividing mark mentioned, that it would just about cut 
this plat into 90 acre sections for the two brothers eventually. 


Robert's will is abstracted here: 


Book F244 Will of Robert Daniel, written 27 Apr 1781, proved 23 Sep 1782. Son Travers Daniel land and plantation whereon I now live 
Bounded by a Branch Runing fr Mr Charles Lees line up to the main Road opposite a Corn field belonging to me on the South Side of the sd 
Road with all the land I hold on the South side of the sd Main Roade. Son Robert Daniel all my Land that I have not before mentioned. Dau 
Mary Daniel one small Black Horse Colt. Lend to wf Sarah Daniel my whole estate real and personal during life or widowhood, at death or 
marriage that not before given to be divided between all children. Exr Wife. Wit Robert Daniel and Robert McTyre. 


The following marriage is interesting: "James Mickelburrough and Susanna Daniel, bond 22 May 1797. Sary Cloudas, mother of Susanna. Surety and 
witnesses Travis Daniel and William Jones." I had first thought this might be a posthumous child, very young at marriage, but recent research tells me she is 
one of the four younger children of Robert and Sarah, unnamed in his will, but named in a guardianship bond in 1785 as Robert, Sarah, Susannah, and 
Bivin. 


The bounds mentioned in the survey and will above suggest that the the other 120 or so acres [actually 139 acres] to the east that had originally been part of 
this section of Jamaica had been sold to Charles Lee, but the phrase "on the side of the main run of the branch that divides this said Land between the two 
Brothers" isn't clear enough as to what land it's dividing by which direction. Obadiah's sale makes it clear that that extra land to the northeast went to him - he 
sold it before moving to Goochland and it was resold to Charles Lee. I have not found a deed for it but the resale refers to it: 


DB7a-353&355 John Ellot [sic] Pain and wf Mary (x) of Caroline to Charles Lee of Essex L&R 5 & 6 Jul 1749, 5sh [£44 in the release], 139a 
Msex, formerly purchased of Obadiah Daniel, adj Robert Daniel [i.e. the bordering property labeled E on the sale plat below], Garrot Daniel's 
orphan [the bordering property labeled D], John Greenwood John Blakey, Massey Yarrington. witnesses: John Wiley, Lewis Mountague, Joseph 
Jones, Fran Paine (x), John Brooks, Eliza Wiley (x), Ja Campbell, George Lee, Josiah Chowning. ackn and relinq, ordered recd 5 Sep 1749. 


The GH (for Garret and Henry) marked on the main map leading this article is probably a ways northwest of the actual location. A constructed plat for the 
part of Jamaica that William and Robert bought in 1704 is below, along with the 1769, 1772, and 1785 surveys done. There's not enough description in the 
Dyatt addition to know where it is or what shape, but if it was contiguous so as to give Garret a single tract, the original plat below, showing Henry's part, 
suggests that it would have been on the southeastern sides of father Robert's original share. 


The slight change in direction of the NW lines on the plats is not out of the norm, variations are usual between described warrants for land and what can 
actually be had, and during conveyances and resurveys. Further, it is much more often the case than not that "divided equally" in deeds and wills can be a 
broad term, often expressed as meaning by quality as well as quantity, compensating for unusable land, and it can be adjusted by agreement, etc. In this case 
the northen section defined by the dividing line in the original deed to William and Robert actually contains 305 acres and a fraction by my calculation, while 
the southern section contains at least 335.75 acres (using a straight line to finish from the ash to the poplar, there is actually more when the water courses are 
accounted for). In the first edition of this article I had guesstimated that Robert Sr. probably had the northwestern section of the tract that he bought with his 
brother William, based on the size of the legacies. Oops, I was wrong! The 1769 survey plat shows that his share was the southern section and that Henry 
took the western portion of that. The 1769 and 1772 plats also provide better a picture of the completing branch that I couldn't do in the modern plat. 
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Here is the location of the Jamaica lands on today's map. Note: 

The black line represents the original 1657 grant. I have aligned it with the eastern line of Garrett's plat. 

The purple line is the dividing line between William Jr. and Robert when they purchased the land in 1704. 

The three survey plats shown and described above are in red. The dotted red line approximates the original boundary of the 645 acres bought by William and 
Robert. The fuller red line from Garrett's plat would appear to include at least some of the land Robert bought from the Dyatt's (DB2-196 described above) 


and added to his Jamaica holdings. 

The blue waterway is the branch of the Briery as shown on Garrett's plat and it is a nearly perfect match to the branch on today's map. 

The brown dots are the road as indicated in the plats; it shows that the loop at this point is part of the original "main road" and that today's Rt. 17 did some 
bypassing of the old road. This location of the old main road is important in marking the later sales of these Jamaica lands. 

Several stunning landmark points show up: 

"O" is the continuation of the survey line to the original grant, when included it adds up to the 344 poles described in the 1704 purchase deed. 

"D" is the continuation of the dividing line; when it is included with the plat distances, all add up to the 414 poles for the dividing line as described in the 
1704 deed. The corridor of land between the western border of the surveys and the original grant is still an interesting puzzle. 

"H" is described in the 1704 deed as at "Thomas Hedgecocks Raoling Path"; it meets the head of the modern path shown, on the nose. 

"P" indicates the path seen on the 1769 plat and it is in exactly the same place as the road on the current map. 


If you look at the satellite image of today's area you can see the roads that are the exact definition of Garrett's northwest corner lines! 
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Below is a map of the sales of Jamaica lands by the various heirs, followed by explanations of the letters. The brown/blue dots show the road as defined in 
the deeds and surveys. 





Henry Daniel's (d.1767) son Robert (d.1784) willed his inherited 191 acres, the southwestern portion of the original Daniel plat, to his son Henry, and gave 
other lands (not part of Jamaica) to two of his sons Beverley and Robert. The entail for those three boys was that if any died before age 21, their land was to 
go to the youngest sons Garrett and George. The later sales prove that Henry did die and George sold his resulting share, the result being that Garrett and 
Beverley ended up with the land and sold it as follows (the cross sales to clear the titles between the heirs is fascinating!): 

A = Beverley Daniel sold 77 acres to Ralph Watts in 1800 (DB12-61, description platted above) 

B = Garrett Daniel sold 31 acres to Travis Daniel in 1801 (DB12-112, description platted above) 

C = Garrett Daniel sold 73 acres to Luis Mickelborough in 1802 (DB12-154, the remaining acreage with bounds "Travis Daniel & Thomas Wats, and the 


land of George Daniel") 
The above three deeds add up to 181 acres, a bit shy of the original, but the plats are good fits. Lot A included a set back of 10 feet away from the spring on 
both sides, which will account for some of the acreage discrepancy. 


D = The part of original buyer Robert Daniel (d. 1720) that went to his son Garrett. Garrett d. 1744/5 with only one daughter Ann (b. 1742/3). The 1764 
survey said the survey was ordered by John Thilman of Caroline County and that the land was in possession of Charles Lee. There are many possibilities for 
what was going on, but John Thilman is almost surely buying the land. Ann had just come of age. Her mother may have now died so her dower interests have 
expired. There is no deed at the time of the survey for this land with a Daniel as a principal. There are several Charles Lees in action at this time. The elder 
(d. 1794) may have been holding the land as Ann's guardian, he was guardian for various other Daniel children, but there is no guardianship bond by him for 
Ann (her guardian in 1754 was Maurice Smith). The elder Charles' son Charles Lee married Ann Montague, so this probably isn't him in the survey. The 
elder Charles' nephew was also a Charles (son of Thomas); he was born in 1735. A possibility is that this Charles Lee had married Ann Daniel and possessed 
the land in right of his wife and they are selling it to John Thilman. Checking the Lee/Thilman deeds will probably provide answers to all the questions about 
what happened to Garrett's land and family. 


E = Obadiah Daniel who sold 139 acres to the Pains in the 1740s before leaving for Goochland, as described above (DB7a-353&355). 

F = The part of Robert Daniel's land (d.1782, married Sarah Mickelborough) that was willed to his son Robert, who married Phoebe Sadler. This Robert d. 
by 1801 (apparently 1798) and his widow took the children to KY shortly after 1810. They sent a deed in 1826 from Montgomery KY selling 150 acres to 
Robert Lee (DB15-343). Robert had inherited his father's lands north of the road and the deed for lot F includes that definition. This again shows that the 
road ran differently from today's Rt. 17. The 1826 deed also proves that Robert and Phoebe had a daughter. The grantors were Phoebe Daniel, Robert Daniel 
and wife Catherine, John Howard and wife Sidney. 

G = Travis Daniel received the lands on the south side of the road from his father Robert (d.1782) and willed them in 1805 to his sons Robert and 
Christopher. Robert Daniel and wife Eliza sold 37 3/4 acres to Henry Dungee in 1827 (DB15-322). This establishes that it is Travis's son Robert Daniel who 
married Eliza Ware in 1823. This 1827 date also proves he is not the same as the Robert Daniel who married Lucinda/Lucy as is sometimes proposed: the 
latter Robert and Lucinda executed a deed together in 1825. 

Lots F and G add up to 187 3/4 acres. The 1785 survey described previously was for 185 3/4 acres, a nice match. 

The lots E, F, and G. add up to 324 acres, which accounts for William's half of the original Jamaica purchase. 


And so, the last of the male Daniel owned Jamaica lands passed from the family in 1827. 
Visiting Jamaica Lands 


The right turn off Hwy 17 onto Route 605 and the immediate left turn onto Route 647. Route 647 follows what was the original main road in this area, 
shown in the brown and blue dots on the plats above. 
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Continuing on 647, and then right on the road that turns right (above Tank Road)

Robert Daniel (d.1720), the town lott to daughter Jane Seager 


Besides the Jamaica lands described above, Robert also bought a town lot in Urbanna and willed it to his daughter Jane Seagar, "Itm - I give unto my 
daughter Jane Seager my Lott at Urbanna with ye appurtences [sic with a mark over it] to her & heires forever." 


DB3-197 "Whereas severall laws have appointed and confirmed to this County fifty acres of Land for a Town and whereas wee Christopher 
Robinson, Harry Beverley and John Robinson are by an order of Middx Court bearing date ye fifth day of february 1704 appointed ffeoffees in 
trust to make Sale and dispose of the said Land pursuant to Law Know all men therefore by these presents that we the said Christopher 
Robinson, Harry Beverley and John Robinson ffeoffees as aforesaid have for & in Consideration of the Sum of four hundred and Eighty Seven 
pounds of Tobo and Cask to us in hand paid or Secured to be paid before the Ensealing and delivery hereof given grant'd bargain'd aliened 
enffeoffed released and Confirm'd unto Robert Daniel Gent. his heirs and Assignes for ever one half acre of Land in the burgh of Urbanna being 
part of the above sd fifty acres of Land and bounded as followeth to wit the Lott adjoyning on the west Side of Cross Street and the South Side of 
Queens Street, being a corner Lott. To have and to hold to him ye Said Robert Daniell his heirs & Assignes forever in as full and ample mannor 
as is Specifyed and is Expressed in --- Act made at a Generall Assembley begun at her Majt Queen Annes Royall Capitoll in the City of 
Williamsburgh the 23d day of October 1705 Entitaled An Act for Establishing ports and towns the said Robert Daniell his heires or assignes 
paying the Annuall Rent of one ounce of flax seed and two ounces of hony seed which payment is to be made yearly from year to year upon ye 
1st day of October ye Director and [?]Benchers[? it's not Trustees, Sparacio also said Benchers] of the Said Burgh of Urbanna and their Such 
essours[? not assess--] of rents for ye use of the Land --- provided the Said Robert Daniell his heires or assisgnes Shall within twelve months 
from ye date hereor begin & withough delay proceed to finish on ye aforesd halfe acre of Land one house twenty foot Square at least offering it 
Should be Laufully for the Said Chr Robinson Harry Beverley and John Robinson or any two of them or their Successors to make Sale of the 
Said halfe Acre of Land to any other person or persons that Shall make Choyce of the land. In Witness whereof we have hereunto Set our hands 
and Seales this 15th day of Aprill 1707." wit W. Kelp---, Will: Daniell.

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William Daniell (d.1723) and Robert Daniell (d.1720), sons of William (d.1698) 


The 300 acres described here is incorrectly described as the land where Christopher Robinson built Hewick, found in Hewick information and stories and on 
the historical marker. However, the Hewick lands are actually quite a distance away and have a very different origin. Read about the Hewick lands here. 


William (d.1698) also bought another 300 acres, deeded them to sons William (d.1723) and Robert (d.1720), and then confirmed it in his will.

From William's will:

William (d.1723), son of William (d.1698) 


Capt. William Daniell Sr. (d. 1698) also bought a town lot with his son William Jr. as shown in Deed Book 2-527. It was located on Ferry Street which is not 
labeled on the Urbanna map given above. 


Whereas by an Act of Assembley held at James Citty ye 16th day of Apr 1691 Intituled an Act of Ports that is by among other things Enacted 
that the fifty Acres of Land on the west side of Nimcock Creek formerly layd out and surveyed for Building a Towne thereon by virtue of a 
former Law for Cohabitation etc and which was then the Land of Ralph Wormeley Esqe Be Appoynted for a port and place of Landing and 
Shiping [it's Loading and Unloading in other docs about the act]of good wares and merchandize etc in the County of Msex and whereas wee 
Mathew Kemp, Christopher Robinson and William Churchhill by an order of Msex Court bareing date ye 20th day of July 1691 are appoynted 
foefees in trust for ye said County did demand of the Honble Ralph Wormeley Esqr. conveyance of a good estate in fee and the said Ralph

running up the said Street North West thence South to ye beginning place the said grantees shall and will within four months a from the 
ensealing ...being and with out delay proceed to finish on the said halfe acre granted...one good house to containe twenty foot square at least, 
wherein if they the said Capt William Daniell and William Daniell Junr...shall fail then this grant to be voide...... wr 13 Feb 1691/2, wit Calib 
Wheeling, Tho Stapleton. ackn 2 Nov 1692. 


William (d. 1723) was already settled on his share of the 300 acres. He bought more acreage on 19 Feb 1694/5, not contiguous with his own, more to the 
east, but then a few months later he and his wife "Constatine" assigned it to Andrew Wilson of King & Queen County. There are actually two deeds recorded 
for the purchase, Book 2-29, Book 2-91, the assignment is in Book 2-93. William died in 1723 and willed the Jamaica lands to his four sons, Moseley, John, 
Robert, Obadiah. He gave his home plantation to his son William Daniel, who died just a few months later. This son William died leaving a son James who 
was born 12 May 1715. James will later be a processioner in the district (starting in 1747). 


Robert (d.1720), son of William (d.1698) 


Robert was also already settled on the land and had actually already purchased acreage on his own just six months before father William purchased the 300 
acres: 


Deed Book 2-186 William Brooks & Ann his wife of Msex planter to Robert Daniell of Msex planter. £25. 75a Msex being part of a greater tract 
of 300a, patented by Thomas Cordwell by him given to his daughter Ann Cordwell. survd by Edwin Thacker 19 May 1694, "beginning at a 
corner Spanish Oake in ye Line of ye Said Robert Daniell's own Land & Leading thence South thirty Eight degrees West ninety four poles to a 
Red Oake thence north Eighty Six & a half degrees West one hundred twenty Six poles to a ?Wt [very unclear, I may just be looking for it to 
mean white] oake thence north Seventy Eight poles to an Ashe in ye briery Swamp & thence South Eighty Six and a halfe degrees East one 
hundred Eighty five poles by an old Line of Marked Trees to ye first mentioned Spanish Oake the place it Began" being part of 300a granted to 
Robert Chowning 16 Jun 1662, sold to Thomas Cordwell 8 Jan 1666, much longer warranting passage than usual, 2 pages, William (x) Brookes, 
Ann (x) Brookes. wit Paul Thilman, Tobias Micklbr [some kind of abbreviation of the name Micklborough, just one letter after the b]. wr 20 Jun 
1697, ackn 5 Jul 1697. Ann Brooks relinq. followed by a bond for £50 to fulfill the sale, also wit by Paul Thilman, Tobias Mickleborough. 

[Ann Cardwell married William Brookes 8 Nov 1687.] 


Robert added more acreage: 


Deed Book 3-240 William Brookes of Msex planter to Robert Daniell of same, Gent. 3000 Ibs tobacco, 50a Msex, beginning at a Corner hickory 
- Corner tree of the said William Brooks and Robert Daniells land and runing thence west by a line of Marked trees One hundred and Eight poles 
to a marked Stump thence South west thirty eight degrees ninety four poles to a corner red Oake thence South East sixty degrees fifty poles to a 
Stake between a Spanish Oake & a red Oake thence north East fify one degrees one hundred and fifty eight poles to the first beginning place, 
being part of 300a grtd to Robert Chowning 16 Jun 1662, was lately in the occupation of sd William Brookes but now in actuall possession of sd 
Robert Daniell. William (x) Brookes. wit Garret Minor, John Owens, Robt Daniell Junr. 1 May 1711, 1 May 1711. Elizabetha Jo the wife of the 
said William relinq. followed by Brooks' completion bond to Robert Daniell,, wit Garrett Minor, John Owens, Robert Daniell Junr 1 May 1711. 
[Elizabeth Cardwell married William Brookes 2 Sep 1708.] 


Deed Book 3-486 Thomas Kidd of Msex Gent and wf Alice to Robert Danniel [sic, later it's Daniell]. 10sh, 1a, one half acre lying on the north 
side of the White Oke Swamp at the end of the sd Robert Daniel's Mill Dam Joyning on Nicholas Bristow; the other half acre lying on the south 


side of the sd Swamp at the other end of sd Mill Dam bd Robert Blackly, the sd halfe acre being bound Round with marked trees now in actuall 
possession of sd Robert Daniell. wit Jo'n Owens, Robert Danniell, Thomas (x) Kidd Junr. 31 Jul 1719, ?7 ?Jan/Sep? 1719. Thomas Kidd 
acknowledged this deed in court to Robert Daniell Gent on 4 Aug 1719. 

This indicates Robert was building a mill and needed the usual acre or two on the other side of the waterway. Thomas Kidd is a bound on 
Robert's eastern side in other deeds. This will also be important to show the full bounds of Robert Daniel's lands later in the section "Cleaning 
up final details". 


At first I thought this land might be in that corridor between the upper arm of the Briery and the main road, thus putting it near Jamaica, where Robert and 
William also bought land together. There are many deeds naming Robert Daniel as a bound that don't help pin the location down, but finally one showed up, 
the land is on the southern side of the Briery, the mere distance of a 50 acre tract in from the Dragon Swamp, e.g. if the 50 acres were fairly square that 
would be a quarter of a mile and a touch from the swamp: 


Deed Book1-85 John Guttery of Msex to Jehu [sic, clear here and elsewhere in this deed, but in later deeds it's clearly John] Nicholls of King & 
Queen, 2 Dec 1724, 5sh, 50a Msex, lying upon the South Side of the Briry branch, Begining at the mouth of the briry at The Run of the Dragon 
Swamp and up the Run of the Bryery to the mouth of a Small Branch between the aforesaid Guttery and Robert Daniel, And from the branch to 
a Spanish Oake, On the side of the branch to a sickamore in the Old field being a Corner Tree Between Robert Daniel and the aforesaid Guttery. 
And from Thence To a Corner Red Oake Between Guttery, Daniel and Brooks, and a Long Brooks! Line to a Corner Spanish Oake between 
Guttery Brooks and Dennis Obry [torn] From thence to a Corner Chesnut [1-2 words obliterated] old field. Between Guttery and From thence to 
the Dragon [2-3 words oblit] And up the Run of the D---- to the mouth of the [word possibly starts with B, and another word likely here] first 
begun... sig John (x) Guttery. wit Daniel Hayes, John Nicholls, Joseph? Meacham. recd 7 Sep 1725 


This Guttery-Nicholls 50 acres was purchased in 1727 by Robert Daniel Jr. (d.1742) and then willed to his son Robert, who sold it to his brother George in 
1758. But in 1719 Robert Jr. was settling on the joining lands he would inherit and needed a mill, so he purchased: 


Deed Book 3-489: John Guttrey and Jenie his wf to Robert Daniell all of Msex 19 Aug 1719, 50sh, 2a in Msex bounded lying on the north side of the Bryers 
Swamp bounded with the land of one Katherine Young Widow and Bryers Swamp and line of marked trees running from the sd Bryers Swamp to the line of 
sd Katherine Young adj upon the land of sd John Guttrey now in actuall possession of sd Robt. Daniel. wit Wm. Garwood, John Rogon?, John Hunt. recd ?7 
Sep 1719, John and Jane ackn, Jane relinq. 

Although the deed doesn't show it, on 1 Sep 1719 John Guttry and Jane his Wife acknowledged the deed at court to Robert Daniel Junior. 





The plat for these lands of William and Robert, sons of William (d.1698), with unknown bounds on the Briery Swamp, looks like: 
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There is variation in the end points of Robert's southern purchases and the end points of the originial 300 acres (the 320 pole line that runs east-west), not all 
that surprising given the variance of the swamp, etc. 


The following deeds help to define the acreage "in the triangle" on the southeast bounds of Robert's land. The underlined names and calls are of paramount 
importance later. 


Reminder from the original patent, this land first belonged to Mr. Lindsey 

Deed Book 2-245 James Attwood of Msex to Thomas Stapleton 4 Oct 1686, 6500 lbs swt. sented Tobbo & Caske, 140a containing my dwelling 
plantation and "binding upon Cardwells End line Soe upon Nicholles his Line and with Willm. Daniell, & Bristoe, & Meecham, likewise upon 
line's [sic] runn by Kidde the sd land being part of a greater tract bought of Mr. John Lindsey". wit Robert Smith, Geo Walton, John Cutter. sig 
James Attwood. at court Msex 4 Apr 1686: Then Came into Court Mr. Francis Weekes and by vertue of a Letter of Attorney acknowledged the 
within Deed to bee the Act and deed of James Attwood. next is James Attwood and Mary his wife, their POA to Francis Weekes. 





Deed Book 2-334 Jones Smith of Essex to Mr. Thomas Wood of Msex, 20a in Mr. Robert Daniells line to a line of Richard Rennolds. wit John 
Wattsone, Richd. Ranolds. wf Rebecka Smith reling. 6 Feb 1699, recd -- Feb 1699/1700. 


Deed Book 3-367 George Stapleton son of Thomas Stapleton to Alexander Graves bricklayer, 160a in Christ Church Par of Msex, Beginning at a 
Corner Stump of William Brookes thence north west nine degrees 150 poles to a Hickory a Line tree of Capt Robert Daniell thence to a Corner 
white oak of Henry Nickols to a begining red Oak in Thomas Kidds Line thence to a red Oak in Attwoods Line thence along the Severall 
Courses and turnings of the Said Attwoods Line to Brooks [either 's or sd] Line and Soe to the beginning place. wit John Price, Jos. Hardee, 
Richd. Steevens. wr 31 Jan 1714, release 1 Feb 1714, recd 1 Feb 1714. 

This is the right hand portion of the "triangle". 


The discrepancy between the 140 acres that James Attwood sold to Thomas Stapleton in Book 2-245 and the 160 acres that George Stapleton son 
of Thomas sold to Alexander Graves in Book 3-367, both of which describe the same land, is cleared up by: 

Book 2-433 Richard Attwood to Thomas Stapleton, 29 Jan 1701/2, 20a, beg at a white oak --- in a branch belonging to the new ground Cleared 
by the said Thomas Stapleton this present ---- ye??? ---- So from the said white oak against the mouth of the said branch runing upon a direct line 
of marked trees upon the land of William Brooks and from thence upon the line of the said Brooks and so along the Spring branch of Stapleton 
to the first begining tree...being part of 100a [has to be 160a, I obviously misread] formerly bought of James Attwood father of the sd Richard 
Attwood, 140a whereof was by sd James Attwood sold and surveyed...to sd Thomas Stapleton by deed.... wit Paul ---man [could be Thilman?], 
222 Woodes [Sen or Jur, or even something else], Patrick Miller. recd 2 Feb 1701 


Finally, the processions for this area. There's a nice surprise in them. 

1715-1716: "Ordered That James Meecham & John Alldin...procession...betweene Robt Williamson's land (including Williamsons land) and the Briary 
Swamp to the Millstone Valley running from the maine Roade to the Dragon on the South side of the maine Roade".... 

1723: "Order'd That James Macham & Robt Daniel Procession...Between Robt Wmson's Land (including Wmson's Lane) the t-- [repeated, the page is 
changing here] And the Bryary Swamp, to the Millston Valley running from the Main Road to the Dragon, on the South Side of the Main Road".... [This is 
Robert Daniel, son of Robert (d.1720).] 

1724-1728: During these years the districts on either side of the Bryary are combined and processioned variously by John Segar, John Mosly, Joseph Hardee, 
James Macham, Ralph Shelton, and Garrot Daniel (as described in the Jamaica section when their two districts were combined). In the second order for 1727 
and in 1729 they are again split with John Segar and James Macham doing the area below the Bryary. 

1731: Ordered that mr John Mosley & mr James Daniel, Procession...between ye lowe[r] end of the new Dragon bridg road & ye Bryary Swamp thence to ye 
Millstone Valley runing from the main road to ye Dragon on the South Side of ye main road"... 

This is not James the son of William (d.1698); his land was far southeast and he didn't buy any beyond his inheritance as described above. The Daniel land 
in this district belonged to William Senior's first two sons, William Jr. (d.1723) and Robert (d.1720). William Jr. wrote his will 27 Feb 1722/3, it was proved 
2 Jul 1723. but it says it was recorded 4 Jun 1723. He willed the land he lived on to his son William (the third); this third William died by December of the 
same year and his will states "to son James Daniel all my Land lying on the Bryery Swamp containing one hundred fifty acres". This son James was born 12 
May 1715. At the time of this procession both of his parents were dead, so he did have title to the land. The other son and owner here, Robert, died in 1720. 
In his will he devises his home plantation to sons Robert and James: 


Itm - I Give and bequeath all the Plantation & Tract of land whereon I now live to my two Sons Robert & James Daniell to be equally divided 
between them, my son Robert to have his first choice and to the Heires of their bodies lawfully to be begotten and if Either of them happen to dye 
without Such lawfull heires Then I give & bequeath the part of him soe dying as aforesaid to the Survivor & his heires for ever. 

He does leave the mill to his wife Margaret and then it goes to son James: 

Itm - I give unto my Son James Daniell after the Decease of my Wife Margarett Daniell my Mill Millhouse [sic] with the appurtenances to him 
and his heires for ever. My Sons Harry and Garrett Daniell to be Toll free of my said Mill as long as She Shall grind. 


These lands were devised outright to the sons. After all the other bequests of land, slaves and personalty, he lent only the "rest" of his estate to his wife 
Margaret; the only real estate left was the mill. Margaret of course still had dower rights to all, but by 1731 James and Robert would be considered the 
Jreeholders, just as Garret was on the Jamaica land. 


So technically this could be the younger James, he was a freeholder. I am generally loathe to use age as a deciding point, it's very misleading and often 
incorrectly applied, but given the choice between a fifteen year old and a 21-23 year old to be assigned to procession lands, I have to suggest that this is the 
elder James b.1709, making this a "sighting" of Robert's son James. 


Back to the processions: 

1735 & 1739: same district, Mr John Segar & Mr John Meacham 

1743: same district, mr John Machen & mr William Daniel. [This can only be William 1716-1779, son of Robert Jr., son of Robert (d.1720)] 

1747: same district, mr John Meacham & mr James Daniel. [This is much more likely the first available sighting of James Daniel (b. 1715), the son of 
William (d. late 1723), son of William Jr. (d.1723).] 

1751: same district, John Machen & James Daniel 

1755: same district, John Machen & William Daniel 

1759: same district, Willm Daniel & James Daniel 

1763: same district, Jas Daniel & John Sword 

1767: same district, John Swoard and James Daniel [Chamberlayne notes here that the name James Daniel is scratched through but legible. ] 


Both William and James of these procession orders died in 1779.

Itm - I Give and bequeath all the Plantation & Tract of land whereon I now live to my two Sons Robert & James Daniell to be equally divided 
between them, my son Robert to have his first choice and to the Heires of their bodies lawfully to be begotten and if Either of them happen to dye 
without Such lawfull heires Then I give & bequeath the part of him soe dying as aforesaid to the Survivor & his heires for ever. 

Itm - I give unto my son James Daniell one Negro girl named Phillis with her Increase together with my Still[s?] with the appurtenances to him & 
his heires for ever when he Shall attaine the Age of one & twenty years. 


Itm - I give unto my Son James Daniell after the Decease of my Wife Margarett Daniell my Mill Millhouse [sic] with the appurtenances to him 
and his heires for ever. My Sons Harry and Garrett Daniell to be Toll free of my said Mill as long as She Shall grind. 


The bounding neighbors in the original 300 acres were: Daniel Long, Henry Nicholls, Thomas Cordwell, Mr. Lindsey. The bounds and involved parties of 
the 75 acres Robert bought were: Thomas Cordwell, William Brookes. The bounds and involved parties of the 50 acres were: William Brooks. The bounds 
of the eastern mill land were: Thomas Kidd, Nicholas Bristow, Robert Blackly. The bounds of the western mill land were: John Guttrey, Katherine Young. 
I'm going to repeat in very short form two neighbors' deeds from above: 


Deed Book 2-245 James Attwood to Thomas Stapleton 4 Oct 1686, 140a "binding upon Cardwells End line Soe upon Nicholles his Line and 
with Willm. Daniell, & Bristoe, & Meecham, likewise upon line's [sic] runn by Kidde the sd land being part of a greater tract bought of Mr. John 
Lindsey". 


Deed Book 3-367 George Stapleton son of Thomas Stapleton to Alexander Graves 31 Jan 1714, 160a, "Beginning at a Corner Stump of William 
Brookes...a Line tree of Capt Robert Daniell... Henry Nickols... Thomas Kidds Line...Attwoods Line...Brooks Line and Soe to the beginning 
place. 





There are so many more records putting these people together, it would just clutter this page hopelessly: they were all witnesses to deeds and wills, executors, 
appraisers, surveyors in the room of another, bondsmen, bounding neighbors, and so on for each other, i.e. they were tight and were located near each other. 
These are a couple more deeds in very short form because they show that they were in fact physical neighbors: 


Deed Book 1a-59 John Lindsey of...England to James Attwood of Msex VA, 1681, 700a, lying upon the Dragon Swamp between the White 
Oake Swamp & Briery Branch. Begining at a Corner Hickory belonging to Thomas Cordwell running by marked Lines South East by South 
Twenty Poles, South South East Thirty Six Poles to a Corner White Oak belonging to the Land of Mr Henry Nicholls thence South East 
Two hundred fifty Poles to a corner Spanish Oak by ye Side of White Oake Swamp & down the Runn of White Oake Swamp it's Severall 
Courses & distances unto the Runn of the Draggon Swamp & on that Runn it's Severall Courses & distances to a corner tree of Robt Aldin & 
from thence East by his Line Twenty Poles to a white Oak Corner tree of Thomas Cordwells & by his mancid [?, I can't make it "mentioned", 
but it probably is] Line East Three hundred Twenty Poles to another Corner white Oak thence by an other Line of the Said Cordwell North 
One hundred & fifty Poles to the first begining Hiccory. 

***That first bolded call matches exactly to the 300 acres that William Daniel bought for his sons, and it is the eastern side of the right hand 
portion of the "triangle" on the eastern side of Robert Daniel's additions; it also defines the land that was sold to Alexander Graves; the East 
320 poles are parallel and describe the southern line of Cordwell's 300 acres (the 150 poles north make it a perfect fit and size of 300 acres) 
that came to William and Ann Brookes, who sold the northern 75 and 50 acres of it to Robert Daniel. 


la-74 James Attwood to John Micham and John Bristow 2 Oct 1682, 300a, "lying upon ye Dragon Swampe begining at a Chesnutt at ye mouth 
of ye Reedy [not creek, rock, almost north] from thence runing to ye Said James Attwood head line allowing Ye Said Micham & ye Sd Bristow 
Twenty Eight poles from ye head line to ye Corner Tree upon ye White Oake Swampe from thence ye Severall Courses and distances downe ye 
Said White Oake Swampe as ye runn goe and Soe upp ye Dragon Swampe as ye runn goes to ye aforesd Chesnutt with all... 

This further confirms Micham (Meacham) and Bristow right here as well, important for later. 


3-296 Will. Daniell, Alexander Graves, and James Meacham are witnesses, 4 May 1712, for George Stapleton to John Moseley, 40a bindeing 
upon the White Oake Swamp, bought by Thomas Stapleton of estate of Henry Nichols, binding upon David Georges Land and Also Canadays 
Land. 


Alexander Graves bought no other land besides the 160 acres in deed 3-367; he is on several bonds for other people, but no deeds in the index, so this is his 
spot, he's not scattered about in the county. 


The deed books for the years 1720-1740 are lost. The only records for land are the court orders. In the order book for 1732-1737 is the entry: 


p.48 1 Apr 1735 "James Daniell came this day into Court presented and acknowledged this his Deed for Land unto Alexander Roan (Jane the 
wife of said James Daniell being first privately examined relinquished her Right of Dower in the said Lands) and the same was admitted to 
record." 


This land now belonging to Alexander Roane just needed to be traced. The family of Alexander Roane is revealed in deeds and wills, this is a short 
description, the documentation is at the end of this article. 

Alexander Roane married Mary Hipkins (probably the widow of James Hipkins) in 8 Nov 1736. The sons of Alexander Roane (some possibly by a first wife, 
Alexander died by 1740) are William, Alexander, and Warner. William Roane married Sally Daniel the daughter of William (d.1746) the son of Richard 
(d.1727) the son of William Daniel (d.1698). William and Sally actually settled over in Richard Daniel's area and William died in 1770. Alexander settled by 
1771 in Caroline County. Warner died sometime after 1763 but by 1770. 


In 1763 Alexander Roane's widow Mary and her son Warner executed the following deeds in 1763: 


Deed Book PS8a-427 Mary Roane and son Warner to William Daniel 4 Jun 1763, £62, 62.5a beginning at a Corner white Oake in the aforesaid 
William Daniels and the Land of John Brooks and Runing along a line Between the Said Roans Land & William Daniels a westly Course to a 
Corner Persimon tree Between the aforesaid Rones [sic] land and George Daniels Decd Land a Southly Course to a Corner Chesnut Betwen [sic] 
The above mentioned Rones land and the Land of George Daniel Decd and Jno Brooks And Thence along a line of Maked [sic] trees Betwen the 
aforesaid Rones land and Jno Brooks a South Eastly Course to a Corner white Oake and thence a Eastly Course Betwen the afore sd Mary Roan 
and John Brooks to the first Begining White Oake Corner above mentioned in William Daniels line. [all sic on sp]. wit John Seward, George 
Blackley, Henry (x) Shepherd, Henry Shepard Juner [sic]. recpts and ackn. recd 7 Jun 1763. 


Deed Book PS8a-425 Mary Roane and son Warner Roane to John Meacham 4 Jun 1763, £125, 130a, beginning at the aforesd John Meacham's 
Island & runing along his line out of the swamp to James Bristow's line & along his line to a Corner & from thence along a line of Alexander 
Graves's to Cordwells Spring Branch & so down the run of the sd branch to the head of the aforesaid John Meacham's Island. wit John Saward 
[sic], George Blackley, Henry (x) Shepherd, Henry Shepherd Juner [sic]. recpts and ackn. recd 7 Jun 1763 

Henry Sheperd married the widow of George Daniel decd mentioned in the first deed. 


In 1769 the other Roane sons, Alexander and William, sold the land their father Alexander had bought from James and Jane Daniel in 1735: 


Deed Book 9-89 Alexander and Ann Roane and William Roane and wife Sarah to William Daniel, 14 Nov 1769, land in M'sex, 62.5a, 
"Beginning at a Corner white oak in the Line of the Land Whereon the [sd] William Daniel now Lives thence a Southwest Course to Two 
Corner Persimmon trees in the Said ?Line? thence a South East Course to a Corner Chestnut in the Line between the orphan [sic, singular] of 
George Daniel Decd, The Land of John Seward and the Said Land thence an Eastward Course on a Line of marked Trees in the Said Sewards's 


[sic] Land to a Corner white oak thence on [sic] North East Course to the Beginning." Witnesses for each signer are noted: for Alexander and 
Ann Roane - Richard[?] Gilchrist, James Miller, William Bogle. for William and Sarah Roane - James Wills, George Daniel. for William Roane 
- John Yarrington, Lodowick Jones, Benjamin Guthery. wives relinquish in next record. 


Deed Book 9-93 [the next deed] Alexander and Ann Roane and William Roane and wife Sarah to John Meacham, 14? Nov 1769. 130a Msex, 
"Beginning at Mary Meachams Island thence along her Line to the line out of the Swamp to James Bristow's Line, thence along the said Line to 
a Corner thence along Alexander Graves Line to Cordwels Spring Branch thence along the run of the said branch to the Head of the Said 
Island" [same wits as above]. 


It's unfortunate that there are no metes and bounds in these deeds, but it's not really a problem. The survey shown later shows all these bounds. 
William Roane's will (Book E419, written 24 Apr 1770, proved 24 Sep 1770) has a clause concerning this land he inherited from his father: "I 
desire that my executors make William Daniel and John Meacham a Good Right to the Lands my Brother Alexr and I Recover'd of them and 
afterwards Sold it to them." 


Alexander and Ann repeated their deeds on 28 Jan 1771 (Book 9-124) and almost immediately Meacham sold the 130 acres to Henry Shephard (Book 9- 
131): 22 Apr 1771 John Meacham of Msex to Henry Shepherd of Msex, £100, 1--a [torn], the exact same description as the Roane to Meacham deed above. 
No witnessess. Recorded 23 Apr 1771. 

There are no other deeds in Middlesex for an Alexander Roane (neither the elder nor younger), this is the only land belonging to him/them. Warner Roane 
has no deeds in Middlesex except the ones in 1763 to the same people. William Roane has a 1765 deed from James Smith, and a 1767 deed from Robert and 
Lucy Daniel. Those lands are located east, in the area of Richard Daniel, William Roane had actually settled over in his wife's territory and their descendants 
do have transactions over there in later years. 


The bounds in the Roane deeds do the trick. The grantee William Daniel is the son of Robert Junior (d.1742) who had inherited, along with his brother 
James, the homestead of their father Robert (d.1720). The "orphan of George Daniel" (it is singular in the deed) is Nelson. George Daniel, the other son of 
Robert Junior, died in 1758. His will devises his estate to be divided equally between his wife Mary and children Nelson and Molly. His widow Mary 
married Henry Shephard on 3 Nov 1760, who in turn bought the 130 acres as described above in Book 9-131. Mary Meacham is the widow of an older John 
Meacham, John and James Meacham were both processioners of this district, and they are closely tied in the records to all these other names. The Bristows 
are scattered in the county so not as much defining proof here. There are no other deeds in Middlesex for Thomas Cordwell or Alexander Graves so they are 
the unique bounds that cap it all off, along with the location being defined by the processioning districts. 


The land that James and Jane Daniel sold to Alexander Roane in 1735 is the land James inherited from his father Robert in 1720. 


There is more proof coming based on the acreage. The will of Robert Daniel (Jr., son of Robert who d.1720), in Will Book C p.70, written 12 Jun 1742, 
proved 7 Sep 1742, devises his land thusly: "Item I Give and bequeath all my Land unto my Son William Daniel Except Fifty Acres ajoyning on the Draggon 
Swap [sic] to him and his heirs for Ever lawfully begotten of his body and for Want of such heirs to my son Robert Daniel to him & his heirs for ever. Item I 
Give and bequeath unto my son Robt Daniel Fifty Acres of Land which I Purchased of John Niccolls more or less to him and his heirs for Ever Ajoyning on 
the Dragon Swamp." The Rutmans, in their analyses of wills and land in A Place in Time, Middlesex County, Virginia 1650-1750, use the Daniel family as 
examples in a few places, and they also confirm the data about the acreage. Their description about Robert Jr. reads "Marrying twice, this Robert left eleven 
children, including six sons. The eldest received his father's original inheritance (190 acres). Another received the 50-acre addition. Four received nothing." 
The Roane deeds are for 192.5 acres, making two equal legacies from Robert (d.1720) to his sons Robert and James. I'm still working on defining the 190 
acres that Robert Jr. (son of Robert d. 1720) left to his eldest son William so I can't properly describe it yet. It's hard to develop the size of Robert's bequest to 
William in better detail because William's will was lost; various of his daughters eventually sell to another of the daughters, but it looks like he also bought 
other lands as well. 


There are only four James Daniels in Middlesex records in the 1730s: 

a. James, the son of William (d.1698), who married Margaret Vivion and died in 1748, and was located well east of these lands; 

b. James b. 1716, the son of the above James and Margaret; 

c. James b.1715, the son of William (d.1723), a later processioner of this district being discussed, and who looks to have died in 1779 unmarried, based on his 
will; 

d. James, who married Jane Hicks and had children born in Middlesex: Margaret, "Chickeley" (Chesley), Ruth, and Abraham. This is the James who was 
also a probable processioner of this district in 1731. 


A recap of some other facts: 

a. Six months (21 Nov 1735) after the James and Jane Daniel deed to Alexander Roane, a "James Daniel of Middlesex" bought land in Goochland County. 
This land fell into Albemarle County when it was formed and this James Daniel can be shown by this land and later purchases and by his will to be the father 
of Chesley, Abraham, Josiah, John, James, Susannah, Mary and Mercy. 

b. Of interest is: Middlesex Court Orders 1732-1726, p.52 - 3 Jun 1735 "John Hipkins to be appointed overseer of the road of which James Daniel was 
overseer and ordered that he cause the road in his precinct to be well cleared and the bridges mended accordingly." [Obviously I'm tying in the Hipkins name 
with Alexander Roane's wife, making this a possible sighting and signal that James and Jane are moving. No guarantees. ] 

c. Chesley Daniel of Granville is the proven son of this same James Daniel of Albemarle by will and land records. 

d. Chesley Daniel of Granville deeded in 1798 some of the "increase" of slaves he had inherited as the heir of Jane Hicks. 

e. James Daniel married Jane Hicks on 11 November 1725 in Middlesex. 

f. And so full circle back to the land records above.... 


There are now matching DNA results for Josiah and Chesley Daniel, sons of James Daniel of Albemarle, firmly establishing the line back to James. Great 
news in January 2006: the DNA results of my James Daniel (1747-1820) are a perfect 37/37 match for those of Josiah and Chesley, thus confirming the 
record evidence that he is their brother, and son of James and Jane Hicks. Read about it here. The land records shown here firm up the heritage of James 
Daniel of Albemarle as the son of Robert Daniel of Middlesex and grandson of William Daniel of Middlesex. However, another son of William Daniel is 
also documented and has very different results, calling both into question. One or the other lines has an undocumented adoption or an unknown illegitimacy. 
Earlier, as records on James of Albemarle were being published, it seemed clear but not tightly proved that he was from Middlesex. Then, when the DNA 
conflict came up the earliest discussions about it on the rootsweb Daniel-L mailing list went along a path, perfectly reasonable based on documentation at 
the time, of questioning if James of Albemarle was actually a provable Middlesex Daniel, and more specifically could he be shown to be Robert's son. 
Although this study tightens up James of Albemarle's documentation on these questions, the conflict of the DNA remains and can only be resolved by the 
testing of a third son of William Daniel. So the hunt goes on for a descendant! Visit the work on the DNA of the Daniel Family of Middlesex here! 


Cleaning up the final details 

In the first edition of this article I proposed that Robert (d.1720) had probably acquired his further extra acreage from the Brookes tract as well. That was a 
hasty leap, assuming he bought contiguous lands, but there is a beautiful surprise in the survey book, a plat that includes the 130 acres sold by the Roanes to 
James Meacham who shortly sold it to Henry Shephard. It turns out the 130 acres was actually out of the Meacham/Bristow acquisition from Attwood. This 
plat is large, the orientation is skewed, the directional lines are way out of whack, but the "triangle" belonging to Graves is there, the white area in the upper 


left portion is the eastern part of the Cordwell/Brookes tract and at the center left is a tract described as "Henry Shephard's Purchase of Meacham, being 
Roane's Land formerly Purchased by Meacham", indicated as 134 acres. The survey description for this plat reads: 


"June 24th 1773 Surveyed at the Request of John Meacham 724 acres of Land in Middlesex County in Christ Church Parish Beginning at A, a 
White Oak corner on Bristow's line at the edge of the Dragon swamp thence along the said Swamp 42 1/2 pole to B, a Sycamore corner to the 
said Land Standing in the white Oak swamp in Sanders's line thence up the said Swamp 259 pole to C, an ash & white oak corner in the said 
Bristow's line, thence N30W 98 pole to D, a Red Oak corner in Graves's & Kidd's line, thence N61E 192 pole E an Ash corner in Cannaday's 
long branch, thence N47W 234 pole to Nichols's corner white Oak being the letter F, thence N27W 58 pole to Capt. Daniels corner Hickory 
being G, thence S9E 150 pole to H, Brooks's corner Stump, thence West 194 pole to I, a Gum corner to Guest in Cordwell's Spring branch, 
thence Down the said branch 186 pole to K, an Ash Corner to Guest's Dragon Land, thence S65W 52 pole to L, The edge of Meacham's Island 
its Several courses p [per] Platt above cited to M, a maple Corner to The said Island at the main Run of the Dragon Swamp thence Down the said 
Main Run 250 pole to N, being Bristow's corner on the said Run thence 23 pole to the Beginning place Sveyed & Platted by John Yarrington 
Surv MC. Thomas Brooks, Jeremiah Spencer - Ch. Car." 


Comparing those calls to the various deeds above, especially from E to I and L to M, is very exciting! One sad thing is that the little houses on this plat are 
smudged so you can't see the siding and doors and windows like you can on other plats, drat. Much more important is that the plat is not oriented or scaled 
well at all. There is a North-South guideline in the lower middle, but many of the other lines are not oriented with it correctly; there are also some changes in 
scale on some of the plats. Nevertheless, it gives a good idea of the relative location of the lands and neighbors. This 1773 plat is available here in a new 
window, but you'll need to enlarge the window it opens in. 





The Daniel title to all these lands was very quiet, there aren't deeds for this 130 acres. Because some of the people here died intestate, there is plenty of room 
for title confusion here that might not have been cleared up for years. This lack of deeds is perhaps not quite an anomaly, but usually heirs at some point 
cleared and firmed up quiet titles; I can only suggest the deeds were just never recorded and the lines had been accepted for nearly 50 years when the Roane 
heirs sold (or that the indexers missed them in both the original book and the general index, not likely). 


That Robert Daniel had definitely acquired this other land is also shown by the deeds involving Thomas Kidd already shown above, Book 2-245 and Book 3- 
367; Thomas Kidd was a southern bound of the Stapleton/Graves land. 


Locating these Briery lands: 

The maps below shows a fairly close location of William and Robert's Briery lands, using two surveys (the 1773 referred to above in red, and another 1773 
survey of lands west of Cordwell's Spring in dark blue) and the description of William Jr. and Robert's 300 acres (purple). The survey in red cannot be 
aligned correctly at either the northern part (the "triangle") or the southwestern part (at Meacham's Island); the "triangle" in the northeast has not been 
oriented well, when it is turned the correct 9 degrees it matches the triangle as it should be, but then the rest of the plat is way off. However the survey shows 
that James and Jane's land was bounded on the west by Cordwell's Spring; the other survey (dark blue) is the land on the other side of the Spring and 
describes a corner to Henry Shepherd (who ended up with James and Jane's land). The three east-west lines close to each other in the middle are actually the 
same line, but I've moved things to let them all show here. The red letters represent some of the necessary fits and other meeting points that are striking to see 
against today's map. The black letters indicate Daniel owners as described below. 


A = the bound of the 300 acres bought by Capt. William for his sons, it is supposed to hit a branch of the Briery. All the plat points fit when using this as the 
54 pole line. 

B = the Briery bound 

C = Cordwells corner which is supposed to be on the Briery. The acreage enclosed is a bit over 300 acres. 

W-150 = William Jr's share of the 300 acres given by father Capt. William. 

R-150 = Robert's share of the same. 

R-75 and R-50 = the extra lands Robert bought in 1697 and 1711. 

J-175 = the 175 acres of land that James and Jane (Hicks) Daniel sold in 1735, which eventually ended up in the hands of Henry Shepherd.

More on the Processioning Orders and Districts 


The procession orders varied, were usually a small intro, followed by the assignments and districts, followed by more instructions, along the lines of: 

"In pursuance of an Order of Middx County Court dated ... -- This Vestry have divided this parish into Severall Precincts, And have appointed two Intelligent 
honest Freeholders of every Severall Precinct to See all the Lands within the said Severall Precincts processioned as followeth"...[assignments]...ordered That 
the above named Freeholders Procession every particular mans land pursuant to the above Orders of Vestry, And that they Take & Returne an Account of 
every persons land they Shall See procession, of the Time when, & of the persons present att the same, And of whose Lands in their Respective Precincts 
they shall faile to procession, and of the particular reasons of Such failure to the next Vestry which shall happen after ye last day of March next coming." 
Struck me funny: In 1715 "two intelligent and honest" freeholders are to be appointed. In 1716 and 1723 it's down to "two intelligent freeholders", and after 
that it's just "two freeholders". 

From 1724 to 1739, with a couple gaps, the orders are not by the county court but "Pursuant to an Act of the last Session of Assembly Entitled an Act for the 
better and more effectual Improveing the Staple of Tobacco - this Vestry doe lay out the Parish into precincts and appoint two persons in Each precinct to 
Examine and Enqure of the names & number of ye persons Allow'd by the Said Act to tend Tobo and the Crops of the Several planters within the Sd precinct 
respectively and the number of plants growing or shall have been tended on any plantation or plantations Some time in July next." 

The crossover precinct clauses are described from 1724-1727: "That if the Bounds of any Precinct Shall Strike through any plantation or plantations the 
Crops on Such plantation or plantations Shall fall under the View & numbering of the Viewers &c: appointed for that Precinct wherein the House Stands that 


the people tending Such Crop Shall live in." 
In 1728 and 1729 fuller duties are described: "And that they cut up or cause to be cut up & destroy'ed all Stalks Slips & Suckers within the Sd Precinct and 
perform & Execute the Several duties & powers given & enjoin'd them by the Act of assembly for the better & more Effectual improving the Staple of Tobo. 


The districts are described east to west, at the lowest there were six due to combined districts. There is the occasional name change due to ownership change 
of a marking property, but it's clear the bounds are still the same. At the most there were eleven due to cutting the north side of the road in the western section 
into three instead of two. There were some years when there were what appear to be slightly different eastern and western bounds on some of the central 
districts; the ones I've put are more illustrative of what they settled into. I'm giving the largest number of descriptions and describing the combos: 


a. between the Lower end of this County & Mr Kemps Mill, Cross the Neck to Coll: Churchills Creek 

b. between Mr Kemps Mill & the Piping Tree on the South Side of the Main Road 

c. from Mr Kemps Mill to the Pipeing Tree along Coll Wormeley's Bounds to the river Side on the North Side of the Main Road 

Districts b & c were combined from 1725-1729. I can't find the Middlesex Piping Tree (many/most counties had a Piping Tree, it was where colonials and 
natives met, smoked, negotiated, etc. The one that is still known today is in King William/New Kent counties.) 

d. between the Pipeing-Tree & Prittymans roleing road from Rappa River to Piankatank 

e. between Prittymans roleing Road & Robt Williamsons Land from the main Road to the head of Mr Chr Robinsons Mill-Dam on the North Side of the 
main Road 

f. between Prittymans Roleing Road & Robt Williamsons running from the Main Road to the Dragon on the South Side of the Main Road 

Districts e and f were combined from 1724-1729, forming a district that crossed the county. 

g. between Robt Wmson's Land and the Bryary Swamp, to the Millstone Valley running from the Main Road to the Dragon, on the South Side of the Main 
Road 

This eventually settled into being from the New Dragon Bridge to the Bryary. 

h. between the Bryary Swamp (from the Millstone Valley to the Dragon Swamp and the upper End of the County from the Main Road to the Dragon Swamp 
on the south Side of the Main Road 

Districts g & h were a few times combined. 

i. between the head of Mr. Chr Robinsons Mill-Dam & the head of Parrots Creek to the Millston Valley on the North Side of the Main Road from the Road to 
the river 

j. between the head of Parrots Creek, from the Mill-stone Valley to the river, to Hen: Robinsons Mill-Dam, to the Slash, from the Main Road to the River on 
the north Side of the Main Road 

k. between Hen Robinsons Mill-Dam & the Slash to the upper End of the county from the Main Road to the river on the North side of the Main road 
Districts j and k were much more often all one.

William Hackney, aged 50, states that Churchill Jones conducted the platation business for Mrs. Mary Blackburn 
until his death and that his accts were destroyed whtn the house of Col. William Churchill, Exor of Churchill 
Jones, burned. David Barrach, aged 56, states that he was acquainted with the plantation of William Blackburn, 
decd. He names Churchill Jones as the bro of Mrs. Mary Blackburn. 6 May 1767.

Beverely [sic] Daniel made 
his will and left to his daus on 21 Sep 1781 viz Lucy Daniel and Frances Anne Travis Daniel (she has since died

Hannah Rice, Elizabeth Rice, 
George Rice and Nelson Rice were the chn of Jacob Rice, a brother of Hannah Gill. All of the Rice chn are dead as 
infants except Elizabeth Rice who married John Daniel and he was named as adm of the est of Hannah Gill, decd. 
John Daniel died intestate leaving one son, Overton Daniel, and his widow Elizabeth (Rice) Daniel. Mrs. Elizabeth 
Rice Daniel then married James Lee, became Elizabeth Lee and she is now dead. 10 Oct 1787 

John Ross deposes that Nelson Rice died at his house some time before the war. Richard Bristow deposes that 
Benjamin Jacobs and Elizabeth Jacobs are the only chn of Elizabeth Jacobs, dec. (who was Elizabeth Rice) and 
that Betty Jacobs and Jacob Rice were the only brother and sister of Hannah Gill who had neither father or 
mother living at the time of her death. Tobins Allen deposes that Hannah Rice md. Alexander Gill and that Jacob 
Rice and Betty Rice were both dead before Hannah Gill. James Deagle deposes. Henry Chowning deposes that 3 


Apr 1777 was the date of the sale of Hannah Gill's estate. Thomas Segar deposes that he was at the sale of 
Alexander Gill's est, that he was an appraiser of Hannah Gill's est and that Mr. John Daniel and Mrs. Daniel 
bought a slave at the est sale. Samuel Brookes deposes that on 1 Jan 1781 he heard Mr. George Lorimer at the 
house of Benjamin Kidd tell James Lee that he had money belonging to Benjamin Jacobs who was then in the 
service of the sd Lorimer. (their depos were taken in the Town of Urbanna at the Counting House of Overton 
Cosby & Co.) 8 Aug 1789 James Lee states that Mrs. Hannah Gill d. in Feb 1771 intestate and w/o issue. John 
Daniel md. Elizabeth Rice in 1767 and d. in Apr 1772 leaving one son, Overton Daniel. In Jan 1774, James Lee md. 
Elizabeth (Rice) Daniel. Sworn before Thomas Segar. 11 Nov 1788

The Middlesex County Museum 


The museum is in Saluda at 777 General Puller Highway, 
just a block away from the Courthouse. 


The Middlesex County Museum was founded in 1935 and is the oldest of its kind in Virginia. It closed during World War II, but opened 
again in 1975. In the early days it was in the clerk's office at the courthouse square (there is a plaque there, see the Courthouses page). 
The museum moved to its current location in 1998. 








Lt. General Lewis Burwell "Chesty" Puller (1898-1971) was the 
F most decorated marine in Marine Corps history. He was born in 









West Point, but retired and lived in Middlesex the last 25 years of 
his life and is buried at Christ Church. Highway 33 from Saluda to 
the end of the County is General Puller Highway, and Puller Park is 
across the street from the museum. 


We had a wonderful visit with Dianne and her daughter Becky (who 
took this picture). Classic story: When we walked in I of course 
described that we were visiting ancestral grounds, and Becky said 
her family had worked on their family history. I asked what names 
she carried - third in her list was...Daniel! After I collected myself, 
we shared old family information and they put us in touch with the 
current owners of the central part of William Daniel's 1668 lands!

Stingray Point 


The marker says: 

"Capt. John Smith led two exploratory voyages in Chesapeake Bay during the summer 
of 1608. His boat ran aground at the mouth of the Rappahannock River three miles 
east, on 17 July. While awaiting high tide to float the vessel, he and his men impaled 
fish with their swords and Smith speared a cow-nose ray that sank its tail spine into his 
wrist as he tried to remove it. The toxin swelled Smith's arm, shoulder and chest but 
surgeon Walter Russell applied soothing oil and by evening Smith was well enough to 
eat the ray for supper. He named the place Stingray Point." 





Stingray Point Launch Area

The Old Tobacco Warehouse 


According to Rivers and Roads of Middlesex County, Virginia, research has 
shown that what is commonly referred to as "The Old Tobacco Warehouse" 
was 


"likely a store built in 1763 by James Mills, first of many Scots 
storeowners in Urbanna, to provide a diverse selection of goods for 
townspeople and port travelers. It may also have provided quarters 
for the tobacco inspector and an inspection office as well as 
accomodations for the owner." 





The marker on the General Puller Highway 
reflects this understanding as well. 





So Where was the Tobacco Warehouse? 


Below is a 1767 survey for laying out 10 acres of prison lands; it was oriented in reverse north and south directions (upside down). The building marked 
"warehouse" in the lower left corner is much more likely to be the tobacco warehouse and it is clearly much further down the road, on the river. The building 
labeled "store" is in the location of what is traditionally, but mistakenly, called the tobacco warehouse. 
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The following deeds look to be about the "warehouse" named in the survey, the one that is located on the creek. Note that these warehouse lots also end up in 
the possession of James Mills. 


Deed Book 2-519 to Mr. Christopher Robinson Junr...begining at a Stake on ye Northermost side ye Maine Street and runing North to a Stake thence West to 
ye begining place (being the third lott from the Creeke on ye Northermost side of the Maine Street)... [this is a flawed lot description] 


Deed Book 8-387 John Gordon and wf Lucy to Robert Daniel 10 May 1762, for £100, two lotts or one Acre of Land in Town of Urbanna which sd 2 lotts or 1 
acre of land is commonly called & kinown by the name of the Warehouse Lotts....sd 2 lotts was sold to sd John Gordon by James Reid Esqr 1 Oct 1757. 
witnesses Wm Meacham, Wm Chowning, George Daniel. recpts and ackn [no relinq, but Lucy signed]. recd 6 Jul 1762. 

followed by completion bond and Lucy's relinq. 


This Robert Daniel willed his town properties to his son Beverly (Will Book E459, written 31 Jan 1770, proved 24 Jun 1771), described as "to son Beverley 
Daniel after death of his mother land where I now live 900a, and all my lots in Urbanna, Tobacco warehouses & Ordinary". 


Deed Book 9-436 Beverly Daniel of Msex Gent and wf Milley Daniel to James Mills, Simon Frazier, Overton Cosby of Town of Urbanna 25 Sep 1780, £1000, 
2 lots of half acres of land in Town of Urbanna whereon the Publick Warehouses are erected, and commonly known and called by the Name of the Warehhouse 
Lots, one of which lots abutted easterly on the Creek, and the other adjoins upon the West (which said Lots were formerly granted by the Feoffees of the said 
Town to Christopher Robinson Gent, deceased, from whom they descended to his Son Christopher Robinson and by him were sold to James Reid, who 
afterwards sold and conveyed the same to John Gordon, by whom they [were] sold and conveyed to Majr Robert Daniel deced and by him were devised to his 
Son Beverley Daniel Party to these Presents), with all.... Subject neverthless to a Lease or Term for Twelve Years, granted to the said Simon Fraser of a Piece 
of Ground Sixty Feet square Part of the same whereon a Warehouse is erected, which said Term commenced from the ?second? Day of May 1774. no wits, $ 
recpt. deed ackn by Beverly. recd 22 Jan 1781. 


These descriptions and the locations of the lots being discussed support that the Urbanna Tobacco Warehouse was located on the creekside, not where the 
Scottish Factor's Store is. 


Below is the survey oriented, traced and scaled to the satellite image. The courthouse and "store" of the survey are in their corresponding places on today's 
map. Virginia Street and Prettyman's Rolling Road were drawn as running straight east-west which helps account for much of the variances of buildings. The 
comparison also shows that the riverfront land was later built out, and that the lower, east-west section of today's Oyster Point Road originally fronted on the 
river inlet. 





John Daniel's house (in the southwest corner) could have been on the lot to either the west or east of the tracing; adjusting for the Virginia Street variance 
would suggest it's the one to the east. But deeds described later show that he owned both lots. 


There are orders for an ordinary license granted to John Daniel: one on 5 Feb 1765 (Deed Book 8-494, his security was William Chowning), and another on 6 
Aug 1766 (Deed Book 8-517, his security was James Daniel). I believe this is the same John Daniel whose lot is on the above survey. 


The John Daniel of the Urbanna lot died in 1772. His will was written on 24 Apr 1772 and probated on 25 May 1772 (Will Book E488). He directs that his 
lotts and houses in Urbanna are to be sold to pay debts; his executors are James Gregorie and George Lorimer. This is the John Daniel, son of Robert and 
Elizabeth (Carter) Daniel, grandson of William and Mary (Moseley) Daniel, great grandson of Captain William Daniel. John married first Sarah Reid and had 
children John, James, Chesley, and Bathseba. He married second Elizabeth Rice and they had Overton. 


John's executors had to deal with the town lots because the conveyance to John Daniel had not been formalized, the work is abstracted here. Note that the 
second deed identifies Long Lane, a street in Urbanna that no longer exists.

And 
ye said Veiwers saying upon their Oathes that ye said hogshead of tobaccoe is false packed & above halfe of it trash tobaccoe. It by this Courte ordered that ye 
said John Davis doe forthwith pay to ye said Capt. Walter Whitaker ye summe of five hundred & eleaven pounds of very good swt. sented tobaccoe and caske 
and that ye said John Davis doe before ye next Courte held for this County, build or cause to be built a good sufficient & strong Pillory & a pr of Stocks and 


cause ye same to be sett up & fixed at ye Courte Howse of this County, where ye Sherriff of this County shall appoynte to ye end such offences as this may for ye 
furture receive a more publique punishment with: costs.

Thomas Wharton had also turned in information against Captain George Purvis of the ship "Baltimore", with pretty much the same results. Captain Purvis 
also appealed the case, but the order books contain no information about the results of the appeals.

Order Book 3 4 Apr 1698 

In Obedience of his Excelency the Governours Letter to this Court haveing 
taken the same into consideration doe returne for answer - 

That there never was any quantity of Pitch or Tarr made in this County nor is 
there any quantity of Pine to make the same; 

As to Flax and Hemp, there hath not been any great quantity made in this 
County, but there may be great quantities of the same made if endeavours be 
used some Linning Cloath of the County groath and make hath been produced 
in Court the four yeares last past upon an Act giveing encouragement of the 
same to the vallue of forty or fifty yards each yeare 





This historical landscape hasn't 
really changed a lot in the past

from a tobacco inspection facility 
and general store, to private 
homes, to the Urbanna Library 
and, finally, to the museum you 
see today.

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The Customs House 


The Customs House is across Prettyman's Rolling Road from the Old Tobacco 
Warehouse. The tour book Rivers and Roads of Middlesex County, Virginia 
(1996) says the following: 


Customs House was noted as early as 1770 when Inspector General John 
Williams visited Urbanna and wrote that it was "a good brick building" 
consisting of three rooms, one large and two small ones, and that "no part of it 
is occupied for any other purpose. And I think it reasonable at a rent of ten 
pounds per annum." A window in an interior wall through which customs 
business might have been conducted and an old vault in the basement seem to 
confirm this use of the building which is now a private home named Little 
Sandwich for the Earl of Sandwich. Dormer windows have been added and the s 
brick-floored English basement transformed into kitchen and dining room. 
Unusual details include the exterior chimney on the south end of the house and 
interior chimney on the north end. The brick pattern, Flemish bond, matches 
that of the Old Tobacco Warehouse. Since 1934 the home has been in the 
family of Virginia Governor Andrew Jackson Montague.

Twenty towns were to be established by this law in Virginia. The Middlesex Court tried immediately to obey, but it would be many years before the 
town lands were secured to the County:

Trust doe give ye said (torn) its name, and they are hereby impowered to give ye sd Towne (torn) me whereby it shalbe named Knowne & called by for Ever.

The court and land records show no more work towards building the 
town in the 1680s. There was and would continue a protracted 
struggle with Ralph Wormeley to secure the lands. Action started up 
again in 1691 to secure the lands from Wormeley.

Lansdowne, the home next to the Marble House, was built around 1740. The brickwork style is Flemish bond, which was usually reserved for public buildings.

"merchant". In 1910 he is a "retail merchant" of general merchandise, still an 
employee. In 1920 he is a "merchant" but now the owner, and his son Robert S. 
Bristow Junior (1897-1988) is a "clerk" in the "dry goods store". Father Robert died 
in 1926 and by the 1930 census, his son Robert now owned the store and was a 
"retail merchant" of "general merchandise". Robert S. Bristow Jr. operated the store 
until his death in 1988. 

Bristow's store continues to operate today, offering a wide variety of goods.

Daniel Taxables in Wilkes Co GA 1785-1805 


from Wilkes County GA Tax Records 1785-1805, v.1-2 
by Frank Parker Hudson 1996 


These are the Daniel entries from Mr. Hudson's stunning work. He has analyzed the districts through the years to develop his theory about the 
boundary of "Defacto Wilkes" - the maps and descriptions of the original Wilkes/Washington border were lost, but he has shown what it 
involved and where people were cut into through the years. 

The "Today" column is mine, giving every county that may have received some part of the given district throughout the years. This may be 
misleading: you should really consult the descriptions at the end! 

"Hudson's District Label" is his own system, starting from 1785, which he then tracks through the years as they are split, joined, cut into new 
counties, etc. He has even determined how many people were affected by changes and hunted them down in their new counties to confirm it. I 
have organized the data according to the transformation of the districts, thus keeping people together through the years; again the descriptions 
at the end should be tracked to see the why of this format. 

The first time a district is mentioned, there is a link to the description (with a return link to the tax list). "enc"=encompassed, "res"=residents, 
"1793 rearrange"=the 1793 rearrangement of the Georgia Militia Districts, "trib(s)"=tributaries. I have not written GMD for the numbered 
Georgia Militia Districts. It REALLY helps to have the militia district map handy, you can open it in a new window, then click on the area to 
see the GMDs. There are two areas covered in these descriptions, so you have to go to the relevant one. 

Many of the columns here were not actually reflected in any given schedule, but they are all included in the headings. 

A name with no numbers means that 1 poll was turned in with no other information. 


Here is a printable version (smaller print, but all data fits on the page on landscape setting). 
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Hudson's district descriptions [in my note form] 


"enc"=encompassed, "res"=residents, "1793 rearrange"=the 1793 rearrangement of the Georgia Militia Districts, "trib(s)"=tributaries.

A = Returned lands on Morris's Ck, Newford Ck, Fishing Ck. Area reduced after 1786, split to create B, a few residents put into O. A few 
added back from B in 1793 Militia re-arrangement. 3/4 put into TT when formed in 1803/4 from A. 1790 - A enc now 178th plus lower 1/2 of 
180th in today Wilkes. 1805 - enc area now known as 178th. return 


B = 1787 from A. Returned lands on waters of Fishing Ck, Newford Ck, Morris's Ck. 1790 - incl now 179th plus upper 1/2 of 175th which it 
gave up in formation of SS in 1798. 1805 - enc now 179th, whose upper extension incl town of Tignall. return 


C = Returned lands on waters of Mill Ck, Fishing Ck, Newford Ck, Savannah Rv. 1796 put into Lincoln. Residents of District R cut off into 
Lincoln were added to C. Lower part removed and added to upper part of F to form CF in 1796/7. C became 188th when numbering system 
instituted, CF became 187th. return 


D = Lands returned 1792 on Camp Ck, Shiver's Ck, Rocky Ck, Well's Ck, Cherokee Ck, Double Branches, Little Rv, Savannah Rv . Feb 1796 - 
all put into Lincoln. 1797 or 1797 - reduced in size when area west of Cherokee Ck added to eastern portion of G to form GD. 1806-7 - reduced 
when DF formed fr upper portion of this distr and lower portion of F. While in Wilkes, D enc all 182nd, the Cherokee waters area of 183rd, and 
area of 269th south of Well's Ck. 


E - fr F after 1785 returns. 1792 lands returned on waters of Fishing Ck, Soap Ck, Dry Fk of Soap Ck. Feb 1796 - put into Lincoln, 23 res left in 
Wilkes added to I in 1797, some to SS when formed 1798. While in Wilkes, enc 185th in Lincoln north and west of town of Lincolnton and 
eastern portion of 175th in Wilkes. 


F = reduced before 1786 returns when E formed fr F. 1792 lands returned on waters of Mill Ck, Soap Ck, Well's Ck, Savannah Rv. Feb 1796 - 
all put into Lincoln. 1797 - reduced when northwest corner given to E. 1806/7 - reduced when area south of Dry Fk of Soap Ck given to form 
DF. Identified as Lincolnton Distr in many recds due to seat of Lincolnton. While in Wilkes, enc all 186th, area of 269th south of Well's Ck, 
northeast corner of 185th, all in today Lincoln. 


G = Lands returned 1792 on Gray's Ck, Loyd's Ck, Kemp Ck, Little Rv. 1793 rearrange - about 30 res put into H. Feb 1796 - put into Lincoln 
and those res in H cut off into Lincoln added to G. 1797 - reduced when eastern portion given in formation of GD. Until 1793 incl all of 184th, 
less lands west of Lloyd's Ck, and western half of 183rd, all in Lincoln, and eastern edge of 177th in Wilkes. 1793 - lost area southwest of 
Lloyd's Ck to H, but regained it when Lincoln created. Graves Mt, formerly Loyd's Mt, "a landmark for eons", was decimated in mid 1960s by 
mining for cyanite, a mineral used to make heat-resistant tiles for space shuttle. 


H = Created from I after 1786 returns. 1792 lands returned on Upton's Creek and Kemp's Creek, a few on Fishing Ck and Rock Ck. 1793 - 
gained lands eastward to Lloyd's Ck, lost lands north and west to I. 1796 - split in creation of Lincoln, taking a number of res into Lincoln, 
found thereafter in G. Until Lincoln formation, H enc all now 177th and eastern edge of 174th in Wilkes and lands west of Lloyd's Ck in 184th. 
return 


I= Reduced after 1786 returns to create H. 1792 lands returned on waters of Rocky Ck, Upton's Ck, Little Rv. 1793 rearrange put many back 
from H to I. 1796 - res left in Wilkes when E split to create Lincoln were added to I. 1798 - some res to SS when formed. 1797 - enc now 174th 
plus southwest corner of 175th. 


J = Earliest records are for 1787 after created from K. Lands returned on waters of Rocky Ck, Little Rv. Same through years, today 176th. 
return 


K = Heavily populated. Subdivided after 1786 returns to form J and L, town of Washington put in L, K was just west of town. 1792 lands on 
waters of Beaverdam Ck, a few on Rocky Ck. In 1793 rearrange town of Washington (almost all res of L) added back to K, L eliminated. 
Combined area is now 164th. return 


L = From K after 1786 returns, put back in 1793 rearrange. 1792 lands returned on Rocky Ck and adjourning [sic] town of Washington. Incl 
town of Washington based on number of professionsls, town lots, and persons w/stock in trade. Before 1793 returns L eliminated and res back 
in K. 


M = Reduced after 1785 to N, S, X. 1792 - lands returned on waters of Kettle Ck, Little Kettle Ck, Beaverdam Ck, all tribs of Little Rv. Today 
is the 171st located on headwaters of Beaverdam and Kettle Cks. return 


N = Created after 1785 returns from M and MM. Enc today's 169th plus small section of northwest leg of Taliaferro. Lands returned on 
Beaverdam Ck, Kettle Ck, Little Rv. Phillips Mill Church and monument to Battle of Kettle Ck are here. return 


O = Returns missing for 1785. After 1786 returns gave up some to S. Lands returned on Clarks Ck, Long Ck, a few on Fishing Ck (1792). 
Reduced in 1793 rearrange, gave to P. Until 1793 enc all of now 165th and south 1/2 of 166th. Today is 165th. return 


P = Later known as 166th, created from O and Q in 1793 rearrange. lands Lands returned on waters of Clark's Ck. Now 166th. return 


Q = Lands on waters of Long Ck, Clark's Ck, Hutton's Fork, Chickasaw Ck, Broad Rv in 1792. 1793 - reduced to form P. Community of 
Mallorysville here. Incl north 1/2 of now 166th until 1793. Now 167th. return 


R = Until 1803 lands returned on waters of Newford Ck, Pistol Ck, Chickasaw Ck, Broad Rv. 1803 - area south of Pistol Ck used with an area 
from A to form TT. 1793 - splt, losing eastern area to Lincoln, where its former res were put into C. Orig district enc 181st, plus upper half of 
180th, and that part of Lincoln in 188th north of Newford Ck. 


S = After returns of 1786, created from M, O, U. Orig incl all now 168th and western edge of 166th in Wilkes and eastern edge of 23rd in 
Oglethorpe [I obviously typoed here, it must be the 233rd, will check and correct a.s.a.p.]. 1791 - T split off, and those res left in Wilkes when 
Oglethorpe created in 1793 were added back to S. 1792 lands returned drained by Buffalo Ck, Hutton's Fk and Dry Fk of Long Ck, and 
Beaverdam branch of Dry Fork. return 


T = 1791 created from S and split when Oglethorpe created in 1793. Res placed into Oglethorpe are found in Capt. Duke's district of 1794 
Oglethorpe Tax Digest. Those left in Wilkes were added to S in 1795. return 


U = Large, reduced after 1786 returns, all of W and S taken from U. 1788 - split to create V. Capt. Nall became capt of V, succeeded by Capt. 
Lane as commdr of U. 1792 land returns only on Long Ck, but many probably lived on one or more tribs. This distr was the only complete distr 
of Col. John Clark's Battalion put into Oglethorpe in 1793, same res are in Armstrong's distr of 1794 Oglethorpe taxes. 


V — Created from U in 1788/89 (when no tax records are extant). 1792 lands returned on waters of Long Ck, Dry Fk thereof, Indian Ck, 
Buffalo Ck. Entire district put into Oglethorpe in Dec 1793, same res found in Capt Stone's distr of 1794 Oglethorpe Taxes. Town of Lexington 
just within or just without the western boundary. return 


W = Large, loc on western boundary of orig Wilkes, southeast of Cherokee Corner. Created from even larger U after 1786 returns. Lands 
returned on waters of Little Rv, Syl's Fk of Little Rv, Long Ck, Buffalo Ck of Broad Rv, Falling Ck and Big Ck of the Oconee Rv. Dec 1793 - 
entire area put into Oglethorpe, same res in Rian's distr of 1794 Oglethorpe taxes. 


X = From M after 1786 returns. 1792 lands returned principally on Little Rv, some on Long Ck and Kettle Ck. Dec 1793 - split in creation of 
Oglethorpe, most put into it, res are in Cargill's distr of 1794 Oglethorpe taxes. 1795 - those left in Wilkes added back to M. Area currently 
southeast tip of Oglethorpe, northwest tip of Taliaferro, and a small part of 171st in Wilkes. 


Y = Large district. Reduced in late 1780s and early 1790s. 4 complete distr and 1/2 of 2 others were daughter or granddaughter districts formed 
by 1793. Orig area more than 1/2 of present Oglethorpe and almost 1/3 of Madison. Gave up lands to form all of CC, part of JJJ in 1786. 
Together with CC, it provided a large area for AA between 1787and 1788. After giving up res to AA, CC, JJJ, there were 74 named persons in 
this distr in 1790, increased to 201 in 1792. 1793 - split again in rearrange, creating Z. 1792 lands returned on waters of Brush Ck, Cloud's Ck, 
Golden Grove Ck, Beaverdam Ck, Indian Ck, Broad Rv. Remains of Y put into Oglethorpe in Dec 1793, res found in Capt. Mathew's distr in 
1794 tax. 1793 - enc all of 226th, 245th, 236th now in Oglethorpe. return 


Z = Split off from Y after 1792 returns. Lands returned on same water courses for Y, except for Broad Rv, leading author to believe Z had been 
southern half of Y. Dec 1793 - entire area to Oglethorpe, res in Norris' distr of 1794 Oglethorpe taxes. 


AA = From Y and CC after 1787 returns. 1791 - split to give up northern half in formation of BB. 1792 lands returned on waters of Indian Ck, 
Mack's Ck, both tribs of Long Ck of Broad Rv. Dec 1793 - entire distr to Oglethorpe, res in Sanders distr in 1794 Oglethorpe taxes. 1793 - enc 
now 233rd. 


BB = From parts of AA and CC in 1791. 1792 lands returned principally on Goosepond Ck, but also on Millstone Ck, Long Ck, Mack's Ck, 
Broad Rv. Dec 1793 - entire area to Oglethorpe, res in Wood's distr. Area today is 238th (Goosepond). 


CC = From Y between returns of 1786 and 1787. 1791 - lower part of CC used with more of Y to form AA. 1792 lands returned on waters of 


Millstone Ck, Tiller's Ck, Little Beaverdam Ck, Broad Rv. Dec 1793 - put into Oglethorpe, res in Simmon's distr in 1794 Oglethorpe taxes. 
Today known as 137th. 


DD = From EE after 1785 returns. Enc small area or sparsely settled. Lands returned on waters of Stephens Ck, Sherill's Ck, Ogeechee Rv, 
Little Rv. 1790 - appears to have been what is now that part of Taliaferro west of Crawfordville, bound on south and west by North Fk of 
Ogeechee Rv, and north by Sherrill's Ck, incl community of Robinson. Small part of now Greene was probably in it. Put back into EE in 1793 
rearrange. [sic on various spellings of Sherill] return 


EE = 1785 incl lands in Defacto Wilkes, 1785 returns show up in 1788 Greene (Capt Baxter). DD taken out 1786, added back in 1793. Dec 
1793 - EE split in creation of Oglethorpe, leaving only 29 person taxed in Wilkes. Those left in Wilkes added to MM in 1795, in 1796 they 
became part of new RR. Res put into Oglethorpe found in 1794 Capt Fluker's distr of Oglethorpe Taxes. 1790 - appears to have incl now towns 
of Bairdston and Woodvill in Greene, and Lynesville community in Taliaferro. Much of the area of this district that was put into Oglethorpe in 
1793 became part of Greene in 1799. return 


FF = From EE between returns of 1791 and 1792. Lands returned on waters of Little Rv, Dry Fk of Little Rv, Fishing Creek of the Oconee Rv. 
FF was on southwest border of orig Wilkes, and of orig Oglethorps. Res in Edmondson's distr of 1794 Oglethorpe taxes. 


GG = Created from EE after 1786 returns. Incl lands on Sherrill's Ck and Little Rv. Dec 1793 - all put into Oglethorpe, res in Capt Thornton's 
distr in 1794 Oglethorpe taxes. 1799 - put into Greene and remained. Town of Union Point and area north and east of it were once incl in GG. 
return 


HH = 1785 enc all of neck of orig Wilkes made by Wrightsborough Twp of orig Richmond County. Drained on north and east by waters of 
Lick Ck, Powder Ck, Harden's Ck, Reedy Ck, Williams Ck, all tribs of Little Rv, on south and west by Ogeechee Rv, its forks and tribs (Rocky 
Ck, Camp Ck, Red Lick Ck).

The southern 
part is still in Warren, mostly as northwest part of 158th. 


KK = From LL after 1786 returns. Lands returned on waters of Rocky Comfort Ck and its Whetston branch, tribs of Ogeechee Rv, and on 
Middle Ck and Hart's Ck of Little Rv. 1792 - a few persons to JJ. Dec 1793 - entire area to Warren, res in Slatter's distr of 1794 Warren taxes. 
Now in the center of Warren, just north of Warrenton. 


LL = Until KK taken fr LL between returns of 1786 and 1787, LL covered width of lower extension of orig Wilkes, fr Ogeechee (or Little 
Ogeechee) on west to Richmond Co line on east, below the neck. 1792 lands returned on waters of Rocky Comfort Ck, Ogeechee Rv, Long Ck. 
Dec 1793 - entire area to Warren, res in Hubbert's distr in 1794 Warren taxes. 1793 - well defined by bds of todays 157th. 


MM = Lost res to N when created after 1785 returns. 1792 lands returned on waters of Little Rv and its tribs on south side: Lick Ck, Powder 
Ck, Harden's Ck. The splinter groups left in Wilkes when Warren and Oglethorpe created from EE and HH were put into MM in 1795. Some of 
this distr put into new RR in 1796, remainder became 170th of Wilkes until put into Taliaferro in 1825. Now 604th in Taliaferro. return 


NN = Included southernmost area of orig Wilkes bd on south by Lower Creek Trading Path which crossed the Ogeechee Rv .5 mi south of 
mouth of Fort's Ck, formerly Rocky Ck. Bd on west by Ogeechee, or the Little Ogeechee based on author's theory re Defacto Wilkes. Feb 1786 
- lost 45 taxables, all res of Defacto Wilkes. The distr was bd on east by Rocky Comfort Ck, north by LL. Lands returned on waters of Joe's Ck, 
Long Ck, Fort's Ck (formerly Rocky). Incl Shoals of the Ogeechee and now extinct towns of Georgetown and Lexington. Dec 1793 - entire 
distr put into Warren, res found in Capt Friend's distr of 1794 Warren taxes. Now the 154th of Warren, and the area of Glascock bd on east by 
Rocky Comfort Ck, south and west by a line through towns of Gibson and Mitchell and a point on the Ogeechee Rv .5 mi below mouth of 
Fort's Ck. return 


OO = Large, enc southeast corner of lower section of orig Wilkes until 1787 - gave corner position to create PP. Res remaining in OO returned 
lands on Brier Ck, branches of Upton's Ck, White's Ck, Rocky Comfort Ck, Columbia Co line. Dec 1793 - entire area to Warren, res in Neal's 
distr of 1794 Warren taxes. Eastern part put into McDuffie in 1870. Area now incl Warrenton in Warren Co eastward to the edge of Thomson in 
McDuffie Co. 


PP = From OO in 1787. Lands returned on waters of Brier Ck, Little Brier Ck, Deep Ck, Beechtree Ck, Stamp Branch, Reedy Ck, Rocky 
Comfort Ck. Today 153rd south and east of Warrenton and all but lower tip of 150th, known as the Panhandle Distr of Warren. Also incl an 
area now on western edge of McDuffie as far east as junction of Sweetwater Ck with Big Brier Ck and south to the mouth of Little Brier Ck. 
Also incl all of Glascock east of Rocky Comfort Ck except a triangular area south of State Road $1454, which runs east fr town of Gibson. 


QQ = Commanded by Capt Thompson in returns of 1785. The only complete distr in Defacto Wilkes put into Greene in Feb 1786. Most persons 
in this distr in 1785 are in 1788 Greene in Cain's, Benj Gilbert's, Michael Gilbert's districts. 


RR = Created 1796 from MM, mostly enc areas left in Wilkes by split of EE and HH in formation of Oglethorpe and Warren in 1793. 1802 - 
western part put into Greene. 1825 - entire area put into Taliaferro. return 


SS = Formed 1798 out of parts of B and I. 1804 - designated 175th, still today. In Wilkes. Incl area now east of town of Washington to the 
Lincoln line, and enc community of Metasville. return 


TT = Formed after 1802 returns. About 3/4 res fr A, 1/4 fr RR. 1804-5 lands returned mainly on Newford and Pistol Cks. Called then and today 


180th. 
[There's no UU - ZZ] 


AAA = Located in fk of Broad and Savannah Rivs. Until part of BBB was taken in 1786, AAA stretched to the north along Coldwater Ck. Incl 
town of Petersburg. Dec 1790 - entire distr put into Elbert. The rank and arrangement for Elbert in Jun 1791 named Capt Hatcher as commdr of 
this the 1st Distr of Elbert described: "Beginning at the mouth of Broad River, thence to Bertram's Creek, thence up said creek to Allen's Road, 
thence along said road to Beaverdam [author insertes (Creek)], thence down the Beaverdam to Savannah River, thence to the beginning." 1790 
- enc all of 192nd plus eastern edge of 190th in Elbert today. return 


BBB = 1786 fr northern section of AAA and southern section of DDD. Rapid settlement caused 1786 split of BBB to create CCC. This distr 
was the nucleus for two distr #8 and #9, descr in rank and arrangement of Elbert Co Militia as of Jun 1791; one commanded by Joseph 
Blackwell, other by Benjn Higginbotham. Also appears Higginbotham's distr may have taken areas south and west of Beaverdam Ck fr HHH, 
KKK, GGG of 1790. Today enc 315th and part of 197th in Elbert, and 118th and southwest part of 112th in Hart Co. 


CCC = First appears 1787. Res had previously made returnes in BBB. William Allen, the only person in this distr returning stock in trade in 
1790, is found as Capt of 12th Co of Elbert Co Militia Jun 1791, when boundaries descr: "Beginning at the mouth of Coldwater Ck, running 
down the Savannah River to the corner of District No. 1 [auth inserts (AAA)] at the mouth of Beaverdam, up the said Beaverdam to 
Cunningham's Road, thence along said road to Coldwater Creek, thence down said creek to the beginning." Area appears to be the now 195th 
and 196th of Elbert enc community of Ruckersville. return 


DDD = Was northeast corner of orig Wilkes until EEE created fr it in 1788-89 period. Capt Bailey, commander in 1790 while in Wilkes, is 
listed as commadr of distr #11 of Elbert Co Militia in Jun 1791, his distr described: "Beginning on the Savannah at the mouth of Cedar Creek, 
thence down the said river to the mouth of Coldwater Creek, up the said creek to Cunningham's Road, thence along said road to Cedar Creek, 
then down said creek to the beginning." 1790 - incl now 199th and northeast corner of 315th distr of Elbert, and lower section of 1114th distr 
and southeast tip of 1118th distr in Hart. 


EEE = created fr DDD in 1790 to become northeast corner of orig Wilkes. Descr in Jun 1791 Elbert Militia arrangement: "Beginning at the 
north corner of District No. 9, thence along the line of Franklin County to the Savannah River, thence down said river to the mouth of Cedar 
Creek, thence up said creek to Cunningham's Road, thence along said road to Coldwater Creek, thence up said creek to the beginning." Today 
almost totally in Hart, enc town of Hartwell and extensive area of Hartwell Reservoir. 


FFF = Tax recd begins 1785. 1788 or 1789 - reduced to form GGG. Descr in Elbert Co Militia Jun 1791: "Beginning at the mouth of Bertram's 
Creek, up Broad River to the mouth of Fallling Creek, thence up the middle fork of said creek to the source, thence to Carter's Plantation on 
Beaverdam, thence down the Beaverdam to the line of District No. 1 [(AAA, inserted by author)]". Today incl most of 191st and western half 
of 190th. Incl Nancy Hart State Park, on Wahachee Ck and community of Middleton. 


GGG = Only extant tax recd in Wilkes is 1790. Descr in Elbert Co Militia Jun 1791: "Beginning at the mouth of Falling Creek, up Broad River 
to the mouth of Cedar Creek, up said creek to the source, thence down said creek to the beginning." Res of GGG had made 1785-1787 returns 
in FFF. Six of the nine landowners adjourning [sic] the 950a tract from which 40a were bought for site of Elberton were res of GGG in 1790. 
Today all of 193rd except eastern edge, plus lower half of 189th. 


HHH = Tax recds begin 1785. Incl lands on both sds of North Fork of Broad Rv until 1787 when it gave up area west of North Fk to JJJ. Descr 
in Elbert Militia Jun 1791: "Beginning at the mouth of Cedar Creek, up the north fork of Broad River to Big Creek [(now Deep Creek, inserted 
by author)], thence up the said creek to Jo Thomas Bucks (?), thence to head of Cedar Creek, thence down said creek to the beginning." 1790 
area is now 202nd plus lower part of 197th. 


III = Only extant tax is 1790. Formed 1788/89 when area betw North and South Forks of Broad River split by a line along Scull Shoal Ck. 
Upper resulting distr is III. Descr in Elbert Militia Jun 1791: "Beginning at Scull Shoal Creek (the upper line of District No. 5) and running up 
the south fork of Broad River to the Franklin County line, thence along the said line to the north fork of the Broad River, thence down the said 
river til it intersects the line of District No. 5." James Meriwether confused the north and south forks in this description, (Executive Minutes, 
Vol. 3), since Scull Shoal Creek is a tributary of the north fork, not the south fork. 1790 - III put into Elbert, 1811 - to Madison. Now 204th 
northeast of the south fork, incl Danielsville. A small part of 262nd southeast of town of Ila and all of 438th, except the northwest corner taken 
fr Franklin Co. 


JJJ = The area betw the North and South Forks of Broad Rv was div betw Y, which straddled the South Fk, and HHH and KKK, which 
straddled the North Fork until 1786. Before 1787 returns, the entire area betw the fks was made into JJJ, taking res fr Y, HHH, KKK. Then, 
prior to 1790 returns, JJJ divided in the other direction by a line roughly east-west, creating III in upper half. Descr in Elbert Militia Jun 1791: 
"Beginning at the confluence of the north and south fork of the Broad River, running thence up the south fork to Scull Shoal Creek, thence in a 
direct line to the north fork of the Broad River, thence to the beginning." [same description of Meriwether's confusing the forks as above.] Dec 
1790 - JJJ put into Elbert, Dec 1811 - into Madison. 1790 area incl now 203rd, 205th, 1616th of Madison, incl towns of Comer and Carlton. 


KKK = Tax recd extant for 1785-6 when KKK extended from a line down the middle of the north and south forks of the Broad Rv on the SW 
to the north fk of Beaverdam Ck on the northwest. After 1786 returns - all of KKK on the southwest sd of north fk of Broad Rv removed and 
used with parts of Y and HHH to form III. Descr in Elbert Militia Jun 1791: "Beginning at the mouth of Big Creek [(now Deep Creek, inserted 
by auth)], thence up the north fork of Broad River to the Franklin County line, thence along said line to the north fork of Beaverdam Creek, 
thence down the Beaverdam to William Higginbotham's, thence a direct line to the upper line of District No. 4 [(HHH, inserted by author)]. 
Now in 3 counties, northwest corner taken fr Elbert and added to Madison in 1819, 8 years after creation of Madison, and is now 591st of 
Madison. Northeast corner put into Hart in 1853, now all of 1113th except a small strip northeast of town of Royston. Rest of KKK still in 
Elbert as 201st, incl town of Bowman. 
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Daniel Taxables in Wilkes Co GA 1785-1805 


from Wilkes County GA Tax Records 1785-1805, v.1-2 
by Frank Parker Hudson 1996 


These are the Daniel entries from Mr. Hudson's stunning work. He has analyzed the districts through the years to develop his theory 
about the boundary of "Defacto Wilkes" - the maps and descriptions of the original Wilkes/Washington border were lost, but he has 
shown what it involved and where people were cut into through the years. 

The "Today" column is mine, giving every county that may have received some part of the given district throughout the years. This may 
be misleading: you should really consult the descriptions at the end! 

"Hudson's District Label" is his own system, starting from 1785, which he then tracks through the years as they are split, joined, cut into 
new counties, etc. He has even determined how many people were affected by changes and hunted them down in their new counties to 
confirm it. I have organized the data according to the transformation of the districts, thus keeping people together through the years; 
again the descriptions at the end should be tracked to see the why of this format. 

The first time a district is mentioned, there is a link to the description (with a return link to the tax list). "enc"=encompassed, 


"res"=residents, "1793 rearrange"=the 1793 rearrangement of the Georgia Militia Districts, "trib(s)"=tributaries. I have not written GMD 
for the numbered Georgia Militia Districts. It REALLY helps to have the militia district map handy, you can open it in a new window, 
then click on the area to see the GMDs. There are two areas covered in these descriptions, so you have to go to the relevant one. 

Many of the columns here were not actually reflected in any given schedule, but they are all included in the headings. 

A name with no numbers means that | poll was turned in with no other information. 
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Hudson's district descriptions [in my note form] 


"enc"=encompassed, "res"=residents, "1793 rearrange"=the 1793 rearrangement of the Georgia Militia Districts, "trib(s)"=tributaries. 
I have not written GMD for the numbered Georgia Militia Districts.

Area reduced after 1786, split to create B, a few residents put into O. A 
few added back from B in 1793 Militia re-arrangement. 3/4 put into TT when formed in 1803/4 from A. 1790 - A enc now 178th plus 
lower 1/2 of 180th in today Wilkes. 1805 - enc area now known as 178th. return 


B = 1787 from A. Returned lands on waters of Fishing Ck, Newford Ck, Morris's Ck. 1790 - incl now 179th plus upper 1/2 of 175th 
which it gave up in formation of SS in 1798. 1805 - enc now 179th, whose upper extension incl town of Tignall. return 


C = Returned lands on waters of Mill Ck, Fishing Ck, Newford Ck, Savannah Rv. 1796 put into Lincoln. Residents of District R cut off 
into Lincoln were added to C. Lower part removed and added to upper part of F to form CF in 1796/7. C became 188th when numbering 
system instituted, CF became 187th. return 


D = Lands returned 1792 on Camp Ck, Shiver's Ck, Rocky Ck, Well's Ck, Cherokee Ck, Double Branches, Little Rv, Savannah Rv . Feb 
1796 - all put into Lincoln. 1797 or 1797 - reduced in size when area west of Cherokee Ck added to eastern portion of G to form GD. 
1806-7 - reduced when DF formed fr upper portion of this distr and lower portion of F. While in Wilkes, D enc all 182nd, the Cherokee 
waters area of 183rd, and area of 269th south of Well's Ck. 


E - fr F after 1785 returns. 1792 lands returned on waters of Fishing Ck, Soap Ck, Dry Fk of Soap Ck. Feb 1796 - put into Lincoln, 23 
res left in Wilkes added to I in 1797, some to SS when formed 1798. While in Wilkes, enc 185th in Lincoln north and west of town of 
Lincolnton and eastern portion of 175th in Wilkes. 


F = reduced before 1786 returns when E formed fr F. 1792 lands returned on waters of Mill Ck, Soap Ck, Well's Ck, Savannah Rv. Feb 
1796 - all put into Lincoln. 1797 - reduced when northwest corner given to E. 1806/7 - reduced when area south of Dry Fk of Soap Ck 
given to form DF. Identified as Lincolnton Distr in many recds due to seat of Lincolnton. While in Wilkes, enc all 186th, area of 269th 
south of Well's Ck, northeast corner of 185th, all in today Lincoln. 


G = Lands returned 1792 on Gray's Ck, Loyd's Ck, Kemp Ck, Little Rv. 1793 rearrange - about 30 res put into H. Feb 1796 - put into 
Lincoln and those res in H cut off into Lincoln added to G. 1797 - reduced when eastern portion given in formation of GD. Until 1793 
incl all of 184th, less lands west of Lloyd's Ck, and western half of 183rd, all in Lincoln, and eastern edge of 177th in Wilkes. 1793 - lost 
area southwest of Lloyd's Ck to H, but regained it when Lincoln created. Graves Mt, formerly Loyd's Mt, "a landmark for eons", was 
decimated in mid 1960s by mining for cyanite, a mineral used to make heat-resistant tiles for space shuttle. 


H = Created from I after 1786 returns. 1792 lands returned on Upton's Creek and Kemp's Creek, a few on Fishing Ck and Rock Ck. 1793 
- gained lands eastward to Lloyd's Ck, lost lands north and west to I. 1796 - split in creation of Lincoln, taking a number of res into 
Lincoln, found thereafter in G. Until Lincoln formation, H enc all now 177th and eastern edge of 174th in Wilkes and lands west of 
Lloyd's Ck in 184th. return 


I= Reduced after 1786 returns to create H. 1792 lands returned on waters of Rocky Ck, Upton's Ck, Little Rv. 1793 rearrange put many 
back from H to I. 1796 - res left in Wilkes when E split to create Lincoln were added to I. 1798 - some res to SS when formed. 1797 - enc 
now 174th plus southwest corner of 175th. 


J = Earliest records are for 1787 after created from K. Lands returned on waters of Rocky Ck, Little Rv. Same through years, today 
176th. return 





K = Heavily populated. Subdivided after 1786 returns to form J and L, town of Washington put in L, K was just west of town. 1792 lands 
on waters of Beaverdam Ck, a few on Rocky Ck. In 1793 rearrange town of Washington (almost all res of L) added back to K, L 
eliminated. Combined area is now 164th. return 


L = From K after 1786 returns, put back in 1793 rearrange. 1792 lands returned on Rocky Ck and adjourning [sic] town of Washington. 
Incl town of Washington based on number of professionsls, town lots, and persons w/stock in trade. Before 1793 returns L eliminated 
and res back in K. 


M = Reduced after 1785 to N, S, X. 1792 - lands returned on waters of Kettle Ck, Little Kettle Ck, Beaverdam Ck, all tribs of Little Rv. 
Today is the 171st located on headwaters of Beaverdam and Kettle Cks. return 





N = Created after 1785 returns from M and MM. Enc today's 169th plus small section of northwest leg of Taliaferro. Lands returned on 
Beaverdam Ck, Kettle Ck, Little Rv. Phillips Mill Church and monument to Battle of Kettle Ck are here. return 


O = Returns missing for 1785. After 1786 returns gave up some to S. Lands returned on Clarks Ck, Long Ck, a few on Fishing Ck 
(1792). Reduced in 1793 rearrange, gave to P. Until 1793 enc all of now 165th and south 1/2 of 166th. Today is 165th. return 


P = Later known as 166th, created from O and Q in 1793 rearrange. lands Lands returned on waters of Clark's Ck. Now 166th. return 


Q = Lands on waters of Long Ck, Clark's Ck, Hutton's Fork, Chickasaw Ck, Broad Rv in 1792. 1793 - reduced to form P. Community of 
Mallorysville here. Incl north 1/2 of now 166th until 1793. Now 167th. return 


R = Until 1803 lands returned on waters of Newford Ck, Pistol Ck, Chickasaw Ck, Broad Rv. 1803 - area south of Pistol Ck used with an 
area from A to form TT. 1793 - splt, losing eastern area to Lincoln, where its former res were put into C. Orig district enc 181st, plus 
upper half of 180th, and that part of Lincoln in 188th north of Newford Ck. 


S = After returns of 1786, created from M, O, U. Orig incl all now 168th and western edge of 166th in Wilkes and eastern edge of 23rd in 
Oglethorpe [I obviously typoed here, it must be the 233rd, will check and correct a.s.a.p.]. 1791 - T split off, and those res left in Wilkes 
when Oglethorpe created in 1793 were added back to S. 1792 lands returned drained by Buffalo Ck, Hutton's Fk and Dry Fk of Long Ck, 
and Beaverdam branch of Dry Fork. return 


T = 1791 created from S and split when Oglethorpe created in 1793. Res placed into Oglethorpe are found in Capt. Duke's district of 
1794 Oglethorpe Tax Digest. Those left in Wilkes were added to S in 1795. return 


U = Large, reduced after 1786 returns, all of W and S taken from U. 1788 - split to create V. Capt. Nall became capt of V, succeeded by 
Capt. Lane as commdr of U. 1792 land returns only on Long Ck, but many probably lived on one or more tribs. This distr was the only 
complete distr of Col. John Clark's Battalion put into Oglethorpe in 1793, same res are in Armstrong's distr of 1794 Oglethorpe taxes. 


V — Created from U in 1788/89 (when no tax records are extant). 1792 lands returned on waters of Long Ck, Dry Fk thereof, Indian Ck, 


Buffalo Ck. Entire district put into Oglethorpe in Dec 1793, same res found in Capt Stone's distr of 1794 Oglethorpe Taxes. Town of 
Lexington just within or just without the western boundary. return 





W = Large, loc on western boundary of orig Wilkes, southeast of Cherokee Corner. Created from even larger U after 1786 returns. Lands 
returned on waters of Little Rv, Syl's Fk of Little Rv, Long Ck, Buffalo Ck of Broad Rv, Falling Ck and Big Ck of the Oconee Rv. Dec 
1793 - entire area put into Oglethorpe, same res in Rian's distr of 1794 Oglethorpe taxes. 


X = From M after 1786 returns. 1792 lands returned principally on Little Rv, some on Long Ck and Kettle Ck. Dec 1793 - split in 
creation of Oglethorpe, most put into it, res are in Cargill's distr of 1794 Oglethorpe taxes. 1795 - those left in Wilkes added back to M. 
Area currently southeast tip of Oglethorpe, northwest tip of Taliaferro, and a small part of 171st in Wilkes. 


Y = Large district. Reduced in late 1780s and early 1790s. 4 complete distr and 1/2 of 2 others were daughter or granddaughter districts 
formed by 1793. Orig area more than 1/2 of present Oglethorpe and almost 1/3 of Madison. Gave up lands to form all of CC, part of JJJ 
in 1786. Together with CC, it provided a large area for AA between 1787and 1788. After giving up res to AA, CC, JJJ, there were 74 
named persons in this distr in 1790, increased to 201 in 1792. 1793 - split again in rearrange, creating Z. 1792 lands returned on waters of 
Brush Ck, Cloud's Ck, Golden Grove Ck, Beaverdam Ck, Indian Ck, Broad Rv. Remains of Y put into Oglethorpe in Dec 1793, res 

found in Capt. Mathew's distr in 1794 tax. 1793 - enc all of 226th, 245th, 236th now in Oglethorpe. return 


Z = Split off from Y after 1792 returns. Lands returned on same water courses for Y, except for Broad Rv, leading author to believe Z 
had been southern half of Y. Dec 1793 - entire area to Oglethorpe, res in Norris' distr of 1794 Oglethorpe taxes. 


AA = From Y and CC after 1787 returns. 1791 - split to give up northern half in formation of BB. 1792 lands returned on waters of 
Indian Ck, Mack's Ck, both tribs of Long Ck of Broad Rv. Dec 1793 - entire distr to Oglethorpe, res in Sanders distr in 1794 Oglethorpe 
taxes. 1793 - enc now 233rd. 


BB - From parts of AA and CC in 1791. 1792 lands returned principally on Goosepond Ck, but also on Millstone Ck, Long Ck, Mack's 
Ck, Broad Rv. Dec 1793 - entire area to Oglethorpe, res in Wood's distr. Area today is 238th (Goosepond). 


CC - From Y between returns of 1786 and 1787. 1791 - lower part of CC used with more of Y to form AA. 1792 lands returned on 
waters of Millstone Ck, Tiller's Ck, Little Beaverdam Ck, Broad Rv. Dec 1793 - put into Oglethorpe, res in Simmon's distr in 1794 
Oglethorpe taxes. Today known as 137th.

GG - Created from EE after 1786 returns. Incl lands on Sherrill's Ck and Little Rv. Dec 1793 - all put into Oglethorpe, res in Capt 
Thornton's distr in 1794 Oglethorpe taxes. 1799 - put into Greene and remained. Town of Union Point and area north and east of it were 
once incl in GG. return 


HH = 1785 enc all of neck of orig Wilkes made by Wrightsborough Twp of orig Richmond County. Drained on north and east by waters 
of Lick Ck, Powder Ck, Harden's Ck, Reedy Ck, Williams Ck, all tribs of Little Rv, on south and west by Ogeechee Rv, its forks and 
tribs (Rocky Ck, Camp Ck, Red Lick Ck). 30+ res living betw forks of Ogeechee in Defacto Wilkes wre put into Greene in Feb 1786.

II = created out of E part of HH prior to 1786 returns, removing the Williams Ck area bounding Richmond Co. Samuel Alexander, from 
his seat near the junction of the forks of the Ogeechee, became battalion commdr, and later as Colonel, commander of the Fourth 
(Lower) Regiment. 1793 - split in creation of Warren. Those put in Warren are in Capt Bunkley's distr of 1794 Warren taxes. 23 left in 
Wilkes added to MM in 1795, then to RR in 1796. 1790 - enc now Crawfordville and area south, east, and west of it in Taliaferro. return 


JJ = From lower half of II in 1791. Incl historic Williams Ck Baptist Church (the minutes are filled with it's res). Dec 1793 - all to 
Warren, res in Campbell's distr of 1794 Warren taxes. 1825 - northern part of JJ put into Taliaferro and now appears as southern part of 
172nd. The southern part is still in Warren, mostly as northwest part of 158th. 


KK = From LL after 1786 returns. Lands returned on waters of Rocky Comfort Ck and its Whetston branch, tribs of Ogeechee Rv, and 
on Middle Ck and Hart's Ck of Little Rv. 1792 - a few persons to JJ. Dec 1793 - entire area to Warren, res in Slatter's distr of 1794 
Warren taxes. Now in the center of Warren, just north of Warrenton. 


LL = Until KK taken fr LL between returns of 1786 and 1787, LL covered width of lower extension of orig Wilkes, fr Ogeechee (or 
Little Ogeechee) on west to Richmond Co line on east, below the neck. 1792 lands returned on waters of Rocky Comfort Ck, Ogeechee 
Rv, Long Ck. Dec 1793 - entire area to Warren, res in Hubbert's distr in 1794 Warren taxes. 1793 - well defined by bds of todays 157th.

NN = Included southernmost area of orig Wilkes bd on south by Lower Creek Trading Path which crossed the Ogeechee Rv .5 mi south 
of mouth of Fort's Ck, formerly Rocky Ck. Bd on west by Ogeechee, or the Little Ogeechee based on author's theory re Defacto Wilkes. 
Feb 1786 - lost 45 taxables, all res of Defacto Wilkes. The distr was bd on east by Rocky Comfort Ck, north by LL. Lands returned on 
waters of Joe's Ck, Long Ck, Fort's Ck (formerly Rocky). Incl Shoals of the Ogeechee and now extinct towns of Georgetown and 
Lexington. Dec 1793 - entire distr put into Warren, res found in Capt Friend's distr of 1794 Warren taxes. Now the 154th of Warren, and 
the area of Glascock bd on east by Rocky Comfort Ck, south and west by a line through towns of Gibson and Mitchell and a point on the 
Ogeechee Rv .5 mi below mouth of Fort's Ck. return 


OO = Large, enc southeast corner of lower section of orig Wilkes until 1787 - gave corner position to create PP. Res remaining in OO 
returned lands on Brier Ck, branches of Upton's Ck, White's Ck, Rocky Comfort Ck, Columbia Co line. Dec 1793 - entire area to 
Warren, res in Neal's distr of 1794 Warren taxes. Eastern part put into McDuffie in 1870. Area now incl Warrenton in Warren Co 
eastward to the edge of Thomson in McDuffie Co. 


PP = From OO in 1787. Lands returned on waters of Brier Ck, Little Brier Ck, Deep Ck, Beechtree Ck, Stamp Branch, Reedy Ck, Rocky 
Comfort Ck. Today 153rd south and east of Warrenton and all but lower tip of 150th, known as the Panhandle Distr of Warren. Also incl 
an area now on western edge of McDuffie as far east as junction of Sweetwater Ck with Big Brier Ck and south to the mouth of Little 
Brier Ck.

1802 - western part put into Greene. 1825 - entire area put into Taliaferro. return 


SS = Formed 1798 out of parts of B and I. 1804 - designated 175th, still today. In Wilkes. Incl area now east of town of Washington to 
the Lincoln line, and enc community of Metasville. return 


TT = Formed after 1802 returns. About 3/4 res fr A, 1/4 fr RR. 1804-5 lands returned mainly on Newford and Pistol Cks. Called then and 
today 180th.

AAA = Located in fk of Broad and Savannah Rivs. Until part of BBB was taken in 1786, AAA stretched to the north along Coldwater 
Ck. Incl town of Petersburg. Dec 1790 - entire distr put into Elbert. The rank and arrangement for Elbert in Jun 1791 named Capt Hatcher 
as commdr of this the 1st Distr of Elbert described: "Beginning at the mouth of Broad River, thence to Bertram's Creek, thence up said 
creek to Allen's Road, thence along said road to Beaverdam [author insertes (Creek)], thence down the Beaverdam to Savannah River, 
thence to the beginning." 1790 - enc all of 192nd plus eastern edge of 190th in Elbert today. return 


BBB = 1786 fr northern section of AAA and southern section of DDD. Rapid settlement caused 1786 split of BBB to create CCC. This 
distr was the nucleus for two distr #8 and #9, descr in rank and arrangement of Elbert Co Militia as of Jun 1791; one commanded by 
Joseph Blackwell, other by Benjn Higginbotham. Also appears Higginbotham's distr may have taken areas south and west of Beaverdam

running down the Savannah River to the corner of District No. | [auth inserts (AAA)] at the mouth of Beaverdam, up the said 
Beaverdam to Cunningham's Road, thence along said road to Coldwater Creek, thence down said creek to the beginning." Area appears 
to be the now 195th and 196th of Elbert enc community of Ruckersville. return 


DDD = Was northeast corner of orig Wilkes until EEE created fr it in 1788-89 period. Capt Bailey, commander in 1790 while in Wilkes, 
is listed as commdr of distr #11 of Elbert Co Militia in Jun 1791, his distr described: "Beginning on the Savannah at the mouth of Cedar 
Creek, thence down the said river to the mouth of Coldwater Creek, up the said creek to Cunningham's Road, thence along said road to 
Cedar Creek, then down said creek to the beginning." 1790 - incl now 199th and northeast corner of 315th distr of Elbert, and lower 
section of 1114th distr and southeast tip of 1118th distr in Hart. 


EEE = created fr DDD in 1790 to become northeast corner of orig Wilkes. Descr in Jun 1791 Elbert Militia arrangement: "Beginning at 
the north corner of District No. 9, thence along the line of Franklin County to the Savannah River, thence down said river to the mouth 
of Cedar Creek, thence up said creek to Cunningham's Road, thence along said road to Coldwater Creek, thence up said creek to the 
beginning." Today almost totally in Hart, enc town of Hartwell and extensive area of Hartwell Reservoir. 


FFF = Tax recd begins 1785. 1788 or 1789 - reduced to form GGG. Descr in Elbert Co Militia Jun 1791: "Beginning at the mouth of 
Bertram's Creek, up Broad River to the mouth of Fallling Creek, thence up the middle fork of said creek to the source, thence to Carter's 
Plantation on Beaverdam, thence down the Beaverdam to the line of District No. 1 [(AAA, inserted by author)]". Today incl most of 
191st and western half of 190th. Incl Nancy Hart State Park, on Wahachee Ck and community of Middleton. 


GGG = Only extant tax recd in Wilkes is 1790. Descr in Elbert Co Militia Jun 1791: "Beginning at the mouth of Falling Creek, up Broad 
River to the mouth of Cedar Creek, up said creek to the source, thence down said creek to the beginning." Res of GGG had made 1785- 
1787 returns in FFF. Six of the nine landowners adjourning [sic] the 950a tract from which 40a were bought for site of Elberton were res 
of GGG in 1790. Today all of 193rd except eastern edge, plus lower half of 189th. 


HHH = Tax recds begin 1785. Incl lands on both sds of North Fork of Broad Rv until 1787 when it gave up area west of North Fk to JJJ. 
Descr in Elbert Militia Jun 1791: "Beginning at the mouth of Cedar Creek, up the north fork of Broad River to Big Creek [(now Deep 
Creek, inserted by author)], thence up the said creek to Jo Thomas Bucks (?), thence to head of Cedar Creek, thence down said creek to 
the beginning.” 1790 area is now 202nd plus lower part of 197th. 


III = Only extant tax is 1790. Formed 1788/89 when area betw North and South Forks of Broad River split by a line along Scull Shoal 
Ck. Upper resulting distr is HI. Descr in Elbert Militia Jun 1791: "Beginning at Scull Shoal Creek (the upper line of District No. 5) and 
running up the south fork of Broad River to the Franklin County line, thence along the said line to the north fork of the Broad River, 
thence down the said river til it intersects the line of District No. 5." James Meriwether confused the north and south forks in this 
description, (Executive Minutes, Vol. 3), since Scull Shoal Creek is a tributary of the north fork, not the south fork. 1790 - III put into 
Elbert, 1811 - to Madison. Now 204th northeast of the south fork, incl Danielsville. A small part of 262nd southeast of town of Ila and 
all of 438th, except the northwest corner taken fr Franklin Co. 


JJJ = The area betw the North and South Forks of Broad Rv was div betw Y, which straddled the South Fk, and HHH and KKK, which 
straddled the North Fork until 1786. Before 1787 returns, the entire area betw the fks was made into JJJ, taking res fr Y, HHH, KKK. 
Then, prior to 1790 returns, JJJ divided in the other direction by a line roughly east-west, creating II in upper half. Descr in Elbert 
Militia Jun 1791: "Beginning at the confluence of the north and south fork of the Broad River, running thence up the south fork to Scull 
Shoal Creek, thence in a direct line to the north fork of the Broad River, thence to the beginning." [same description of Meriwether's 
confusing the forks as above.] Dec 1790 - JJJ put into Elbert, Dec 1811 - into Madison. 1790 area incl now 203rd, 205th, 1616th of 
Madison, incl towns of Comer and Carlton. 


KKK = Tax recd extant for 1785-6 when KKK extended from a line down the middle of the north and south forks of the Broad Rv on 
the SW to the north fk of Beaverdam Ck on the northwest. After 1786 returns - all of KKK on the southwest sd of north fk of Broad Rv 
removed and used with parts of Y and HHH to form III. Descr in Elbert Militia Jun 1791: "Beginning at the mouth of Big Creek [(now 
Deep Creek, inserted by auth)], thence up the north fork of Broad River to the Franklin County line, thence along said line to the north 
fork of Beaverdam Creek, thence down the Beaverdam to William Higginbotham's, thence a direct line to the upper line of District No. 4 
[(HHH, inserted by author)]. Now in 3 counties, northwest corner taken fr Elbert and added to Madison in 1819, 8 years after creation of 
Madison, and is now 591st of Madison. Northeast corner put into Hart in 1853, now all of 1113th except a small strip northeast of town 
of Royston. Rest of KKK still in Elbert as 201st, incl town of Bowman.

Daniel Entries 
in the 
Tax Lists 
of 
Granville County, North Carolina 
1755-1881 


update December 2008, added 1877-1881 


These tax lists are found on the LDS films 1758773, 1758774, 0306819, 0018071, 0018072, 306820, 306821, and 1758772. The early 
years are mixed throughout the first films, I have put them in order here. The only surname I took thoroughly is Daniel. However, in the 
early years I noted many other names (often without the tax information), as they help define locations and family groupings: they are 
neighbors in land transactions or mentioned in other records as being involved with the Daniel families. Districts were only indicated on 
the 1780 and 1782 and then much later lists, so neighboring names help discern the districts on the earlier lists. I've done these lists 
several different times and each time I come away wishing I had noted some other surnames! And I guarantee I was NEVER thorough 
about taking all entries of the other surnames; there are always more of them than I noted. My personal interest in these lists is in the 
James Daniel in the west of Granville (Tar River district) and William Cocke, his father-in-law. My James Daniel first appears in 1771, 
and he and all his family are gone to Person County after 1785. He is the brother of Chesley and Josiah Daniel who remain in Granville, 
and they are all sons of James Daniel of Albemarle 1709-1760 and Jane Hicks, son of Robert Daniel d.1720 and Margaret Price, son of 
William Daniel of Middlesex d.1698. 


I've decided to leave in my remarks and notations about the relative locations of a name in the list; they also help me in analyzing 
locations and family groupings, but I don't know if they will help others. It definitely helps to have seen the actual lists or similar ones, 
then my remarks might make some sense! I've usually indicated whether a list is alphabetical or not ("not" is good, it shows grouping by 
location), in the later lists they are almost always alphabetical. When I say "skip 2" it means the name follows the previous name with 2 
other names in between. "Next" means the names are adjacent in the list. Then, there's the very meaningful "big skip" and its variants. 
Well, it's a judgment of the relative distance, only comparable to other sized "skips" within the same year. The skip notations become 
close to meaningless in the late years because the Daniels were frequently almost the only D surnames listed at all. Again, I often didn't 
actually take the info on other surnames or mentioned it once with the various given names in a single entry. 


Tax District translations into current areas, 
from the court descriptions (transcribed by Thomas McAdory Owens), and various other map sources: 


You can open a map of the districts in a new window; I marked the district names by the initials. 

N.B. I had troubles with where Taylor's Road was, so I believe the Island Creek/Nutbush boundary is possibly farther west than I've 
shown. This also made Spewmarrow District hard to define on the east, so I've not completed it, the creek is marked in light turquoise 
dots; the western boundary is done (it takes in the old boundary between Country Line and Island Creek). Similarly with Goshen, I've put 
reddish dots and the G for it, but no real boundaries, my sense is it is that most of the southern half of Country Line became Goshen. The 
Ragland/Henderson boundary may be too far west. Ledge of Rocks Creek, in the south, is also marked with light turquoise dots, but the 
bounds are not known to me. 





Nutbush = "Nut Bush Distr bounded by Hico Road from Bute Line to Taylors Road, by that Road to the County Line, by the County 
Line to Bute County Line, and by Bute Line to Hico Road. 17 Jul 1770" — northern Vance

There are even earlier tax lists for Granville County. They had been posted at Forrest Davis King's site, which is no longer online. These 
lists covered many years from 1747-1764, covering mainly the area in today's Warren County and they were laid out as in the originals. 
The only Daniel family on the lists is that of Edmund (wife Alice) and their sons Eustace, Thomas, and Charles: they came down from 
New Kent County (Eustace was born there in 1736), were settled in the far southeast of Warren. Edmund Daniel died in 1755 (estate 
papers in Granville). In 1750 there is also an Alexander Daniel listed with William Eaton, Thomas Lowe, and Thomas Morries.

The family names are not always all the same branch, I've noted where certain ones went to, and will be adding more migration info as I 
get the time. 

The records of a county are not always in date order - the different sources make that difficult. 

My comments about the records are in [brackets]. 

I haven't always cleaned up source name abbreviations, etc., but I think the abbreviations are obvious. Some sources start with the LDS 
film number.

The Elijah Daniel listed here is one of James Daniel's sons; he died in Trigg County in 1822 and his estate (included on this page) names 
his slaves. 

There was also another James Daniel family in Christian/Trigg who arrived earlier than the James Daniel covered in these records. They 
settled in the southern area at Roaring Springs. Because they are so easily distinguishable from my James Daniel I unfortunately did not 
take their info from these lists.

I have included the 
names even if they had no slaves, because some of them inherited slaves named in the wills later. I've also included acreage and 
watercourse to help locate the families.]

These are the slave records from my research on North Carolina families. 

I've generally cleaned these records out to only include names (whether they receive named slaves in will or not. 

There are tax lists and other records indicating numbers of slaves only - they still represent people and can help determine ages of known 
slaves. 

I've left in auxiliary references that might include slave names, even though I didn't take them down in my notes. 

These family names, e.g. Daniel, are not all the same branch, I've noted where certain ones went to, etc. 

The records are not in date order. 


I haven't cleaned up source name abbreviations, etc., but I think they are obvious. Some sources start with the LDS film number.

The Estate of Stephen and Mary Braddock 


Stephen Braddock died in Tippah County MS on 7 June 1850, according to a notice in the "Laurensville Weekly 
Herald", published in Laurens SC. His widow Mary Braddock died about 4 November 1870 according to 
information provided by their son Jeremiah in the probate of the estate. Here are abstracts of the estate papers 
found in the Tippah County Courthouse. Any notes of mine are in [...].

This database is a new building of the Daniel family of Middlesex using primary source records only. The goal is to correct 
errors in the layouts of the early generations found in older published works (a major example is the many problems with 3rd- 
6th generation Roberts & Williams that are resolved by closer analysis of land & probate records). There are no 
"assignments" of people, only what the records prove (thus many changes from traditional write-ups). There are no age 
guesstimates, only dates or ranges proved by records.

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Stephen Braddock (1786 - 1850) 
and 
Mary A. Bell (ca1785 - 1870) 


Stephen Braddock and Mary A. Bell married and started their family in Laurens South Carolina, moving to 
Tippah county Mississippi in the 1840s. Mary Bell was born about 1784-85, the daughter of Adam Bell and Mary 
McClure. The life of Stephen Braddock cannot be told without first dealing with the question of who his father was. 
Yes, he was raised by Francis Braddock and Ann McClure, but the records and evidence not only raise the 
question of Francis not being his father, they also give the answer as to who really was his father. 





Stephen Braddock's birth year must first be calculated. In the 1850 census of Tippah county, Stephen and Mary 
are enumerated twice. Stephen had actually already died by this time. However, the enumeration instructions were 
to include everyone living as of 1 June 1850, even if they had since died. Stephen died on the 7th of June, so he was 
appropriately included in the census, being listed last after wife Mary and daughter Mary A. On page 502 the three 
are listed with Jeremiah and Rebecca Braddock, one of Stephen and Mary's sons. Here Stephen's age is given as 60 
and Mary as 66 and daughter Mary A. as 30. But on p. 527 they are listed in their own household, Stephen being 
64, Mary being 65, and daughter Mary as 33. Further, in the independent household there is real estate value and 
an occupation given, the son's listing does not give this information for Stephen. In the absence of other 
information, weight would have to be given to the independent household where Stephen's wife probably gave the 
information; the estate cannot already have been settled or distributed so it was still in Mary's hands at this time 
and should have been listed. 


The 1840 census puts Mary correctly in the 50-59 column and Stephen incorrectly in the 40-49 column (it also puts 

daughter Mary incorrectly in the 15-19 column). This looks to be an error as the 1830 census again puts Stephen in 
the 40-49 column. The 1820 census does not help to date him as the age group is for 26-45. Stephen does not seem to 
appear with Francis and Ann Braddock in the 1810 census, nor is he enumerated in his own household. But in 

1800 he is in the 10-15 column with Francis and Ann. 


Many researchers have settled on giving him a birth year of about 1788-1789. However, in January 1807 Francis 
deeds land to Stephen. This could very likely be for his coming of age, which would also put his birth in about 
1786; note that this also conforms very well with the 1850 census information and is not contradicted by the other 
census data (except for the 1840 probable error). Regardless, Stephen's birth year must be before 1790, with 
evidence suggesting it is 1786. 


The 1790 census shows no Braddock family in Laurens; the land records show no Francis Braddock as a party, 
neighbor, or witness until November 1796, nor does he appear in any court records or jury lists (the first time in the 
court records is March of 1800). The South Carolina counties were formed in 1785 and land records before then 
and even for a while after 1785 were recorded in Charleston: there is no Braddock in the Charleston records. 

What the 1790 census does show is Ann McClure alone with a male under 16; they are not far from Adam Bell who 
had married her sister Mary. There is no other Ann McClure in this or any later Laurens census, and she is 

located in the area where she and Francis would be together later. 


John and Jean Adair (Laurens deed book D, p. 38) sold part of a tract of land to Ann "McCluer" in 1791 (after 
Stephen's birth) and they sold another part of the same tract in 1796 to Francis Braddock (book F, p. 206). The 
birth of Francis' and Ann's first provable child is James McClure Braddock, born 13 January 1794, leaving a gap 
of 7 odd years from the probable 1786 birth of Stephen. Ann McClure is also listed as a purchaser in the estate of 
Robert Bell at an estate sale on 15 August 1792 (Laurens Will Book A1, p. 56). The only familial tie I can find for 
the name "Stephen" is a Stephen McClure who was a witness to a land sale by Francis Braddock in 1800. It does 
not seem to be a Braddock name and is not passed on in any of Francis' descendants' families. 


These gaps and inconsistencies and direct evidence of Ann not being married at the time of Stephen's birth must be 
accounted for. All of this has led up to this entry in the Laurens Court Minutes: 


13 June 1786 
Adair, Alex'r £50 and £3 11sh. fine and cost And Ann McClure admit bastardy. 


Alexander Adair was a married man with two or three children by this time (4 in the 1790 census), living very 
nearby the other Adairs and Ann McClure. I am quite satisfied by all the records and evidence that: Alexander 
Adair is the natural father of Stephen Braddock; that Stephen was born in 1786; that Francis Braddock and Ann 
McClure married after 1791; and that Francis gave Stephen his name and raised him. 


The land entries above and the ones following can be identified on the map #4 from the Union County Historical 
Foundation's Land Grant Maps. It is easier to open this map in a new window, size and move it to your 
convenience, and move back and forth between it and this writing to see the lands discussed. I have coded the 
various names and tracts. 


Stephen first enters the Laurens records on 25 November 1805 when he was a witness with John Young to another 
deed from Robert Young to Francis Braddock (Book J, p. 57). This 170 acres bounded on "Bonds, Francis 
Braddock, John Owens and the Dutch Bounty". It was surveyed (well after the sale, for some reason) for Robert 
Young and further described as "on the waters of Indian Creek joyning Francis Braddock Dutch Bounty & Robt 
Scot...". The chain carriers were James Bradock and Adair. 


Then on 30 January 1807 Francis Braddock sold 129 acres to Stephen for $100. This is the sale that possibly dates 
Stephen coming of age and getting his "start in life". The land was part of the first tract conveyed earlier by 
Robert Young to Francis Braddock, on the waters of Duncans creek and the plat map shows it bounds on Francis 
Braddock, James Bond, Daniel Owens, and -- McConnethey. Francis signed by his mark, the witnesses were 
Robert Young and David Bell, it was proved by David Bell on 30 May 1812 and was recorded in book K, p. 232 on 
4 January 1818. The plat for this deed is shown below: 

















Stephen is not shown in the 1810 census, either at home with Francis and Ann or on his own. Therefore we cannot 
tell if he was already married, but we know he married his first cousin Mary A. Bell (if it is correct that Adam 
Bell's wife and Stephen's mother Ann were sisters, nothing contradicts this fact that I have seen). Their first child 
was Adam, born 17 May 1812. Their second son George Washington was born 9 September 1814, followed by 
Mary Ann "Polly" in about 1817-1818 and James Marion in about 1819. The 1820 census for Laurens county 
shows the family on p. 28 as (I've added the names): 


Stephen Bradoc [sic] 

1 male 26-44 (Stephen 34) 

1 female 26-44 (Mary A. 36) 

3 males under 10 (Adam 8, George W. 5, James Marion 1) 
1 female under 10 (Mary Ann "Polly" 1-2) 


There were 2 male slaves 26-44 and 1 female slave 26-44 in the family's listing. This census was 
alphabetized by the first name (!) so there is no analyzing neighbors and relative locations of family 
members. Francis and Ann are also listed in this census, with the name being miswritten as something 
like "Reader" in my judgment. I suspect I am wrong in identifying this as Francis and Ann as I cannot 
really account for the persons listed with them. 


About 1823 Stephen and Mary's next child was born, named Jeremiah S(tephen?). 


Stephen bought another 170 acres from John Barksdale on 15 Dec 1828 for $480. The payments were due on 1 
January 1829 and again on 1 January 1830. This land bounded -- Laird and James Simpson. I am missing the 
second page of this deed (Book N, p. 97-98) so I do not have a recording date, but the deed preceding it was proved 
in 1835. According to records, this brings Stephen's land holdings to 299 acres. 


Only 3 of the state census records made before 1850 are extant and one of those is the 1829 census for Laurens 
District. It lists only the head of household and the number of free white inhabitants. Stephen Braddock has 7 
(Stephen, Mary and the 5 children). Francis Braddock has 2 (this is Francis and Ann's son Francis Jr. and his new 
wife Betsy Milam), and James Braddock has 1 (James McClure Braddock, another son of Francis and Ann; he has 


been long married so something is off in this entry). John W. Braddock, their other son does not show up on this 
tax list even though he is about 29 years old. 


Francis Braddock and Ann McClure had both died in 1828. There is no record of an estate which is vexing 
because they seem to have still had land. Such an estate might have been very helpful in understanding better the 
family history and Stephen's place in it! 


Stephen does not show up in Laurens county records during these early years, in legal affairs or even as a juror. 
The next record of the family is in the 1830 census, p. 205: 


Stephen Braddock 

1 male 40-49 (Stephen 44) 

1 female 40-49 (Mary A. 46) 

3 males 10-14 (Adam is actually 18, George W. 16, James Marion 13) 
1 female 5-9 (Mary Ann is actually about 10-12) 

1 male 5-9 (Jeremiah S. about 7) 

1 male under 5 (??) 


This last young son must have been born after the 1829 census and does not show up on the next census 
or family records, he must have died by 1840. 


Later that year, on 18 November 1830, Stephen bought 107 acres at an auction of the estate of David Mason. The 
land was on Indian Creek adjoining James Neighbors, Saml Mason, and James Simpson. The payment was 
$199.75 and the deed was witness by Samuel McAtee(r) and Israel Prater, sworn to by McAtee on 6 February 1835 
and recorded on 24 March 1835 in Book N, p. 36. This brings Stephen's land holdings up to 406 acres. 


At an estate sale for Thomas Beasley during the 8th through 10th of January in 1833 Stephen Braddock was a 
buyer along with many other familiar names in our family group. Also in 1833 [I don't have the exact date] 
Stephen Braddock was a purchaser at the estate sale of Abner Young. He bought a Dun cow and calf bobtail for 
$6.25 and a Secretary and Case for $30.0625. Abner Young was probably the brother of Margaret (?Young) Leak 
whose daughter Elzire later married Adam Braddock, son of Stephen and Mary Braddock. 


Mary Bell Braddock's father Adam had died in 1805, and her mother Mary had died on 1 March 1832. On 2 
March 1833 their heirs requested a survey of their parent's land which they then sold for $400 to John McKoy 
(Book N, p. 115). This was 180 acres on Hendricks branch (also referred to as being on the south fork) of Duncan's 
Creek, adjoining John Bell, David Bell, Elizabeth Cox, Lewis Jones, and William Adams. Stephen Braddock signed 
on this deed (in right of his wife Mary Bell Braddock), along with all the other children of Adam and Mary Bell. 


Sometime during these years, but definitely by 1834, Stephen and Mary's first son Adam Braddock married Alzire 
Leak, daughter of George Leak and Margaret, whose maiden name was possibly Young. Then on 30 March 1837 
their son George Washington Braddock married Charlotte E. Jeans. 


The 1840 census for Laurens, p. 65, shows Stephen's family as (this is the census with ages very off): 


Stephen Braddock 

1 male 40-49 (Stephen who is actually about 53-54) 
1 female 50-59 (Mary) 

1 male 20-29 (James Marion 21) 

1 female 15-19 (Mary Ann, actually about 20-22) 

1 male 15-19 (Jeremiah S., about 17) 


Again, I have not finished searching all the court records for Stephen and Mary Braddock during these later years, 
but they don't show up in any of the Equity Court Books. There is still more searching to do! Their son Adam 
Braddock and his family had moved by 1845 to Tippah county Mississippi and are shown on the tax lists there. 
Much more of the family, including Stephen and Mary would join them there in the next few years. 


On 30 January 1847 Stephen sold 204 acres for $1287 to James A. Meadow, land on the waters of Indian creek 
adjoining James Braddock, William C. Simpson, John Horton, Isaac Adair, and Hasbey J. Simpson. The witnesses 
were Wesley H. Roberts and John Johnson. Mary relinquished her dower rights in this land on the same day. The 
deed was proved on 5 February 1848, recorded 2 days later in Book P, p. 79, and a return was said to be given to 
Stephen and Mary on 1 May 1848. This land appears to be some parts of his 170 acre tract and the 107 acre tract 
he had purchased. 


There are two deeds of Stephen's I am missing, one is Book K p. 46. Sara M. Nash in her abstracts of Books A-K 


also refers to it as p. 46 in her index, but doesn't have it abstracted either. I have looked all around and in possible 
other pages (96, 146, 246, etc.) and simply cannot find it. There is also an index listing in the original deed books 
for Stephen in book P, p. 98. These indices are very hard to read; there is a double numbering system of the books 
going on and I have yet to find that deed either. These would hopefully show the rest of the disposition of Stephen's 
lands, as he still has some 202 acres left on record. 


Stephen and Mary did go to Tippah county Mississippi along with their other children. Whether the deed return 
referred to above got to Stephen's hands is not clear, because he was purchasing land in Tippah before that date. 
Either one might have been handled by a power of attorney, but I suspect he was in Tippah when he bought land 
from Caleb and Mary Goodman on 15 January 1848. This was for $750 and was the southwest quarter of section 
21 in township 3, range 4 east (160 acres) and the northwest quarter of section 28 in township 3, range 4 east 
(except for 40 acres on the west boundary, making this a tract of 120 acres). This is in Tippah deed book 1, p. 26. 
These are actually adjoining tracts and are located more or less by taking county road 502 to 564 at the intersection 
of 515, just past 556 (which is on the left). Here is a picture of this land as it looked in 1998. 


Fortunately, during the Civil War, W. W. Robinson put the Tippah court records in a wooden box, buried them 
out in Dumas, and brought them back after the war. Tippah is one of the few counties in Mississippi that has their 
records intact. There are state census and tax lists: the earliest Braddock was Adam in 1845, then there is a gap 
until 1856. 


As already described in the first parts of this write-up, the 1850 census was taken after Stephen had died and 
enumerates him twice, once with his son Jeremiah, and once in an independent household. Both listings show 
Mary, his widow, and Mary A., his daughter. The slave schedules for this year show both Mary's listed with slaves. 
Mary Braddock has (all are listed as "black"): 1 male age 60, 1 female age 60, 1 male age 27, 1 female age 9, 1 male 
age 7, and 1 female age 5. Mary A. Braddock shows a male age 75, 1 female age 65, 1 male age 26, 1 female age 26, 
1 female age 12, a female age 10, 1 female age 6. I believe the daughter is generally referred to in records as Mary 
A., So the first Mary is probably the widow of Stephen. Some of the daughter's slaves may be identifiable from her 
estate sale in 1879, Peter and Squire were heavy buyers then and they are shown in the later tax lists of the area as 
"colored". I put more information that helps the identification of Braddock slaves in a post on GenForum (don't 
forget to read my correction post as well!). 


There are no records for estates at the time of Stephen's death, but Mary stayed on the land and maintained the 
estate until her death, at which time it was probated (see later). The tax lists for 1856 show these Braddocks: Mary, 
Adam, John, Jeremiah, G. W., and J. M., all in Crunk's District, which ran north from just above Tippah to just 
short of Falkner, and about 6 miles both east and west of today's highway 15. 


The 1860 census for Tippah, p. 23, dwelling 175, family number 153, lists Mary Braddock age 76, born in South 
Carolina, with real estate valued at $1100, and personal property worth $800. Interestingly there are ditto marks in 
the occupation column which refer to a previous "farmer" as occupation. With her is Mary Ann, age 40, also born 
in South Carolina. All the rest of Mary and Stephen's children are also listed with their families in this census. The 
slave schedules for Mary Braddock show (all are given as "black"): 1 male age 39, 1 female age 38, 1 female age 19, 
a male age 16, 1 female age 14, 1 female age 9, a female age 6, a male age 5, a male age 1, 1 male age 7 months. 
These are in very close correspondence to the slaves listed in 1850, with the elder two probably having died, and 
new ones born. I do not know what happened to the slaves listed for Mary A. Braddock in 1850, she does not have a 
separate listing in 1860. 


The 1860 Agricultural Schedule for Tippah county, the Northern Division, shows the various Braddock families 
and their acreage; Mary is listed with 280 acres, described the same as their 1848 land purchase (the two quarter 
sections minus 40 acres). 


There is a State Census for Tippah in 1866. Mary Braddock is shown with 1 female 80-90 (Mary A. Bell Braddock, 
age about 86, widow of Stephen) and one female age 40-50 (daughter Mary Ann, age about 40-42). The only other 
Braddock shown who is identifiably of this family is J. S. Braddock and his family. 


Mary is listed for the last time in the census in 1870 on page 203, dwelling and family number 44. She is listed as 
M. Braddock, age 80, born in South Carolina, keeping house. With her is Mary Ann, age 53, born South Carolina, 
and Elizabeth, age 18, born Mississippi. 


Mary A. Bell Braddock died not too long after the census, and on 30 December 1870 J. S. Braddock petitioned for 
letters of administration. He states that Mary died about the 4th of November. I have posted abstracts of the full 
estate here (Chancery Court File 172). The probate of the estate went on through 1874 in the records, the personal 
estate was inventoried and Stephen and Mary's land is again described as before and sold. In the papers can be 
found much information about the descendants and their whereabouts at this time. My Adam Braddock signed on 





the administrator's bond of J. S. Braddock on 30 Dec 1870, and at the sale on 26 January 1871 Adam bought a 
shot gun, a foot adze, 2 chisells, a shovel and tongs, while his wife Alzire bought some foot curtains, a tea kettle, 
and an oven and lid. However, Adam and Alzire Braddock were gone by 24 July 1871 at the time of notification of 
the land sale. They are listed as being near Middleton, Tennessee. Adam and Mary did go there for a while, then 
moved on to Northern Texas. 


Stephen and Mary's daughter Mary Ann bought part of their land on 18 March 1872, the 120 acres in the 
southwest quarter of section 21. The other tract was sold to Thomas Braddock. Mary Ann lived until late 1879 
when her estate is probated. Some of the land is referred to, but I haven't made a thorough analysis of what 
happened to the rest of it. 


Many of the Braddock family had joined the Walnut Creek Presbyterian Church and Bobbie Duncan McDowell 
has published the Register of the church. As well, many are buried in the church's cemetery (see the picture index 
of graves on this site for some of those photos). Neither Stephen nor Mary appear in these records nor do there 
seem to be marked graves for Stephen and Mary A. Bell Braddock in Tippah county Mississippi.

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Dennis Carroll (1793-1859) 
and 
Nancy Waggoner (b. 1796-1800, d. ~1861-64) 


Writer's note: I have quoted more in this piece from various county histories and family write-ups than I usually 
do. However I hope to have clearly indicated those unverified quoted sections. The other dated facts are from 
original records or transcriptions of original records. 


Dennis Carroll was born about 1793 in Chester County, South Carolina where his parents, Dennis Carroll and 
Sarah Eliza Stone, had settled in about 1771. Dennis Carroll, the elder, and family moved to Rutherford County, 
North Carolina by March of 1800 and were located near Puzzle Creek on the Sandy Run, a branch of the Second 
Broad River. Nancy Waggoner was the daughter of Isaac Waggoner and Emsey Holyfield who were also of Chester 
County, South Carolina; however, Nancy was born after the family had moved to Rutherford, North Carolina 
settling on Ashworth Creek by 1794. 


Dennis and Nancy married in Rutherford on 23 December 1814, the bondsman was Jason Johnson. Records have 
not shown much about their lives in North Carolina, but their first four children were born there: Celia b. 1816- 
1820, Sarah b. 1820-1825, Jacob b.1823, and Drury D. b. 1829. This last son was probably Drury Dobbin Carroll 
named after the preacher who baptized Dennis Carroll in 1820 (according to Dennis' obituary). It appears from 
census records that other people lived with them at various times, of course probably relatives. Dennis Carroll and 
family are shown in the 1830 census for Rutherford County, North Carolina, but there seem to be serious errors in 
the ages: 

1 male 20-29 (Dennis, actually 37) 

1 female 30-39 (Nancy 30-34) 

1 male 15-19 (?) 

1 female 20-29 (?'s wife?, or another sibling of Dennis or Nancy?, my speculation only) 

1 female 10-14 (Celia 10-14) 

1 female 5-9 (Sarah 5-9) 

1 male 5-9 (Jacob 7) 

2 males under 5 (Drury under 1, and ?the child of ?above?, my speculation) 

The slaves listed are 1 male 24-36, 1 female 10-24, a male under 10, 1 female under 10. The last three may still be 
the ones enumerated with the Carrolls in 1840. 

There is a chance the other couple is David Carroll who appears in the 1840 census very near Dennis and Nancy in 
Murray County, Georgia; the ages are right, but the young child of 1830 is not with them. This can't be a son of 
Dennis and Nancy; if he is a brother to one of them he is a much younger sibling. 


To Georgia 


Dennis and Nancy and their young children moved to Cherokee/Forsyth County, Georgia, where their next 
daughter, Martha M., was born in 1832. On 22 June 1833 Dennis Carrol served on the Superior Court Grand Jury 
of Forsyth. The family appears in the 1834 State Census for Forsyth, Dennis Carroll showing 9 free whites. This 
was Dennis, Nancy, Celia, Sarah, Jacob, Drury D. and Martha M., and two others, possibly the older couple that I 
cannot identify. Other Carrolls in Forsyth were Jacob - 10, Anderson - 3, Jesse - 4, Solomon - 9. In the Indian 
Valuations in Forsythe County for 1836 is the entry [abstracted here]: 


28 September 1836, Alfred H. Hudson a white man and Susanah Hudson his wife late Susanah 
Buffington a quarter blood, [lists his properties, possessions and certificates]; Certificate #11 - "I further 
certify that said Alfred H. Hudson was dispossessed of the whole of his improvement on red bank creek 
in said county by Dennis Carroll in the early part of 1835.", by L. J. Hudson [the evaluator]. Jacob 
Carroll also certified that Alfred Hudson was dispossessed of a section of his property in the early part of 
the year 1835. The certificate doesn't indicate that Jacob Carroll took over the land or whether he is 
verifying someone else's certificate, but it falls in line with other certificates and suggests that he did 
assume the land. 


It should be noted that these people who were moved off their lands were paid ridiculously low amounts, way under 


the valuations. In an explanation of the valuations in History of Forsythe County GA, 1832-1932 by Garland C. 
Bagley it explains that the "government had the property and improvements of Indians valuated and the small 
amounts the Indians were paid is listed as paid by the U.S. Government. Some Indians had already emigrated to 
the west and some stayed as long as they could or until they were forced to leave. Those who did not emigrate were 
marched to Fort Campbell (formerly Camp Gilmer), put into the compound, then marched to Ross' landing 
(Chattanooga, Tenn.) for transporting to Oklahoma and Arkansas." Alfred and Susannah Hudson had what seems 
to me a wonderful spread, encompassing several plots of land and the improvements described were spectacular, 
housing, farming, orchards, etc. 





Cherokee County was formed in 1831 and Forsyth was cut out of it in 1832. Dennis Carroll does not appear on the 
listing of the 1831 Oaths of Allegiance to the State of Georgia, permitting signers "to continue residence in that part 
of the State at present occupied by Cherokee Indians". The only Carrolls on the list are Stephen and William, both 
listed as single farmers. There is a voters' list from an election on 6 February 1832 in Cherokee, but Dennis is not 
listed. However, Dennis Carroll was called on 22 June 1833 to serve on the Grand Jury in Forsyth Superior Court 
for the August 1833 term. This is found on p. 4 of the Cherokee County Superior Court Minutes. 


NOTE: The information below about the forming of Mt. Tabor Baptist Church was originally found at 
the now defunct http://personal.atl.bellsouth.net/atl/w/c/wcollin8 - I found a book for sale that may be the 
same (or the source of the below information), but I'm not sure, it's at Stepping Out on Faith. 


According to the History of Mt. Tabor Baptist Church on Thursday August 22, 1833, Rev. Reeves and Manning 
(along with Rev. George Lumpkin), assisted in constituting Mt. Tabor Baptist Church, the first church constituted 
in Forsyth County. There were 10 charter members, most from Rutherford NC or Greenville SC. Dennis and 
Nancy Carroll were among the charter members as well as their 13 year old daughter, Sarah. The pioneer 
biography given for Dennis and Nancy says, "Dennis probably lived somewhere along the Red Bank Creek 
(Bannister Creek) near where it joins the Etowah River. Red Bank Creek is located between Mt. Tabor and 
Nicholson Road." [Note that the Hudson property that Dennis assumed was located on Red Bank River.] The 
church history also indicate that the church was constituted at Dennis and Nancy's home. The constitution of the 
church reads: 


Constitution of the Baptist Church of Christ at Mount Tabor Meeting House. 
Forsyth County, Georgia, August 22nd 1833. 


At a meeting appointed by Brothers Jeremiah Reeves and William Manning at Brother Dennis Carroll's. 
Notice also being given that all brethren who felt a desire to be constituted into a Church was requested 
to attend, and after divine service by Brothers Manning, George Lumpkin, and Reeves, a Conference 
was formed. Brother Reeves acted as Moderator and Brother Lumpkin as Secretary. It was moved that 
such brethren as were desirous to be constituted into a church should hand in their names and Letters. 
When brothers and sisters Dennis Carroll, Nancy Carroll, Alexander Redmon, Maryann Redmon, 
letters not present, Daniel Martin, Celia Martin (Colored), John Howell, Jesse Hendrix, Martha 
Hendrix, Sarah Carroll, letters absent, to whom the following Constitution was read and subscribed. 


Jacob Carroll was also a member but was excommunicated 11 April 1843. York and Jack, slaves of Jacob Carroll, 
are also listed as members who received letters in 1843. As well Sarah Carroll was still a member in 1842, 
indicating she left sometime after her parents had moved to Murray county. This information was found at 1800's 


Membership Lists of Mt. Tabor Baptist Church. 


The county formations were all happening right at this time, so much of the new Forsyth records are in Cherokee 
books. However, land records of Cherokee County Georgia show in Book D, p. 256, an entry labeled for Forsyth 
and dated 18 Mar 1835, recorded 19 March 1839, from Hosea Cole of Fayette to Dennis Carroll of Cherokee, for 
$40, 160 acres, lot 136 in the 4th District, 2nd Section. The deed was signed by Hosea Cole's attorney in fact, Clark 
T. Cockburn and witnessed by Russell Cockburn and James Wasdin. It was sworn to in Forsyth by James Wasdin 
on 3 November 1835. 


Dennis Carroll sold this same property on 6 Aug 1835 (recorded 19 November 1839 in Cherokee Deed Book D, p. 
524). He is named as Dennis Carroll of Forsyth and sold it to Young Potts of Greenville District, South Carolina. It 
was signed by Dennis Carroll and witnessed by Russell Cockburn and E. Pinson, sworn in Forsyth County on 3 
September 1836 by Russell Cockburn before C. O. Cockburn, J.P. I suspect this was actually C. T. Cockburn. The 
Carrolls and Cockburns migrated together through Georgia and on to Arkansas, and Dennis and Nancy's 
daughters married Clark T. and Russell Cockburn. Russell Cockburn was commissioned a JP for Forsyth in 
Militia District or Section 835 on 27 August 1833 and he married Celia Carroll in Forsyth on 26 October 1834 
(Forsyth Marriage Book A, p. 7). Clark T. Cockburn was commissioned a JP in the same district on 23 February 
1836. 


Land records show Dennis to have moved to Murray County, Georgia. Murray was cut from Cherokee, but these 
next land entries are today in northeastern Cherokee County: 


Book E, p. 294, written 23 December 1836, recorded 27 October 1840, Samuel Hymer of Franklin county to Dennis 
Carroll of Murray county, for $250, 160 acres, land lot 131 in the 4th District 2nd Section. Witnesses: William 
May, John Cockburn, and Jabez Bowers, JP [the county where this was executed is not named.] 

Book E, p. 295, written 23 January 1837, recorded 19 October 1840, Dennis Carroll of Murray to Young Pots of 
Cherokee, for $500, 160 acres, land lot 131 4th District 2nd Section. Witnesses C. J. Cockburn, Russell Cockburn. 
Sworn to in Lumpkin county 26 January 1837 by C. J. Cockburn before Caleb Herndon, JP [again, I think this is 
probably a transcription error for C. J. Cockburn and that it is probably C. T. Cockburn, I need to check these 
records directly.] 


Dennis and Nancy were definitely in Murray by 17 January 1837 when Dennis served on the Grand Jury. He 
served again in the court of 1 March 1839, along with more of his in-laws and lateral relations, current and future; 
the list includes: Samuel Miller, John Cockburn, Jacob Hollifield, David Carroll, Levi Miller, Clark T. Cockburn, 
and Russell Cockburn. Dennis and Nancy had two more children, William H. b. 1836, and Mary b. 1840, born in 
Murray. 


The 1840 census for Murray County shows: 

1 male age 40-49 (Dennis age 46) 

1 female 40-49 (Nancy 40-44) 

1 male 30-39 (?) 

1 male 20-29 (?) 

1 male 15-19 (Jacob) 

1 male 10-14 (Drury D.) 

1 female 5-9 (Martha M. 8) 

1 male under 5 (William H. age 4) 

1 female under 5 (Mary, an infant). 

The slaves enumerated for this family are 1 male 10-24, 1 female 24-36, 1 female under 10. 
Near this family is David Carroll age 30-39 and 1 female age 30-39 and 1 female under 5. Also here are Levi and 
Sally (Love) Miller, the parents of Martha M. Carroll's future husband, James Levi Miller. 


Write-ups of the Cockburn family say that the two families, Cockburn and Carroll, "were established along the old 
Federal Road in what is now Cisco in northern Murray County." [from the Murray County Heritage, 1987]. When 
Sharon Academy was established in 1841 Dennis Carroll was one of the trustees according to the same book. There 
is also a mention of a Mr. Carroll's house at Sumach, which is a bit southwest of Cisco, so I don't know if this refers 
to our Dennis. Their son Jacob married Mahala Williamson on 8 March 1841 in Murray. 





Dennis appears many times in the court records of Murray County. In order to maintain this writing in 
chronological order, I have put all the entries from several court books in order by date. I am also including other 
lateral names, although I was by no means consistent in taking notes on them. I have not indicated here which 
court [I may have to fix this later!], but the facts that follow are taken from these books that I read in the Murray 
County courthouse at Chatsworth in July 1999 [glorious fun, better than reading films, but long days!]: 


e Murray Inferior Ct Minutes 1834-1846 - not indexed, I only did juries and caught some things along the way 

e Murray Inferior Ct Minutes 1835-1854 - a different book, indexed 

e Long narrow bk of Admrs, Nov 1834-Nov1880 - Court of Ordinary, these are letter of administration and 
when returns were made, etc., no pp#, no index 

e Murray Annual Returns 1835-1853 

e Murray Superior Ct Minutes 1841-1845 - Dockets for the next book. 

e Murray Superior Ct Declaration Record 1840-1847 - These are the long explanations of the suits 


--Tues 17 Jan 1837, called to serve on Grand Jury for March: Dennis Carroll 

--20 Mar 1837, Dennis Carroll sworn in on Grand Jury 

--7 May 1838, Grand Jury members...Dennis Carroll...Samuel Miller...--Cockburn [has been on several already] 
--to serve at Mar term 1839 on the Grand Jury - Dennis Carroll...Joel Waggoner...Russell Cockburn...Samuel 
Miller 

--Mon 18 Mar 1839, sworn as Grand Jurors - Samuel Miller, Dennis Carroll 

--Mar 1839, Dennis Carrol and J. Wofford granted letters for Robert Brown estate. Return made Jul term 1845 
--In the Murray Annual Returns 1835-1853 [not indexed] there are no Carrolls being probated, but I did happen to 
open the book directly to Dennis Carroll and J. Wofford's return on the estate of Robert Brown. 

--Jan 1841, Wm. H. Underwood and Gastin M. Underwood for the use of James Morris admr v. Thomas Walker 
and Dennis Carrell [i.e. lawyers for Morris], claiming they owe $560 w/interest to the estate of Richard Butler. John 


M. King Deputy Sheriff makes declaration: "served the Defendants by leaving a true copy of the original at the 
most notorious places of abode December the 16th 1840. [Original promissory note follows]: Thomas Walker and 
Dennis Carroll promise to pay $560 within 12 months, dated 7 May 1839 

--to srv Mar 1840 on the Grand Jury - Samuel Miller...Levi Miller...Dennis Carroll, Jacob Hollifield. 

--Mon 21 Sep 1840, called to serve on next term's Grand Jury - Dennis Carroll, Petit Jury-Levi Miller 

--Mon 16 Mar 1840, Grand Jury sworn in - Dennis Carroll, foreman...Levi Miller...Samuel Miller...Clark T. 
Cockburn, John Cockburn, Jacob Hollifield 

--Mon 22 Mar 1841, Grand Jury sworn - Dennis Carroll 

--Wed 24 Mar 1841, James M. Spullock Exr, Malinda Hargrove Exr of Z. B. Hargrove v. Harrison Davis and 
Dennis Carroll: "Debt", they confessed judgment to plaintiff for $395 

--Fri 26 Mar 1841, John Wofford and Dennis Carrol, Admrs of estate of Robert Brown dec'd v. John C. Sutton and 
James Sutton: "Debt" 

--Fri 26 Mar 1841, James M. Spullock Exr and Malinda Hargrove Exr of Z. B. Hargrove v. Harrison Davis and 
Dennis Carroll: "Debt etc", defendants dissatisfied with the judgment, brought appeal

--8 Jan 1844, Harrison Davis v. Clark T. Cockburn, Dennis Carroll, Henrey [sic] Landan: "Debt etc", jury found 
for plaintiff, $105.50 with interest and cost 

--Mar 1844, John T. Carter v. Dennis Carroll, Clark Cockburn, John N. Harris, Jacob Carroll: "debt" for $845, 
they had given promissory note. Defendants confessed judgment. 

-- Tues 9 Jul 1844, John B. Puckett v. Dennis Carrell: "Attachment", dismissed 

--Thurs 15 Jan 1846, petition to alter Spring Place road "leaving the said road about three fourths of a mile from 
Rock Creek up a high ridge way thence to run in the old Federal road about two hundred yards from said creek..." 
C. T. Cockburn was a signer. [This may help to locate Dennis and Nancy Carroll and family more exactly.] 


One thing I was struck by in reading all these records: here, as elsewhere, everybody is suing everybody all the 
time. However, it usually evens out in terms of people being plaintiffs and defendants. Dennis Carroll only shows 
up one time suing someone on his own account! 


To Arkansas 


Sometime in the next couple of years Dennis and Nancy and their children moved to Montgomery County 
Arkansas. In "Montgomery County, Our Heritage" is an article by Ms. Vada Campbell about her ancestors, 
among them Russell and Celia (Carroll) Cockburn. She speaks of a big caravan of Simpsons, Carrolls and 
Cockburns going from Georgia to Montgomery. "Part of the Carrolls divided at Kirby and went to Tx. They 
became quite wealthy in the cotton industry there. The library was built with their money, and it bears the name 
"Carroll" for them. Several of the same family came on with the others to Montgomery County and settled along 
with them from the other side of Mount Ida to Joplin and around the Lihue Coffman place. Some bought land and 
settled on Williams Creek and some at what is now the Charles Bates farm. There was a Carroll family cemetery 
there. I'm afraid it is long lost now." 


Goodspeed's Biographical and Historical Memoirs of Western Arkansas, 1891, gives Dennis Carroll and Lewis 
Carrol as prominent early settlers of Caddo Cove municipal township in the southern part of county. Dennis 
Carroll doesn't show up in the records until 1847, but we can more accurately date their arrival by his son Jacob 
who was a viewer of a road in July of 1846. Also Jacob's son Thomas was born between mid-1845 and mid-1846 
according to the census. 


The Circuit Court records show that in August 1847 Dennis Carroll was called for Grand Jury but didn't have to 
serve. At this time juries were not called ahead of time, but rather by: "The following persons were selected from 
the bystanders to wit..... and to serve as --jurors for and during the present term of 16 good and lawful men house- 
holders or free holders of the County of Montgomery." On 7 February 1848 Dennis Carroll was summoned for the 
Grand Jury and sworn in..."The said Dennis Carroll as foreman and the others as other members of the grand 
jury...." This court seems to have met on Sunday, as the next day's entries are dated Monday, 8 February (and 
Dennis Carroll was still serving). 


There is an error in the County Court book: the index shows that on 11 March 1847?, $2.00 was paid to Dennis 
Carroll for Grand Jury duty. The page is shown as 122 and that's what the page is about, but Dennis isn't on it, and 
also this page is for the year 1848. Next in the County Court on Wednesday 5 July 1848, at 9am, it was ordered by 
the court that "....Dennis Carroll of Gap Township [and others] are appointed as Judges of election at the next 
general election." Later that year, Dennis and Nancy's daughter, Martha married James L. Miller on 10 Dec 1848. 
James was 23 and from Polk County, Martha was 16. They were married by Wiley Rogers, a Minister of the 
Gospel. 


The Montgomery Tax Records exist for 1849 -1867 [N.B. Tax records were almost always for the year before]. The 
1849 list shows: 

Carrold [sic], Jacob 1 poll, 1 horse/mare $35, 3 Neat Cattle $24, total $54, state tax $0.13, county tax $0.13 

Carroll Denes, 1 poll, 334a $1572, 3 town lots $15, 4 slaves >5<60 $1600, 2 horse/mare $80, 1 mule $40, 9 Neat 
cattle $75, total value of property [this is hard to figure, it crosses two columns, but does it for everybody, so I think 
it's...] $3482 [something's off by $100], state tax 8.70, county 8.70 


The Cockburns and James L. Miller (Dennis and Nancy's other son-in-law) are also on all these lists. I'm not giving 
all their information except in some cases where it mentions Dennis. Dennis was next called on 2 April 1849 to serve 
the next term on a County Court Grand Jury. At the end of 1849 he entered various land patents with the state. 
These were entered on the 1st of November of 1849 and are as follows: 

AR1210.365, Doc #5351, Cash Entry; SWNW, Secton 33, Township 4S, Range 25W, 37.370 acres; 

AR1210.366, Doc #5352, Cash Entry; NESE, Secton 32, Township 4S, Range 25W, 40.000 acres; 

AR1210.367, Doc #5353, Cash Entry; NWSE, Secton 32, Township 4S, Range 25W, 40.000 acres; 

AR1210.368, Doc #5354, Cash Entry; SWNE, Secton 32, Township 4S, Range 25W, 40.000 acres; 


There is a Plat Book "B" for Montgomery County labeled as "1840s". The plat for the western half of Township 4 
South shows these and other of Dennis Carroll's lands marked with his name. I have put a red dot on areas where 
his and other related names show up; the green dot is where Hopper is located on road 240. Township 4 South is on 
the southern boundary of Montgomery County, Norman is one mile to the north of the limits and Caddo Gap is on 
its northeastern boundary. Currently I leave it to the reader to interpret and locate the quarter section descriptions 
of the above patents and other land transactions that are described later in this write-up! The image is 120k and 
may take a bit to download (about 25 seconds at a 50k connection speed); you may want to open it in a new 
window, size and move it to where you can flip back and forth more easily.

Later that month, on 24 November 1849 John Hopper sold to Dennis Carroll, for $15, Lots 3, 4, 5, Block or Square 
3 in the town of Montgomery in the county of Montgomery, "said lots were located by the commissioners 15 May 
1844, confirmed 8 July 1845; said town of Montgomery is laid off on the sw1/4 of nw1/4 of sec 24 in twp 2 south of 
range 25 west of the third principle mareadian [sic] entered by Robert McConnell 12 April 1845 at the land office 
in Washintgon in Hempsted co. This entry is 40 acres: 50 [?ft] wide in front of the public square running back 117 
feet as shown by town plat made 28 May 1844 and recorded in BkA25." This deed was recorded 4 October 1854 in 
Book C, p. 316. 


Dennis and Nancy deeded on 11 February 1850 to Clark T. Cockburn for $120, 40 acres, the NW1/4 of SE1/4 sec 32 
twp 25 west of the fifth principle Medridian [sic]; 37.37 acres, the SW1/4 of NW1/4 of sec 23 in twp 4 of range 25 
west; 40 acres, the SE1/4 of SE1/4 of sec32 in twp4 south of range 25 west; 40 acres, the SW1/4 of NE1/4 of sec 32 in 
twp4 south of range 25 west lying on the south fork of the Caddo supposed to be 90a. Nancy relinquished her dower 
rights in this deed and it was recorded 29 November 1850 in Book C, p. 19. [I took the land entries from a 
transcribed source and no doubt made my own errors in abstracting the original deed books, so some of the lots 
correspond, some don't. Dennis may have entered others that aren't recorded as well.] 


At the April term 1850 of the County Court Dennis Carroll and Clark T. Cockburn were called as Grand jurors at 
next term. Then on the 16th of September 1850, 3rd Monday, at the Circuit Court at Salem, among the Grand 
Jurors was "Dennis Carroll, who was sworn as foreman of said Grand Jury". Clark T. Cockburn was on this same 
jury. The 1850 census for Montgomery County, Gap Township, p. 388, Dwelling and Family 717 shows: 

Dennis Carroll, 56, a farmer, real estate valued at $1500, b. SC [this is a provable error] 


Nancy Carroll, 50, b. NC 

Drury Carroll, 21, b. NC 
William, 14, b. GA 

Mary, 10, b. GA 

Samuel Kizer, 20, a mason, b. TN 


They are living 2 families away from their daughter and son-in-law Martha and James L. Miller and their first 
child, Arthur William 9 months old, and about 17 families away from their son Jacob, his wife Mahala and their 
children. The 1850 Slave Schedules for Gap Twp show Dennis Carroll with 1 black female-50, 1 black male-50, 1 
black male-22, 1 mulatto female-17. C. T. Cockburn is listed with 1 black female-20, 1 mulatto female-6, 1 mulatto 
male-4. Russell Cockburn is shown with 1 black female-21, 1 black female-2/12 


Again on the tax lists of 1850 is: 

Carrold [sic] Denis 1 poll, E1/s NW 31 4S 25W $74.56, W1/2 SW 30 4S 25W $103.36, total val of land and 
improvements $1000, 3 town lots $60, 4 slaves >5<60 $1700, 1 distillery $150, 2 horse/mare over 2 yrs $100, 8 neat 
cattle over 2 yrs $87, total val of property $3097, state tax $7.75, county tax 7.75 

Cockburn, C. T. [Denis Carrold is in 1st column as original owners of lands taxed], the lands are SW-- NE 32 4S 
25W and SW-- NW 33 4S 25W [doesn't say if it's 1/4 or 1/2] 

There is no tax list for 1851, but the 1852 list shows: 

Carroll Dennis 1 poll, NE SE 32 4S 25W 40a $400, 1 town lot $20, 4 slaves >5<60 $2000, 1 horse/mare over 2 $50, 7 
neat cattle over 2 $100, total $1570, state 5.14, county 7.43 

Carroll William 1 poll, W1/4 SW 31 4S 25W 100a $500, 1 town lot $20, 1 horse/mare over 2 $30, 1 mule $60, total 
$610, state 1.22, county 2.53 

William Carroll wasn't 21 yet, so it's not clear why he's polled, these lists aren't like the older days when county 
taxes started at 16 and state at 21. Even though he owned land he shouldn't be listed as a poll. This is done 
correctly in the 1853 taxes below, so it just must have been an error. 

Miller James [1st column - original owner is Dennis Carroll], 1 poll, SE SE 31 4S 25W 40a $120, 1 horse/mare $65, 
4 neat cattle $32, total $217, state $0.44, county $1.55 


Montgomery County, Our Heritage has a listing of store accounts that shows in1851 Drury D. Carroll owed 25 
cents for a vial of fragrance. We also know from the marriage books that Drury D. Carroll at age 21 was married 
in Montgomery by Thos Farr, JP, on 13 February 1851 to E. C. Fleming, age 16. I wish the date was more specific 
on the purchase, was it part of the courtship or a wedding present?!?! Dennis and Nancy's other children were also 
married in Montgomery. William H. Carroll, age 18 (by consent of his parents), married Lucy Ann McDonald, age 
18, on 20 Mar 1853. C. H. Smith, JP married them. Mary Carroll, age 14, married William Boyel, age 23 from Polk 
County. They were married 22 October 1854 by William F. Bates, a Minister of the Gospel. William and Lucy Ann 
had a son Drury sometime in late 1854, early 1855. Again in the store accounts mentioned, in 1856 Wm. H. Carroll 
paid 75 cents for infant shoes. 


The 1853 tax lists show: 

Carroll William, no poll, W1/4 SW 31 4S 25W 100a $500, 1 town lot $20, 1 mule $90, 2 neat cattle $20, total 630, 
state and county 1.575 [1.57 1/2] 

Carroll Dennis, no poll, NE SE 32 4S 25W 40a $400, 1 town lot $20, 4 slaves >5<60 $2000, 2 horse/mare $150, 8 
neat cattle $110, total$2680, state and county each $6.70 


This helps date Dennis' birth, he is no longer a poll at age 60. However, Drury D. Carroll doesn't show up in these 
lists; family information says he died in the mid 1850s, but I haven't confirmed it. 

Carroll Jacob, 1 poll, SE SW 25 4S 26W 40a $400, 1 horse/mare $35, 5 neat cattle $50, total $485, state 1.21 1/4, 
county 2.21 1/4 

Miller J. L. (original owner was Dennis Carroll), 1 poll, SE SE 31 4S 25W 40a $120, 2 horse/mare $100, 3 neat 
cattle $20, total $240, state $0.60, county $1.60 


Some ten months after William H. Carroll married, his parents deeded to him for $450, 80 acres, the E1/2 of NW1/4 
of section 31 in twp 4 south of range 25. Nancy relinquished her dower rights. This deed was executed before Clark 
T. Cockburn, J.P. It was written on 14 January 1854 and recorded 13 September 1854 in Book C, p. 311. 


The next recorded land transaction is in Book C, p. 321, written 1 November 1854 and recorded 2 November 1854. 
Elizabeth Eplin and other heirs of Louis Eplin, a person of unsound mind, sold to Dennis Carroll for $1000, 40 
acres, the SW1/4 of SW1/4 of sec 26 in twp 2 south of range 25 west; and 40 acres, the SE1/4 of SE1/4 of sec 27 in 
twp 2 south of range 25 west. There is described tons of quitclaim by the heirs for $5 each. [Note: the first of these 
plots is described in Dennis’ will.] 


The tax lists for 1854 show: Carroll Dennis no poll, NE SE 32 4S 25W 40a $300,1 town lot $25, 3 slave $2000, 1 


distillery $100, 1 horse/mare $50, 9 neat cattle $110, total $2585, state and county $6.46 1/4 each. 
Carroll Wm no poll, [I didn't take all his information, he has 3 land entries]. 


Again on 1 March 1855, Dennis Carroll patented two more lots with the state: 

AR1230.132, Doc #6168, Cash Entry; SWSW, Section 20, Township 4S, Range 25W, 40.000 acres; 
Jacob Carroll also entered this patent on the same date: 

AR1230.133, Doc #6169, Cash Entry; SESW, Section 25, Township 4S, Range 25W, 40.000 acres; 

Drury D. Carroll also entered this patent on the same date: 

AR1220.313, Doc #5803, Cash Entry; SENW, Section 33, Township 4S, Range 25W, 37.390 acres; 


Recorded in Book C, page 456 is a deed written 6 July 1855 from Dennis and Nancy to Druallen Wallace for $100, 
40 acres SW [left out 1/4] of SW1/4 of sec 20 in twp 4 south of range 25. Nancy relinquished her dower rights. This 
is recorded by Clark T. Cockburn and in the proof and relinquishment he says it is "Jacob" and "Mohala" in the 
absence of her husband. This deed was recorded 7 July 1855. The next deed, p. 457 is a correction, this time with 
Dennis and Nancy proving and relinquishing the deed. 

On the same day 7 July 1855 Dennis Carroll as guardian of William H. Carroll, a minor, appointed by Probate 
Court 5 July 1855, sold to Druallen Wallace for $450 due on 25 December 1855 and $150 due on 25 December 1856 
and $150 due on 25 December 1857, 80 acres, the E1/2 of NW1/4 of section 31 in twp 4 south of range 25; and 40 
acres, the NW1/4 of NE1/4 of [section] 31 in twp 4 south of range 25 west. Lucy Ann Carroll, wife of William H. 
Carroll, relinquished her dower. This was recorded 7 July 1855 in Book C, p. 459. [William had married at 17 and 
was 19 here. I have not found him being granted or patenting the second lot in this deed, I think if it were Lucy 
Ann's the deed would explain the chain of title.] 


The 1855 tax lists show: Carroll W. H. 1 poll, no land descr but 100a $830, no livestock, total $830, state $2.12 1/2, 
county $3.12 1/2 

Jacob Carroll [didn't get info] 

Dennis Carroll is not on this list. This is right around the time when they are moving from Township 4 in the south 
of the county to Township 2 near Mt. Ida. 


Dennis Carroll next sold to D. A. Wallace for $400, 80 acres, the W1/2 of SSW1/4 [sic SSW] of sec 30 in twp 4 south 
of range 25 west. Nancy relinquished. This was written on 22 March 1856 and recorded in Book C, p. 571 [I missed 
noting the recording date?] 

The next deed is Book C, p. 639, written on 15 July 1856, from James R. Stall to Dennis Carroll for $650, the ne1/4 
of sw1/4 of sec 23 and the s1/2 of the nw1/4 of sec 23 of twp 2 south of range 25 west, reserving and excepting all 
that portion of said se1/4 of nw1/4 of sec 23 of twp 2 south of range 25 west commencing at the North East corner of 
said tract thence ---ing west 24 rods to a stake thence south 44 rods to the south fork of the Ouachita river, thence 
down said river 24 rods to a stake, thence North 44 rods to the beginning as exhibited by a deed executed by the 
said James A. Stall to John Cook dated 27 Jan 1855; Stall also conveys to Dennis Carroll 7 acres, the sw1/4 of the 
ne1/4 of sec 23 twp 2 south of range 25 west that lies on the south side of the south fork of the Ouahcita River, 
reserving and excepting the channel of said River for the purposes and privelige [sic] of a mill Pond which reserve 
dose [sic] extend through all of the afore-granted preises. Eliza Stall relinquishes. This was recorded on 16 August 
1856. 


The tax lists for 1856 list: 

Carroll Wm, 2 entries, 0 poll 

Carroll Dennis no poll, SE SE sec27 twp2 rng28 40a, NW NW 35 2 28 [this must be my error they are in Range 25 
west] 40a, SW SE 25? 2 28 40a, another with no description, but 37a, all valued $2600, 2? slaves $2400, 2 mules 
$200, 8 neat cattle $121, total 5321, state and county each 10.80 


The last deed I have found for Dennis and Nancy in Montgomery County is in Book D, p. 51. Dennis sold the above 
two pieces of land to his son, William H. Carroll on 3 February 1857. This deed was executed at the township of 
Sulphur Springs, whereas the previous ones were at Mt. Ida. The cost was $800 and the total acreage is given as 166 
acres. Nancy relinquished her dower rights and the witnesses were D. A. Woolard, John Voils. This deed was 
recorded on 24 February 1857 at 9 o'clock in the morning. 


The 1857 tax lists show: 

Carroll William 3 entries, 1 poll... [William has now turned 21] 

Carroll J. C. 1 poll.... 

Carroll Dennis no poll: SW SW 26 2 25, NW SW 26 2 25 NE SE 27 2 25 120a, SW SW 26 2 25 40a, SE SE 27 2 25 
40a, SE SE 25 2 25 40a, NW NE 26 2 25 40a, NW NW 25 2 25 40a, total land $2500, 3 slaves >5<60 $2800, the 120a 
has 1 distiller $200, 2 horse/mare $120, 2 mules $170, 12 neat cattle $132, total $587, state 9.085, county 3.522, the 
SE SE 25 2 25 has 1 distillery no value written, 1 horse/mare $100, 6 neat cattle $55, total 109 1/6, state 2.63 3/4, 
county 6.55 


Dennis and Nancy's son-in-law, Clark T. Cockburn, husband to Sarah Carroll, died on 26 June 1856. He left no 
will and Sarah Cockburn and her father Dennis were granted administration of the estate on 7 July 1856. The 
probate of the estate is quite extensive and Dennis Carroll signed several of the various papers. Some of the 
highlights include: 

---Dennis allotted $150 widow's allowance to Sarah Cockburn on 20 August 1856. 

---There is then a sale bill of 30 August 1856; in many of the sales bills Dennis assumed the notes for several 
Cockburns and Carrolls. These sales were generally called "crying sales" in the papers. 

---Dennis himself bought: 1 Grind Stone for $1.50, 4 bulls for $10.00, $15.00, $7.50, $6.00; 1 Jenny for $50.00, 1 lot 
Fodder for $0.50, 150 Bushels Wheat at $1.00 for $150.00. 

---15 Sep 1858 Sarah Cockburn admrx and Dennis Carroll admr of Clark T. Cockburn deceased Plffs vs. Stephen 
H. Coldin, John Coleman and John H. Wagoner Defts. Trespass on premises. This day came John Coleman and 
Stephen H. Coldin two of the defendants herein by Attorney and on Case of the Court had files [sic] their seprate 
[sic] pleas herein. 

---Another suit by Sarah (Carroll) Cockburn and Dennis Carroll against Goldin is for a defective mare, the court 
found in favor of Goldin, calling the "concealment not a legal fraud". 

---15 September 1858, Sarah and Dennis as plaintiffs....."judged by the Court that said Plaintiffs have an 
interlocutory Judgement against said John H. Wagoner and this cause is continued." 

---Fri 8am 17 Sep 1858 - Sarah and Dennis again - in list of cases, #39 

---Fri 8am 17 Sep 1858 - in list of cases, #56: James M. Anderson PIff vs. Dennis Carroll Deft. Appeal from J.P. [I 
could not determine if this was still part of the Cockburn probate.] 

---Dennis Carroll had given Sarah some slaves and there was action to keep them out of her husband's probate. The 
following slaves were listed in the estate and only one (Kiz) is named by Dennis in his will to Sarah so I don't know 
if the others were given by her father or not: one negro woman, one negro boy called Joseph, one negro girl called 
Jane. In later parts, the slaves are listed as Kiz, age about 28, Jane about 16, boy Jo about 14 [this latter listing in 
an 1861 page]. But these correspond to the slaves listed in the 1860 schedules for Sarah Cockburn [Sarah 
Cockburn, South Fork Township: 1 black female age 29, 1 mulatto female age 15, 1 mulatto male age 12]. 


In the 1858 tax lists are listed: 

Carroll Dennis no poll, SW NW 27 2 25, W SW 27 2 25, NE SE 27 2 25 120a, SE SE 27 2 25, NW NW 25 2 25 40a, 
SW SW 26? 2 25 40a, total land $2000, the last entry has 3 slaves >5<60 $2400, 1 horse/mare $60, 1 mule $125, 18 
neat cattle $170, total $4755, state 11.88 3/4, county 7.92 3/6 

W. H. Carroll, Jacob Carroll, estate of C. T. Cockburn, Russell Cockburn are all there 


Then the 1859 tax lists (for 1858) show: Carroll Dennis no poll , no description but 240a $3000, 1 horse/mare $30, 2 
mules $200, 12 neat cattle $150, total $6400, state 16.00, county 10.66 4/6 


The following year, 1859, Dennis Carroll died, on 25 July. He was reported as having been ill for 69 days, which 
would indicate he fell sick in the middle of May. William F. Bates reported in the Southern Baptist Messenger of his 
death, saying he was born in North Carolina in 1793, was baptized by Drury Dobbin in 1820, served as a deacon in 
Georgia, was age 66 and residing in Montgomery at the time of his death, leaving a widow and children. The 1860 
Arkansas Mortality Schedule also reported that he was age 66, but born in South Carolina, and that he died of a 
congestive chill. 


Dennis left a will which he had written on 26 April 1858. It was examined and proved and recorded at the October 
1859 term of court in Probate Book A, pp. 107-111. The witnesses to the will, David Woolard and John M. 
Simpson, attested to the will in court. I have also inserted a map from 1841 marked with the lands described and an 
excursus about the errors therein. The will reads: 


In the name of God amen I Dennis Carroll of the County of Montgomery in the State of Arkansas, 
Farmer, being in good bodily health, and of sound an disposing mind and memory, calling to mind the 
frailty and uncertainty of human life, and being desirous of settling my worldly affairs and directing how 
the estate with which it has pleased god [sic] to bless me with shall be disposed of after my decease which 
I have strength and capacity so to do Make and publish this my last will and testament hereby revoking 
and making null and void all other wills and Testaments by me heretofore made, and hereby specially 
revoking and making null and void a will and testament made by me on the 6th day of October AD 1854 
witnessed by James H. may and William B. Maddox and a will and testament made by me on the twenty 
sixth day of July in the year of our Lord one thousand eight hundred and fifty six witnessed by Franville 
Whittington and Wm. F. Bates. A first I commend my immortal being to Him who gave it and my body 
to the earth to be buried by my Executrix hereinafter named. And as to my worldly estate and all the 
property real, personal and mixed of which I shall die seized and possessed or to which I shallbe entitled 
at the time of my death [crossed out] decease. I devise bequeath and dispose of thereof in the manner 
following to wit: 

Imprimis - My will is that my just debts and funeral charges shall be paid by my executrix herein after 


named out of my estate as soon after my decease as shall by her be found convenient. - Item I give devise 
and bequeath to my beloved wife Nancy Carroll the use improvement and income and benefit of the 
remainder and residue of my estate real personal and mixed whatsoever and wheresoever of what nature 
kind and quality [--] the same may be after the payment of all my just debts funeral charges and legasies 
[sic] or bequests payable in money hereinafter bequeathed to have and to hold the same to her for and 
during her natural life. The said Nancy Carroll to use and dispose of the same (however, specially 
excepting from being alienated by her the said slaves and real estate herein after named described 
devised and bequeathed in any manner whatever) in such way and manner as she may think proper for 
the advancement of the estate and for her support and comfort without any disturbance [--] hindrance or 
control of any of my [--] or of any person whatsoever. And what remains undisposed of at the time of her 
death I do hereby will and devise and bequeath as hereinafter directed to wit - 

Item - I give and bequeath to my daughter Celia now the wife of Russell Cockburn the sum of five dollars 
which with the gift of a female slave named Lind heretofore made by me to her (and which said gift 
including the children borne by said Slave) i now confirm to her absolutely (and other -- -- heretofore 
made by me to her, I declare and hereby will to be her equitable share of my estate. 

Item I give and bequeath to my daughter Sarah now the widow of Clark T. Cockburn deceased the sum 
of Five dollars which with the gift of a female slave named Kiz heretofore made by me to her (and which 
said gift including the children borne by said slave I now confirm to her absolutley) and other -- -- 
heretofore made by me to here, I declare to be her equitable share of my estate. 

Item - I give and bequeath to my grand daughter Drury Ann Carroll the sum of Five dolars and the 
reversion or remainder of one third of my house hold and kitchen furniture and other articles of used 
[sic] in house keeping that may remain undisposed at the decease of my wife Nancy Carroll to have and to 
hold the said house hold furniture and other articles used in house keeping from and after the death of 
my wife Nancy Carroll to her the said Drury Ann Carroll to her use and benefit forever. 

Item - I give devise and bequeath to my sons Jacob C. Carroll and William H. Carroll the reversion or 
remainder of my real estate situate in the county of Montgomery in the state of Arkansas, to wit - the 
south west quarter of the south west quarter, the south west quarter of the North west quarter And the 
North west quarter of the south west quarter of section number twenty six - The South East [sic, quarter 
not written] of the south west quarter and the North east quarter of the south east quarter of section 
number Twenty seven; and the North west quarter of section number Thirty five all situate in Township 
number Two South of Range number twenty five west and containing together Two hundred and forty 
acres of land as exhibited by the Survey plats of the United States land, and the appurtenances thereto 
belonging and all the proffits [sic] income and advantage that may result therefrom from and after the 
decease of my wife Nancy Carroll; to have and to hold the same to the said Jacob Carroll and William H. 
Carroll to their use and behoof forever. And I also give devise and bequeath to my said sons Jacob C. 
Carroll and William H. Carroll the reversion or remainder of my three Male Slaves named Jake, David 
and Fredrik and all the profits income and advantages that may result therefrom and after the decease of 
my wife Nancy Carroll to have and to hold the same to the said Jacob C. Carroll and William H. Carroll 
their heirs and assigns from and after the death [decease written above] of my wife Nancy Carroll to 
their use and behoof forever. 

MY INSERTION: This map is not in the will, it is from Plat Book B of Montgomery County; the book is 
labeled "1840s" and this plat was recorded 30 September 1841. I have put red dots at the centers of the 
40 acre plots described, with a larger one on the quarter section given. This land is written as being 240 
acres in the will, but what is described is 360 acres. I haven't found any records of any problems or 
corrections made about this, nor have I traced the titles to find the actual land that Jacob C. and William 
H. Carroll eventually owned. The only deed I have found for any of this land is the Eplin deed of 1854 in 
Book C, p. 321: it covers the Southwest quarter of the Southwest quarter of section 26. The dotted road 
in the map is very close to what is today road 27 going down to Norman. Mt. Ida town limits have grown 
into including the Northeast quarter of section 26. 





------- BACK TO THE WILL AS RECORDED 


Item - I give devise and bequeath to my daughter Martha now the wife of James L. Miller the reversion 
or remainder of my female Slave named Eliza and also the reversion or remainder of one third of my 
house hold furniture and other articles used in house keeping that may remain undisposed of at the time 
of the decease of my wife Nancy Carroll and all the profits income and advantage that may result 
therefrom from and after the decease of my wife Nancy Carroll to have and to hold the same to the said 
Martha Miller her heirs and assigns from and after the death [crossed out] decease of my wife Wife [sic] 
Nancy Carroll. 

Item - I give devise and bequeath to my daughter Mary now the wife of William Voyles the reversion or 
remainder of my female Slave named Manda and also the reversin or remainder of one third of my house 
hold furniture and other articles used in house keeping that may remain undisposed of at the decease of 
my wife Nancy Carroll and all the profits income and advantage that may result therefrom from and 
after the decease of my wife Nancy Carroll to have and to hold the same to the said Mary Voials [sic] her 
heirs and assigns from and after the decease of my wife Nancy Carroll to her use and behoof forever. 
Item - And all the rest and residur of my estate real personal or mixed or Whatever of nature or kind 
Whatsoever not herein hertofore given devised or bequeather of which I shall die seized or possessed of 
which I shall be entitled at the time of my death i give devise and bequeath to my beloved wife Nancy 
Carroll absolutely in addition to what I have herein heretofor [sic] given devised and bequeathed to her 
to be disposed of by her according to her own free will and pleasure. And I hereby declare that the 
devises and bequests herein heretofore made to my wife Nancy Carroll are intended to be and are so 
made to her in full satisfaction and recompence of and for her dower and thirds and all other allowances 
made to widows in which or can or in any wise claim or demand out of my estate Viz -- of or under the 
laws of the State of Arkansas or those of any other state or Country. 

Lastly - I do hereby appoint my wife the said Nancy Carroll to be executrix of this my last will and 
Testament and I will and ordain that my said executrix shall pay the [?monied] legacies herein 
bequeathed and the said legatees as soon as She conveniently can after my decease and I do also will and 
ordain and expressly declare and devise that my said executrix shall not be required to give Bond and 
security for the execution of the trust hereby repose in and conferred on her and I do hereby expressly 
exempt her therefrom. And I further will and ordain that my said executrix Shall not be charged or be 
chargable or made accountable as such executrix with other than my just debts funeral charges and 
monied bequests herein before by me made or with or for any loss or waste which shall hapen of my said 
estate of which I shall die seized or possessed other than the said debts funeral charges and monied 
bequests herein before named and the slaves and real estate as herein Devised and bequeathed in 
remainder to the said Jacob C. Carroll, William H. Carroll, Martha Miller and Mary Voials. 

In testimony whereof I the said Dennis Carroll have to this my last will and testament contained on four 
pages of paper and to ever [sic] page thereof subscribed my name and to this the last page thereof I have 
subscribed my name and affixed my seal this 26th [crossed out] twenty sixth day of April in the year of 
our Lord one thousand eight hundred & fifty eight. Dennis Carroll {seal} 


Dennis’ name still appears after his death on a few more actions in the court books, some to do with the continuing 
probate of Clark T. Cockburns' estate. 

---Monday, 5 September 1859, Sarah Cockburn and Dennis Carroll had a case v. Stephen Golden et al dismissed at 
their costs. 

---Tuesday, 6 Sep 1859, James M. Amerson [sic not Anderson] v. Dennis Carroll. Appeal from J.P. Cam said 
plaintiff by his attorney and the death of defendant is suggested and admitted and by consent this suit is revived in 
the name of Sarah Carroll executrix & this suit is continued by like consent until the next term of this court. 


Later on Wednesday, the 8th of November 1859, there was filed: "Estate of Dennis Carroll Deceased - On this day 
came the clerk of this Court and presented the claim of F. Thompson against said estate for the sum of one hundred 
and thirty one dollars and seventy cents for allowance and classification which said claim on examination was 
allowed and classed in the first class of claims." 


On the 7th of March 1860, case #56, James M. Amerson [sic] vs. Nancy Carrol as excx of Dennis Carroll decd. 
Appeal. This day came the parties by their respective attorneys and on motion of said plaintiff this cause is 
continued at his cost for want of the testimony of Matthew Harbin. 

Again on the same day, case #56, same parties, "Came the parties by their respective attorneys and by consent the 
continuance heretofore granted herein is set aside and both parties announced themselves ready for trial herein and 
by consent this cause ws submitted to the court and the court after hearing the evidence and argument of counsel, 
found for said defendant. - It is therefore considered by the court that said defendant have and recover of said 
plaintiff all her cost in and about this suit in this behalf expended." 


There is no tax list for 1860, but Nancy Carroll was in South Fork Township for the 1860 census, on p. 14, dwelling 
#113, family #97: 

Nancy Carroll, age 64, Keeps House, real estate valued $2500, personal property valued at $1469, b. North Carolina 
Also in the household was William Arrington, age 68, Farm Lab[orer], born North Carolina 

The Slave Schedule for Nancy Carroll show 1 black male age 32, 1 mulatto female age 26, 1 mulatto female age 6, 1 
mulatto male age 1. 

Nancy's sons Jacob and William H. Carroll and their families are living very close by and are enumerated on the 
same page. Both have sons named Drury, so the granddaughter of Dennis' will, Drury Ann Carroll, must be the 
daughter of Drury Carroll who had died in the mid-1850s. 


Nancy is now listed in the tax lists of 1861: 

Carroll Nancy, no poll, SW NW 26 2 25, NW SW 26 2 25, NE SE 27 2 25 120a, NW NW 35 2 25 40a, Se SW 26 2 25 
40a, Se SW 27 2 25 40a, last entry has total land value $2000, 4 slaves>5<60 $2800, 2 mules $250, 11 neat cattle 
$160, total $5210, state 8.68, county $13.02, [both taxes have superscript 2, other numbers in other entries] 

next is W. H. and J. C. Carroll 


The tax lists are again missing until 1865, which is a shame, those years would help date when Nancy either died or 
left the county. In 1865 there is listed only J. C. Carroll, there is no list for 1866, and in 1867 there is only Jacob 
Carroll. This does indicate that William H. Carroll may have left the county by by 1864 (he's not in the list of 1865). 
The 1865 listing for Jacob Carroll shows: 

Carroll J. C. 1 poll, SW SW 26 2 25, NW SW 26 2 23 [sic, but?], NE SE 27 2 25 120a, NW SW 25 2 25 40a, SE SW 
26 2 25 40a, SE SW 27 2 25 40a, total land $720, 2 horses $100, 2 mules $150, 8 cattle $80, total $1050, state $10.50, 
no county listed on anybody [I believe there must be a transcription error, because it would appear that Jacob C. 
Carroll is taxed for all the land left in Dennis' will, although the descriptions are a little off. This also suggests that 
William H. Carroll has left the area. This also gives us an almost certain death date for Nancy Carroll of 1861-64, 
unless she left the area. Again, what a shame about those missing tax lists! 


There is much more information about Dennis and Nancy's children in the records, but two things are of especial 
interest. Between September of 1859 and January of 1862 William H. Carroll was charged 4 times with Assault and 
Battery. He pleaded guilty to the first three counts and was fined; he pleaded not guilty to the fourth and was found 
not guilty by the court. And Jacob C. Carroll signed the Amnesty Oath on 7 October 1865. [There is only a 
recorded copy and it has too much bleed through to be readably scanned. It says: "I Jacob C. Carroll of 
Montgomery County State of Arkansas do solemnly swear in the presence of Almighty God that I will henceforth 
faithfully support Protect and defend the Constitution of the United States and the Union of States thereunder and 
that I will in like manner abide by and faithfully support all laws and proclamations which have been made during 
the Existing Rebellion with Reference to Slaves So help me God." By late that year individual oaths were not 
recorded, but lists of those who took it were recorded. Dennis and Nancy's sons-in-law and other in-laws also took 
the oath: A. W. Miller on the 14th of December, James L. Miller and S. P. Miller on the 22nd, and Russell Cogburn 
on the 29th of January 1866. 


Nancy Carroll is not in the 1870 census for Arkansas and I don't have any evidence to suggest she had moved out of 
the state. I have not found any record of the graves of Dennis or Nancy Carroll in Montgomery and can only 
determine that Nancy probably died sometime between late 1860 and late 1864.

William Coy (ca1760 - 1838) 


md. 1st Milly -- 
md. 2nd Abigail Sutton 


William Coy was born ca1760, possibly in Frederick County Maryland. He is generally accepted to be the son of 
John and Sarah Coy. John Coy received a land grant of 400 acres in 1782 in what was then Jefferson County 
Kentucky. The land was surveyed in 1786 and described as being in Nelson county on the Rolling Fork (original 
survey #1026, Book 2 page 1177 and Book 5 page 246). John Coy Sr. was enumerated in the 1787 Virginia tax lists 
as being in Nelson County Kentucky. Nearby are John Coy Jr. and Daniel Coy, believed to be sons of John Coy Sr. 


Nelson County was formed in 1784 from Jefferson. The 1785 List of Tithables "on all the southern waters of 
Rolling and Beach Forks westwardly of the waters of Hardins Creek" includes: John Coy Sr. with 8 whites, 2 white 
tithables, no tithable negros, no negros under 16; John Coy with 5 whites and 1 tithe, and William Coy with 3 
whites and 1 tithe. 


The 1787 tithables for Atkerson Hill (Pottinger's and Bean's Company) list John Coy Sr., Daniel Coy, John Coy 
Jun, and William Coy with 1 tithable. The editor's note in the Nelson County Pioneer transcriptions indicate this 
area was probably in southwestern Nelson adjoining Hardin county. In 1788 in Atkinson Hill, Captain Charles 
Bealer's company, along the Rolling Fork River west of New Haven are found various Coys including William Coy 
with 1 tithable. In 1789 William Coy is listed with 1 tithe in Captain Beeler's company and the editors note this was 
the Rolling Fork River area of southwestern Nelson county. William Coy and Rowley Trace are listed together as 
having 2 tithables in Captain Beeler's company (again southwestern Nelson county) in 1790. The 1791 list names 
William Coy with 1 tithe in Ashby's, Willett's, and Masterson's companies by Atkinson Hill. The 1792 list for 
Nelson county south and west to the Rolling Fork River includes William Coy with 1 white over 21 and none aged 
16-21. 


Hardin County Kentucky was formed in 1792 from Nelson and the Coy family's lands were cut into it. Only the A 
and B names are extant in the 1793 tax lists and William Coy is not listed in 1794, but in 1795 he is listed with 1 
white male over 21, no white males 16-21, no blacks, 5 horses or mares, 2 (?hard to read) cattle, and no stud 
horses. There is another 1795 list where William is listed on the "Rowling Fork" with 270 acres. In 1796 William 
has 270 acres taxed at the 2nd rate, on Rowling Fork, with 1 white male over 21, 5 horses, and 4 cattle. On 21 
August of 1797 he is listed with 140 acres at the 2nd rate, on Rowling Fork, with 1 white male over 21 and 6 horses 
and all the "tax paid for 1792-1796" columns are marked "p". There is no book for 1798. 


From 1799 to 1802 William Coy is listed on the Rolling Fork with 1 white male over 21; his acreage varies from 127 
to 140, horses numbering from 4-6 in various years. In some the land is noted as having been entered, surveyed 

and patented in the name of Joseph Barnett. A researcher named Harris S. Coy said in " Kentucky Ancestors" that 
William bought 270 acres from a Barnett in Hardin county on 7 January 1797 (and that John Coy bought 300 
acres at the same time). John Coy's 300 acres are also listed in the tax lists, but I have not been able to find the 
original sale in the deed books of Jefferson, Hardin, or Nelson counties. However on 15 July 1797 William Coy had 
dealings at court regarding a bond to Joseph Barnet, deceased. I have not researched this bond yet. 

Around 1801 William Coy is in a list of notes and accounts in the estate of Andrew Hynes in Nelson County. 
Andrew Hynes had a "general store partnership with his nephew Wm. R. Hynes, located in Bardstown, Nelson 
County Kentucky."

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William went to court and the following was recorded: 


25 August 1806 Satisfactory proof being made to the Court that he William Coy stands charged with a 
stud horse rates of covering one dollar which he did not own It is therefore ordered to be certified to the 
Auditor of Public accounts that the said Coy ought to have a credit for the same. 


(Hardin Court Orders Book B p. 98) 


It is during these years we learn that William's wife was Milly, when they sign consents for some of their daughters 
to marry in Hardin County. Nelley, "daughter of William Coy", married Peter Kennedy on 16 February 1805. 
Drucilla, "daughter of William and Milly Coy", married John Kennady on 6 or 8 October 1809. On this bond the 
surety was Timothy Coy "who swore he heard Wm. Coy and Milly Coy say there was no objection." Later in 
Nelson County on 21 April 1810 Timothy Coy married Jemima Harp, the daughter of Mary Harp.

In the 1810 census William and Milly are listed as 45 years or older, with 3 males aged 16-25, 2 females 16-25, 2 
males aged 10-15, 3 males under 10, and 1 female under 10. Timothy is not listed, so he and his wife might be living 
with them, accounting for one of the females 16-25. Returning to the Hardin tax lists we find:

There is no tax book for 1818 and in 1819-1820 there is no William listed with the 143 acres. On 4 June 1818 
William Coy had sold to James Ross for $1050, 216 acres on the south side of Rolling Fork. This deed was recorded 
on 6 June 1819 and William Coy personally appeared to acknowledge it (Hardin County Deed Book G, p. 152). I 
have not found what happened to the other 56 acres that made up the original 270 acres. 


William Coy moves to Caldwell County Kentucky 


In the meantime William Coy "of Hardin County" had purchased 167 acres on the Muddy Fork of Little River in 
Christian County for $800 from James Cannon and Rachel his wife of Christian County. This land was originally 
patented to Robert Smith and described as adjacent to Goodwin's corner. The deed was executed and recorded on 
21 August 1817 (Christian County Deed Book G p.495). This land was almost immediately cut into Caldwell 
County where William and his family will be found in the census and tax lists. He is not listed at anytime in the 
Christian County Tax Lists of 1797-1823. The boundary between Caldwell and Trigg, which was formed in 1820, 
was not settled until sometime in the 1830s, but ultimately William Coy was placed in Trigg. 


The first listing of William Coy in Caldwell is in the 1819 tax lists; he is called William Senr, with 167 acres on 
Muddy Fork, land entered and surveyed for J. Jennings, patented to R. Smith. He is listed with 1 white male over 
21, 3 horses, taxed at $6.00 per acre, and a total tax value of $1200. Also listed are William Jr. and Timothy, 
neither with land, 1 white poll each, and 1 horse. In 1820 William Senr is listed with 166 acres on Littleriver, 
entered by J. Jennings, surveyed for and patented to S. Ashby. He has 1 white male over 21, 2 horses, a tax rate of 
$6.00 per acre, and a total tax value of $1096. William Jr. and Isaac are also listed, Timothy is not. The 1820 
census of Caldwell shows William, over 45, 3 males 16-25 (one is 16-18), 1 female 16-25, and 2 males 10-15. 


Milly must have died, but it is not known exactly when. However, it seems probable that it was back in Hardin 
County, because at some point William Coy, in his travels back to Hardin from Christian/Caldwell met and 


married his second wife, Abigail Sutton, the widow of Alexander Brown, of Washington County (formed from and 
bordering Nelson and Hardin counties). William was approximately 60 years old and Abigail probably in her mid- 
20s. 


Abigail Sutton was the daughter of William Sutton and Winnifred Peak. Her mother gave the following consent in 
Washington County on 8 August 1814: "This is to sertify that Ellaxander Brown hath consent of me Winferd 
Sutton to marry my darter Abby Sutton and I hope you will grant him lisens gien from under my hand and seal 
this day and date above ritten." The consent is signed Winford Sutton, Mr. John Reed was the Clerk, the testators 
were William Peak Junr. and Charles Bracken. 


Alexander and Abby Brown had a son and a daughter, but Alexander died 4 years into their marriage and Abby 
administered his estate: 


12 October 1818 "On the motion of Abigail Brown widow and relict of Alexander Brown decd she 
having made oath and with Samuel Phillips and William Phillips her sureties executed and 
acknowledged bond in the penalty of $1000 conditioned as the law directs letters of administration of the 
estate of her said deceased husband is granted her." It was also "ordered that Thomas Garner, Raphael 
Garner, John Smock and William Hayden or any three of them being first sworn do appraise the slaves 
if any and personal estate of Alexander Brown decd and report." (Washington County Court Order 
Book C p. 80) 


On 26 February 1820 in Nelson County William Coy married Abigail Brown, widow of Alex'r Brown. The surety 
was Edmond Sutton, the witness to the bond was Ben Grayson (Grayson is witness on many of the neighboring 
bonds, he probably worked at the court). Abigail does not appear on the 1820 census with William: she may not 
have moved down to Caldwell in time for the census, William may have still been in Nelson or Hardin taking care 
of other business and his children or a neighbor gave the information. Another of William and Milly's daughters 
married in 1820, Phebe Coy and Peter Kennedy. The bond was issued 29 September 1820 with Isaac Coy as 
security and consent of William Coy for his daughter. There is another bond for the marriage of a Phoebe Coy and 
John McAtee, issued 28 August 1821. The security was William Coy Jr., and "Phebe was proven of age by oath of 
William Coy Jr." I do not know what exactly happened; other researchers seem sure that the Kennedy marriage is 
for the daughter of our William Coy and that he did not die. Some have proposed a second daughter named 
Phoebe, or perhaps the name is entered incorrectly. 


The year 1820 also sees the beginning of an interesting series of land transactions between William Coy Senior and 
his son William. On 15 July 1820 William Senior executed and recorded a deed in Caldwell (Book C p. 303), 
conveying to William Coy Jr. for the 


"sum of one two [sic] thousand dollars [sic]"..."the tract of land which I now live on containing about 
one hundred and sixty seven and 1/2 acres, and lying and being in the County of Caldwell and State 
aforesaid, Also all my goods and Chattels consisting of two horses all my sheep & hogs and all my 
household and kitchen furniture & all my farming utentials, and all my goods and chattels whatsoever 
to him his heirs and assigns forever...". There are no witnesses and William Coy Senr acknowledged the 
deed in person. 


The 1821 Caldwell tax lists are damaged and hard to read, but I could not find any Coy entry, nor any 167 acres in 
the C surnames. On 11 June 1821 there is another deed executed and recorded in Book C p. 466: 


William Coy Senr of Caldwell and William Coy Junr of Caldwell, for $2000, "and that the said William 
Coy Senr did by deed bearing date the 15th day of July in the year 1820 and recorded in the office of 
Caldwell County Kentucky convey a certain tract or parcel of land lying and being in the County of 
Caldwell, and it being the same tract of land on which the said William Coy Senr then and now resides 
on as described in said deed to William Coy Junr for the consideration of the sum of two thousand 
dollars as mentioned in said deed for the aforesaid consideration, the said William Coy Junr doth by 
these presents convey the aforesaid land with its apurtenances to him the said William Coy Senr him his 
heirs and assigns forever and it is to be expressly understood that the object of this conveyance is to 
recind [sic] the conveyance aforesaid from William Coy Senr to William Coy Junr and to place him the 
said William Coy Junr in the same situation he was in before the conveyance was made to to him by said 
William Coy Senr, and the said William Coy Junr doth by these presents relinquish all rights and title to 
said tract of land to him the said William Coy Senr"...signed William (x) Coy Jr. acknowledged by 
William Coy Junr in person. 


William Coy Jr. had married shortly before this reconveyance. His wife was Polly Hutchison and they were 
married on 15 March 1821 by Fielding Woolf. The bond was issued on 13 March 1821 with William McDannel as 


security. He also made oath that Polly Hutchison was of age. Polly must have been the widow of a Hutchison as 
William McDannel's will names her and her children by William Coy. The marriage must have had a bit of trouble 
at first for William published the following in The Kentucky Republican on 4 August 1821: 


"Caution: Hereas [sic] My Wife Polly Coy, has left my bed and board, without any just cause of 
complaint, I hereby caution all persons against crediting her on my account, as I am determined to pay 
no debts of her contracting; and I will avail myself of the benefit of the law, against any person who will 
harbor her about their house, or elsewhere. William Coy" 


But things worked out as the couple were together thereafter. Mary "Polly" Coy relinquished her dower rights to 
the Coy land as recorded on 17 March 1823 in Book D p. 76: 


"] do hereby certify that the foregoing indenture of Bargain and Sale from William Coy Jr. and Mary 
Coy his wife to William Coy Senr was on this 15th day of March 1823 exhibited to us and acknowledged 
by the said William Coy Jr. and Mary Coy his wife to be their act and deed and the said Mary Coy being 
examined privately and apart from her said husband declared that she did the same freely voluntarily 
and without the threats of persasions [sic] of her said husband and that she freely relinquished her rights 
of dower to the within conveyed land and premises and that she is willing the same should be recorded. 
Test: Isaac Gnibby J.P., Richard B. Chiles J.P." 


In the 1822 Caldwell tax lists show the situation is "back to normal", William Senr has 166 acres, 1 poll, 3 horses, a 
tax rate of $3.00 per acre and a total tax value of $578. William Jr. and Benjamin are listed with no land. From 
1822 through 1825 William Sr. is taxes for the 167 acres and his sons variously show up as well: William Jr., 
Benjamin, Isaac, and John. Starting in 1826 and beyond William Coy Sr. is no longer listed in Caldwell, although 
William Jr., John, and Isaac are. Isaac married Elizabeth Combs, daughter of Richard Combs in Caldwell on 3 
April 1828; they later moved to Missouri. 


William Sr.'s land was settled into Trigg county and he is listed there beginning in 1826. William, Benjamin, and 
Isaac Coy are listed in the Poll Book for Cadiz Precinct in August 1826 and William again in August 1829. In the 
Trigg tax lists from 1826 to 1837 Willliam Sr. is listed, but generally with about 130 acres on Muddy Fork. In a 
later land deed he acknowledged that he had given about 50 acres to his son William, but that title had not yet been 
conveyed. Isaac, Benjamin, and William Jr. also appear in these tax lists. 


The 1830 census for Trigg county shows William Coy age 50-59. This appears to be in error and should read 60-69 
based on the 1810-1820 census entries. In the household is 1 female 30-39 (Abigail), 1 male and 1 female 10-14 
(these should be Abigail's children by Alexander Brown), 1 male 5-9, 1 female 5-9, 1 male under 5 and 1 female 
under 5. The younger sons are identifiable, but I have not found record of the daughters. 


There are several mentions of William Coy in the Trigg county records, but it is not always possible to distinguish 
between William Coy Sr. and Jr. Again, the Trigg-Caldwell border was not well established and William Jr. was at 
times listed in both counties. A William Coy was a buyer at the estate sale of John Faulkner on 18 April 1831, and 
at the estate sale of Charles Kenady on 8 Dec 1834. William Coy Sr. is in the list of buyers at the estate sale of 
Robert Kenady on 9 February 1835. On 9 March of 1835 the estate sale of George Daniel was recorded and lists 
William Coy as buying one pair of geer [sic, gear or geese?] for 93 and one quarter cents. The estate sale of Miles 
Kenady was recorded on 10 August 1835 and lists William Coy as buying one bay colt and one sheep. 


On 6 December 1837 William Coy Sr. sold his land to William Coy Jr., but the deed finally reveals the interesting 

fact that William had named two sons William, one the son of Milly born 1792, and his first son with Abigail born 
1820. Abigail's father was William so she would traditionally name a child after him. In Trigg Deed Book G p. 182 
is the following [some abstracted and some quoted]: 


William Coy Sr. to William Coy Jr. son of said William Coy Sr., written 6 December 1837, recorded 15 
Jul 1839, "for natural love and affection and $1.00", 167a on Muddy Fork of Little River, "containing 
167a - out of which number of acres said William Coy Sr. has sold a piece to William Coy his eldest son 
who lives at this time upon said piece of grounds which contains 35 acres which has not yet been 
conveyed to him, but is hereby reserved and is not to pass by this deed but is to be taken from the whole 
tract of 167 acres", bounds west bank Muddy Fork and Goodwin's corner,..."containing as aforesaid 
167 acres out of which the aforesaid thirtyfive acres sold by said William Coy Senr to his son William, 
the eldest son of his of that name, he now having living two sons both named William. To the youngest of 
them this deed is intended to be made....But this deed is made with this express proviso - that the said 
William Coy Jr. is not by himself or agent to take possession of said tract of land or any part thereof or 
to exercise any act of ownership whatsoever over the same until after the death of said William Coy Senr, 
unless by and with his especial consent and permission - the said William Senr hereby reserving until his 


death all the rights & authority of owner of said land - this being merely a voluntary deed of gift from 
father to son". William Coy Senr (his mark and seal). Witnesses: John F. Kenady, John Ashby 


The court records show that William Coy Sr. died not long after executing this deed. In the Court Order Books are 
found the following: 


Book B p.425: Monday 14 May 1838 - Ordered that Daniel Coy infant son of William Coy Senr. 
deceased, who is represented to be ten years of age in the month of March last, be bound an apprentice 
to James Gilfoy, to learn the art and trade of a Cabinett maker, to serve until he shall arrive at the age of 
21 years, that said Guilfoy enter into an Indenture of apprenticeship with the clerk of the Court 
containing the stipulations required by law. 


Book B p.430: Monday 4 June 1838 - An Indenture of Apprenticeship entered into between the Clerk of 
this Court and James Gilfoy, In pursuance to an order made at the last term of this Court binding to him 
said Gilfoy, Daniel Coy, infant son of William Coy, Senr decd. to learn the business of a Cabinet maker, 
was this day returned into Court and the same having been examined and approved by the Court Is 
ordered to be recorded. 


Book B p.431: Monday 11 June 1838 - William Coy Jr. infant son of William Coy Senr deceased, being 
over fourteen years of age came into Court and with leave thereof made choice of William F. Smith as his 
Guardian, who is accordingly appointed as such, whereupon the said William F. Smith together with 
Moses Thompson his security entered into and acknowledged a Guardians bond in the penalty of one 
hundred dollars conditioned according to law. 


I have not found any information as to what happened to Abigail Sutton Brown Coy; she does not show up in any 
guardianship for her youngest children, she does not remarry in Trigg County and does not show up on the census 
of 1840 in her own name or living with one of her sons as far as I can tell. That her youngest son was bound out 
rather than having a guardian appointed, especially in a family relatively well off, suggests that she may have 
already died. There has not been found any gravesite for old William or Milly or Abigail Coy. Some of their 
children remained in Kentucky, some moved to Missouri and Texas and elsewhere. 
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William S. Coy (1820 - 1869) 
and 
Virginia Susan Goode (1830 - 1892) 


William S. Coy was born 2 December 1820 in Trigg County Kentucky, the son of William Coy Sr. and his second 
wife Abigail Sutton. Virginia Susan Goode was born 28 June 1829, also in Trigg, the daughter of Benjamin Morton 
Goode and Nancy Daniel. Her tombstone says she was born 18 June 1830, but a much earlier listing (possibly in 
the 1850s) of family births gives the 1829 date. The later was given by her daughter in 1892 and is more likely in 
error. 


William's father, William Coy Sr., had come in 1817 to what was then Christian County from Hardin County. On 
21 August 1817 he bought from James and Rachel Cannon 167 acres on Muddy Fork of Little River. Census, land 
deeds and tax records variously show this land as being in Caldwell and Trigg counties. The border between them 
was not well established until the 1830s. This 167 acres is conveyed and reconveyed several times and reveals quite 
a bit of history about the family. 


William Coy Sr.'s first wife was Milley. They had a son William born in 1792 and Milley had died by 1810. Abigail 
Sutton had married Alexander Brown in 1814 in Washington County Kentucky, but he died in 1818. Alexander 
and Abigail had 2 children, unidentified as of this writing. However, Abigail's father was William Sutton, so it was 
not unusual that she should want to name a son William as well. Old William was still settling affairs in Hardin 
county in 1818 and at some point during his travel back and forth he must have met the young widow Abigail 
Sutton Brown. They were married in Nelson County Kentucky, the marriage bond is dated 26 February 1820. Old 
William was about 60 years old and Abigail was about 26. Their first child was William S. Coy, the second son 
named William in the family. 


The 1820 census of Caldwell County shows the family of William Coy (1 male over 45, 3 males 16-25 one of whom is 
16-18, 2 males 10-15, 1 female 16-25 (who is either Abigail in the wrong column or possibly the wife of one of the 
sons). If that is not Abigail she was possibly still moving down to Trigg, or perhaps stayed in Washington for the 
birth of their first child and the census information was given by other family members. 


William Coy Sr. conveyed all his land and possessions to his elder son William in 1820, about 6 months after he 
had married Abigail. One year later he bought it back. Then shortly before he died William Coy Sr. conveyed this 
same land to his second son William: 


Trigg County Deed Book G p. 182 - William Coy Sr to William Coy Jr son of said William Coy Sr., 
written 6 December 1837, recorded 15 July 1839, for natural love and affection and $1.00, 167 acres on 
Muddy Fork Little River, "containing 167a - out of which number of acres said William Coy Sr. has sold 
a piece to William Coy his eldest son who lives at this time upon said piece of grounds which contains 35 
acres which has not yet been conveyed to him, but is hereby reserved and is not to pass by this deed but 
is to be taken from the whole tract of 167a", bounds west bank Muddy Fork, Goodwin's 

corner,..." containing as aforesaid 167 acres out of which the aforesaid thirtyfive acres sold by said 
William Coy Senr to his son William, the eldest son of his of that name, he now having living two sons 
both named William. To the youngest of them this deed is intended to be made" ...." But this deed is made 
with this express proviso - that the said William Coy Jr. is not by himself or agent to take possession of 
said tract of land or any part thereof or to exercise any act of ownership whatsoever over the same until 
after the death of said William Coy Senr, unless by and with his especial consent and permission - the 
said William Senr hereby reserving until his death all the rights & authority of owner of said land - this 
being merely a voluntary deed of gift from father to son." William Coy Senr (his mark and seal). 
Witnesses: John F. Kenady, John Ashby 


Before six months had passed, William Coy Sr. had died; William S. Coy came into court to name his guardian: 


Trigg County Court Order Book B p. 431 Monday 11 June 1838 William Coy Jr. infant son of William 
Coy Senr deceased, being over fourteen years of age came into Court and with leave thereof made choice 
of William F. Smith as his Guardian, who is accordingly appointed as such, whereupon the said William 
F. Smith together with Moses Thompson his security entered into and acknowledged a Guardians bond 
in the penalty of one hundred dollars conditioned according to law. 


I have not found what happened to Abigail Sutton Brown Coy, mother of William Jr., two Coy daughters, and 
Daniel (her youngest child with William Coy Sr.). There are no marriage records in Trigg for her and she does not 
appear in the tax lists or census records. 


The Poll Book of Cadiz precinct shows William Coy (and his older half-brother Benjamin) voting for a Senator and 
a lower house representative in an election which was reported on 3 August 1842. William S. Coy appears for the 
first time in the Trigg County Tax Lists of 1843 (reporting for 1842) with 137 acres on Muddy Fork valued at $685, 
1 white male over 21, 1 horse or mare valued at $65, and a total valuation of $750. On 20 March 1843 William Coy 
Jr sold to John R. Jones, for $400, 167 acres on Muddy Fork Little River, "out of which William Coy Senr sold 35 
acres to his eldest son Wm Coy," the land description being the same as the deed where he had received the land 
from his father. 


In 1844 Wm. S. Coy is listed in the tax lists with no land, 1 white male over 21, a horse or mare valued at $60, and a 
total valuation of $60. He does not appear in the 1845-1847 lists. Then in 1847 W.S. Coy repurchased the 167 acres 
from J.R. Jones (Book J p. 530). On the 1848 tax list (for 1847) he is listed as having "1 voter", 1 acre on Muddy 
Fork for $150, 1 white male over 21, 1 horse or mare for $50, and a total valuation of $180. 


William S. Coy and Virginia Susan Goode were married on 5 January 1848 in Trigg County. J. F. White 
solemnized the marriage according to law and returned the certificate on 6 January 1848 (#1178). William was 27 
years old and Virginia was 18. Virginia is listed as Susan V. Goode on the certificate. The 1849 tax lists show Wm. 
S. Coy with 1 acre on Muddy Fork valued at $150, 1 white male over 21, 3 horses or mares valued at $80, and 1 
store valued at $150, with a total valuation of $380. Also in 1849 W. S. Coy bought a wagon and some horses from 
John Good, likely the brother of Virginia Susan Goode Coy. The tax returns of 1850 (for 1849) show Wm. S. Coy in 
District 1 with 1 qualified voter, 1 acre on Muddy Fork ($150), 1 white male over 21, 3 horses and mares ($80), 1 
store ($150), and a total valuation of $380. Late in 1849 Martha V. Coy, William and Virginia's first child, was 
born. The family is listed in the 1850 census in the Ist District of Trigg County: Wm. S. is 29 years old, a grocer 
with real estate valued at $1000, Virginia S. is 19, and Martha V. is 7 months old. The slave schedules for Trigg, 
District 1 show William Coy as having 1 black female slave aged 47 and 1 black female slave aged 9. Sometime in 
1850 William bought 1 acre from O. T. and Lucy Gardineaux. This is possibly the 1 acre referred to in the tax lists; 
I have not checked it for the conveyance and recording dates yet. Also in 1850 W. S. and Virginia Susan Coy (she 
also signed) sold 30 acres to James Blanks. 


William and Virginia Coy were among the first members of the Wallonia Christian Church. The following is the 
history written about the church in the "Wallonia Christian Church: Church Rolls and Records, Vol. 1-2, From 
1849". 


"A Concise history of the Church of Christ meeting at Wallonia, Trigg Co Ky. In the year 1849, Elder 
John Ferguson of the Christian Church held several meetings in the school house near the bridge at 
Wallonia. By his proclamation of the gospel, eight or nine persons were induced to obey the Lord in 
confession and baptism. At this time the preaching of the reformation set on foot by A. Campbell, 
Barton Stone, and Walter Scot and others, was but little understood and a vast amount of prejudice 
existed in the minds of the people against the new doctrine, so called. 

The few persons that were immersed by Elder Ferguson did not organize into a church until the first 
Lord's Day in Dec. 1852. At that date, they met together at Bro. John B. Wall's home and adopted the 
following resolution: With the Book of God, the New Testament as the only rule of government, we the 
undersigned propose organizing a congregation of Christians at Wallonia on the first Lord's Day in 
December 1852. J. B. Wall, Harriett C. Wall, A. C. Mart, Evaline H. Mart, Elizabeth J. Swatzell, Wm. 

S. Coy, Virginia S. Coy, Elizabeth Wall, D. D. Wall, Mary E. Wall, E. N. Amoss, Ann E. Amoss. The 
following officers were elected by the church at Wallonia on the first Lords day in Dec. 1852: To wit - J. 
B. Wall and E. N. Amoss, Bishops. A. C. Mart and D. D. Wall, Deacons. and Wm. S. Coy, Clerk. 

This organization was affected under the ministry of Elder Enoch Brown of Christian Co. KY, who 
continued to preach for this congregation about two years. After which there was no regular preaching 
at Wallonia until the year 1865, which was at the close of our four years civil war. From the time of Elder 
Browns ceasing to preach in 1854 until the breaking out of the war the church depended on transient 
preaching, with occasionally a protracted effort: but from the time of its organization until the breaking 
out of the war in 1861 the Disciples met regularly every Lords day to break the loaf, at the private houses 
of the brethren; but meeting in the School house near the bridge when they had preaching. During the 
war their meetings were irregular, but at its close they commenced to meet again at private houses, and 
had preaching once a month by Elder Roert Dulin. 

Soon after the close of the war, in August 1865, the members of the Wallonia congregation determined to 
erect a house in which to hold their meetings. At the same time the Masonic lodge at Wallonia 
determined to build a house in which to hold their meetings. As it was evident that it would be cheaper to 
build but one house, the lower story to be for the church and the upper for the lodge, they agreed to build 
upon the same foundation, each body paying its proportion of the expense of building. Subscription lists 
were accordingly circulated, which resulted in the obtaining of seventeen hundred and forty-one dollars 
and four cents ($1741.04) on the church subscription, which was collected and paid; this being the total 


cost of the church part of the house. Of this amount, fourteen hundred and fifty-seven dollars and eighty 
cents ($1457.80) were paid by the Disciples, and two hundred and eighty three dollars and twenty four 
cents ($283.24) were paid by the world and members of other denominations. The ground upon which 
the house stands contains one acre more or less, one half of which was donated by Mrs. Jennet Dunning, 
and the other half by Mr. Josiah Kennady Senior. The land was deeded to the Christian Church and the 
Masonic lodge, and the deed recorded in the Trigg co Clerk's office. 

The subscription paper circulated by the church reads as follows: 'We whose names are hereunto 
subscribed agree to pay the sum annexed to our respective names, for the purpose of building a house of 
worship for the use and benefit of the Christian Church at Wallonia, Ky; to a committee which shall be 
hereafter appointed -- said church, at such time and in such manner as shall be hereafter specified; 
which sums shall be used for the purposes above mentioned by said committee. All sums of ten dollars 
and under, shall be cash on demand; all sums over ten dollars shall be paid one half cash on demand, 
and the remainder -- two months from the time demand is made for the first payment. Wallonia Ky Aug 
12th, 1865.' 

In order to get help from outsiders and show the church's liberality, the promise was voluntarily made 
that all respectable applicants from the different religious denominations might use the house for 
religious purposes, whenever the Christian Church was not using it. It will be perceived, however, that 
no such conditions are included in the subscription article. But the church feels bound to comply with its 
voluntary promise. 

During the year 1865 Elder Robert Dulin began preaching for the congregation once a month. His 
appointments being for the most of the time for the third Lord's day in each month. And these monthly 
meetings were kept up until the year 1879, in which year his labors voluntarily ceased for this 
congregation. Elder Giddens preached for the church a few months. And after he left Elder Bela 
Metcalfe labored for us about fifteen months or until the Autumn of 1875. The church had no regular 
preaching after Elder Metcalfe ceased, until the beginning of the year 1876, when J. W. Highes [not 
Hughes] commenced preaching for us the third Lord's day in each month. Under his ministrations the 
church had large accessions. During the space of time occupied by the history of the Wallonia 
congregation up to the year 1877, besides the regular monthly preaching, the church enjoyed the 
transient labors of Elders Street, Ferguson, Hancock, Mobley, Howard [carat] Marshal, Anderson, 
Keith Albert Miles, James Miles, Long Hatchet, Goss, Walthall, Lindsey, Lucas Dimmit, Hardin 
Trimble, Johnson, Marshall. The church was destroyed by storm April 6th 1909." 


The book continues with: 

"Names of the members of the Church of Christ at Wallonia" [can't tell the date this was made, but it's probably a 
copy of the original which probably would have been written by Wm. S. Coy, the first clerk of the church.] 

Wm. S. Coy, joined Dec. 5 1852, by Con. & Baptism, [remarks] Dead 

Virginia S. Coy, joined Dec. 5 1852, by Con. & Baptism, [remarks] gone to Texas without letters [definitely written 
later], then above that it says "dead" 





3 pages later written in between two members' lines: 

Virginia Coy ----- , joined Aug 1865, by Con. & Baptism, [remarks] gone to Texas without letter 
same page, on a regular line: 

Laura Coy, joined July 17, 1866, by Con. & Baptism, [remarks] withdrawn by letter. 
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[these next names are spread throughout] 


A. J. Williams, joined Aug 1869, From the Baptist, [remarks] gone to Texas without letter 
Nannie Coy, Dec 4 1871, Con. & Baptism, withdrawn by letter [then in different writing] dead 
Levi Dunning, Dec 19 1886, by Con. & baptism, no remarks 

Mrs. Sue Bingham, May 6 1888, by commendation, no remarks 


The Coys are referred to also in the Historical Record Commemorating 150th Anniversary of the founding of Trigg 
County 1820-1970: 


The earliest settlers coming from North Carolina and Virginia to the Wallonia area were: the Dunnings, 
Camerons, Wades, Watkins, Walls, Bartons, Faulkners, Jennings, Hagerty, McDaniel, Brandons, and 
Kennedys. Later there came the Boyds, Kellys, Binghams, Wallaces, Blanks, Hopsons, Joneses, Overbys, 
Wilsons, Hawkins, P'Pooles, Coys, Jeffersons, Gardners, McCains, McKinneys, Haydens, Grays, Terrys 
and others. Of the earliest settlers only a few descendants are still in Wallonia.....W. S. Coy owned a 
grocery store and taught dancing in his home. Mr. Coy was the first Master of the Mark Tyler Masonic 
Lodge in 1855 .... The Christian Church organized in 1849, met in a log community building until 1865, 
when the first building was erected. The present building was built in 1909. The windows of this church 
are of Bavarian stained leaded glass... 


W. S. Coy has two entries in the 1851 tax lists. The first only shows 107 acres on Muddy Fork valued at $500. The 
second shows 1 acre on Muddy Fork ($200), 1 white male over 21, 1 horse or mare ($60), 1 store ($500), and a total 
valuation of $1260 (for both entries). In 1851 W.S. Coy bought from Benj. Mason and his wife Dicy of Caldwell 
county, land that was allotted Dicy in the estate of her late father David Jennings, 18 acres and 5.5 acres (Book K p. 
151). 


In the 1852 tax lists W. S. Coy has 127 acres on Muddy Fork ($550), 1 town lot in Wallonia ($200), 1 white male 
over 21, 1 horse or mare ($75), 6 cattle (no value given), 1 store ($500), total $1325. On Monday 14 June 1852 the 
following court order was entered in Book D p. 143: "This day came Wm. S. Coy and proved to the Court by the 
oath of John A. McCain that he is a merchant in good faith, and upon his motion it is ordered that a license issue 
to him to sell spiritous liquors in quantities now provided by law, at his store in Wallonia or elsewhere in this 
county for twelve months from this date, upon his producing and filing the sheriffs receipt for ten dollars the tax 
imposed thereon, which was accordingly done." 


Also in 1852 a daughter Laura was born to William and Virginia. The 1853 tax lists show Wm. S. Coy with 129 
acres ($780), 1 white male over 21, 7 cattle, 1 store ($1500), valued at a rate of 17¢ per $100; the value of gold, 
silver, and other metallic watches or clocks is listed as $50. There are no tax books available for 1854-1855. On 14 
June 1854 William and Virginia had a son who died the same day; his birth was registered in the Trigg County 
Birth Records on 11 November 1854 with no name given and he is buried at the Wall Cemetery. During this year 
William and Virginia also took on an apprentice: 


Trigg Deed Book M p. 193 - 8 May 1854, indenture of apprenticeship between Albert S. Dabney as clerk 
of Trigg County Court and William S. Coy...order of said court made at the April term 1854 to put, 
place, and bind out as an apprentice to said Coy an infant free colored child of Lucy Baker wife of Tom 
Tinker named Mary aged nearly one year to live with and serve the said Coy as a good and faithful 
apprentice until she shall attain the age of eighteen years, to learn the art, trade etc. of spinning, knitting, 
serving, cooking etc, and housewifery in general, the said Coy on his part binds himself to teach and 
instruct his said apprentice in the art and trade aforesaid, to render to her all proper and necessary 
medical treatment and attention, to feed and clothe her well, treat her with humanity and also at the 
termination of her apprenticeship to give her a good new suit of clothes and the said Coy furthermore 
binds himself to comply with the law in all other respects in regard to apprentices. This was recorded on 
9 April 1855. 


On 18 September 1855 William and Virginia's son William Benjamin was born. The 1856 tax lists for the year are 
badly stained, but W. S. Coy has land valued at $850, 1 white male over 21, 1 horse or mare ($75), 7 cattle, 1 store 
($1500), 1 child aged 6-18. That child is Martha V. Coy who is about 6 years old. The other values are illegible. The 
Poll Book of Wallonia reports an election held 4 August 1856, listing W. S. Coy among the voters. 


The 1857 tax lists show W. S. Coy with 1 voter, 20 acres on Muddy Fork ($1300), 1 white male over 21, 1 horse or 
mare ($100), a valuation rate of 20¢ per $100 for $1.00, with no other totals shown. On 23 Mar 1857 "Wm S. Coy 
and Virginia S. his wife" had sold to Jennett M. Dunning for $770 the 167 acres Muddy Fork, except for 35 acres 
excepted from an original deed of 6 December 1837, and excepting 30 acres sold by Wm S. Coy to Richard Blanks, 
the total of this deed being for about 107 acres known as "the old Coy farm". (Trigg Deed Book N p. 161). Also in 
1857, 22 May W.S. Coy took a mortgage from John Jones (who was in debt) for $200 for "his present growing crop 
of wheat corn and tobacco". (Trigg Deed Book N p. 111) 


The tax and land records for the next few years show: 

1858 - Coy Wm. S., 20 acres Muddy Fork ($2000), 1 white male over 21, 2 horses or mares ($125), 1 mule ($140), 8 
cattle ($10), 1 store ($2000), 2 children 6-18 [these would be Martha V. and Laura], rate of 20¢/$100=$4.275, $20 in 
gold/silver/other metallic watches/clocks 


1859 - Coy W. S., 196 acres Wallonia water course ($1500), 1 white male over 21, 1 horse or mare ($100), 3 cattle, 1 
store ($3000), 2 children 6-18 [Martha V. and Laura], total $4600, $45 in gold/silver/other metallic watches/clocks, 
$5 in gold/silver plate, total $50. W. S. Coy also voted this year as shown in the Poll Book for Wallonia on 1 August 
1859. This election was for Governor, Lieutenant Governor, Attorney General and several other State and County 
officials. 


1860 - Coy W. S., 20.5 acres Muddy Fork ($1800), 1 white male over 21, 1 slave ($800), 1 horse or mare ($50), 4 
cattle, 1 store ($5000), 2 children 6-18 [still Martha V. and Laura], total $7650, $40 in gold/silver/other metallic 
watches/clocks, $5 in gold/silver plate. 


The 1860 census of Trigg gives the following information about the family, their post office being at Cadiz: 


W. S. Coy, age 39, merchant, real estate valued at $1500, personal property valued at $1500, born KY 
Virginia Coy, age 34, born KY 

Martha V., age 10, born KY, attended school in the year 

Laura, age 8, born KY, attended school in the year 

Wm. B., age 4, born KY 

Nancy A., age 2, born KY 

B. F. Wimberly, age 22 (male), no occupation given, born KY 

Mary Tinker, age 5, born KY [the child who was apprenticed to the family in 1854] 


1861 - Coy W. S., 17 acres ($1500), 1 free negro, 1 white male over 21, 1 slave ($300), 1 horse/mare ($40), 2 cattle, 1 
store ($3000), 2 children 6-18 [Martha V. and Laura], 1 enrolled in the militia, total $5040, $40 in gold/silver/other 
metallic watches/clocks 


On 19 Feb 1861 William H. H. Gray sold to William S. Coy for $300 50 acres on Muddy Fork of Little River in 
Trigg, bounding Bennet Henderson, with one point at the crossing of the Cadiz and Princeton, Wallonia and Rock 
Castle roads, part of Mordicai Fowler's 200 acre survey. The deed was also signed by Ann Eliza Gray, no 
witnesses, but acknowledged in court 19 Feb 1861 and recorded 3 Apr 1861. 

On the same date Wm. S. Coy sold to James S. Ramsey, for $510.35, note for payment made due 25 Dec 1861, 50a 
on Muddy Fork of Little River, bounding Bennett Henderson's corner, with one point at the crossing of the Cadiz 
and Princeton Wallonia and RockCastle Road, being part of Mordecia [sic] Fowler's 200 acre survey..." said Coy 
hereby expressly retaining a lien on the above land for the purchase money." W. S. Coy, V. S. Coy . They 
acknowledged the deed 23 May 1861 to A. B. Dyer late clerk of the county court "as appears by the following 
endorsement made on the back hereof towit '23 May 61 acted in full att A. B. Dyer clk' [this probably means it 
was acknowledged, not recorded]. It was finally recorded 17 Jan 1866 by the new clerk, C. C. Hooks. 


Again from the tax lists (and some voting records):

On 12 Feb 1863 a deed of trust was executed 


"between W. S. Coy of the county of Trigg and State of Kentucky of the one part and Thomas Boyd 
trustee of the same county and State of the other witnesseth that whereas I Wm. S. Coy of the first part 
am justly indebted to the following named parties more than I can pay promptly viz to A. A. Gordon 
twenty eight hundred dollars, Kahn Wolf etc. six hundred & seventy five dollars, Nock Wick etc. five 
hundred dollars, Carter & Bro two hundred dollars, C. G. Tachan three hundred dollars, Wm Willis 
one hundred & twelve dollars, Brandon & Thacker four hundred dollars, Davis Grunn [not Grimm] etc. 
twenty four hundred dollars, A. B. Sample two hundred dollars, Maxwell etc. one hundred & fifty 
dollars, Wright Ketchum etc. four hundred & fifty dollars & all others whom I may have overlooked and 
being desirous of making a fair and equitable division of all my property & effects amongst all my 
creditors and in consideration of one dollar to me in hand paid by the said Thomas Boyd Trustee, the 
receipt of which is acknowledged I have this day bargained, sold, transferred and assigned to the said 
Boyd trustee as aforesaid forever - all and singular the lands, tenements & that I may be possessed of in 


the county of Trigg "towit" a lot of ground in Wallonia on which is situated my residence and Store 
House, a tract of land containing about eighteen acres more or less adjoining D. D. Wall the same 
conveyed to me by Mason & wife with all the furniture and appurtenances of each, also all my goods, 
wares & merchandise, notes, bills, judgments, or evidences of debt - to have and to hold the same to the 
said Thos. Boyd "trustee in trust" for the following uses & purposes. The said Thos Boyd trustee 
aforesaid to take possession of all the lands, tenements, property and effects as aforesaid and sell and 
dispose of them upon such terms as in his judgment may seem best for the interest of all parties and 
convert the same together with all my papers & claims into cash, convey by deed and pass all proper 
receipts that may be necessary in the premises, and with the proceeds pay off first all expenses necessary 
to the carrying out the objects of this conveyance and secondly to pay and discharge in full all the 
respective debts due from me to my creditors with the interest & cost of same, and if there should not be 
a sufficient amount to liquidate the whole they are to be paid pro rata and should the proceeds be more 
than necessary to pay all my just debts the balance to be returned to me. In addition to the above 
property I furthermore sell and assign to the said Boyd trustee etc. a negro girl named Lucinda about 14 
years old and seven hundred dollars in cash. Given under my hand this day & year above written." 
signed W. S. Coy 

"] accept the Trust and conveyance confirmed in the above and within deed." signed T. Boyd 

This was acknowledged in court 12 Feb 1863 and "on the 28th day of Feby 1863 the said Coy affixed 
thereto ten dollars internal Revenue Stamps all properly cancelled as the law directs, whereupon I have 
recorded the same in my office this 28th day of February 1863." signed Mat McKinney, clerk. 


1863 - Coy W. S., no land listed, 1 white male over 21, 1 horse or mare ($150), 5 cattle, 1 store ($600), total $750, 
$25 in gold/silver/other metallic watches/clocks, 3 children 6-18 [same as above], 1 enrolled in militia, [farm 
products are now being listed, but none for W. S. Coy.] 


William must have cleared enough of his debts, because in 1864 he again shows the land he had put into trust: 1864 
(2 entries) 

Coy W. S., 1 acre ($700) 

Coy W. S., 19 acres ($200), 1 white male over 21, 1 slave ($300), 1 horse or mare ($100), 5 cattle, 1 store ($2000), 
total #3300, $15 in gold/silver/other metallic watches/clocks, 4 children 6-18 [Martha V., Laura, William Benjamin, 
Nancy "Nannie" Abigail], 6 hogs over 6 months, 1 enrolled in militia 


On 13 Aug 1864, Jabez Bingham and wife [S. V. Bingham signs and relinquishes] sold to Wm. S. Coy for $750 25 
acres on waters of Muddy Fork, being platt no. 20 in the division by the commissioners of the lands of David 
Jennings among his heirs the [blank] day of October 1848 and set apart to Peter D. Jennings one of said heirs, 
bounding Rachel Jennings corner. Witnesses Sallie Richardson, Donia Parmenter, William Cravens, recorded 1 
Nov 1864 


On 21 Dec 1864, A. B. Dyer Sheriff of Trigg sold lots to W. S. Coy. These were based on: "11 Jun 1863 an 
execcution in favor of W. S. Gordon against J. S. Parsley and 31 Oct 1863 an execution in favor of Jno. C. Ladd 
trustee for Susan Ladd against said Parsley, the said execution in favor of said Gordon was leveed on the 14 Aug 
1863 and the one in favor of Ladd as trustee aforesaid was leveed on th 19th Dec 1863 on the two lots of land in or 
near Wallonia conveyed to J. S. Parsley by J. C. Ladd & wife, as per deeds in county Clerk's office and also on the 
lot sold & conveyed to said Parsley by R. A. Burnett Comr," ....the property was multiply sold, but either no bidder 
or not enough of its value, was finally bought by Thomas Boyd and he directed the whole to be "conveyed to said 
William S. Coy therefore in consideration of all the premises I have this day conveyed and confirmed unto said 
Coy the three said lots of land described as mentioned above & in the levy & other endorsements on said 
executions with the appurtenances thereto belonging to him"... 

This deed was acknowledged 2 Feb 1865, stamped as required by an act of Congress and recorded 20 Oct 1865. 


1865 - Coy W. S., 1 voter, 48 acres ($1960) [this would apparently be made up of the 19 acres that show up between 
the 1851 and 1852 tax lists, the 25 acres purchased in August 1864, and the lots bought in December 1864], 1 slave 
over 16, 1 total number of slaves ($100), 1 horse or mare ($50), 2 cattle, 1 store ($1000? part of writing is lost in 
book fold), 1 dog over 6 months [sic, the hogs are listed later], value under equalization law $2000, $200 value of 
"Pleasure Carriages/Barouches/Buggies, Stage Coaches/Gigs/Omnibuses or other vehicles for passengers", $25 in 
gold/silver/other metallic watches/clocks, total $5335, 1 white male over 21, 1 enrolled in militia, 3 children 6-18 
[possibly in error, there should be four?], 1 hog over 6 months 


1866 - Coy W. S., 48 acres Little River ($2000), 1 horse or mare ($50), 3 cattle, 1 store ($150, it's cut off but is 
probably $1500), value under equalization law $2300, $100 in vehicles [same descrip as above], 30 in 
gold/silver/other metallic watches/clocks, $10 in gold/silver plate, total $5990, 1 white male over 21, 4 children 5-20 
[Martha V. Laura, William Benjamin, Nannie Abigail, there's also infant Samuel], 1 voter 


On Wednesday 23 May 1866 is recorded in Trigg Court Order Book F p. 8: "on the motion of W. S. Coy, a 
merchant, who made it appear to the satisfaction of the court that he is a merchant in good faith, it is therefore 
ordered that he be granted a license to sell spiritous liquors at his store in Wallonia, in quantities provided by law, 
for the term of twelve months from this date. Whereupon the said Coy took the oath required by law, and paid the 
State Tax of five dollars imposed for such license." 


1867 - Coy W. S. 46 acres Little River ($1000), 3 town lots Wallonia ($2300), 1 horse or mare ($100), 3 cattle, 1 
store ($3000), $1000 value under equalization law, $50 value in vehicles [as described above], $25 in 
gold/silver/other metallic watches/clocks, $15 in gold/silver plate, total $7690, 1 white male over 21, 4 children 6-20 
| Martha had married, these are Laura, William Benjamin, Nannie Abigail, Samuel F., there's also infant 
Thomas]. The Poll Book for Wallonia lists W. S. Coy voting in an election held 4 May 1867 for a Congress, a 
Justice of the Peace and a Constable. Later in 1867 he voted on the "5th day of August 1867 for State and County 
Officers." 


1868 - Coy Wm. S., 46 acres ($575), 3 town lots ($4000), 2 horses or mares ($140), 2 cattle, 1 store ($2000), $75 in 
vehicles, $30 in gold/silver/other metallic watches/clocks, total $6820, 1 white male over 21, 4 children 6-20 [same 
as above]. In November of 1968 W. S. Coy voted for a Justice of the Peace, Sheriff, and other offices, as shown in 
the Wallonia Poll Book. 


1869 - Coy William S., 158 acres ($2460), 2 horse/mare ($150), 4 cattle, 1 store ($1000), $50 in vehicles, $20 in 
gold/silver/other metallic watches/clocks, $10 in gold/silver plate, total $3690, 1 white male over 21, 4 children 6-20 
[same as above]. 


During these years Nancy A. (later called Nannie Abigail) was born in 1858, Samuel F. in 1863, Thomas F. in 
January 1867, and Mary E. (Mollie Bett) on 21 November 1868. There was probably a child born between Nannie 
Abigail and Samuel, but there is no record of an infant birth or death recorded. 


On 8 March 1869 there was recorded in Court Order Book F p. 302: "A claim against the County of Trigg in favor 
of Jeff Jones for the use of W. S. Coy for Iron furnished to repair the Bridge across Muddy Fork at Wallonia 
amounting to $7.00 was this day presented and allowed and ordered to be paid out of the county Levy of 1869." 


On the 21st of June 1869, William S. Coy wrote his will at the age of 48: 


I William S. Coy of the County of Trigg and State of Kentucky feeling the conscious of the uncertainty of 
life and the certainty of death and though diseased in body but being of sound mind, do make and 
ordain this my last Will and testament in the terms following - To wit, 


1st I will that after my decease all my just debts shall be paid out of my personal estate, and if that 
should not be suffiecient my real estate shall be sold as follows, first, the Blacksmith Shop and the house 
and lot attached thereto in Wallonia, Second the lot of land containing about sixteen acres between the 
School House and D. D. Walls residence near Wallonia, and if necessary the 27 acre lot lying behind 
Endsley's land and known as the Peter Jennings tract. 


2nd I will and bequeath to my wife V. S. Coy, for her use and benefit and of my infant children Laura, 
William Benj, Nannie A., Samuel F., Thomas F. and Mollie Bet Coy for their maintenance and education 
until they each shall become of age, during her Susan V. Coy's natural life or widowhood, all my real 
and personal estate of which I may die possessed after carrying out the first provision of my will. 


3rd I hereby appoint my wife V. S. Coy and Jabez Bingham my executors to carry out the provisions of 
this my las will and testament, and to manage my estate for the use and benefit of my family as they may 
deem best for their interest. 


4th I will that my mercantile business shall be carried on by my executors for the benefit of my family 
with the personal assistance of my son in law A. J. Williams, provided that after all my just debts shall 
have been paid there shall be means enoug- [sic] left in the estimation of my executors to carry it on 
profitably, and I will that my said son in law shall have full and just compensation for his services. 


5th I will that my executors shall purchase for my daughter Mrs. M. V. Williams one good horse worth 
one hundred and fifty dollars for her use and benefit and fifty dollars for her use and benefit. 


6th and Lastly I will in the event of the death or marriage of my wife V. S. Coy or when the youngest 
child shall become of lawful age there shall be an equal distribution of my whole estate which may be 
remaining among my lawful heirs leaving my wife V. S. Coy one third during her natural life. I will 
further that each one of my children as they shall become of lawful age shall have a good horse and 


thereby made equal to my daughter Mrs. M. V. Williams. In testimony whereof I hereunto set my hand 
and seal on this the 21st day of June 1869. W. S. Coy, att: W. Jeff Wilson, D. D. Wall, J. M. Tayloe 


William died very soon after on the 30th of June and his will was probated two weeks later: 

Court Order Book F pp. 351-352, "13 July 1869 - Last will and testament of Wm. S. Coy, proved by W. J. Wilson, 
D. D. Wall, John M. Tayloe. Letters granted to Jabez Bingham and V. S. Coy, executors. Any two of C. T. 
Dunning, John M. Tayloe, Wm. O. Wash appointed to appraise and set apart to the widow." The will was recorded 
in Will Book H p. 216. 


The estate was appraised by W. O. Wash, C. F. Dunning, and J. M. Tayloe; the return was filed on 20 July 1869 in 
Will Book H pp. 218-220. [Appraisals are usually in messy order so I made an executive decision to regroup the list 
according to type of item; it helps give me a sense of how the family lived and worked. I classified the items as: 
animals, tackle, farm tools and implements, kitchen tools and utensils, tableware, furniture, miscellaneous, and 
cash/notes, etc.]

The grave of William S. Coy is in the Nichols Cemetery which is on a hill on land now owned by a Mr. McCormick 
(July 2000). It is located on Blackhawk Road (Road 276) just a short ways from central Wallonia and the Wallonia 
Christian Church. Wm. S. Coy's stone reads: 


Wm. S. Coy 
Born Dec. 2, 1820 
DIED 

June 30, 1869 
The pains of death are past, 
Labor and sorrow ceased. 

And life's long warfare closed at last, 

His soul is found in peace. 


Virginia Susan Coy stayed on in Trigg for several years after the death of William. The 1870 census of Trigg for the 
Wallonia Precinct shows:

On 18 August 1873 Mrs. V. S. Coy took out a note for $1500 from R. B. Ratcliffe of Caldwell County which was 
due four months later. Her sureties were L. S. and W. L. Dunning [her son-in-law]. In the Trigg County Mortgage 
Book 1 p. 96-99 Virginia Susan recorded a memorandum of her agreement with the Dunnings on 8 September 
1873. In it she transfers to them many notes and accounts as collateral security. 

The names listed as having notes due are T. M. Boaz, Boaz & Robertson, H. L. Boaz, R. J. & T. C. Brandon, R. 
Childers, Dr. E. S. P'Pool, Butt & Chambers, Boaz & Marquis, F. B. Harris, J. W. Brown. The names listed as 
having accounts due are E. Merrick, Charles Blanks, L. H. Gray, Calvin Russsell, B. Carney, Chas Quisenberry, 
James Keeney, John Quiglin & D. D. Wall, John Watkins, Pinch Boyd, Clay Jones, Wm.

Warrick Jun., John C. Murphy, George Murphy, Milton Murphy, Hez Wood, Robt Howard, Robt. Braz [sic] 
Decd, James Hester Decd, L. S. Dunning, J. T. Gray, Wash & Wilson, Irvin Brandon, W. W. Bailey & D. D. Wall, 
James Hill, Anthony Dotson, A. D. Mitchell, Warner Ballard, Wm. Solomon, Rufus King, John Merrick Jun., D.

These notes and accounts amounted to $2486 and the standard conditions apply, that should she pay the note this 
mortgage has no effect; if not and the Dunnings have to pay it they may collect on the notes; if they are unable to 
collect enough then they may collect her property, and then their own property is to be levied. This memorandum 
was acknowledged and signed 8 September 1873. The Caldwell records still need to be checked to find a reason for 
the original loan from Ratcliffe.

Sometime in the late 1870's some of William and Virginia's older children moved to Grayson and Denton Counties 
TX. It is possible they all went at the same time. In the Trigg co KY Newspaper Genealogical Abstracts vol. 7, p. 
68, there is an abstract of the death of W. L. Dunning in Marvin OK, that says he and his wife had moved to TX in 
the Spring of 1877. The Grayson County marriage records show that William Benjamin Coy married on 24 
January 1878. The 1880 census shows children born in TX to William Benjamin Coy and Nannie Coy Burba by 
1878. Virginia Susan Coy's parents, Benjamin and Nancy (Daniel) Goode had alread moved to Grayson by 1860. 
However, Virginia Susan remains with the youngest children in Trigg a few more years. 


There is a skip in the 1876 to 1878 tax lists for Trigg County, but they resume again:

I read all the names in the tax lists for 1886-1887, there is no Coy and no on is named as her agent. This pretty well 
dates the time she went to Texas. The tax lists are for the previous year, so she probably left sometime in late 1884 
or early 1885. The interesting thing to speculate is whether she sent the last of the children ahead of her. No 
children are reported in Trigg after 1880 and it is possible that Samuel, Thomas and Mollie B. were already in 
Texas living with their older siblings. We know Mollie B. was there at least by April of 1884 when Mollie B. Coy 
married James Norton in Denton county. Virginia Susan Coy did not purchase land in Texas, and no probate 
records are available for the years she was there. She died on 26 January 1892 and is buried in Whitesboro 
Cemetery, as are her children William Benjamin Coy and Nannie A. Burba and their families. 


Virginia Susan Goode Coy was 61 years old when she died. Her tombstone reads: 


Virginia S. 
wife of W. S. Coy 
born 18 June 1830 
died 26 January 1892 
"Sleep on sweet mother till our creator awakes thee to join your loved ones to be parted no more."

Elijah Daniel (1780 - 1822) 
and 


Elizabeth Womack (ca1782 - ca1822) 


Elijah Daniel was born circa 1780, the second son of James Daniel and Sarah "Sally" Cocke. The family was 
settled in what was then Granville by 1772 (see the story of James Daniel and Sally Cocke for information about 
their land location). They were eventually located by 1786 in what would become Person County (formed 1791). 


Elijah spent his boyhood and young manhood in the Flat River area about 4 miles south of Roxboro in the district 


of St. James (the southeastern portion of Person County). 


Elijah was only about 16 years old when he first bought land, bidding on land that had been forfeited in a court 
case to recover a debt from a certain Stephen Wood. Person County Deed Book B shows three land transactions 
for Elijah Daniel, all written on 5 March 1796. Page 344, shows that William Cocke, as sheriff, had been 
commanded to collect £39.14.5 and £3.18.7 from the estate of Stephen Wood and that sometime in September or 
October 1795 he took possession of 100 acre tract, bounding William Allen, Allen Love, and Gants Creek. At the 
auction Elijah Daniel bid £45.5 and it was therefore deeded to him. The deed was written on 5 March 1796 and 


says that the justices should have the money by the first Monday in December; the witness was John Washington. 


The deed was recorded at court in June of 1797. 


The same day a similar deed was executed from William Cocke, sheriff, to Elijah Daniel. This was to recover 
£46.11.1 and £4.9.1 from David Ford. The land (870 acres) was taken in July 1796 [I must have the year in error? 
it adjoined the Virginia line, Allen Love, James Paterson, and Hedgman Warren. Elijah bid and won the land for 
£45. The witnesses to the deed were James Daniel and James Roberts. This was recorded in September of 1797 in 
Book C, p. 12. Immediately following this deed on p. 14 is another reversing the transaction, with the same price, 
description and witnesses. Both were recorded in September of 1797. 


The third deed of that day, 5 March 1796 was again from William Cocke, sheriff, to Elijah for 42 shillings, for a 
tract of 28 acres on the waters of the Hico adjoining the Virginia boundary, said to be the property of Allen Love 
taken for taxes, bounding the Virginia line, William Cockes formerly David Ford's, and Roger Atkinson's line 


l; 


called Foley's Old Place. The witness was Richard Lyon and this deed was recorded in September 1803 in Book C, 


p. 365. 


About a year later, 1 February 1797, Elijah sold back to William Cocke the first piece of property, the 100 acres on 


Gants Creek (Book B, p. 344), adjoining William Love and Allen Love, formerly belonging to Stephen Wood and 


sold by an executor and purchased by Elijah Daniel. This sale was witnessed by John Washington and recorded at 


the June court of 1797 in Book B, p. 342. 


Elijah is still enumerated with his parents in the 1800 census for Person County and he is not shown as a poll on 


the tax lists of 1800 or 1801 (these tax lists were returns for the previous year). The complete tax lists are posted for 
Daniel names in Person for easier reading. On the 27th of February 1801 Elijah is listed as a bounding neighbor in 
a land grant of 500 acres to William Waite. The other boundary descriptions are that the land is on Tapley Creek 


adjoining Robert Payne and Trayler. Strictly following the dates of land deeds this would indicate it was boundin 


g 


on Elijah's 28 acres in the far north of the county (Book C, p. 365). But the location makes it clear it is farther south 
where Elijah was truly settled on the 179 acres his father sold him later [more about this land a bit farther down]. 


On 1 March 1801 Elijah Daniel was married to Elizabeth Womack. The bondsman was William Dickens and the 


witness was Jesse Dickens. Elizabeth Womack was the daughter of John Womack and Lucy Pryor. However, there 
may never be any documentary evidence of this: her father did not deed any land to Elijah as was often done, and 


Elizabeth seems to have died before him and was not included in his will. However, John Womack is the only 
Womack in Person County at this time and he does have unidentified daughters of marrying age in the 1800 
census. The names Elijah and Elizabeth gave to their children also show Womack/Pryor family names, e.g. Lucy, 
Green P., Jacob Pryor Daniel. 


Both Elijah's and Elizabeth's parents were original members of the Flat River Primitive Baptist Church in 1786. 
The males and females are listed separately in the minutes book, but in an order so it is easy to see married 
couples. There is no mention of Elijah or Elizabeth Womack Daniel joining in the various later lists of members, 
although Elijah's brother Lewis did join many years later. 


In December of 1801 a return was made on the estate sale of Benjamin Harrison; at that sale "Elisha Daniel" 
bought one gun stock, and his uncle William Cocke bought one vial of acquafortis. On 1 January of 1802, a 
neighbor Paul Jeffreys died. In March of that year an "account of the Negroes and Rent of land" belonging to his 
orphans was returned listing Elijah paying £34.0.6 for hire of 1 negro named Archer. 


The first time Elijah shows up on the tax lists was in 1802 (tax lists are returned for the previous year). This places 
his birth about 1780. Elijah was already serving militia duty and was a Captain in a company named in the tax 
lists. He is shown with 187 acres, 1 white, 2 blacks, and no horses. Nearby is William Daniel (his brother with 100 
acres, 1 white, 1 black, and no horses. The recorded land deeds do not account for Elijah's acquisition of this 187 
acres so far. However, on 7 September 1801 James Daniel, Elijah's father, had purchased 179 acres for $358 from 
Samuel Dickens. The land adjoined Joseph Traylor, Tapleys Creek, and Jeffrey. The witnesses to the deed was 
John Clixby and it was recorded in September of 1801 in Book C, p. 293. James later formalizes selling this land to 
Elijah and this is probably part of the land listed in the taxes. 


In February 1802 Elijah and Elizabeth's first child, Nancy, was born. The tax lists of 1803 and 1804 show Elijah 
Daniel near his father James and brother William. He has 187 acres in the 1803 listing and 2 blacks, and 179 acres 
and 3 blacks in 1804. Elijah was still the captain of his district for these years. 


Elijah sold the 28 acres he had purchased in 1796 back to William "Cox" on 5 March 1803, as witnessed by 
Richard Lyon and recorded in Book C, p. 366. About a year later James Daniel sold the 179 acres to his son Elijah 
on 5 June 1804 for $358. The deed shows the exact same description as the original purchase deed and was 
witnessed by Richard Holdman (he had married Elijah's sister in 1795). This was recorded in June of 1804 in Book 
C, p. 441. 


Sometime in 1804 Elijah and Elizabeth had their son John. Elijah was again listed for 178 acres, 1 white, and 3 
blacks in 1805 and was still near his father. In the 1806-1808 tax lists the acreage is the same but the listing of 
Elijah's slaves went from 3 to 2. Elijah is no longer the district captain and his brother Lewis has come of age and 
is listed separately now. More children were born to Elijah and Elizabeth in these years, Agnes "Aggy" in 1805, 
Green P. in 1806 and Lucy in 1808. 


At a sale for the estate of Thomas Paine who died in March of 1807, "Elizah Daniel" bought one Doctor Book for 
ten shillings, one Hilling Hoe for 6 shillings 8 pence, one shot Gunn for £2.2.6, and ten pounds of packed Cotton at 
£0.16.8 per pound. Then in early 1808 Robert Paine of the county died and probate of his estate shows that "Elizah 
Daniels" assumed a note for John Burchett of 5 shillings 6 pence. The returns for both of these estates were made 
in May of 1808. 


Elijah was again listed in the 1809 taxables with 179 acres, 1 white, and 4 blacks. Sometime in 1809 before August 
at the estate sale of John P. Womack, Elijah Daniel bought one Decanter for £0.3.4, while his brother Lewis bought 
a pen knife for £0.3.4. A short time later, on 11 October 1809, Elijah sold his 179 acres for $400 to James 
Wiliamson. The land description says bounding Joseph Traylor, Tapleys Ck, Jeffreys, and crossing over the road. 
Thomas N. J. Hargis witness the deed and it was recorded at Novemeber court in 1809. 


The tax lists for 1810 and after no longer list Elijah Daniel as he has moved to Kentucky, to Christian County in 
the Cerulean Springs area of what is today Trigg County. The family travelled with 5 small children and Elizabeth 
was expecting or pregnant very shortly after arriving. The 1810 census for Christian County shows, although in a 
very distorted version for the name Elijah Daniel: the index has it indexed as Danread, and it clearly reads that 
way. However, the names close to Elijah are those found in the land transactions, e.g. Richard Brownfield, Joel 
Thompson, and other family names associated with Elijah at this time. Elijah and Elizabeth are in the age 26-45 
column (Elijah is about 30 and Elizabeth is about 26) and they have 3 boys and 3 girls all under 10. The children 
born in North Carolina would be Nancy, John, Aggy, Green P., and Lucy. Another son Lewis was born to them 
very soon after their arrival in Kentucky. 


Charles M. Meacham in his A History of Christian County, Kentucky, from oxcart to airplane (1930) writes of 
early Cumberland River Settlers, naming John Goode, James Daniel, Elijah Daniel and George Daniel. He later 
notes that where the Daniel and Goode (among others) families settled later became Trigg County. The James 
Daniel he is referring to is most likely to the "other James Daniel" who settled early in the south of Christian/Trigg 
counties in the Roaring Springs area. 

William Henry Perrin in his County of Trigg, Kentucky : historical and biographical (1884) also discusses the 
Daniel families, but there is a major flaw. He blends the two James Daniels (one being Elijah's father, who came a 
couple years later to KY, and the other the one of Roaring Springs who was there much earlier, by 1795). However, 
his location of the Cerulean Springs Daniel family (ours) is probably accurate: he says they located about a mile 
and a half "east of the farm now (1884) owned by J. Stewart". The two Daniel families are distinguishable 
throughout the tax, census, and land records by the location of their lands and lateral names. 


Elijah is on the Christian County tax lists of 1810 with 1 white male over 21, 2 black males over 16, 4 blacks total, 
and four horses, with no land listed. He is the only Daniel in this area, the others are listed in another area. There 
aren't land deed to reflect purchase, but in 1811 he is again alone in the area and has a 200 acre lot and a 40 acre 
lot, both on the Muddy Fork, with 1 white male over 21, 5 black males over 21, 9 blacks total, and 2 horses. For 

1812 he is alone in the area with 3 black males over 21, 9 blacks total, 2 horses and 340 acres on the Muddy Fork. 


Elijah and Elizabeth had another son, Jacob P., born about 1812. Next, at court on June 8th 1812, Elijah Daniel 
and Bearnard Seay signed as securities for William Johnson when he renewed his bond as Constable of Christian 
County. Around this time Elijah's father and several of his brothers and sisters moved to Kentucky from Person 
County North Carolina. The 1813 tax list shows Elijah with 1 white male over 21, 3 black males over 21, 7 blacks 
total, 6 horses, and 340 acres on the Muddy Fork. The next two are James Daniel and George Daniel. The listing is 
similar for 1814 with Elijah showing 1 white male over 21, 5 black males over 21, 11 blacks total, 7 horses , and 350 
acres on the Muddy Fork. As well Elijah's brother has come of age and is listed next to him. Elijah, James, George, 
and John are together again in the 1815 list, with Elijah showing 1 white male over 21, 6 black males over 21, 12 
blacks total, 7 horses, and three listings of land on the Muddy Fork of 300, 40, and 9 acres. Those 9 acres were a 
grant in Christian county on the Muddy Fork of Little River. There was a survey for these 9 acres dated 15 Feb 
1813, listed in Grant Book 18. This area was originally lands for Revolutionary soldiers, but after 1797 the land 
was opened to settlers. 


Elijah and Elizabeth's daughter Susan was born soon after in 1814. Later Elijah and George Daniel are in the list 
of buyers at the estate sale of Abraham Adams held 29 Nov 1815 and the four, Elijah, James, George, and John are 
again in the 1816 tax lists together, Elijah having 1 white male over 21, 5 black males over 21, 11 blacks total, 8 
horses, and three listings of land on the Muddy Fork of 300, 40, and 9 acres. 


Finally on 5 January of 1816 "Elizah" Daniel formally purchased from John B. Moore and his wife Polly, all of 
Christian County, paying $800 for 300a in Christian, on Horse Creek, a branch of the Muddy Fork of Little River, 
bounding William Frisb--/Fust--, James Upton [Jr?], Wm Johnson Senr, John Spencer, Joel Thompson. Archd 
McDonald, William Johnson, and George Daniel witnessed the deed and it was acknowledged in court on the 4th 
(or 6th?) of May, recorded 31 May 1816 in Christian Deed Book F, p.157. 


The 1817 lists show the four Daniels together again; Elijah has 1 white male over 21, 5 black males over 21, 12 
blacks total, 8 horses, and 4 land listings on the Muddy Fork of 300, 40, 9, and 220 acres. Shortly after, on 26 
February, Richard and Sarah Brownfield sold 197 and 20 acres to Elijah for $1090. The 197 acres was on Horse 
Creek and its water, bounding the side of Richard Brownfield, John Good's corner and fence. The 20 acre piece 
was on the bank of the Creek, bounding Samuel Johnston. This deed was witnessed by John Goode, John Spencer, 
Elijah (by mark) Ladd, and was recorded on 8 September 1817 in Book H, p. 24. Charles Brownfield also signed 
the deed with Richard and Sarah. 


The tax list for 1818 is gone, and 1819 is the last year this Daniel group is listed in Christian County. Elijah has 1 
white male over 21, 5 black males over 21, 11 blacks total, 7 horses, and three listings of land on the Muddy Fork of 
300, 40, and 9 acres. 


Nancy Daniel, Elijah and Elizabeth's oldest child, was married to Benjamin (Morton) Goode. The bond is from 
Christian County, dated 31 January 1820 (so they might have actually married in early February). Elijah wrote 
and signed a consent for Nancy (about 18 years old) to marry. The marriage was reported in the Kentucky 
Reporter on March 1, 1820 as between Benjamin Goode and Miss Nancy Daniel, daughter of Capt. Elijah Daniel. 


It is not too surprising that Elijah Daniel does not show up in the 1820 tax lists for either Christian or Trigg 
counties. The county formation was brand new and people were missed in the transition. However, the 1820 census 
for Trigg County shows: 

Elijah Daniel 

1 male 26-45 (Elijah 38) 

1 female 26-45 (Elizabeth, about 36) 

1 male 16-25 (John, about 16) 

1 male 16-18 (John again in the special category) 

2 females 10-16 (Agnes 15, Lucy 12) 

2 males 10-16 (Green P. 14, Lewis 10) 

1 male under 10 (Jacob P. 8) 

2 females under 10 (Susan 6, Frances 4) 


The Trigg tax list (returns for the previous year) of 1821 now show Elijah and his brothers (father James had died) 
in Trigg. Elijah has 1 white male over 21, 4 blacks over 16 (the list doesn't indicate males), 11 blacks total, 9 horses, 
and land listings of 300 acres on Horse Creek plus one town lot, 40, 9, and 220 acres, all on Horse Creek. 


Elijah sold land to his son-in-law, Benjamin M. Goode, on 15 May 1821. Both are named as being of Trigg County. 
Benjamin paid $250 for 49 acres of land in Trigg on the waters of the Muddy Fork of Little River, bounding at the 
corner of John Goode's field. The land was part of a 197 acre survey patented to Richard Brownfield, so it was part 
of the land they sold him in February of 1817. John Goode and Braxton Wall were the witnesses and it was 
recorded 15 October 1821 in Trigg Deed Book A, p. 140. 


Elijah and Elizabeth's last child, Joshua H., was born 21 August 1821. Elijah is on the 1822 tax list with 1 white 
male over 21, 3 blacks over 16,10 total blacks, no horses, no scholars, and 5 land listings, 300, 40, 9, 170, and 167 
acres all on the Muddy Fork of the Little River. 


The Trigg Estray Book shows that Elijah Daniel, living on the waters of the Muddy fork, took up "a bright bay 
mare with a few white hairs in her forehead about fourteen hands 2 inches high appraised to 45$ [sic] before me 
this 3rd day of May 1822". J. P. Wilkinson J.P. The date this is listed under is 6 December 1822, which might be 
when it was entered into the book. 


The 1823 tax lists (for the year 1822) are more complete in naming who the lands were first patented and surveyed 
for. Elijah's 300 acres was patented in the name of James Upton, the 40 acres by John Moore, the 70 acres by 
James Bradley and then Richard Brownsfield, the 176 acres by Ninian Edwards. The other info is listed with the 
176 acres and shows no males over 21, 4 blacks over 16, 10 blacks total, 5 horses, valuation at $6 an acre, and a 
total value of $8696. 


Elijah was not too old to be tithed or taxed in this list. From Trigg County Will Books (beginning with A, p. 58) we 
see that he has died before the October 1822, and thus no taxable male was reported. The estate of Elijah Daniel is 
quite large and involved. The first return is dated 14 November 1822 and explains that by a court order of October 
1822 John McCaughan, Samuel Goodwin, and William Hopson met at the "former dwelling house of Elijah Daniel 
decd" to take an inventory. The report they submitted was also signed by George Daniel as Administrator. The 
total personal property was valued at $6422.50. There was a sale 15 Dec 1822 of some of the estate and on the 
return is a note that "heirs prepaid and retained 16 hogs and 140 barrels of corn for family use". 


The estate, inventory, sales, guardianship, and division among the heirs of Elijah Daniel is too massive to show in 
this writing. Here is a transcription of the estate of Elijah Daniel, including inventory, appraisal, sales, accounts, 
and settlements with the heirs. 





Elizabeth Womack probably died very near the time of or shortly after her husband's death: she did not buy 
anything at any of the estate sales; there is no annual allotment of provisions to the widow (also the note above of 
the heirs prepaying and retaining goods for the family use); she is not involved in the guardianship of her minor 
children (there are no guardian or administrator bond books available for that time period however); she is not 
listed in the tax lists even though the land remains in the estate (the Trigg lists are very good with this: widows are 
usually listed on the land within 1-2 years of the death of their husbands); and there are divisions and payments of 
the estate to the minor heirs begun in December of 1825. We know for sure that Elizabeth Womack is deceased at 
least by 29 December 1825 based on this memorandum in a division and settlement to the heirs (the guardian 
referred to is Elijah's brother, George Daniel): 


"N.B. We would just observe to the court that in making the foregoing settlement with the guardian it 
appears that the expence [sic] and accounts of some of the heirs has overwent the profits of their share of 
the estate, but as there was no regular accounts kept of presented to us, we had no key to show what 
temporary debt of credit each heir was entitled to, and was obliged to present the a/cs as above stated, 
the guardian stating to us, that it was the desire of the deceased parents and also his own wish and also 
that of the heirs' relations in general, to keep the heirs together from being bound out, and also states 
that he has full confidence that he can yet bals each heirs account out of their estates, &c, &c, &c. Given 
under our hands this 29th day of Dcer 1825. John McCaughan, William Hopson, Joseph Caldwell, Seth 
P. Pool, Samuel (his mark) Goodwin, Commissioners." 


The 1824 tax lists now shows George Daniel as Admr of Elijah Daniel decd: the land is the same, but the 167 acres 
is described as being in Christian & Trigg, there are 3 blacks over 16, 6 total blacks, and 4 horses. The 1825 listing 
is the same, but with no tithes, slaves, or horses. The last time Elijah Daniel's estate appears in the tax records is in 
1826 (for the year 1825). 


The final divisions of the estate are in March through July of 1826, and guardian returns continue after that for 

several years. The children married as time passed as shown on the family group sheet for Elijah and Elizabeth. 
There are no records of a grave found for Elijah or Elizabeth in Trigg or Christian counties. My ancestor Nancy 
Daniel and her husband Benjamin Morton Goode eventually moved to Texas and were there by 1860 in Grayson 
County. 





There are wonderful segments about the Daniel family from chapters 1 and 12 in a book on Trigg families that I 
want to include here. The editor, Barney Thompson explains first: 


These articles are the complete text of the publication, "Pioneers of Trigg County, Kentucky, as Seen 
Through the Biographical and Genealogical Articles of Cyrus Thompson in the Kentucky Telephone 
and the Cadiz Record, 1889-1899," which I edited in 1996. They discuss many of the earliest settlers of 
Trigg County, and include an interesting account of a Fourth of July celebration in the earliest days of 
settlement of the Trigg County lands between the Cumberland and Tennessee rivers. 


[Chapter 1 tells of...] 

William C. Thompson was pretty much reared in Cadiz, and resided there until about 1835, when he 
removed to Missouri, and located at Osceola on the Osage River. He was a saddler by trade, and for a 
number of years carried on the saddler's business in Cadiz in copartnership with Thomas S. Thompson, 
and he also worked at his trade when living in Missouri. He was an unusually good looking young man, 
possibly the best looking in his young manhood of all the Thompson family, and was amiable, honorable 
and then moral. He married in 1828 or 1830 Miss Lucy Daniel, a sister or niece of George Daniel, one of 
the first sheriffs of Trigg county, who was thought to have been one of the handsomest young ladies in 
the county at that time, and in her day. His family accompanied him to Missouri, but about two years 
after going there his wife died, leaving four children, all daughters, and these he soon thereafter took 
back to Kentucky and to Cadiz and placed with my mother, who reared them.. He remained in Missouri 
until about 1843, when he returned to Cadiz and remained there until his death in about 1869. He was a 
generous man and warmhearted young man, unobtrusive in his manners, but smartly lacking in energy, 
and was not, I think, a success in any line of business he ever pursued-- dying poor. 


[from P. Miller, author of this webpage - Chapter 12 next is just delightful. Mr. Thompson has some 
errors about the early background of the family, but he was not living at that time and would not have 
heard directly about it. However, his descriptions of the people are first hand knowledge. He does not 
include the oldest children of Elijah and Elizabeth, but they were long married by the time he was 
growing up (he was born in 1819)...] 


Daniel Family, Cerulean Springs Families, and Linn Boyd 
Creedmoor, Travis Co., Tex., 
February 8, 1892 
Editor, Kentucky Telephone: 
I have not hitherto mentioned in any of my communications the family of Daniels, who, in early times, 
resided in the vicinity of the Cerulean Springs, and who were conspicuous. 
The progenitor, James Daniel, was one of the pioneers of the county. He came, as I believe, from 
Virginia in the early part of this country, long before Trigg county was organized, and settled near the 
Cerulean Springs. Of him and his sons, save George Daniel, I have no recollection, as they died before 
my day. 
George Daniel, Maj. Geo. Daniel as he was titled, and his nephews and nieces (three or four of each), 
children of a deceased brother, I very distinctly remember, particularly Joshua Daniel, the youngest of 
the sons, who I pleasantly met on my visit to Kentucky in the summer of 1890, who lives near Cadiz, and 
who was one of my school mates, and Lucy, the eldest of the daughters (whom I knew), and who married 
my brother, William C. Thompson. 
Maj. George Daniel never married as I remember, at least he never reared a family unless it was that of 
his deceased brother. He was a man of much prominence in his day. He had a fine physique, was about 
five feet eleven inches in height, with a well filled frame, and weighed about 190 pounds. He had a 
pleasing face and prepossessing manners. His fine form and pleasing address made him attractive. He 
had a good mind and fine business qualities, although he had been only plainly educated. His other 
characteristics were truth, honor, dignity and sobriety. With these attributes, he could not have been 
otherwise than popular. He was the first active Sheriff of Trigg county, having been a deputy under 
Capt. Thomas Raleigh, the first appointee, but soon succeeded Capt. Raleigh by appointment, and filled 
the office through several years and with credit to himself and satisfaction to the people. He was once a 
candidate for the Legislature, being a Whig and the candidate of the Cadiz party, running against Maj. 
Abram Boyd, a Democrat, who was the candidate of the Canton party as against Cadiz for the 
permanent location of the county seat, or seat of justice. He was defeated by Maj. Boyd, who was 
considered invincible, by a very small vote, less than half the majority of the Democrats in the county. 
He died in my youth, and in the prime of manhood honored and respected. 
Green Daniel, a nephew of Maj. George Daniel, and the oldest of the brothers, was reared on a farm 
near the Cerulean Springs. He was a good looking, sprightly and active young man, but was truthful, 
honorable and respected. As I remember he was a carpenter, but had a penchant for trading and never 


worked assiduously at his trade, nor did he ever succeed well in any pursuit in which he engaged, and in 
my time never laid up anything for a "rainy" day, which every man ought to do. He married in early 
manhood and soon thereafter came to Cadiz to live, and spent several years there. His wife was a Miss 
Grant, a lady of more than ordinary mind and culture, with much personal and family pride. She was a 
sister of Dr. Joshua Grant, who was much about Cadiz in his boyhood, but after studying his profession, 
located and practiced medicine for several years at Lafayette. She was also a kinswoman of Maj. 
Malcolm McNeill, of the neighborhood of Lafayette, who, in his day-- about 1835- 40-45-- was one of the 
wealthiest and most cultivated and courteous farmers and gentlemen in Christian county. 

Jacob Daniel, brother of Green and Joshua, was a quiet, unpretentious, honorable and good looking 
young man. He, too, was a carpenter, worked at his trade, and for some time had his home in Cadiz. His 
habits were good, and he promised to become a good and useful man, but in his early manhood he left 
Cadiz and I then lost sight of him entirely. 

Joshua Daniel, the youngest of the brothers, was in his boyhood quiet, amiable and honorable, and bid 
fair to make a good citizen, and I am sure he has done so. His habits and principles were good in 
boyhood, and as the "twig is bent the tree is inclined." He has been blessed with longevity and a most 
excellent wife, who did me the honor of making my acquaintance when in Kentucky in 1890, and with 
whom I had a long and pleasant talk; but as Mr. Daniel lives in your immediate neighborhood and is 
well known, I leave him to speak for himself, and when he passes away it will be near the finish of my 
school mates, remembering now only two others who are alive. 

The eldest of the Daniel sisters that I know was Lucy, one of the handsomest young women of her day. 
She was a tall, well formed and graceful brunette. She became the wife of my brother, William C. 
Thompson, who, for some years resided in Cadiz, but then removed in about 1838, to Osceola, Mo., 
where, after a short residence, the wife died, leaving three or four children, who were brought back to 
Kentucky and largely reared by my mother. 

Frances Daniel-- always called Frankie by the family-- was the youngest sister. She married John 
Cameron, then of the county, but who afterwards removed to Cadiz, where he resided for a number of 
years. He was, as I remember, a gun smith, worked at his trade, and was a good and useful man, was 
industrious, honorable and kind hearted. Within the last year or two I saw a published notice of his 
death as occurring in Princeton, and conclude that he removed from Cadiz and probably had been 
living in Princeton several years. 


Are those the most charming descriptions or what?!?! (Sorry, can't resist a personal comment.)

James Daniel (1747-1820) 
is the Son of 
James Daniel of Albemarle! 
The DNA now confirms the record evidence! 


I have been well satisfied from the records that my James Daniel (b. 31 Dec 1747, md. 1772 Sally Cocke, migrated from Granville to 
Caswell/Person to KY Christian county, d. 1820) is the son of James Daniel of Albemarle (d. 1761) and Jane Hicks. It hinges on 
reworking the birthdates of the children of James and Jane from the records, and the deed of son Josiah when he moved into Granville. It 
requires a bit of tracing of son Chesley and putting them all in the same area at the same time and a logical local migration when James 
married Sally Cocke and started moving. There is further evidence in James' naming pattern for his daughters. 


However, the strong record evidence was always going to be clouded and seen as less than conclusive because of all the old flawed 
research and misinterpretations of the Granville records; they had ignored this James or, much worse, had melded him with the other 
James Daniel of Granville (d.1785, married Sarah LNU, sons Joseph, Richard, Reuben, John). 


DNA has solved the dilemna: there are tests for Chesley Daniel (1730-1814) and Josiah Daniel (1743-1811) proven sons of James 
of Albemarle and Jane Hicks. Then at last I found a descendant of James Daniel (1747-1820, md. Sally Cocke) and the results are 
a perfect 37/37 match for them, thus confirming the records and finalizing the proof that James is the son of James Daniel of 
Albemarle and Jane Hicks! 


When James of Albemarle made his will in 1760 and when he died in 1761, I believe he had more underage sons than his will indicates, 
being Josiah, James and John. The sons as named in the will are: Chesley, Abraham, Leonard, Josiah, James, and John (John is the only 
one listed as underage). The daughters are Susannah Bedford, Mary, and Mercy. I'm using lots of if's (and I mean do "if" when I use it) 
and "range" for birth years (usually I'm suggesting within two years either direction), but I hope they're reasonable in the main. 


From the parish register of Christ Church, Middlesex the first children of James and Jane (Hicks) Daniel are: 
Margaret - 5 Jul 1728 

Chickeley - 16 Jan 1730/1 

Ruth - 18 Jan 1732/3 

Abraham - 13 Jan 1734/5 


I propose the following birth years for the other children... 


cal737 - Leonard is independent in Lunenburg and registering slaves in Sep 1758, so there's reason to think he's of age, i.e. born by late 
1737. I realize, no guarantee. Just as an aside to correct old write-ups, Leonard died in Lunenburg by 7 Sep 1761; his brother Chesley is 
administrator, Will Book 2 p.48 


cal740 - Susanna (Daniel) Bedford had 5 children when her husband Benjamin Bedford made his will on 31 May 1772: a starting date 
for their births would range around 1762. If she's the only wife then her age could be played with as in the late 1730s, early 40s. Not that 
precise, but it does establish her as one of the older children to fit in the gaps between the boys. It seems to me absolutely that she pushes 
the later sons to later birthdates than have been given in the past write-ups. 


1743 - Josiah - "Josiah's book", in which he wrote his family and and some relatives' dates, has been transcribed and published by 
Rosalyn Sumner: Josiah listed his birthdate as 19 January 1743 (i.e. 1744 newstyle). Josiah bought land in 1761 and he's witnessing in 
1764, both when underage (so did Chesley). 


cal745 - Mary - I'm hoping her story is covered by Chesley's Granville quitclaim and the Douglass Register. The details are in this 
posting on the Daniel-L archives. Briefly described: a sister of Chesley's should be a wife of an Edwards, and it's established that it's 
Charles Edwards in the court records I posted. The Douglass Register shows that a Mary Daniel and Charles Edwards had a daughter 
Jean, b. 9 Jun 1767, bap 23 Aug 1767, and another child b. 21 May 1769, bap 25 Jun 1769. If this is Mary, dau of James of Albemarle, 
then her birth could/should be in the 1745 range. 





1747 - James. James' birth date of 31 Dec 1747 is from his tombstone in Trigg KY. 


cal749/50 - John is born after 1740 (underage in will), marries in 1772, but I can't establish if he bought land before the 1775 deeds in 
Charlotte - it's not in Lunenburg, Charlotte, or Granville NC, that I'm sure of. Because John is likely the one listed with Chesley in the 
1767 tax list he technically should be listed as born about 1746. This would mean he is older and listed out of order in the will (twice), 
and there's seemingly some evidence that he's born late 40s-early 50s. I have to be flexible on this and probably should move him up as 
born 1746, but it's really hard.... 


Mercy - I don't have data to place her in the list. Family listings say she married Peyton Wood. I have done only a search in my local 
available sources and the earliest entry I have found for Peyton Wood is a deed in Book M p. 108 from David Howard to Peyton Wood, 
both of Granville, land on Butcher's Branch, adjoining John Hunt, Samuel Clay, Peyton Wood and an entry made by Colo. Edmund 
Taylor. Witness Mary (x) Howard. Written 21 April 1779, recorded May 1779. Peyton Wood later sells land on Island Creek in 1803 
(Island Creek is where Josiah Daniel bought in 1775). In the best of all possible outcomes for my thesis, that 1779 land is his first, bought 


within a few years after his marriage, placing Mercy as the youngest child of James and Jane Daniel, born around 1750. But this is just 
interpreting a few records as I want to, not to be taken as researched conclusions! 


The form of distribution in old James' will is interesting. All discussion is speculation: are they named in order, is everything stated 
exactly or is anything unsaid but understood, etc. 


Will of James Daniel, Albemarle County, VA, 

In the name of God Amen, I James Daniel of Albemarle County, being sick and weak in health but of perfect sense, mind, 
and memory, do make this my last will and testament as followeth &c. 

Item. I give and bequeath unto my son Chisley Daniel my tract of land in Lunenburg County on Roanoke River as I bought 
of Walter Campbell to him and his heirs forever. 

Item. I give and bequeath to my son Abraham Daniel the tract of land whereon I live, with half of my tract of land joining 
where Margaret Abbot did live, after my decease to him and his heirs forever. 

Item. I give and bequeath to my son Leonard my tract of land in Lunenburg County on Roanoke River as I bought of John 
Maclin and Thomas Smith to him and his heirs forever. 

Item. I give and bequeath unto my son Josiah Daniel one Hundred and sixty Pounds current money of Virginia to be raised 
out of my estate to purchase a tract of land of John Robinson. 

Item. I give and bequeath unto my son James Daniel the tract of land as I bought of William Megginson with my island 
opposite against it and the other half the Tract of land joining where Margaret Abbot did live to him and his heirs forever. 
Item. I give and bequeath to my son John Daniel one hundred and fifty pounds current money of Virginia to be raised out of 
my estate to purchase a tract of land again [sic, should be "when"] he comes to the age of twenty one years. 

Item. I give and bequeath unto my daughter Susannah Bedford four negroes to-wit: Siller, Tude [yes, could be Jude], Tom, 
Winne, which are now delivered. 

Item. I give and bequeath to my son Chisley Daniel four negroes to-wit: Gloster, Numman, Annica, Alice, which are now 
delivered to him and his heirs forever. 

Item. I give and bequeath unto my sons and daughters namely, Abraham Daniel, Leonard Daniel, Josiah Daniel, James 
Daniel, John Daniel, Mary Daniel, Mercy Daniel, an equal shear [sic] of all my negroes when they come to the age of 
twenty one years or marry and all the rest of my personal estate to be equally divided among my sons and daughters above 
mentioned excepting Susannah Bedford. I desire that my executors make John Duglas a lawful deed for all my lands at the 
Seven Islands if he will pay the money that is due for the same. 

Lastly, I appoint Chisley Daniel, Abraham Daniel, and Leonard Daniel executors to this my last will and testament. In 
Witness whereof I have hereunto set my hand and seal this 30th day of October one thousand seven hundred and sixty. 

Jas. Daniel (Seal) 

Teste: Benoni Boatwright, William (x) Boatwright, John Duglis 

At a court held for Albemarle County the twelfth day of Feby 1761 This Writing was proved by Benoni Boatwright, William 
Boatwright, and John Duglis the witnesses thereto and ordered to be recorded and on the motion of Chisley Daniel, 
Abraham Daniel, & Leonard Daniel, the executors therein named, who made oath according to the law, certificate was 
granted them for obtaining a probat [sic] thereof in due form, giving security, whereupon they with John Hunter, Theodorick 
Webb & Abraham Childers, their securities, entered into and acknowledged their bond accordingly. 

Teste: John Nicholas, Clk 


It looks standard for the older boys, Chesley, Abraham, and Leonard, just finalizing what was already in place. 


If Josiah is next in the sons, then father James knew he could get his land soon with just money raised from the estate, is it possible he 
just left out the description of "when he comes of age"? No, we don't get to assume that, I know. But that 1743 date is firm for Josiah, so 
he is underage and father James has set him up with the planned land purchase (which was executed just 6 months after the initial 
probate of James' will). And if Josiah is provably underage by that 1743 data, then James could also be underage. 


James, with a birthdate of 1747, is in that limbo region, too young to possess the land, but maybe it had already been promised, or by 
giving it in his will he's safe when the time comes. That will always be the mystery. The land involved was 400 acres bought of 
Megginson in 1743 (Goochland Deed Bk4-168). Unfortunately, what happened to the 400 acres may be undiscoverable; the land was cut 
into Buckingham County and the records of the time are lost. But there's something about all this that makes the thinking look to me like, 
"Josiah is getting close to age and the deal is already set up with John Robinson, he will be ok when the time comes - just make sure 
there's money; James is in limbo, specify something, and there's a tract available; John is too young to do a big set-up for at this time, just 
make sure there's provision for money when the time comes." 


If John is only 10-13ish and there's no other tract available, then he has to wait and use money from the estate anyway. The listing of him 
twice in the will at the end of the sons makes me think he is the youngest, born closer to 1750. 


Mom Jane was apparently dead when father James died in 1761, so those younger boys had to go with somebody. We know at least 
Chesley and Leonard went (back?) down to Lunenburg early, they made motions in Lunenburg court in Sep 1758 to have themselves and 
their slaves admitted to the tithable lists. Josiah, James, and John had already been down to Lunenburg with father James and, for all we 
know, they stayed down there with Chesley and Leonard, or went back with them at some point. Josiah is definitely there in 1764 with 5 
tithes (tax lists in St. James Parish which would become Mecklenburg). 

I have now found son James in 1764, he's still up on his father's land with his older brother Abraham: a Tithe list for 1764 exists for 
Buckingham county (where most of father James! land was cut into). It is transcribed in Genealogical Records of Buckingham County 
VA by Edythe Rucker Whitley, 1984. The list is alphabetical and in the D list are these two entries: 


George Daniel and William Hardwick 2 tithes, 0 acres, 0 wheel-carriages 


Abraham Daniel, Christopher Baltimore (Harry, Ben, Caesar, Mingo, Sarey, Nan, Phillis, and Cate), and James Daniel 11 
tithes, 1120 acres, 0 wheel-carriages 


My James Daniel had turned 16 in late 1763, so he should definitely be showing up on tithable lists somewhere. The next lists for 
Buckingham that Rucker found are for 1773 and 1774 (two years in one list), Abraham is here both years with 7 tithes. James would be 
24 so he should perhaps be listed by name as a taxable, but he's not. I believe he is down in Granville by the late 1760s, as explained 
next. Again, we may never know the disposition of son James' land (that bought of Megginson) because it was cut into Buckingham and 
most records are gone. I have continued checking more Buckingham records and nothing is showing up. 


Chesley seems to be moving back and forth pretty handily between Albemarle, Lunenburg, Mecklenburg, and Granville in the early 
1760s. But he has definitely bought land and settled in Granville by 1764 (Tranquility Plantation). 


Then come the tax lists: 
1767 Granville Tax lists 
This list is just called "List of Taxables" and the columns are just "whites, blacks, total". 
---Chisley Daniel, John Daniel, James Nowel and 9 [named] negroes: 3 wh 9 blk 12 total 


I have read this page many times. On the Nowel name, while there's no question, it's a clear N and then the ow is the usual could-be- 
anything humps and the el is clear, I have always wondered that it might be that 2nd to 3rd copyist/clerk who miswrote it and it might 
really be James Daniel, I can't find a Nowel variation anywhere in Granville records that relates to the Daniel family, and I played with 
but have no reason to think it's a "Nevil" error (from father James' land dealings and neighboring with James Neville). That the list is of 
"taxables" is not a big problem, it still might be that kind of list that gives the first person as responsible for the tax, but that names 
tithable males 16-60 and so on. This doesn't help or hurt the identification of James; for all I know, he might actually still be up with 
Abraham in (now) Buckingham or with Josiah back in Lunenburg. But it does put a John with Chesley in Granville before he goes up to 
Charlotte to marry Elizabeth Morton in 1772. If John is the youngest son, named last in the will, then he's only about 17-19 years old in 
this tax listing, that's why I think it may be listing tithables as well as taxables. A new theory has been growing in my data, that Chesley's 
brother John is possibly still up in Lunenburg/Charlotte, and that the John on this list may be an earlier son of Chesley, one that later 
family write-ups would not have known about or included. The same still applies about his age, he would only be a tithable in this list, 
born in mid 1750s. More on this theory will be published later. 


John Daniel does not appear again on these Granville tax lists (only the very identifiable John Williams Daniel does). On the next extant 
list is: 


1769 "Taxables" whites, blacks, carriage wheels 
---Chesley Daniel 2-9-0 


The second poll could be brother John before he heads to Charlotte, or it could be James who is now 21. If I could prove John is already 
up in VA, then it almost has to be James. I have now checked the Charlotte County marriage, land, court and tax records. The earliest 
Daniel is Esther daughter of Samuel who marries Joseph Alexander in 1767. The next is 1772 land deed from William Russell to 
Thomas Daniel who married a daughter of his (Bk 3-161). Then William Daniel shows up in February of 1775 as a witness; I believe this 
is either the William who married Hannah Cunningham in 1779 or William(s) Pride Daniel, of another line. The earliest appearance of 
John Daniel, the son of James of Albemarle, is still his marriage to Elizabeth Morton in 1772, and then his land purchase of 1775. There 
is no James Daniel in any of the Charlotte records until 1787, I believe this one is either related to the Cunninghams or a newcomer. 


The next Granville tax list is for 1771 and it shows "taxables" and "carriage wheels": 
---James Daniel 2-0 


This tax list is alphabetical and the "D" list is very clearly grouped. This James Daniel is alone in one part of the list, later comes John 
Williams Daniel next to Anne Daniel and they are in another group with James the constable only one away (i.e. in the same group as 
John Williams and Anne). Chesley Daniel is way far down on his own. Who the other poll is with James is anybody's guess, it could be 
John, especially as John may be the younger (based on the 1761 will). It could also be John seeing as how these two sons will go up to 
Charlotte for John to marry in 1772. It could also be a taxable slave, the lists were totals of all taxables, not separated. The districts aren't 
defined for this list and this James is likely in the area where his soon-to-be in-laws the Cockes are, explaining why he's distant on the 
lists from Chesley (map later). 


The Granville marriage bond for James Daniel and Sally Cocke is dated 30 Nov 1772, so they married any time after that. Then up in 
Charlotte is the marriage of John Daniel to Elizabeth Morton. In the abstracts done by the court, the date on the line that says "date of 
bond" is 9 Dec 1772, and just below the line for the minister's name it says "James Daniel brother of John". These abstract cards are 
typed and it may have just gotten off line. Because it also gives the minister's name, I have to allow for now that it's actually a minister's 
return, and that the marriage could easily have been plenty before. No matter what, this is a very young James Daniel marrying his 
brother (by the ages that the will establishes, not just by my James' birth year of 1747). 


As I described above, it doesn't look at all from the records that this James, brother of John, settled up in Charlotte. It's less than 60 miles 
tops from Charlotte Court House to where James Daniel and Sally Cocke settled in western Granville. Again, there's no Daniel 
whatsoever in the Charlotte deed books 1-3, 1765-1777, not as party, witness, bound, until the Thomas of 1772 and then John's purchase 
in 1775. The pre-Charlotte Lunenburg land deeds don't put any Daniels in that area either. So John may have moved up there lock, stock, 
and barrell just in time to marry. But it's not so far as to preclude some quick traveling by James from Granville to go marry his brother. 
There are lots of records showing James back in Granville in the years after his marriage, but he doesn't really buy land until later. 


And then here's my big deal, the record has been out there, but I had stopped hunting for my James in this family for many years, had 


never really tracked Chesley well enough, and just hadn't fixed on this (and much thanks due to the Timothy W. Rackley abstracts of 
2002): 


Granville deeds K240 - James Downey of Granville to Josiah Daniel of Albemarle VA, written 7 Feb 1775, £300, 520a in Granv, on both 
sides of Grassey Creek, bounding Thomas Willingham, Grassey Creek, mouth of the Hay Meadow Branch, crossing the Creek and up 
the said Branch. Witnesses: Chisley Daniel, James Daniel. Recorded Feb 1775. Acknowledged by James Downey. 


The burning question, what other James Daniel is this going to be besides Chesley and Josiah's brother? These are brothers Chesley and 
James witnessing for their brother Josiah, yes? My James starts buying his land a couple years later (1778) in a line with these brothers, 
but moving a bit west (with his in-laws again). 


Here's some collateral and secondary evidence supporting James as the son of James and Jane (Hicks) Daniel, this James being the one 
who married Sally Cocke. 


1. James and Sally named their first daughter Rebecca (Sally's mother is Rebecca) and their second daughter is Jane (ding-ding-ding). 
The next daughters are Elizabeth, a lost daughter, Susan, Sally, Margaret R. 

These names reflect a nearly perfect pattern (a. maternal grandmother, b. paternal grandmother, c. mother's eldest sister, d. father's eldest 
sister, e. mother and in this case maternal great grandmother, f. paternal great grandmother): 


a. Rebecca for Sally Cocke's mother, Rebecca Edwards Cocke. 

b. Jane for James Daniel's mother, Jane Hicks. James of Albemarle also had a sister Jane. 

c. Elizabeth for Sally Cocke's oldest sister Elizabeth, this name is not found in near generations of James of Albemarle's 
family. 

d. lost daughter 

e. Susan for James Daniel's oldest sister Susanna, this name is not found in near generations of Sally Cocke's family. 

f. Sally for mother Sally Cocke Daniel, it's also possibly her grandmother's name as well as her aunt's name. I believe that 
Rebecca Edwards Cocke, Sally's mother, is probably the daughter of William and Sarah Edwards of Surrey county VA. 
g. Margaret R. for James Daniel's paternal grandmother, Margaret Price. James Daniel of Albemarle also had a sister 
Margaret. This name is not found in near generations of Sally's family. 





The sons' names threw me off for years, but I can propose that James was just such a younger son, farther away from tradition, and 
understandably out of compliance with naming patterns - their sons are William (Sally's father was William), Elijah, Lewis, John, and 
George. Of course, that son Elijah (my direct ancestor) sent me crawling all over the Caroline/Orange/Spotsylvania family for years. But 
that bunch's James is the one that went straight from VA to KY, my James got to the same county in KY but later and in a very different 
section. My descendant families are way out of touch with their roots, so there's no naming help there, or rather it's heavily from the 
mothers' sides. 


2. Elizabeth Bedford, the daughter of Susanna Daniel Bedford (d/o James of Albemarle), married William Cocke Jr. He is the brother of 
my Sally Cocke who married James Daniel, so that puts some same family Daniels (James and his niece) marrying Cocke siblings (Sally 
and her brother William Jr.). 


3. James Daniel of Albemarle in 1747 sold 340a (bought of Peter King) to James Cocke of Lunenburg (in Halifax deeds 1-36, wr 25 Oct 
1752, recd 17 Jul 1753) - that James Cocke is the brother of Sally Cocke's father. Sally's not born yet, but we've got the direct families 
meeting up. Later, in 1759 Chesley Daniel is a witness for James Cocke buying more land in Lunenburg, this time on Butcher's Creek 
(this Daniel family's area), so this Daniel and Cocke family stay in touch for many years. 


4. Josiah Daniel of Granville (1742-1811), brother to Chesley, had a son Josiah Jr. who died in 1816. Josiah Jr. (sometimes listed as 
Joshua) is on the tax lists of Granville, drops off them from 1807-1809, but was listed in Granville in the 1810 census with his new 
family. He never shows up on Person County tax lists, but he must have had dealings there: there is an administration on his estate in 
Person County, home of my Daniel line after they moved from Granville. James and some of his sons have already moved to Christian 
KY by this time, leaving sons Lewis and William in Person. The admistrator of Josiah Jr.'s estate in Person is Lewis Daniel, who filed an 
inventory in 1818 which mentions Josiah's interest in two old slaves back in Granville. While it's a late connection, this is a case of a 
cousin (Lewis) taking care of the estate, they are about the same age. Just for interest, this inventory mainly lists major-league and 
specialized carpentry tools and stocks of wood planks, Josiah Jr. must have been a carpenter. ------ 


I've put a map of many of the early Granville Daniels up to see the relative locations of these various families I've referred to. 

The green dot is the location of Josiah's land bought of John Robinson in 1761. It was described as on the county line of Lunenburg (now 
Mecklenburg). 

The eastern orange dots are the Nutbush, Anderson's Swamp Daniels, i.e. the John and Anne (Williams) Daniel, James and Sarah Daniel 
(of the 1786 will) and John Williams Daniel, et al. They are way out of this picture and unrelated. 

The blue dots are the Island Creek district where my older Cockes first get taxed. Later the son William Jr. goes west, right to where 
James Daniel goes, and they go at the same time. 

The red dots are Mountain Creek where Chesley bought in 1764 ("Tranquility") and Grass Creek where Josiah bought in 1775. 

The light purple is where the first lands my James and Sally bought are located (1778), Crooked Fork and Shelton's Creek. There is a 
road order concerning James and the road going to the county line, so he may have lived directly there near the road between the two 
creeks. 

The one larger deep magenta dot in Person is where James and Sally bought (1789) and finally settled for many years before leaving for 
KY. It all seems a pretty nice migration trail that puts my James with his brothers when he's younger and then he just keeps moving west 
to where his in-laws went. 


The next part is some of the old confusions and misinterpretations about this James Daniel that need to be discarded. Possibly a huge 
uphill battle as they have been passed on and are pretty well taken as gospel now. 


The whole marriage of James or Josiah to Elizabeth Key (based on Martin Key's Albemarle will) is now quite straightened out by 
primary documentation, Josiah's Book, and deeds from Elizabeth Daniel (wife of Josiah) to some of her children for property descending 
to her from her named Key parents. 


Another idea (from Newman p. 506) suggests that the Cumberland James and Elizabeth Daniel of the deed to James Southall (1771) is 
the son of James of Albemarle, but the land described is not part of his inheritance as Newman suggests. It's farther south and much more 
likely part of the other group (Daniel/Parker). I think in many instances the previous identifications of James, son of James of Albemarle, 
are a case of "right name in the right county, must be him", but that's not close enough for these complex Daniel families. There are only 
a few Buckingham records from the 1770s, but they do not indicate that James, son of James, stayed in Buckingham. 


Hayden gives records from the Christ Church Middlesex register in his "membra disjecta" section (p. 328). In the list for James and 
Jennie (Hicks) Daniel he includes the four first children mentioned above with their dates and then adds a James and Jane with no dates. 
It has been proposed that the Jane Daniel who died on 10 March 1739 (old style, thus 1740) is this daughter Jane. Very reasonable, but it 
doesn't mean she was born then. There is absolutely room for (and the likelihood of) a first child born in late 1726, early 1727 (James 
Daniel and Jennie Hicks were married on 11 November 1725). I would expect the registers to show this birth and there are no noted gaps 
in them to account for it not being there, so if anything it would probably have been a lost pregnancy. There are certainly a couple of 
other Jane Daniels active who could be this one that Hayden attributes to James and Jennie Daniel. One is "Jane daughter of Charles & 
Jane Daniel born August ye 18. baptized Septemr ye 9. 1733". Another is "Jane Daughter of Henry & Betty Daniel born Novr ye 13th 
Bapd Decr 5th 1739". Marked on the side of another list is "Given into ye Secret: Off. Oter [sic] 1736" and on that list is "Jane 
Mickleburrough dyed Augst 10th (Charles Daniel) 1736". That is not Charles' wife Jane as they had children born up until 1740 so it 
must be the daughter Jane, b. 1733. However, other writeups have her living and marrying Thomas Montague, so I don't know what's 
going on between them and this entry. But that would leave the probability that the Jane who died in 1739/40 is the daughter of Henry 
and Betty. 


In the absence of other documentation by Hayden I have to suggest the possibility that he may have been making an "assignment" and 
that this may be another Jane Daniel, not a daughter of James and Jane (Hicks) Daniel. I have also never been able to find a "loose" 
James Daniel in the registers that would answer for Hayden's listing of him as a child of James and Jane, except as guesswork based on 
the later records in Albemarle: he was correct in listing a child James, but it is not based on any Middlesex records. The registers were 
rechecked by the Colonial Dames in 1988 against the originals and the original 1897 transcription was verified as very good, with only 
some spelling errata and names left out of the original indexing. There is no indication of problems with the records or deterioration that 
might account for a James being in there at some point and then not in later years. I have also looked at the originals of the register and 
cannot find anything to put this Jane as a daughter of James and Jane (Hicks) Daniel. 


The final point against Hayden's placing those children as born in Middlesex to James and Jane (Hicks) Daniel is that they were probably 
not in Middlesex when those children would have supposedly been born. James Daniel sold his land in Middlesex in May of 1735 and 
had already bought his first land in Goochland in Nov 1735 and then bought more land in 1740. If anything we have to say that he was 
out of Middlesex based on the records; it would be pure speculation against the records to suppose he had not yet occupied them and was 
still in Middlesex. And if still in Middlesex, why wouldn't he have registered other children born there? However, to be thorough, he 
doesn't show up on the tax lists for Goochland - the only one available for this time period is 1736 and the James Daniel on it seems to 
be located way east in today's Powhattan county or far east in Cumberland (thus indicating it's the other James Daniel whose wife was 
Elizabeth; they eventually went to Halifax). 


Hayden also errs regarding James of Albemarle's wife (he lists her as Elizabeth Woodson, causing so much confusion and flawed 
genealogies these 100 last years), but after that he still turns out the closest of the old layouts in saying that descendants of James, son of 
James of Albemarle, moved to Berea (that's right where James' first lands are in western Granville). It is instead Chesley, Josiah, and 
James who moved there, sons of old James of Albemarle. 


And to repeat with great joy: there are DNA tests for both Chesley and Josiah who are cleanly documented sons of James of Albemarle, 
thus establishing the baseline for this family. In January of 2006 the results for a descendant of James (subject of this article, lived 1747- 
1820, md. Sally Cocke) were returned, a perfect 37/37 match for Chesley and Josiah, thus confirming the above record evidence!

Finally! The evidence on the parentage of James Daniel has been confirmed by DNA 
testing! 


James Daniel was born 31 December 1747. Family write-ups have proposed various identification and parentage 
for this James Daniel: 


1. That he is descended from Governor Robert Daniel of South Carolina. However, Robert's descendants are well- 
traced and our James is not among them. 

2. I have researched various Daniel families of Virginia, including the family of William and Ann Daniel of 
Brunswick County VA. William named a son James in his will of 1786 and the family of Jame's wife, the Cockes, 
had also been in Brunswick earlier. However, the tax lists date their children and their James was born in the 
1770s. 

3. That he is one and the same or the son of the James Daniel of Granville who died in 1785. This is clearly 
disproved by the tax lists of Granville. There is a full explanation at genforum message 1782 and at genforum 
message 2125 (both open in a new window, just close when done) . To further complicate this particular 
identification there is the issue of the marriage of this James Daniel (d. 1786). You can read an explanation of this at 
genforum message 2112 (also opens in a new window). However, the link to the actual marriage bond is old, here is 


the marriage bond of James Daniel and Salley Cocke. 


After re-entry into research on the various Daniel families and a number of "aha's" from the records, I was very 
satisfied and convinced that James is the son of James Daniel and Jane Hicks of Albemarle county Va, son of 
Robert Daniel and Margaret Price, son of Capt. William Daniell of Middlesex. But the proof was always going to be 
clouded by the old confusions. The Daniel Surname DNA Project now has tests from descendants of Chesley and 
Josiah Daniel, both proven sons of James Daniel of Albemarle and Jane Hicks. And at last I found a descendant of 
our James to test and the match was a perfect 37/37, thus confirming the records. Read the record evidence that 
James is the son of James of Albemarle. 


Sally Cocke was born in 1755, daughter of William Cocke and Rebecca Edwards who had married 23 July 1754 in 
Brunswick county VA. Extensive research has been done on this Cocke family back to Richard Cocke (1600-1665) 
of Henrico County Virginia: a well documented source is Cockes and Cousins, volume 2, by Virginia Webb Cocke, 
1974. 


By the early 1770s James Daniel was in Granville County, North Carolina, as was the Cocke family. The 1771 
Granville tax lists show William Cocke with 5 taxables and no carriage wheels and in the same grouping James 
Daniel with 2 taxables and no carriage wheels; no later information I have found indicate who this other taxable is. 
However, it could be his brother John and again I would refer you to my "theory" above. In a second grouping of 
D- Names is Anne Daniel (widow of John who died 1762), their son the "other" James Daniel (the constable), and 
still further away is Chesley Daniel, who I now believe is James' brother. 





James Daniel married Sally Cocke in Granville on 30 November 1772; James' signature on the bond is at the 
beginning of this page and Sally's father also signed the bond. 


Just a few months later James Daniel, Chesley Daniel, and Joseph Roberts were witnesses when Benjamin Harrison 
executed his will in Granville on 7 January 1773. It was probated at May court of 177- [sic, as found in Granvile 
Will Book 1 p. 36-37]. The following week, on 13 January 1773, James was a witness to a deed (K110) between 

John Johnston and James Downeyfor 369a on both sides of lower fork of Grassey Ck, bound by James Pettegrew's 
corner, Drury Smith's line, King's line, and Downey's line. The other witness, who proved the deed at February 
court of 1773 was David Knott, who was closely tied to Chesley Daniel's family. 


James' and Sally's first child, Rebecca (Rebecke in records) was born in 1773 or 1774, then William in 1776. They 
probably lost a child after that, maybe two, Elijah in about 1781, and then Lewis was born about 1783-84, John C. 
in 1784-85, Jane about 1787, Elizabeth about 1789. George was born on 13 July 1792. A daughter was born about 


1793, but must have died young. Susan was born in 1795, Sally about 1798, and Margaret R. on 7 March 1800. 
[N.B. Later family data says Lewis was born in 1781, but the tax lists clearly show Elijah coming of age first, Lewis 
does not appear on them until 1807 (for the year 1806). He is probably the poll counted in James Daniel's listing of 
1806, James being beyond poll age. This would put Lewis' birth about 1783-4.] 


The Granville land records (Book L, p. 251) show that on 8 January 1778 James Daniel of Granville bought 233 
acres on the north side of Crooked Run from Michal Pealor/Peelar of Roan (Rowan). The witnesses were George 
Roberts, Absalom Davis, and Wilm Cocke. The price for this land was a token 5 shillings sterling. This needs to be 
further investigated for family relationships and origins. 


Next, George Roberts sold 250 acres to James Daniel on 3 February 1778 for £226.13.4. The land is described as 
being on both sides of Tar River and crossing Crooked Run. There were no witnesses and George Roberts 
acknowledged the deed in the February court of 1778. (Granville Deed Book L, p. 237) 


James Daniel is listed in the Tar River District (p. 169) as taking the Oath of Allegiance on 22 May, 1778, as shown 
in the State Records of North Carolina. Various relatives of his are in their respective districts. The oaths read as 
follows: 


I will bear faithfull and true Allegiance to the State of North Carolina and will truly endeavor to support, 
maintain, and defend the independent Government thereof against George the third, King of Great 
Britain and his successors, and the attempts of any other Person, Prince, power, state or Potentate, who 
by secret arts, treasons, Conspiracies or by open force shall attempt to subvert the same and will in every 
respect conduct myself as a peaceful orderly subject and that I will disclose and make known to the 
governor, some member of the Council of State, some Justices of the Superior Courts or of the Peace, all 
treasons, Conspiracies and attempts committed or intended against the State shall come to my 
knowledge. 

or 

"And that all persons being quakers, Moravians, Menomists & dunkards & under the circumstances 
above mentioned in Law, shall make the following affirmation or depart the State." 

I, A. B., do solemnly and sincerely declare and affirm that I will bear true Fidelity to the independence 
State of North Carolina and to the Powers & authorities which are or may be established for the good 
governments thereof and I do renounce any Fidelity to the present King of Great Britain, his Heirs and 
successors, and that I will disclose and make known to the Governor, some member of the Council of 
State, Judge of the superior Court or Justice of the peace, all Treasons, Conspiracies or attempts 
Committed or intended against the same which shall come to my knowledge. 


The next available tax list for Granville is for 1780, now broken down by districts. The Tar River district shows 
George Roberts and William Cocke and nearby is James Daniel with 503 acres, 3 slaves age 10 to 40, 3 slaves age 5 
to 10, 2 slaves under 5, 7 horses, 12 cattle, with a total valuation of £4330.10.6. There is a 20 acre discrepancy here, 
but the next land deed helps clarify it. The other Daniel families, including the "other" James are much farther east 
in the Henderson and Nutbush districts (which would be cut into modern day Vance county). 


Deed Book O, p. 151 shows that James Daniel sold 20 acres of land to Thomas Person on 6 January 1780, for £100 
current money of North Carolina. The land was between the branches of Sheltons Creek and Crooked, adjoining 
Person's corner. The witnesses were Thomas Critcher and Phillip Lewis and the deed was recorded in the August 
court of 1781. This 20 acres must have been included in the 1780 listing, although there is no record of James 
Daniel purchasing it that I have found. 


In the Granville records, after Book N is a Book of State Grants: p. 176 #345, 1 Mar 1780, for 50 shillings for every 
100 acres, to James Daniel 98 acres, on the waters of Tar River, Persons Corner, Allins line, Daniels line. The grant 
is signed by Richard Caswell. Another note about the 1780 tax list is that James Daniel is listed directly before 
Thomas Person and William Allin. 


The 1782 tax lists again show our James Daniel in the Tar River district with 563 acres, 3 negros age 16 to 40, 2 
negros age 7 to 16 or 40 to 50, 2 negros under 7 or over 50. He is also listed with 10 horses or mules, 11 cattle, and 
the amount of the assessment is £613.12. James is very near George Roberts and William Allin. The discrepancy in 
acreage is not unusual or surprising, but I haven't found any records to account for it yet. The Cocke family has 
now been cut into the Island River district. 


The court records of Granville show the following road entry for 3 February 1783 (Volume 6, Minutes). Note the 
names involved are very familiar to the Daniel family in other land entries: 


Feby 3, 1783. "The following persons are appointed to lay out a Road the best & most convenient way 


from near Shearmons meeting house to a Road laid out from Caswell Court house to Granville County 
line viz't. John Washington William Philpot, James Meadows, Jacob Slaughter William Allin Philip 
Lewis, Rich'd. Fowler Miles Wells Stephen Merrit, Jo's. Langston, Thomas Person Ja's. Daniel Tho's 
Goss George Roberts John Williams Ephra Frazier William Kennon William Gill & that John 
Washington, with the hands of Ja's. Daniel Ja's. Hester Jo's Langston, Miles Wills William Oakley 
Tho's. Oakley Hezekiah Habgood Harrison Duncan William Philpot William Cocke, Person's hands at 
his Mill, open & keep the same in repair." 


In the 1785 tax list the other James Daniel and relatives are clearly separated from our James and Sally, who are 
now listed with no acreage, 1 free poll, 4 slaves and no other data (wheels, stud horses, etc.). They have probably 
already handed over their land as reflected in Deed Book O, p. 413, where James Daniel deeds 555 acres to John 
Thorp for £279 Virginia money. The land is on the north side of Tar River and Crooked Run. The witness was 
John Washington and the deed was written on 2 November 1785, recorded in November of 1785. James Daniel 
does not appear again in Granville after the 1785 tax lists. The "other" James Daniel of Granville had also died by 
November of 1785 so only his heirs show on the list in the other districts. 


This is a map from the USGS Mapping Information Geographic Names Information System and the Tiger Map 
Server at the U.S. Census Bureau. I have marked the geographic names in James Daniel's Granville, Caswell, and 
Person county deeds. Shelton's Creek is along the orange dots, Crooked "Fork" along the green. Those indicate 
where James' land in Granville was in the 1780s. The land was very possibly in the eastern portion of what is today 
Person, but that area was part of Granville at that time. The purple dots are the north fork of the Flat River and the 
blue dot is where Flat River Primitive Baptist Church is (more on these areas in the next section). St. James District 
of Person, where James Daniel is listed as being taxed, is literally the southeast quarter of the county. 
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James and Sallie and their children had moved to that part of Caswell county which would later become Person 
county. The Daniel family belonged to the Flat River Primitive Baptist Church which was located about 4 miles 
south of Roxboro. The crossroads today are Flat River Church Road and Bessie Daniel Road. Although the earliest 
records of the church were destroyed, the Minute Book from 1786 - 1890 still exists. On the front page of the book 
is the following dedication: 





"This Book is a present from Robert Paine, Senr to the Babtist Church on Flat River, Person County, to 
have the old church book transcribed in it from the year 1786. 3rd Saturday in March ---. By the Revd 
George Roberts, October 4th 1806." 


There is also a list of members: it is separate for men and women, but the married couples are clearly in order on 
the two lists. Among the members are James and Salley Daniel and John and Lucy Womack (their daughter 
Elizabeth later married Elijah Daniel). Also shown are Mathew and Rachel Daniel, who don't seem to be related to 
our Daniels (but that's not proven yet), and what looks to be a single woman Betsy Daniel. 


In the minutes, James Daniel is mentioned as a member in July of 1787. Mathew and Rachael joined in September 
and October of 1789. In September of 1789 Lewe, owned by James Daniel, is in the list of ''Negro members" who 
joined the church. 


Sally (Cocke) Daniel's brother, William Cocke Junior, also moved to Caswell and James Daniel and George 
Roberts witnessed his land purchase on 28 August 1788 (Caswell Deed Book F, p. 84). Then James Daniel and G. 
H. Mason were witnesses to the purchase of 312 acres by George Roberts (of Caswell) from William Green (of 
Warren). This land was bought for £312, located on Richland Creek adjoining William Jay. The deed was dated 25 
October 1788 Book F, p. 144). The Richland Creek location of today seems only in the western portion of Person 
county, however at the time of these deeds it was referred to in tax list entries in the eastern districts as well. 





On 20 April 1789 James Daniel bought this 312 acres in Caswell from George Roberts. The land was located on the 
"north fork of Flatt River...crossing Greens Hunting branch...." The initial payment was £130 Virginia money and 





this deed was acknowledged in open court. This area was cut into Person County in 1791 and was located in St. 
James District (the southeastern section of Person) in the area of Paynes Tavern. It is this 312 acres and its location 
that distinguish our James Daniel from the several other Daniel families of Caswell, and Person counties. 
Incidentally, the only tax lists extant for Caswell county are for 1777, 1780, and 1784. James Daniel does not appear 
on these lists, only Matthew. 


A later North Carolina descendant also believed that "James Daniel and his brother William" received land grants 
in Tennessee from the State of North Carolina. I do not know that James did not receive one of these land grants, 
but given my belief that James is the son of James of Albemarle, I no longer believe he had a brother William. This 
idea about the land grants falls into line with the nature of other errors that the North Carolina descendants had 
made about James' family. Listed here are land grants in Tennessee to James and William Daniel. 

#1199 James Daniel 160a 1783 Sullivan County on the North Bank of Holstien River 

#2430 James Daniel 700a 1790 Greene County on the South Side of Holstien River 

#2650 William Daniel 150a 1790 Hawkins County on the South side of Holstien River on Yances Creek 

#2424 William Joseph Daniel, Warrant #823, 274a Tennessee co, 31 Dec 1793, assignee of the heirs of James Brown 
decd assignee of John Miers, Private, book B2-168 

There is still research to do to confirm that this is our James Daniel and what happened to the land. 


The 1790 census was created from tax lists and only lists names of the heads of households, there are no numbers of 
males and females. James Daniel is in the St. James district of Caswell county. However, James Daniel is reported 
in the tax lists from the founding of Person County. I have posted the Tax List entries of 1792-1815 for Daniel, 
Cocke, Womack, Pryor, and other related names. In 1793 (for the year 1792) James Daniel is listed with 1 free poll 
(in most of these records a poll is of age 21-46) and 5 black polls. From 1794-96 he is charged for 1 free poll and 6 
black polls (actually he's not listed in 1795). In 1797 he has 2 free polls: this conforms with the census and would be 
James and Sally's son William coming of age. William never married and in his will of 13 May 1818 (recorded in 
August 1818) he left his estate to his brothers and sisters. From 1797 to 1800 James Daniel is listed with 2 free polls 
and 5 black polls. His sons Elijah and Lewis were still at home; the tax lists clearly show the coming of age of 
James' and Sally's sons. 





Sally's father, William Cocke, died in 1796 and he gave to his "daughter Salley Daniel the sum of five pounds 
current money of this State" in his will written 12 March 1795, proven November 1796, recorded in Will and 
Estate Book 4, pages 50-53. Her mother Rebecca died 16 June 1796 and in her nuncupative will written down on 19 
June "the 3rd day after her decease", she refers to the will of William Cock, deceased. Therefore Sally's father had 
died sometime between 12 March 1795 and 16 Jun 1796. 


James and Sally's older children married in Person county. Rebecke married Richard Holeman in 1795. Lewis 
married Martha Lanier and they remained on the family land in North Carolina. Descendants lived in their house 
until the late 1970s. Elijah married Elizabeth Womack on 1 March 1801. Jane married William Hopson in 1806, 
and Elizabeth married James McCain in 1809. 


The 1800 census for Person county shows James Daniel with the following family members, I have added the 
names: 

1 male over 45 (James 52) 

1 female 26 to 45 (Sally 45) 

3 males 16 to 26 (William ~24, Elijah ~20, Lewis ~17) 

1 males 10 to 16 (John ~14) 

2 females 10 to 16 (Jane ~13, Elizabeth ~11) 

1 male under 10 (George 8) 

4 females under 10 (daughter ~6, Susan ~5, Sally ~2, Margaret R. infant) 

There are 14 slaves listed with the family. 


The 1801 tax lists (which are for 1800) show James Daniel with one white poll and 6 black polls, so the other 8 
slaves are either males under 21 or females. 


James Daniel is mentioned variously in the Person County Court Books, but not always reliably distinguishable 
from the other James Daniel of Hyco Creek farther north in Person. For example, on 3 March of 1801 in the 
Person County Record Book 3, p. 7 there is an "account of strays taken up" in the county. James Daniel is listed as 
having taken up 2 hogs. This may be either of the 2 James Daniels of Person County at the time. 


Our James and Sally lived near the Paul Jeffreys family and that can help identify them. In Record Book 3, p. 74 is 
the December 1801 division of the estate of Paul Jeffreys to the Widow Jeffreys, Lucy, David, Elizabeth, and James. 
This division was administered by John Gwinn, James Daniel, and William Cocke [junior, Sally's brother]. A 
James Daniel also participated in the division of the estate of Edward Davis made on 9 November and recorded at 


December court of 1802. This second entry may or may not be ours. 


On 7 Sep 1801 James Daniel bought 179 acres from Samuel Dickens, giving him $358 at the time of the deed. The 
land was described as adjacent to Joseph Traylor, Tapleys Creek, and Jeffrey. This deed was witnessed by John 
Clixby and recorded in Person County at the September 1801 court in Book C, page 293. Around the time his son 
Elijah turned 21, James Daniel sold this land to him, also for the same payment. The deed was written on 5 June 
1804 and recorded at the June court of 1804. The witness was Richard Holdman, James and Sally's son-in-law 
(husband of Rebecke). 


The 1803 tax lists show James with 1 white poll and 7 black polls. In 1804 he shows 6 black polls. Then on the list of 
1805, recorded in September, he is listed in Captain Hubbard's Company, James with 312 acres, no white polls (he 
is over 46 years old and son Lewis has not yet come of age), and 5 black polls. Elijah has 178 acres, 1 white poll, 
and 3 black polls. In December of 1805 James Daniel was a witness to the receipt for a bill of sale from Josiah Cate 
to Richard Holeman [James' and Sally's son-in-law]. In 1806 James is listed with one poll (this would be Lewis) and 
5 slaves. In 1807 James is listed with no polls and William, Elijah, and now Lewis are listed independently. In 1808 
James is listed with those same sons, but again he has a poll who would be his son John coming of age. The 1809 tax 
lists only show James and Elijah, each with one poll, William and Lewis don't appear. After 1809 Elijah Daniel is 
no longer found on the tax lists, he had moved to Christian/Trigg county KY, where he appears in the 1810 census. 


In the 1810 census of Person county James and Sally's family is listed as: 
1 male over 45 (James 62) 

1 female over 45 (Sally 55) 

1 male 26 to 45 (Lewis ~27) 

2 males 16 to 26 (John ~24, George ~18) 

2 females 10 to 16 (Susan ~15, Sally ~12) 

1 female under 10 (Margaret R. ~10) 

The family is listed with 9 slaves. 


The 1810 taxes only show James and son William, but in 1811 Lewis is again listed with them. The 1812 tax lists 
again have James, William and Lewis. The poll with James in these lists would still be son John. 


On 2 November 1812 James Daniel sold his 312 acres to his son Lewis, and James and Sally were dismissed by 
letter from the Flat River Primitive Baptist Church that same month. Later descendants who lost track of James 
and Sally thought they must have died, but they actually moved to Christian county Kentucky. There was a 
significant migration from North Carolina to Kentucky and many families floated up the Cumberland River in 
their journey, possibly our Daniel family. They may have passed through Tennessee on the way as well. Elijah 
Daniel had already moved there in time for the 1810 census and the 1810 tax lists. James and Sally came later with 
their other children and their husbands and wives. James was over 66 years old and Sally was over 57 when they 
made this trip. There seems to be a crossover period between the Person county tax lists and the Christian county 
tax lists as James appears to be listed in both. In 1813 James no longer shows any land or slaves and Lewis Daniel 
is charged with the 312 acres. In the Person tax lists collected for 1814 (recorded in November of 1814) there 
appear James Daniel (no land) and sons William and Lewis, along with Richard Holeman, all listed in Captain 
Fowler's District. 


As in Person county North Carolina, there was another James Daniel family in Christian county Kentucky. These 
two are again distinguishable by their location, but Perrin's history of the county, written last century "blends" the 
two. Our Daniel family settled on the Muddy Fork of the Little River in the Cerulean Springs district; the other 
family had come from Virginia earlier and was in the Roaring Springs district in the southern part of the county. 


Our James Daniel was first listed in the tax lists in 1813 as having one white male over 21, 2 black males over 21 (no 
other blacks), 2 horses, and no land. He is near his sons Elijah and George and son John appears first in the 1814 
tax lists. From 1815 to 1817 James has the same listing but is charged with 3 horses. 


The estate of Joel Thompson was appraised and recorded in June of 1815 in Will Book C, p. 5. The appraisers were 
John Goode, James Daniel, and Richard Stow. The Goode name suggests this might be our James Daniel, but the 
Goode family was in both parts of the county, so it is not certain. 


On 2 September 1816 James Daniel recorded the following affidavit in Christian County (Book G, page 82): 


I James Daniel do swear that my removal to the St of Ky was with an intention to become a Citizen 
thereof and that I have brought with me no slave or slaves and will bring no slave or slaves with an intent 
of selling them. James Daniel (seal) 


In 1819 James is taxed with 1 white male over 21, 3 black males over 21, but 4 blacks total, and 4 horses. The 4th 


black is not designated by sex or age, but based on James' will one of the men would be Bob and the "4th" would be 
Rachel. There are no recordings of land purchases by James, but his sons bought land over the course of the years, 
so James and Sally probably lived on their land. 


James and Sally's younger children married in Kentucky, some after James' death. John married Nancy Harbour, 
George married Sarah Virginia Jones, Susan married John Jones, Sally married Isaac Miller, and Margaret 
married Thomas W. Hammond on 8 November 1824. 


James Daniel wrote his will on 9 March 1820 and died by May of that year at age 72. His will was recorded in 
Christian County Wills and Estates Book C, page 308: 


"Christian County Commonwealth of Kentucky to Wit: I James Daniel being sick and like to Death have 
made this my last Will and Testament I do give unto my wife Sarah Daniel (that is after all my Just 
Debts are paid) All the property I possess Namely One Negro man named Bob, a negro Woman named 
Rachel, Horses, Cattle, Hogs, and all the Household furniture and farming Utenseals and at her Death 
the same property to be equally Divided Between my five Youngest Children Namely Elizabeth McCane, 
George Daniel, Susan Daniel, Sally Miller, Margeret Daniel. I Do allso appoint my Son George Daniel 
and Isaac Miller my Executors and any Money or property that has been given to any of the above 
Named Legatees to be Discounted Out of their Equal part of the afore[~named] property in Witness 
Whereof I have hereunto set my hand and Seal this Ninth day of March in the Year of Our lord One 
thousand Eight hundred and Twenty --. Witness: Wm Johnson, Evander (his X mark) Johnson. Signed 
James Daniel, (seal). Recorded May 1820 by Jno Clark." 


There are no other records of James' estate, inventories, sales, or settlements. Widow Sally Daniel appears to be 
living with her son George in the 1820 census along with her two younger daughters, Susan and Margaret, who 
also married later. George did not marry until 1828 and he is the only male in the household. Sally probably died 
by 1830: she is not included in census listings for any of her children. In the cemetery listings made in the 1960s 
there were no graves found for James and Sally. However, Charlotte L. Pulliam worked on the two James Daniel 
families and published articles about them in the "Cadiz Record" in 1937. At that time, with the help of a Mr. 
Stice, she eventually located them near Bainbridge "in the Hamby Graveyard on the Buttermilk road and not far 
from Clark's store". This suggests that they were living with or near their son John, as Elijah and George's lands 
had been cut into Trigg county in 1820. James' stone gave his birthdate as 31 December 1747 and death in 1820. 
Sally's only said she was born in 1755. In 1998 I travelled the whole of Buttermilk road and asked all I could find 
about graves in the area, but with no luck. That area looks now like it was somewhat redevoloped in the 50s, and 
the stones and their site are probably lost to us.

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Benjamin Morton Goode (1800 - 1870/80) 
and 
Nancy Daniel (1802 - 21880) 


Benjamin Morton Goode was born 28 Jun 1800 (a Saturday) in Greenville county, South Carolina. His parents 
were John Goode and Elizabeth Jane Hawkins. John and Janie (Hawkins) Goode had married in 1795 in 
Rutherford county North Carolina, but were in Greenville by 1798 (John "of Greenville" returned to Rutherford 
to sell property he had there). Benjamin had an older half-sister, Margaret (born 20 November 1791 to John 
Goode and his first wife, Patsy Gill, who died shortly after). 


There are no land deeds for John Goode in Greenville, so it is not certain just where the family lived. But 
Benjamin grew up there there until at least 1804 (again indicated by land deeds in Rutherford). For sure the family 
had moved back or passed through Rutherford again because on 20 December 1809 John Goode sold the last of his 
holdings in Rutherford, 95 acres on the Suck branch of the Sandy. The family was moving to Christian county 
Kentucky and were there for the 1810 census and tax lists. 


Nancy Daniel was the oldest child of Elijah Daniel and Elizabeth Womack. Nancy was born in February of 1802 in 
Person county North Carolina and grew up there until 1810 when her family also moved to Christian county 


Kentucky. 


Both the Goode and Daniel families settled on the Muddy Fork of the Little River in what would become the 
northeastern portion of Trigg county when it was cut from Christian in 1820. Another John Goode came to 
Christian/Trigg from Virginia and early histories tend to blend the two. Perrin's History of Trigg says that John 
Goode settled on Dry Fork, one and a half miles from the Cerulean Springs. However, Dry Fork is in the southern 
part of Trigg/Christian counties on the border with Tennessee and Cerulean Springs is in the north. Perrin also 
says that John Goode and his wife were early members of the Muddy Fork Baptist Church and dates it 
approximately 1806. If the date is correct, then again it is not our John and Janie Goode, but rather the other. The 
Daniel family also settled in the Cerulean Springs area. The Muddy Fork and Cerulean Springs (green dot) are 
shown below on a map from the USGS Mapping Information Geographic Names Information System and the 
Tiger Map Server at the U.S. Census Bureau. Horse Creek (orange dot) is where the families settled as will be 


described shortly. 
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Benjamin Morton Goode and Nancy Daniel married in Christian county Kentucky. Benjamin signed a bond (the 
signature at the top of this page) and his father John Goode signed as bondsman. Nancy was only 17, a month shy 
of her 18th birthday, so her father Elijah Daniel wrote and signed a consent for her to marry. The bond was dated 
31 January 1820. The Kentucky Reporter of 1 March 1820 reported that "Benjamin Goode married Miss Nancy 
Daniel, daughter of Capt. Elijah Daniel" in February 1820. Later that year Benjamin and Nancy's new household 
is enumerated in the 1820 Trigg census. They are next door to John Goode and show Benjamin as 16-26, Nancy as 
16-26. There is a woman aged 26-45 living with them and a mark for a man over 45 (I had thought this mark may 
have also been erased). I do not know who these are, but they are neither Benjamin nor Nancy's parents who are 
enumerated separately. Benjamin and Nancy also show that they have one slave, a girl under 14 years old. This 
girl is probably Mary who was given by Nancy's father (this will be shown later in his estate). Benjamin does not 
show up on the tax lists for 1820; he has not turned 21 quite yet and has no taxable property at this time. 








The following year Benjamin bought land in Trigg. On 4 May 1821 he bought 36 acres from his father John Goode 
for $200. The land was on the waters of Muddy Fork of the Little River and bounded by McCaughan's line (a 
major landowner in Trigg), Daniel's corner, and was part of a 94 acre survey made for Robert Goode. The witness 
to this deed was Lemuel A. Wood and it was recorded on 15 October 1821 in Trigg Deed Book A, p. 141. A week 
and a half later, on 15 May, Benjamin M. Goode bought 49 acres for $250 from his father-in-law, Elijah Daniel. 
This land was also described on the Muddy Fork of the Little River, at the corner of John Goode's field, being part 
of a 197 acre survey patented to Richard Brownfield. John Goode and Braxton Wall witnessed this deed and it was 
also recorded on 15 October 1821 in Book A, p. 140. 


Benjamin Goode had both these properties surveyed as shown in the Surveyor's Records of 1820-1826. There are 
no dates shown, but they are both in the same entry (p. 168 of the book) and read as follows: 


Benjn Good 36a, it being part of Robt Goods 94 acre suvey. Begins at a ?-yeary saplin - thence S40 W84 
poles to a stone in McCaughans line = thence S50 E120 poles to a post oak McCaughans corner - thence 
N75 #9 poles to a black Jack saplin Brownfields corner (E. Daniels) thence N19 W146 poles to the 
beginning. 


Benjn Good 49a, part of R. Brownfields 197 1/2a survey, begins at a Hickory stump in the corner of 
John Goods field thence N60 E74 poles to 2 red oaks thence S19 E60 poles to a post oak saplin - thence 
S14 W127 poles to a black jack saplin Goods corner - thence with his line N19 W146 poles to the 
beginning. 


It appears that Benjamin and Nancy's first child was James, born 4 June 1821. This is in an very old list of births 
(shared by Ben Taylor Goode) in such a way as to seem like their first child. However, there are no more records of 
James and he doesn't appear on the census in 1830, so he must have died young. The name James is probably after 
Nancy's grandfather James Daniel, it is not common name in this branch of the Goode family. The 1821 tax lists 
still do not show Benjamin (the lists aren't dated but were usually taken in summer and late fall; Benjamin may 
still not have been 21 or have taken possession of his acreage), but his father John is shown on Horse Creek with 
400 acres. John's will describes the tract as 364 acres which accounts for the 36 acres he sold to Benjamin. 


Benjamin's father died sometime between 11 April 1822 and 17 Jun 1822. In his will (Will Book A, p. 14) he notes 
that his older and married children have already received their shares, but that if the future distributions to his 
younger children turn out to be more, then the surplus is to be divided among them all. He further states "...and to 
my sons Benjamin Morton & Obadia [sic] Woodson & my Daughter Eliza Goode, I bequeath the price of my two 
Negro men Abraham and Jose, which I desire my Executors to sell, and divide the amount among the three 
equally." The estate settlements and accounts for John Goode are not very complete, and what accounts there are 
do not show Benjamin Morton Goode receiving or paying any monies. 


The 1822 tax lists show the situation after John Goode's death. Jane Goode is listed with no taxables, 3 blacks over 
16, 5 blacks total, 4 horses, 5 "scholars", and 350 acres on Horse Creek. Benj. M. Goode is shown with no 
taxables, blacks, horses or scholars. He does have 86 acres on Horse Creek. 


Only a short time later, Nancy's father Elijah died, by October 1822. The appraisal of his estate on 14 November 
1822 included: 


One bay Mare that B. Goode recd is worth $85 

One negro Girl named Mary Recd by Benj Goode is worth $400 

One Bed & furniture 7 Beadsted Recd by B. Goode at $37.50 

One Black Walnut chest Recd by B. Good $2.50 

one Side Saddle & Bridle Recd by B. Goode worth $20 

4 sheep Recd by B. Goode at $2 a head 

[In this list was also "two cows & a two year ole Heifer worthy $26", but it didn't say Recd by B. Goode. 
I think it probably was, but not noted in error.] 


Mary is probably the slave enumerated with Benjamin and Nancy in the 1820 census and these other articles are 
what Benjamin and Nancy had already been given, but which still had to be appraised in the estate. The total of the 
list is $553.00. Benjamin and Nancy will continue to be involved with the estate of Nancy's father for several more 
years. There is a full transcription of Elijah Daniel's estate here. It is all in Will Book A, but I am not indicating 
pages in this narrative. 


Benjamin and Nancy's second child, John Daniel Goode, was born 24 January 1823. (It seems likely the John is for 
Benjamin's father and the Daniel for Nancy's family.) However, Benjamin and Nancy do not show up in the tax 
lists for the next two years, 1823-1824. Benjamin's mother Jane is also not on these lists and in April of 1824 her 


land is sold (Book A, p. 409), it was also in the will the land could be sold if necessary to maintain the family. The 
next record of Benjamin is as a buyer at a sale of Elijah Daniel's property held on the 26th and 27th of November 
of 1824. Not all the items were listed with the price, but I have included what they were appraised at [in straight 
brackets] when I could determine it from the earlier records. I have also written out the items where they were 
indicated with ditto marks to make it easier to read. He bought: 1 yoke of oxen [$25], 1 ox Cart, 10 Barrels corn at 
$13.40 cents, 10 [more] Barrels corn 13.40, 10 [more] Barrels corn 13.40 10 [more] Barrels corn 13.80, 10 [more] 
Barrels corn 13.40, 1 Stack & Shucks, and 4 Harrow teeth. A month later, on 20 December 1824, Benjamin Goode 
along with T. M. Hammonds, John Jennings, and John Daniel signed as a security in the appointment of George 
Daniel (Nancy's brother) as guardian to their 4 minor brothers and sisters, Agnes, Green, Lucy, and Lewis Daniel 
(Court Order Book A, p. 162). 


Their next child born was Elijah Daniel Goode (obviously named directly after Nancy's father). He was born on 3 
February 1825. Benjamin is once again on the 1825 tax lists, in Wilson's Company. There is 1 white male over 21, 

1 black over 16, 3 blacks total, 3 horses, and the evaluation is $1750. However, he is shown as having no land. I 
cannot find a deed by Benjamin disposing of this land, but his 86 acres do show up again on the tax lists. Later that 
year an account of Elijah Daniel's estate of 17 December 1825 shows that it had credits from Benjamin Goode: 
"No.1 By Benj. Goode - part of the estate 612.53 cts, paid to him in items, paid to him according to the 
[?]provisement bill, and interest on the same as the amount is charged with the same - 73.50". This is likely the 
value of the items he and Nancy had received (above) as part of their share of the estate and interest. Further 
entries in these accounts also show that $30 was paid to Benjamin Goode from Frances Daniel (another of the 
heirs). The settlement showed that "the ninth part is $635.53 of the negro property and personal estate which is 
each heirs share of said estate - which is settled and disposed of agreeable to accounts". The eight other children of 
Elijah are listed with the accounting of their shares, but Nancy is not as she had already received her part when she 
married and shortly after. 


In January of 1826 the commissioners met to divide and distribute Elijah Daniel's land among his heirs. Two of the 
lots are described as follows: 


Lots M and N is Nancy Good's part, formerly Nancy Daniel. 

M is part of the Upton place, and begins at a Red Bud and haw bush in a line of the original survey, also 
in the line of Wiley Wilson's Survey, thence with said line S. 20 W 100 poles to a small hickory and post 
oak stump corner of the original survey, thence South 70; E. 32 poles to a black oak, white oak and 
pissimmon bushes, thence N. 20; East 48 poles to a Red Oak on the North side of the Spring brance, 
about four poles below the spring, thence South 70 E. 18 1/2 poles to a dogwood bush, thence N. 20; East 
52 poles to a black oak bush, on the side of the know, thence North 70; W. 50 1/2 poles to the beginning 
containing 26 Acres. Lot N is a part of the Brownfield place which has formerly been conveyed to Benjn 
and Nancy Goode, and of course its metes and bounds is useless in this report, it contains 49 Acres. 
Given under our hand this 20th day of March 1826. John McCaughan, Seth P. Pool, Sa'l (his X mark) 
Goodwin Senr. 


Because Elijah Daniel had died intestate, the commissioners had to file deeds of title to the lands to the heirs. These 
deeds are in Will Book B, starting at p. 297 with Benjamin and Nancy's. They were executed in July of 1826 and 
recorded on 7 August 1826 and the witnesses were Charles Jones and George Daniel. The land is deeded to 
Benjamin and Nancy Goode heirs at law, "love and affection of E. Daniel decd and according to court order", for 
26 acres, part of a400a survey entered in the name of James Upton, owned by E. Daniel at his decease, bounded by 
Wiley Wilson. Benj'n Goode is listed as a bound in the following deed to John Daniel Junr. which was 175 acres 
also part of the Upton place. The two lots, the 26 acres and the 49 acres (which Benjamin had already bought) are 
shown in the plats in these records as: 








Also at the time of the recording of these titles, there was an election "of a member to lower branch of the State 
Legislature" held in Cadiz. The voting was done from Monday to Wednesday, 7-9 August 1826 and Benjamin 
Goode is in the Poll Book for Cadiz Precinct for the election. In the tax lists he is shown with 26 acres on Horse 
Creek, with 1 white male over 21, 1 black over 16, 2 blacks total, 4 horses, and a valuation of $1106. The land was 
valued at $1 per acre. 


Just a few months later, on 14 February 1827 Benjamin Goode sold the 26 acres to Wiley Wilson for $39 (this land 
was located along the line of Wiley Wilson's survey). The witnesses were T. L. Mayes and Caldwell P.Pool and the 
deed was acknowledged in person by Benjamin Goode and recorded on 20 August 1827 in Book C, p. 66. Elizabeth 
Jane, Benjamin and Nancy's first daughter was born sometime in March of 1827 (named after Benjamin's mother). 
For this year and the following (1828) Benjamin Goode is in the tax lists with no land, 1 white male over 21, 1 black 
over 16, 2 blacks total, 6 horses, and a valuation of $900. 


On Monday the 20th of April 1829, Benjamin Goode signed as security on the bond for James T. McCaughan's 
appointment as constable within the 5th precinct. This is shown in the Court Order Book A, p. 336. He is on the 

tax list with no land, 1 white male over 21, 2 blacks over 16, 2 blacks total, 5 horses, 1 child aged 4-15, and a 
valuation of $850. The child is John Daniel, age 6. Then on the 28th of June of 1829, a daughter Virginia Susan was 
born. Her tombstone says it was on 18 June of 1830, but that information was given by her daughter in 1892. The 
1829 date is from the list of births created much earlier and is more likely correct; it also conforms more to what all 
the later census records show for Virginia Susan. Benjamin Goode voted again on 3 August 1829 and appears in 
the Cadiz Poll Book (there is no description of what the election was for). 


Court Order Book A, pp. 383-384 show that on Monday 19 April 1830 it was "Ordered that William Adams be 
appointed surveyor of that part of the road from Carroll's hill to Harpending's or Milleville, commencing at the 
Muddy Fork & continuing to the Caldwell County line, in the place of David Martin, resigned, with the following 
boundary, to include hands, to wit: Beginning at where said road crosses the Muddy Fork, thence to the Cadiz 
road, to Benjamins Goode's, from thence to Charles Jones' & Benjamin Faulkner's, thence on a direction with the 
county line of Trigg & Caldwell to the Christian & Trigg County lines on the northwest side, & that said surveyor 
keep road in lawful repair to width of 15 feet." Harpending Springs is in Caldwell county via road 126 today. The 
Trigg-Caldwell border was in play even into the 1830s, and the roads today have certainly changed, but with a 
slight bend to the south, this description might be describing 126 as it passes southeast and then as it would turn 
onto 124 and continue on to become the Cerulean Bainbridge road. This would pass through the Horse Creek area 
easily. 


Benjamin and Nancy's household in the 1830 census for Trigg shows: 

1 male 20-30 (Benjamin 29-30) 

1 female 20-30 (Nancy 28) 

1 male 5-10 (John Daniel 7) 

1 male under 5 (Elijah Daniel 5) 

2 females under 5 (Elizabeth Jane 3, Virginia Susan 1) 

There are two slaves, one male aged 24-36 and 1 female under 10. I do not know what happened to Mary. 
Benjamin's tax entry for 1830 shows 56 acres on Horse Creek, 1 male over 21, 2 blacks over 16, 3 blacks total, 2 
horses, a valuation of $950. The land is valued at $2.50 per acre. I have so far found nothing about how or when 
Benjamin acquired this 56 acres. 


Benjamin Goode went to court and applied for guardianship for his younger brothers and sisters and it was so 
ordered on Monday 18 October 1830 (Court Order Book A, p 412). This likely tells us that their mother Jane has 
died. (Even mothers had to be named guardians of their own children, but there are no records of her guardianship 
since John had died). The children involved were listed as Harriet (maybe about 16), Oneida (about 12), Henry 
(probably just about to turn 21), Narcissa (maybe about 16), and Nancy (10) Goode. With John Daniel and James 
L. McCaughan as his securites, Benjamin entered into a bond with a penalty of $1600. The next day, Tuesday 19 
October 1830, Benjamin Goode is named in the list of hands assigned to John Jones, surveyor on the road from 
Cadiz to Madisonville (Court Order Book A, p. 415). There is no road today that seems to be a straight shot from 
Cadiz to Madisonville (in Hopkins county). 


The 18th of April 1831 was a very busy day. Benjamin Goode was a buyer at the estate sale of John Faulkner (Will 
Book A, p. 244). Then he signed as a security for John Cameron when he was appointed a constable of Trigg within 
the 7th district (Court Order Book A, p. 435). As well, John McCaughan, an executor of John Goode's will applied 
for an accounting and settlement of the estate. However, when the commissioners appointed filed their report, it 
was contested by the heirs and the settlement was stayed and continued until the next court "for the parties to be 
heard". I have not found any more details on this matter and I don't know if Benjamin was among the heirs who 
contested the settlement. The tax lists show Goode Benjamin with 57 acres on Horse Creek, 1 male over 21, 2 
blacks over 16, 3 blacks total, 3 horses, the land being valued at $2.50 per acre, and a total valuation of $1140. 


Another bequest in John Goode's will had been some land "on the Obion River" in Tennessee. This land was given 
to Jane for life and then to their sons John Hopson and Henry Goode. On 19 March 1832, "A deed of bargain and 
sale from John H. Goode and his wife Elizabeth Goode, to Benjamin Goode for eighty acres of land lying in Henry 
County Tennessee, was produced in open court, and acknowledged by said John H. Goode, one of the grantors to 
be his act and deed, hand and seal, for the purpose therein contained, which is ordered to be certified accordingly 


that the same may be duly admitted to record in the county where the land lies." This is in Court Order Book B, p. 
46, and certainly indicates that Benjamin's mother has died. If the whole tract in the will was 80 acres it means 
either Henry sold his share to John Hopson, or that Henry may have already died without heirs and John H. was 
free to sell it. I have not found later records of Henry Wood Goode, and propose this as the reason, but can't really 
prove it and I haven't done enough of the Henry county records yet to identify this land or when and how old John 
Goode acquired it. There is no tax book for 1832. 


Green Daniel, Nancy's younger brother sold land to Benjamin Goode on 26 January 1833 (Deed Book E, p. 61). 
For $400 he conveyed to him 313 acres, "one hundred acres of which have been previously sold to Francis B. 
Ladd". The land was on the Waters of the Muddy Fork of Little River and bounded on Stephens and Fillpott's 
survey, the corner and lines of Henry Wyatt's survey, the corner and lines of Elisha Harbour's survey, the corner 
and lines of Samuel Stephen's survey, and the corner to Spimer [sic] and Stephen. Jechonias P. Pool and Seth P. 
Pool witnessed the deed and it was recorded on 8 July 1833. 


In the tax list for this year Benjamin Goode shows these 214 acres on Muddy fork. Where the names of the original 
persons who entered the land and patented are it says, "No patt [sic] as is apping [sic] for certificate". There is 1 
white male over 21, 3 blacks over 16, 5 blacks total, 7 horses and the land is valued at $3.00 per acre, with a total 
valuation of $257. Also during 1833, on 27 August, Benjamin M. Goode witnessed the will of Seath [sic] P'Pool. 
This will would not be probated until 9 Novemeber of 1835, when it was recorded in Will Book B, p. 27. And a 
while later, Benjamin registered a stray animal he had found: "Taken up by Benjamin Goode living about eleven 
miles from Cadiz on the Waters of the Muddy fork a black mare five feet high, eight years old, two hind feet white 
about the footlock, a small star in the forehead and a swips [sic, pretty much] a brand on the near shoulder 
resembling the letter A appraised to $20. Given under my hand this 2nd day of November 1833. P. C. Frayser J.P. 
This report was filed 7 November 1833 


Recorded in Deed Book E, p. 218 is the following: 


"Whereas, on the 14th day of April, 1834, I George Daniel deputy for Richard P. Dawson Sheriff of 
Trigg County by virtue of an execution which issued from the Clerk's office of the Trigg Circuit Court in 
the name of J. E. Thompson against the estate of Benjamin Goode and William C. Thompson, exposed to 
Sale all the right, title, claim and interest which Benjamin Goode holds or ever had in a certain tract of 
land lying on the Muddy fork of Little River near the Cerulean Springs to the highest bidder as the law 
directs, and Sovreign Hollowell became the purchaser of said tract of land supposed to contain about 214 
acres at the price of five dollars. Given under my hand this - day of April 1834 Geo: Daniel, deputy for 
Richard P. Dawson, S.T.C. 

[this is followed by] 

I do hereby release to Benjamin Goode all the right, title, claim and interest which I hold in the above 
tract of land, the Said Benjamin Goode having paid me five dollars the amt. given by me for said land 
and six per cent interest to this date with a full understanding that I am not liable in any way whatever 
concerning the aforesaid purchase and release. Sovreign Hollowell July 15th 1834 Witness Geo. Daniel. 


All of the above was recorded on 15 July 1834 and Benjamin was still shown in the tax lists with the 214 acres on 
Muddy fork, with 1 white male over 21, no blacks, and 4 horses. The land was valued at $1.00 per acre and the 
total valuation was $37.00 [My notes are not clear on the cents here.] Sometime this year Benjamin Goode was a 
buyer at the estate sale of Presley Slaughter, the filing of which was recorded on 11 August 1834 in Will Book A, p. 
395. 


And then Benjamin sold the 214 acres (Book E, p. 272) on 10 October 1834 to Joshua Grant for $450. The land is 
described as 314 acres in Trigg on Waters of the Muddy fork of Little River, bounding on Stephen and Fillpott's 
survey, Henry Wyatt, E. Harbour survey, Emanuel Stephen's survey, Jas. Jeffrey's survey, "containing 314 acres 
excepting 100 acres sold by J. P. Pool while the same belonged to him and also excepting 14 acres sold conditionally 
by said Good to Joseph Johnson, the quantity intended to be conveyed hereby being only 200a more or less and 
being a part of the tract conveyed to said Goode by Green Daniel". There were no witnesses and the deed was 
acknowledged in court and recorded on 15 December 1834. 


Sometime between 1831 and 1834, Benjamin and Nancy had another daughter, Frances. And around 1834 to 1835 
their daughter Martha A. Goode was born. 


Nancy's brother, George Daniel, died in 1835 and Benjamin Goode bought a Brindle steer for $10.62 1/2 from the 
estate. I don't have the date of the sale, but it was recorded on 9 March 1835 in Will Book B, p. 6. Benjamin's tax 
entry for 1835 showed no land, 1 white male over 21, no blacks, 4 horses and a total valuation of $200. On 30 Dec 
1835 Benjamin Goode was a buyer from the estate of Catharine Stinebaugh, as recorded 11 September 1839 in 
Will Book B, p. 60 . 


The only records I've found for Benjamin and Nancy in 1836 to 1837 are their tax entries. Benjamin's brother-in- 
law (husband of Eliza Goode), John C. Goode had died and Benjamin was the administrator of his estate, and 
thusly named in the lists. In 1836, Benjamin's personal entry shows him as "Benmn M. Goode" with no land 1 
white male over 21, no blacks, 4 horses, and a total valuation of $200. The following entry reads "same as 
administrator of John C. Goode decd" and the entry shows 100 acres on Muddy Fork, with 1 horse, valued at 
$6.00 per acre and a total valuation of $630. The entry in 1837 shows Benjamin M. Goode with no land, 1 white 
male over 21, 5 horses or mules valued at $300, and a total of $300. This is again followed by "same as 
administrator of" John Goode decd, showing 100 acres valued at $700, no tithes, no blacks, no animals, and a total 
valuation of $700. Benjamin and Nancy had their fifth daughter, Sarah Agnes on 10 October 1837. 


Irvin Brandon died in Trigg in 1838 and Benjamin Good was a buyer at a sale of the estae on 24 May 1838 (Will 
Book B, p. 193). The 1838 tax entry for Benjamin M. Goode for this year showed 66 acres on Muddy fork valued at 
$330, 1 white male over 21, 1 person eligible to vote, 2 horses or mules valued at $150, 8 cattle at $16. The lists now 
describe the "value of extra property over $300" and for Benjamin it was $250. The total valuation for 1838 was 
$764. This 66 acres was not actually Benjamin's as will be seen in the 1839 tax list, this was really referring to John 
C. Goode's land again. 


William Cannon who had been a court officer of Trigg died in 1839 and on a list of notes and judgments filed for 
his estate are found B. Goode, John C. Goode (among a long list). This was recorded on 10 June 1839 in Will Book 
B, p. 212. Again in the tax lists, Benjamin Goode is listed for himself and as administrator. For himself there is no 
land, 1 white male over 21, 4 horses or mares at $260, 7 cattle at $10, the "residue" over $300 is given as $300, and 
the total valuation is $570. John C. Goode's estate has 66 acres at $396, no people or animals and the total 
valuation is $396. On 3 August 1839 Benjamin and Nancy had their daughter Nancy Emily. 


In an undated deed which is recorded sometime in the December 1839 to January 1840 area of Will Book B (p. 
271), the Commissioners laid off the dower of Eliza Cox, late Eliza Goode, widow of John Goode. The tract of land 
is described as beginning at a stake on K. McCaughan's line, and containing thirty-three acres. Kain A. 
McCaughan, Hezekiah S. Watkins, and Peter Wade are listed as the commissioners. This is a full half, not a 
widow's thirds of John C. Goode's land. Then on 10 February 1840 (Deed Book G, p. 351) Thomas Cox and his 
wife Elizabeth Cox ("late Eliza Goode wife of John C. Goode decd") sell to Benjamin Goode for $200 this dower. 
The 33 acres are described as bounding McCaughan's west boundary of a small tract which he bought of John C. 
Goode, "to a stake on the east edge of the road from Wall's Bridge to Hopkinsville Standing", the further describes 
it as it follows the "meanders of the road to the crossing of it and the road from Cadiz to the Sulpher Spring". This 
conveyance is only good for the natural life of Eliza Cox. There were no witnesses as it was acknowledged in court 
and recorded on the same day. 


Thus the 1840 tax entry for Benjamin Goode shows him with 35 acres on the Muddy Fork at $350, 1 white male 
over 21, 4 horses or mares at $400, total valuation $750. However, now there is a new entry that says there are 4 
children ages 7-17. These children are John Daniel (17), Elijah Daniel (15), Elizabeth Jane (13), Virginia Susan 
(just turning or turned 11). Benjamin is also listed, this time as "exect" of J. C. Goode Decd, with 66 acres at $660 
and no people or animals. 


The 1840 census shows the family as follows: 1 male 30-40 (Benjamin 39-40) 1 female 30-40 (Nancy 38) 2 males 15- 
20 (John Daniel 17, Elijah Daniel 15) 2 females 10-15 (Elizabeth Jane 13, Virginia Susan 10-11) 1 male 10-15 (this 
may be the son of John C. and Eliza Goode, see later) 2 females 5-10 (Frances about 6-7, Martha Ann about 5) 2 
females under 5 (Sarah Agnes 2 going on 3, Nancy Emily 1) 


Sometime during the 26th to 28th of April 1841 Benjamin voted in an election as he is listed as "Benj. Goode" in 
the Cadiz Poll Book. His tax entry for this year still shows the 33 acres on Muddy Fork at $330, 1 white male over 
21, 5 horses or mares at $250, 1 mule at $70, 4 children ages 7 to 17, the "value under the equalization law" is $200, 
and the total is ?$850 [hard to read]. The next entry is for him but this time as Guardian for John Goode Junr; this 
entry also still shows the 66 acres. John Goode Junior may be the unidentified male living in the household in the 
census. I do not have enough later information on John C. and Eliza Goode's family, although they also had a 
daughter, Mary J. born about 1833. It is not likely it is a son of Benjamin and Nancy who died later, he would have 
been identifiable in the 1840 tax entry as one of the children age 7 to 17. 


On 5 July 1842 Fidelia C. Sharp of Christian county sold for $117 to Benjamin M. Goode of Trigg 39 acres of land 
in Trigg on the waters of Muddy Fork, described as part of the Daviss Seminary Survey of 595 acres, that part of 
the survey which was conveyed Sharp in April 1822. The land bounded Daniel Cameron, John Faulkner, and the 
land which Fidelia Sharp had also on this day conveyed to Daniel Cameron. It is further described as on the south 
side of an old road, bounding Fidelia Sharp and John Faulkner. The witnesses were D. B. Carron and Kain A. 
McCaughan and the deed was recorded 7 July 1842 in Book H, p. 225. 


The tax books do not have a section for Muddy Fork for 1842, but Benj. Goode is again in the Cadiz Poll Book "for 
an election at Cadiz" on 3 August 1842. And Benjamin and Nancy's last child, Cornelia, was born on 23 November 
1842. 


Benjamin Goode took up another stray in 1843 and the entry in the Estray Book #1 reads: 


-- -- 1843 Taken up by Benjamin Goode living 8 miles north of Cadiz in said County on the Princeton 
Road near Wallonia, one sorrel horse with a small bell --[maybe crossed out] supposed to be 12 years 
old, 16 ft high, small white streak on the face, some white --- on the top of the hind left forefoot white 
shoe all ---- marked with -- -- on the left shoulder and markerd with this collar and appraised to twenty 
five dollars before me this 12th day of June 1843. A --- in the left Size. T. W. Hammond J.P. 


Benjamin M. Goode is shown on the 1843 tax list with 139 acres on Muddy Fork at $834, 1 white male over 21, 6 
horses or mares at $240, 1 mule at $40, 4 children ages 5 to 16 and a total valuation of $1114. He is listed again "for 
the Heirs of John C. Goode, but no land is listed. Benjamin and Nancy's four children would definitely be Virginia 
Susan, Frances, Martha A., with either Elizabeth Jane on the high end (she's 16) or Sarah Agnes on the low end 
(she's 6). The lists are only dated, if at all, by when they were returned, not for when they were taken. I cannot 
account for the extra acreage in this listing, I felt the entry was clearly 139 acres, but there are no deeds about it. 


In 1844 Benj. M. Goode is listed with 69 acres at $414, 1 white male over 21, 4 horses or mares at $200, 10 cattle, 
the value of cattle over $50 being listed as $25, 4 children ages 5 to 16, with a total of $639. He is also listed as 
Guardian for J. C. Goode's heirs again with the 66 acres. The year the children would definitely be Virginia Susan, 
Frances, Martha A. and Sarah Agnes. 


Benjamin was in debt in 1844 and executed the following deed of mortgage on 22 August 1844, which was recorded 
in Book I, p. 114: 


Benjamin M. Goode indebted for $57.14 to J. H. Miller, & to A. S. Poston etc in the sum of $244.24, and 
to D. Lander for $21.43, to J. E. Thompson for $50, and being willing to secure the payment, so for $1.00 
he sells to sd Poston, Miller, Lander and Thompson: all the right, title, interest and claim which I have 
in and to the dower of Eliza Cox in and to the tract of land owned by her former husband John D. 
Goode decd, her dower therein a assigned her being 33 acres and by her and her husband conveyed to 
me, also 4 Beds, bedstads & furniture, one Press, One Waggon & Cpr stamp, 4 head of Horses, 17 head 
of Hogs, 15 Sheep, 10 head of Cattle, 1 Yoke of Oxen, and all my present years Crop of Corn and the 
Corn raised by me last year, my interest in the present years Crop of Corn being three fourths thereof 
and the old Corn being my own exclusively, also 4500 bundles of Fodder & Oats. 


There were no witnesses and the mortgage was acknowledged in court and recorded on 22 August 1844. Up the 
side of the deed in tiny writing is a memo "A. H. Poston, A. H. Poston Surviving party of AHPH, and S. E. 
Thompson sign to "We hereby release and relinquish all claim to the land --- --- in this deed of mortgage, 27 Sep 
1853."" I have not researched whether these people were merchants or something else, nor do I know if it really 
took Benjamin 9 years to pay off the debt. He was preparing to move in the 1850s and that simply may be when he 
had the title cleared so he could sell the land. He continues to show land in the tax lists all during these years, 
suggesting he paid it off before the memo was added. 


Benjamin M. Goode secured another debt with a mortgage on 19 June 1845 (Book I, p. 229). This time he was 
indebted to Samuel McKinney for $55, to Terry & McKinny for $150, the notes are described as "now due and for 
goods to be furnished to me by the said Terry & McKinny during the present year". Benjamin sold them "all my 
present growing Crop of Corn and Tobacco and wheat & Oats." The new debt was due by the 1st of June of 1846 
in order to void this mortgage, there were no witnesses as it was acknowledged in court and recorded on 19 June 
1845. The business of Terry & McKinney was a mercantile store that had taken over the original store of Wall & 
Gray in Wallonia. Samuel McKinney was the postmaster of Wallonia in the 1840s. 


The tax list for 1845 shows Benjamin Goode with 73 acres on Muddy Fork at $389, 1 white male over 21, 2 horses 
or mares at $24, 10 cattle at $25 (this being the value that is over $50), 4 children 5 to 16. The value under the 
equalization law was $100 and the total was $538. He is not shown as administrator or guardian for John C. Goode 
or heirs this year. Again, because the lists aren't dated, the four children are definitely Frances (about 11), Martha 
A. (about 7), and Sarah Agnes (7), with either Virginia Susan on the high end or Nancy Emily on the low end. This 
list may also include Banjamin and Nancy's oldest son John having come of age, but his entry is so distant from the 
family that it's possibly a John from another group. 


At the end of the year on Monday, 12 December 1845 there is an entry in the Court Order Book C, p. 158 showing: 
"Benjamin Goode, with leave of the Court files his list of taxable property for the present year as follows: 1 white 


tithe, 6 horses valued at $240 & 100acres of land valued at $2000, total val $1240 and the same is ordered to be 
certified to the auditor of public accounts." He also filed as guardian of the heirs of John C. Goode at this time. In 
the older days, tax lists were often filed in one year referring to the previous year, but I feel the lists of Trigg 
indicate well enough that they are for the current year, so this may be a correction or addenda. [If not, I have to 
revise everything back by a year!] This would also be how he corrected the original lists not naming him as 
involved with the estate of John C. Goode. 


Benjamin again secured payment on a debt to A. R. Terry and A. H. Poston. On 5 August 1846 he sold "all my 
present crop of corn, fodder and Tobacco". The mortgage was for $100 which note was due on 1 May 1847. It was 
acknowledged in court with no witnesses signing and was recorded on the same day. 


The 1846 tax lists show, clustered together, Benjamin and his son John (for sure) and now son Elijah D. Goode has 
also come of age. Benjamin M. Good [sic] has 73 acres on Muddy Fork at $389, 1 white male over 21, 1 horse or 
mare at $20, 4 children 5 to 16, and the total is $409. He is again listed as Guardian for the heirs of John C. Good 
Decd, this time showing 60 acres. As far as the children shown for Benjamin, they are Frances (about 12), Martha 
A. (about 10), Sarah Agnes (8), and Nancy Emily (6-7) 


In 1847 B. M. Goode is listed in the tax book with 1 qualified voter, 69 acres on Muddy Fork at $300, 1 white male 
over 21, 2 horses or mares at $60, 3 children 5 to 16, and a total valuation of $340. It appears one of the girls who 
should be listed was not. Benjamin is also again listed as guardian for the heirs of J. C. Goode decd, with the 66 
acres. Son Elijah is on this list, but I couldn't find John (my notes on the sons are not reliable as exhaustive in any 
year). Later in the year, Cornelia Goode, Benjamin and Nancy's youngest child died. She was one day short of her 
5th birthday and was buried at the Wall Cemetery. 





A couple months later in early 1848 "Susan V. Goode" married Wm. S. Coy in Trigg. The Trigg marriage docket 
number is 1178. The return was made on 21 January 1848 by J. F. White, with the certificate saying the marriage 
was solemnized according to law on 5 January 1848. However, the bond is listed as 6 January 1848. This is just a 
docket, not the actual bonds, so the 6th date is more likely the date it was entered here, not the date of the bond. 
Virginia Susan was underage, but there is no consent mentioned (I don't remember seeing them at all in this 
docket). William S. and Virginia Susan (Goode) Coy started their home in Wallonia where William was a grocer. 





Benjamin Goode is on the 1848 and 1849 tax lists as Benj. M. Goode. In 1848 there is 1 voter, 69 acres on Muddy 
Fork at $300, 1 white male over 21, 1 horse or mare at $40, 3 children 5 to 16, with a total valuation of $340. He is 
not listed for the heirs of John C. Goode this year, and his 3 children referred to are some three of Frances, Martha 
A., Sarah Agnes, and Nancy Emily. These several years only declare three children when there should be four. 
There's no evidence that another of the girls died and they are properly accounted for in the census later, so I don't 
know what was happening in these lists. In 1849 Benjamin shows 73 acres on Muddy Fork at $293, 1 white male 
over 21, 2 horses or mares at $20, and a total valuation of $313, but this year he is listed for J. C. Goode's Heirs 
with the 66 acres. 


The 1850 census for Trigg shows Benjamin and Nancy in the Ist District on p. 299 with the following information 
for this Goode family: 

Benje M., age 49, b. SC, farmer, real estate value $300 

Nancy, age 48, b. NC 

Elijah, age 23, b. KY, farmer 

Frances, age 16, b. KY, attended school in the year 

Martha, age, 14, b. KY [no note of school] 

Sarah A., age 12, b. KY, attended school in the year 

Emily, age 9, b. KY, attended school in the year 

The slave schedules do not show Benjamin with any slaves. 


The 1850 tax lists are also now labeled and Benj. M. Goode is in the 1st district with 1 voter, 34 acres on Muddy 
Fork at $200, 1 white male over 21, 2 horses or mares at $40, 3 children age 5 to 16, and a total valuation of $240. 
Sons John and E.D. Goode are right next to Benjamin on the list. Neither are listed with any land, and there still 
haven't been any deeds to account for Benjamin's land changes. The three children are Martha A. (14), Sarah A. 
(12), and Nancy Emily (9). 


I have not found any land or court or other records for the next couple years for Benjamin and Nancy. Their tax 
listings (John and Elijah are also on these lists) are as follows: 

1851 - Goode Benj - 72 acres Muddy Fk valued at $375, 1 white male over 21, 2 horses or mares valued at $60, 2 
children 5-16, total $435 

1852 - Goode B. M. - 63 acres Muddy Fk valued at $345, 1 white male over 21, 2 horses or mares valued at $75, 4 
cattle [no value given], 2 children 5-16, 6 hogs over 6 months old, total $420 


1853 - Goode B. M. - 60 acres Muddy Fk valued at $310, 1 white male over 21, 3 horses or mares valued at $100, 3 
cattle, 3 children 6-18, 3 hogs over 6 months old, total $410 


There are no books for 1854-1855, the 1856 book is badly water-stained and very difficult to read, but I'm pretty 
sure there's no Benjamin or John or Elijah Goode. From 1857 on Benjamin and family are definitely gone. The 
books suggest that they have moved sometime around 1853. 


The Genealogical Biographies of Landowners of Grayson County TX 1836-1869 says that E. Y. Goode, who was 
born in 1848 in Kentucky, moved to Grayson in 1853. The 1850 Trigg census shows that this E. Y. Goode is the son 


of John and grandson of Benjamin and Nancy, so this helps confirm their moving date. E. D. Goode is also 
discussed in this book and it says his first child, J. A. Goode, was born around 1858 in Tennessee. Benjamin didn't 
buy land in Texas until 1856, so it needs to be further researched to find out if Benjamin and Nancy stopped in 
Tennessee on their way to Texas. B. J. Goode and Nancy are also mentioned in the book, B. J. with a birth of 
cal800 in SC, Nancy born ca1801 in NC, children Martha born ca1838 in KY, and "maybe" Nancy E. born ca1840 
in KY. 


The Goodes are in Grayson county in the 1860 census, taken on 8 June. Their P.O. Box is Sherman and the family 
consists of: 

B. J. [this is clear], age 60, b. SC, farmer, real estate value $800, personal property value $650 

Nancy, age 59, b. NC, "Dom" [domestic] 

Martha, age 22, b. KY 


The records of Grayson county are scant, some of Benjamin and Nancy's children married, but there isn't much in 
the way of deeds or court records and no tax lists. An annual report for the estate of Bledsoe Holder which was 
filed on 30 August 1861 mentions Benjamin Goode. 


Grayson Deed Book P, p. 194, records the land grant Benjamin Goode took (in vol. 5 no. 23). Goode Benjamin 
received a patent from the State of Texas in 1863, for 160 acres in Grayson on the waters of Iron Ore Creek about 
5.5 miles N 24; W of Sherman, being the SW 1/4 of section 14 in leagues 1, 11, 15, & 16 of University lands, the 
same having been purchased and fully paid for by said Goode at a sale of University Lands approved 20 Aug 1856 
[this was the date an act was approved to dispose of these lands, not the date of the sale]. The land description has it 
beginning at the northwest corner of section 1, thence north with the east line of section 13, 950 varas to a post & 
mound on a High point in prairie, thence east 950 varas to a post and mound, thence south 950 varas to a post and 
mound on high ridge prairie from which a hackberry mark of [x] bears north 51; east 29 varas, thence west 950 
varas to the beginning. This was done at Austin on 5 February 1863, filed 25 February 1863, and recorded 26 June 
1863. 


I have not done a section map to pin down this land, but Sherman and Iron Ore Creek (red dots) are shown on this 
map: 
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Just 20 days after first buying the land, Benjamin sold some of it to C. C. Binkley, who had or would marry 
Benjamin and Nancy's daughter Sarah Agnes. The deed is in Book O, p. 596, written on 25 February 1863, 
transferring for $400 from Benjamin M. Goode to C. C. Binkley land in Grayson on the waters of Iron Ore Creek 
about 6 miles [direction not written] of Sherman, being the west 1/2 of 160 acres of University land and the west 1/4 
of section 14 in leagues 11, 15 & 16, "Which 160 acres was patented to me 5 February 1863", the said 80 acres 
"beginning at the N.W. corner of section No. 1 thence N. with the E. line of section No. 13, 950 vas to a post & 
mound on prairie, Thence E. 475 vas, Thence S. 950 vas, Thence W. 475 vas to the beginning". This was recorded 
on 5 March 1863, but in the side column is written a second recording on 22 December 1866. 


Wadkins Hobson died in Grayson on 9 June 1867 and his will, filed on 23 June 1867 names John Good and wife, 
and Benjamin Good, among others. Based on the 1850 census of Trigg, Wadkins Hobson was very likely the father 
of Eliza Hobson who had married Benjamin and Nancy's son John Goode. I have not yet checked this will for how 
it mentions Benjamin. 


The 1870 census for Grayson lists Benjamin Goode in Precinct 1, the family was enumerated on 13 August as 
follows: 

Benjamin, age 70, b. SC, farmer, real estate $1400, personal property $500 

Nancy, age 68, b. NC, keeps house 

Martha, age 32, b. KY, keeps house 

Edward, age 21, b. KY, farmer 

Benjamin, age 18, b. KY, at home 

Arche, age 16, b. TX, at home 

These last three children are some of their grandchildren, sons of John Daniel Goode and Eliza(beth) Hobson, and 
a son of Elizabeth Jane and John Hawkins Goode. Edward Y. is in the 1850 census of Trigg with his parents John 
and Eliza (Hobson) Goode. Eliza Hobson Goode had died and John was married second to Malinda Sparkman in 
1860 in Texas. John and Malinda (Sparkman) Goode are also in the 1870 Grayson census of this precinct, but it 
looks like some of John's first children are still with them: John 16 and Archa 14. Then there are children born 
after 1860 who are Malinda's and John's. The Arche/Archa may be a double enumeration of the same child. 
Benjamin (age 18 in 1870) is the son of Elizabeth Jane and John Hawkins Goode. Elizabeth Jane had died on 24 
March 1852 and was buried in Wall Cemetery in Trigg. John Hawkins Goode was married second to Mary George 
Bates. According to Ben Taylor Goode, Benjamin and Nancy Goode did not want to give up their grandson 
Benjamin ("John Benjamin"). This grandson Benjamin does not appear with them on the 1860 census, but he is 
here with them in 1870. 


Sometime before 1880 Benjamin Morton Goode died. The 1880 census, taken on 5 June 1880 shows Nancy as age 
TT, b. SC, widowed, housekeeper. Living with her are her daughter and son-in-law, James and Martha Porter. 
James is 34, b. TN, working on the farm, Martha is 43, b. KY, also housekeeping. None of these three could read or 
write. There are no Grayson records that tell further of Nancy Daniel Goode, and no graves have been found for 
her or for Benjamin Morton Goode. Their daughter Virginia Susan, wife of William S. Coy, had remained in 
Kentucky, but eventually moved to Texas as well, around 1886.

George Leak (1766-1819) 
and 
Margaret Young(?) (1778-1857) 


George Leak was born about 1766, probably in Virginia. He was the son of William Leak and Providence, whose 
maiden name was probably Bryant. George was married to Margaret, who was most likely a Young. I have not 
found primary source proof, but the evidence in later records suggests it. As well, Barbara Ellen Tucker Harrell in 
her book The McAfee Family et al states she was Margaret Young. Ms. Harrell doesn't give a source, but much of 
her book is based on personal family records. 





George's brother, James, claimed on his pension application that he was born in Culpeper county Virginia in 
February 1765. The Culpeper land and estate records do not show any Leak families there close to these times 
(there are a few there much, much later), but the family might not have stayed long enough to get on the records. 
The later tax records show James' birth year to be actually by 1763. 


William and Providence eventually moved to Caswell county North Carolina. They were there by 1777 when 
William Senior and his son William Junior are shown on the tax lists of the Richmond district (the northeast 
quarter of the county) for that year. In the court minutes of 10 September 1777 an order was recorded for a jury to 
view, lay out a road and make a report to the next court. The road was described as running from Hart's road 
beginning near Edward Stringers to Dix's road near William Graghams. Among the members of the jury was a 
Leak, but his first name is illegible. As William and his family are the only Leaks in the area, it seems reasonable 


that this is the same family. 


The Leak family settled on Rattlesnake Creek and Moons Creek as shown by the land entry (21 July 1778) and 
subsequent state grant (17 December 1779) of 640 acres to William Leak. Their neighbors were the Carmons, 
Montgomerys, and Harrisons. William Leak also bought another 230 acres on Moons Creek in 1779. 


George Leak's brother, William Junior married Martha Simmons in Caswell county on 24 March 1782. William 
Senior sold his land, the 640 acres in 1782, and the 230 acres in March of 1790. The tax records of Caswell are 
spotty, but William Senior appears with others of his sons, James (in 1784 only which makes his birth by 1763), 
William Junior (1784 and 1786) and Bryant (first appears in 1786, fixing his birth year at 1765). The 1786 entry 
for William Senior shows 1 male 21 to 60 (William), 3 males under 21 or over 60 (George aged 20, and Jeremiah 
aged about 13, and possibly another son who died). There are 2 females which would be George's mother 
Providence and his sister, also named Providence. None in the family is listed with any slaves. The 1784 list names 
them still in the Richmond district, but in 1786 they are listed in the Caswell district, the northwest quarter of the 
county. By then they had sold the Rattlesnake Creek land which was east in the Richmond district, and the 230 
acres on Moon Creek is a ways west in the Caswell district. The map below is the the USGS GNS Map Service and 
Tiger Maps and shows the area where the Leaks lived and where George Leak spent his teenage years. 
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By the time of the 1790 census the Leak family had moved to South Carolina, settling in Laurens county. Not 
enough neighbors on the census are identifiable in the land grant maps, but based on neighbor Bartholomew 
Craddock, it may be that the Leaks were first located close to route 53 where it runs between highway 276 and 308, 
some 4 or 5 miles northeast of Laurens (this area located in the southeast corner of map 13 and the northwest 
corner of map 12 in the land grant map book, discussed shortly). It doesn't seem that George has married yet, so 
he is likely one of the 3 males over 16 listed in the household of William Leak, along with father William and 
brother Bryant. Their youngest brother Jeremiah is under 16 and there are 2 women, Providence the mother and 


probably Providence the daughter. 


Based on the later census ages of their first two daughters, George Leak and Margaret Young were married not 
long after 1794. However, there are no marriage records available. George Leak first appears in Laurens county 
records when he and his brother Bryant bought 100 acres from David and Massey Burns. The deed was written on 
17 January 1792, but not recorded until 29 March 1795. The initial payment was £100 and the land was described 
as on Duncans Creek, originally granted to Patrick Cunningham (21 April 1775) which had then been conveyed to 
James and Samuel Saxon and then to David Burns. The witnesses to the deed were Robert Oliphant and James S. 
Underwood. Just two and a half weeks before the Saxons had sold other land, naming George Leak as a neighbor. 
This land was described as being on the North Fork of the Bush River, originally granted to James Doherty. 
George Leak's land can be identified using map #12 from the Union County Historical Foundation's Land Grant 
Maps, a segment shown below. This land is today would be described as southeast of Clinton, with Sunset 
Boulevard (route 482) running along the southern part. The creeks on the land grant map are still marked on 
modern maps of Clinton and Laurens county. 
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The Union County Historical Foundation produced one of the most unbelievably valuable resources for 
research in a large area of SC. The creators plotted original grants and added other names of later land owners 
as they determined them. Fortunately, it was reprinted in 1995 and can be purchased for $40 at: Union County 

Historical Foundation, P.O. Drawer 220, Union County, South Carolina 29379 
Other resources of theirs are available here at their pages. 





George Leak is again named as a neighbor in a deed (Book F, page 43) of 11 March 1795, recorded 28 July 1795, 
between Samuel and James Saxon to Thomas Roberts. Other neighbors are McClintock, Anderson, Ainsworth 
Middleton (also on the map above, on the far east), with the original grantee named as James Doherty. 


Five years after George and Bryant Leak had bought their 100 acres, George and Margaret Leak sold part of it to 
John Sims. This deed was executed on 31 January 1797 and recorded on 27 March 1803 in Book G, page 599. The 
land is described as part (the acreage is not clear) of the 100 acre grant on Duncans Creek granted to Patrick 
Cunningham and conveyed to James and Samuel Saxon, then to David Burns, then to George and Bryan (sic) 
Leak. The witness were Wiley (?) Roberts, Robert Young, and Ann Young. Although there are no further records 
of George purchasing land, he must have because there are estate records dealing with another 120 acres. 


On Monday 17 March 1800 George Leek was drawn from the tax list to serve on the common plea jury. Then the 
family of George Leek is shown on the 1800 census of Laurens county in Captain Golagly's company and very near 
his father and brothers. There is one male aged 26 to 45, one female aged 16 to 26, and two females under 10. 
These are George (34), Margaret (about 22), Anna and Jane. Based on later documents, Anna was of diminished 
capacity and lived with her family all her life, with provisions being made for her care by her father in his will. 
Their first son Samuel was born later in the year. 


When Joshua Sutherland died, George and his brother Jeremiah Leake were appointed appraisers and returned 
their report to the court on 1 August 1801. George and Margaret's son William was born about 1803-1804 and son 
James was born sometime between 1806 and 1810. 


The records are quiet for the next decade. The 1810 census shows George Leake with: 
1 male 26-45 (George 43) 

1 female (Margaret 31) 

1 female 10-16 (Anna about 15) 

1 male 10-16 (Samuel only barely 10, if that) 


1 female under 10 (Jane "Jinna" about 11) 

2 males under 10 (William about 6, James about 3) 

There are 4 slaves listed with the family 

The ages are a bit off in this census, in 1820 Anna, Samuel, Jane and William will be referred to as minors over 14. 
As Anna was incompetent she might be included in this group, but Jane was born before Samuel (see the 1800 
census listing), so they are mislabeled here. 


Then on 12 November 1810 George Leek was drawn as a juror for the next term, although he was not empaneled. 
He was a purchaser at the estate sale of Crafford Lewis on 15 October 1811. When Samuel Young sold land on 21 
December 1811 (Book K, page 189), the plat for the deed shows neighbors James and Ann Young, George Lea, and 
L. Young. The witnesses were Abner Young and Rechab (possibly Rebecca, Abner Young's wife) Young, with 
Nelly (Ellender) Young relinquishing her dower rights. Because of the close association of Young names and the 
location of the land, I feel certain the George "Lea" is actually George Leak. Sometime between 1810 and 1815 
Margaret (Peggy) was born to George and Margaret. Around 1815 their next daughter Malinda was born. 


George Leek appears again as an appraiser, along with John Copeland and Matthew Hunter, of the personal 
estate of Sarah Hardin in a report filed on 6 January of 1816. At the estate sale which was reported on 14 January 
1816 Margaret Leek was a purchaser (as well as Jno. and Abner Young). A month later George Leek is one of the 
witnesses to the will of Charles Hewit. There is only one date and it is hard to tell, but it looks like the will was 
written on 22 February 1816 and recorded very shortly thereafter (Book D1, pate 263). The Bush River is 
mentioned, which is where George and Margaret Leak were located and the other witnesses were William Dunlap 
and Samuel Barksdill. A few days after (27 February 1816), the sale bill of the estate of George Wolf was returned, 
naming among the purchasers George Leek and Jerh (sic) Leek. 


William Leake Senior, the father of George Leak died early in 1816, the citation to have the will proven was dated 
23 March 1816. The will was dated 7 January 1807 and does not name all the children, only Samuel Leak as an 
heir and executor along with William's wife Providence. The estate is in Package 2, Box 43 of Laurens county 
estates. On a bill of sale of 16 April 1816 some of the purchasers were Armistead Leek, Salley Leak, George Leake, 
and Samuel Leake (also the executor). George bought "Black Smiths tools" for 20 dollars, a coffee mill for 81 and 
a quarter cents, a "Lot of Vials" for 64 cents. On the inventory, this last is listed as 8 vials & ---(?). 


George Leek is again a purchaser at a sale of goods a chattels of James Cook. This bill looks to have been returned 
sometime in late October 1816. The next year George and Margaret's last child was born, Elzire. From an early 
transcription of her gravestone her birthdate is given as 26 January 1817. The stone has been destroyed and I 
don't know the source of that information, but the year is in line with census data. 





George Leak, Thomas McCrary, and Richard Holland are mentioned on a plat to Charity Little, Book 44 p. 416, 
for 20.75 acres on Miller's Fork, dated 14 July 1817 (they are no doubt bounding neighbors, but I haven't actually 
seen the plat or grant). On 3 August 1819 William Copeland sold land to Claybourn Vaughan on the North Fork of 
the Bush River, bounding Ainsworth Middleton, William Saxon, and George Leek. These are the same neighbors 
mentioned along with George Leak in previous deeds. 


On 23 October 1819 George Leek wrote his will. He died 6 days later on the 29th and is buried in the Holland- 
Leak-Adair burying ground in Laurens county on the north side of highway 76 about 2 miles east of Clinton. 
George's will follows: 


I George Leek of the District and State aforesaid, being weak in body, but of sound and disposing mind 
and memory and understanding, do make and ordain this my last will and testament as follows. First, I 
give and bequeath and devise to my beloved wife Margaret, during her widow-hood all my estate, both 
real and personal, intrust for the support and maintanance and educate my children out of the profits 
thereof. And to pay out of the profits to my children Samuel, Jenny, William, James, Margret, 
Milelends, and Alzira, seven hundred each of the arrives to the age of twenty one years or marriage. 
Secondly, it is my will and desire that my Anne shall be supported out of the profits of my estate during 
her mothers widowhood. Thirdly, should my wife marry again, it is my will and desire that all my estate 
both real and personal be appraised and one third part thereof be assigned to my wife during her natural 
life. And after her death the same to be equally divided between my children, who shall survive there 
mother and the child or children of any of my children, who may die during the life of there mother, the 
child or children of any decd. child to have the parents would be inteiled, had he or she survived my wife. 
Fourthly, I authorize and direct my executors to sell the remaining two third of my estate, real and 
personal, on a credit of twelve months, and out of the money arising from said sale. I give and bequeath 
unto Jermiah Leek, Samuel Young, and Abner Young, fifteen hundred dollars intrust for them or the 
survivors of them to put the said fifteen hundred dollars and to apply the interest there from for the 
support and maintainance of my daughter Anna, during her natural life. And after her death to be 


equally divided between her brothers and sisters, share and share that is the said fifteen hundred is to be 
so divided and the balance of the said two thirds of my estate after paying the legacees herein before 
given to Samuel, Jinna, William, James, Margret, Millinda, And Alzira to be equally divided between 
my said children. And it is my will and desire that my executors do put out to intrest the Shea to which 
any of my said children may be intitled during their minarrity to apply the intrust for there support and 
education. Should it be necessary and pay them the principal as they or either of them marries or arrives 
at the age of twenty one years, but should my wife die unmarried, it is my will and desire on her death 
that my executors shall sell a sufficant part of my property to raise the said sum of fifteen hundred to be 
placed in the hands of my said friend Jeromiah Leek, Samuel Young, and Abner for the support of my 
daughter Anna afoursaid to divide the balance of my said estate real and personal between my children, 
Samuel, Jinna, William, James, Margret, Millina, and Alzira, deducting the legacery heretofore given. 
Should the same have been paid to either of the legatees. Lastly I nominate, constitute, and appoint 
Jeromiah Leek, Samuel YOung, and Abner Young executors of this my last will and testament. Hereby 
revoking all former wills and ratifying confirming this to be my last will and testament. In witness 
whereof I have hereunto set my hand and seal 23rd day of October, 1819. Signed and acknowledged by 
the testator in our presence and subscribed by us in the presence of the testator and each other. 


George Leek signed his will by mark and the witnesses were Theris Idell, Thomas Fullton, Mathew 
Hunter. It was recorded in Laurens Will Book E, page 61. 


In order to trace the next many years chronologically, I will be using data from various Laurens (and Washington 
district) Equity and Estate records, but have ordered them by date rather than by source; the full listing of sources 
is at the end of this article. 


George's estate is in Box 43 Package 5 of Laurens Estates. The executors filed a citation to have the will proved on 
the first Monday in January (1820). It was actually proved on 7 February 1820, and on that day a warrant was 
issued to William Dunlop, Jesse Johnston, Joseph Young, and Coleman Carline to appraise the estate. This was 
changed for some reason and on 25 February 1820 there is a memorandum from the appraisers William Dunlop, 
Jesse Johnston, and Mathew Hunter. On 25 February 1820 the appraisement bill was returned by Abner Young 
and listed the following:

Humbly complaining your orator Abner Young of the District & State aforesaid executor of the last will 
and Testament of George Leek late of Laurens District Sheweth that the said George Leek on or about 
the fourth day of November in the year of our Lord one thousand eight hundred & eighteen Bargained & 
sold to James Leek in writing a certain tract of land containing one hundred & twenty acres more or less 
bounded on George Leek by the Creek as one line, thence on Saml Youngs and Abner on the other sides 
for which the said James Leek paid him one dollar in hand to close the bargain and was to pay the said 
George Leek one thousand dollars for said Land one half was paid on the twenty fifth day of December 
Eighteen hundred & nineteen and the other half on the twenty fifth day of December eighteen hundred 
twenty as will more fully appear by a Copy of said agreement herewith exhibited marked A. 

Your orator further sheweth that the said George Leek some time in the month of October Eighteen 
hundred & nineteen departed this life having duly made his last will & Testament and appointed your 
orator, Jerry Leek & Samuel Young executors thereof, which said Will your orator caused to be proven 
in the Court of Ordinary ?for-?aining [sic?] and alone took upon himself the burthen of the execution 
thereof. 

Your orator further sheweth that the said George Leek departed this life before he had executed titles 
for the said tract of land to the said James Leek and without authorising his executors to make said titles 
leaving widow Margaret Leek & Eight children all minors four of whom are above the age of fourteen 
years to wit Anna Samuel Jane & William & four under the age of fourteen to wit James Margaret 
Malinda & Alzira. 

Your orator further sheweth that the said James Leek is unwilling to make payment for the said Land 
untill a title is made to him for the same and in consequence of the minority of the said children a title 
cannot be made to the said James Leek for the said tract of Land without the Decree of this Honorable 
Court authorising & directing a title to be made by the guardian of the said minor children. 

To the end therefore that the said Margaret ["and the said" crossed out] Leek the widow and the said 
Anna Leek Samuel Leek Jane Leek William Leek James Leek Margaret Leek Malinda Leek & Alzira by 
the guardian when appointed may be compelled full true & perfect answer to make to all & singular the 
matters & things known before set forth as fully & particularly as if the same were herein again repeated 
by way of interogatories and that the said Margaret Leek the widow and the sad Anna Samuel Jane 
William James Margaret Melinda & Alzira the minor children of the said George Leek by their 
guardian may be ordered & decreed to make and execute titles to the said James Leek for the said tract 
of land pursuant to said Agreement and that your orator may have such other & further relief in the 
premises as to your Honors shall seem meet. May it please your Honors to grant unto your orator the 
writ of Subpana [sic] of this Honorable Court to be directed to the said Margaret Leek the widow and 
the guardian for the said minor children when appointed requiring them & each of them to be and 
appear in this Honorable [?"court"] on a certain day herein to be appointed: and full true & perfect 
answers to make to all & singular the matters & things herein set forth and further to stand to abide by 
& perform such order and decree in the premises as to your Honors shall seem meet & your orator will 
ever pray.

These bills help date the ages of the Leak children (four were minors over 14 in 1820 and 4 were under 14). The 
1820 census does not show a Margaret Leak family. However there is a Polley Leak that I cannot identify who 
certainly has the correct daughters to fit, but the sons cannot be accounted for accurately. This Polley Leak (p. 25 
of the census) family shows (with possible identifications): 

1 female 26-45 (Margaret 41) 

2 females 16-26 (Anna about 25, Jane about 21) 

1 male 16-26 (Samuel about 20 or William about 16) 

2 males under 10 (should be William actually about 16, James about 13) 

3 females under 10 (Margaret, Malinda, and Elzire about 2) 


During this time accounts were being handled on the Leak estate. On 5 February 1821 Abner Young filed that 
accounts had been paid to the probates (i.e. estates) of James Hutcheson, Mary Johnson, Doctor Daniel Long, and 
William Wright, as well as to the tax of John Litch, and to Abner Rodgers for Carrage Cottered [?Cottinal in later 
document]. Other monies were paid to: Turner Ritcheson, John Hitch, Jess Johnson, Robert Criswell, Samuel 
Young, H. Davis, Saml Copland, Jane Middleton, James Boyd, James Hutchison, John Dunlap, David Mayrons, 
Robt Long, Mathew Hunter, Abner Young, James Leek, Thomas Jones, Ann Young, John Hitch, -- Wright, Daniel 
Long, Mary Johnson, Abner Rodgers, John Copland, Thomas Leek. Monies had been also received of James Leek, 
part of the land transaction described above. The 3rd page of this bill was filed 7 Nov 1822. 


On 7 January 1822 Margaret Leek filed a petition to have Abner Young (executor) appear with accounts and 
Abner Young accepted. 


On 8 June 1822 Margaret Leak "for love, consideration and $5" sold "all that shall arise from estate after her 
death" to her children: Anna, Samuel, Jane, William, James, Peggy, Linda, Elizira. If she should marry, the above 
"not to be at the disposal or subject to the control, debts, forfeitures or engagements" of her husband. The 
witnesses were Samuel Young and Samuel Leak. Later that year, on 16 December 1822 a statement was filed by 
Abner Young that Margaret Leek had married Edward Hooker. There was a petition to sell the estate and give 1/3 
to her. 


Then on 6 January 1823 a settlement was filed. The estate was valued at $5622.43 and the widow's 1/3 part was 
$1874.14. The inventory and appraisal were done by Robert Criswell, Fedrick Foster and Wm Dunlap. A plat 
where the widow lives was annexed [but is no longer there] and made by Wm Dunlap. Margaret Leak Hooker's 
one third was listed as [much is hard for me to read]:

There are three pages of more accounting and monies paid, but they are just too hard to read on my copies. Then 
an inventory and sale bill follow [I will be working on transcribing these soon]. The slaves named are Sukey, 
Daniel, Mary, Becky, Eliza, Jenny and young child, Nora and Tilda, Lew, and Frank. There are three tracts of 
land for 104, 73, and 73 acres listed. The sale was held on the 9th and 10th of January 1823 and the purchasers 
were: Saml Young, Robt Criswell, James Bardoe, Fedrick Foster, Margret Leeke, Jas Lipps, Margret Hooker, Wm 
Copeland, Chas Littel, James Luke Jr., Jos Young Jr. Armisted Leek, Wm Brown, John Davis, E. Teague, Jos 
Young Sr, Saml Leek. Margaret Leak Hooker bought a cow, 3 bridals, 1 cutting knife, 1 little wheel, 3 or 4 large 
wheels, 1 Reel, 1 large pot, 1 piggin and fare, 2 piggins, 1 Lot pots, Skillets and Sundrys, 2 churns, 1 side saddle, 1 
pot sack, 2 barrils, tray and Settee, 1 table, 1 Smouthing [sic] Iron, 1 clock, 1 Lot Crockryware, another 1 Lot 
Crockeryware, 1 Coffee pot and Decanter, 1 Large Chair, 1 Looking glass, pictures, Chist [sic] and table, Large 
Bible and Books, fodder, Corn The balance was sold on 2 May 1823 to Margret Hooker and included a Saw, augur 
& drawing knife, 1 lot of Iron, 1 Lot table cloths and Sundrys, 1 Lot of Swifts and Riddle, 2 Meal Bags, 2 jugs, 1 
keg, 4 barrels. 


On 13 March 1824 there are accounts paid and other dealings with: John Young, David Mason, Wm Kincaid, Doct 
Daniel Long, Doct Jno Davis, Jno Dunlap, James Boyd, Gil? Holland, Saml Barksdale, Wm Gamble, Abner 
Rodgers, Wm Graham, Saml Young, Jno Hill, Robt McClintock. by Wm Dunlap, Saml Young, Robert Criswell. 


Next are accounts for the support of the children and settlement with them as they marry or come of age. On 10 
January 1825 $165.50 was paid to Margaret Hooker for the support and education of James, Margret, Malinda, 
Alzira, Anna. On 11 Jan 1825 Samuel received his share of the estate suggesting he had turned 21. William Brown 
received a settlement in right of his wife Jane daughter of George Leek, and $184.015 was paid to Margaret 
Hooker for the support and education of Anna, James, Malinda, Alzira, Margret. On 10 Jan 1826 $147.76 was 
paid to Margaret Hooker for the support and education of Margret, Malinda, Alzira, Anna. There is no indication 
that James has received a settlement and his share is later distributed to other children, so he must have died in the 
previous year. 


On 1 January 1827 William Leek received his distribution of his brother's James share, so he has come of age. 
Margret Hooker was paid for the children Anna, Margret, Mallinda, Alzira, and also there was paid to Margret 
for daughter Anna's distribution of her brother James' share. The Laurens Court of Equity Minute Book shows 
that in June of 1827 an ex parte petition was presented by Margaret Leek et al. Mr. Young (i.e. Abner, the 
executor) presented the petition of Margaret Leek & Melinda Leek & Alzira Leek that Margaret Hooker may be 
appointed their Guardian. It was granted and ordered. The 1829 census of South Carolina for Laurens county still 
exists, Leak relatives are included, but I neglected to check it for the Hooker name. 


More estate papers show that Margaret continued to receive payments for the children Anna, Margret, Malinda, 
and Alzire through 1832. The 1830 census shows Margaret Hooker as follows (the girls' ages are all listed as 
younger than they really are): 

1 female 50-60 (Margaret 51) 

1 female 20-30 (Anna about 31) 

1 female 15-20 (Margaret) 

2 females 5-10 (Malinda about 15, Elzire about 13) 


Of the remaining sons Samuel Leak had married Elizabeth Cobb and they had gone to Arkansas. William had 
married Eliza M. Gunnels and gone to Georgia. About 1833 Malinda married Middleton W. Cobb (she died 
shortly after in 1835). Margaret also married a Cobb. Elzire married Adam Braddock by about 1834. 


Abner Young died by 2 September 1833, after serving as executor to George Leak's estate for 14 years. In Abner's 
estate Margret Hooker is listed as having a note due on 25 December 1834. 


Finally in the estate package of George Leak is an undated petition to the court that says that George Leek died 
about 10 years before. The petition is ex parte by William Brown, regarding the trust to take care of Polly Ann, 
who is "of weak mind and incompetent to the judicious management of her own business". It states that, of the 
original trustees, Abner Young has died, that Samuel Young is absent from the state and will not return, and that 
Jeremiah Leek has never acted. It further asks to cite Jeremiah Leek to appear and act "or remove his 
appointment". Jeremiah Leek responded on 9 July 1834 saying he was not willing or desirous to act, and 
renounced and relinquished his rights to qualify and act as trustee or executor. 


In 1840 I believe Margaret Hooker is with her daughter Anna and they are living in the household of her other 
daughter Elzire and her husband Adam Braddock. There are also some other older girls in the household, they 
may be daughters of Margaret by her second husband Edwin Hooker, but I'm not sure. 


Adam Braddock, son-in-law to Margaret Leak Hooker, and his family moved to Tippah county Mississippi by 
1845. He is shown on a state census then with 4 males and 4 females. He only had two daughters at that time along 
with his wife Elzire, so the 4th female may be Margaret Hooker. Anna may have remained in South Carolina, 
perhaps with her sister Jane Brown, or she may have died by this time. It is certain that Margaret Hooker did go to 
Tippah and she is shown living with Adam and Elzire and their children in the 1850 census. Margaret Hooker is 
listed as 71 years of age and born in South Carolina. The slave schedules show Adam Braddock with slaves, but 
they are later identified in the estate of Margaret Hooker as belonging to her. In the 1850 schedule they are listed 
as 1 black female age 39, 1 black female age 35, 1 black female age 11, 1 male mulatto age 9, 1 male mulatto age 2, 1 
male mulatto age 9 months. These will later be shown to be Rebecca, Nani, Susan, Sambo, Daniel, and Seth. I 
believe that Rebecca and Nani are undoubtedly the slaves Margaret Hooker bought from the estate of George Leak 
(called Beck and Anny in those papers). 


Margaret Leak Hooker died in Tippah county Mississippi. The administrator of her estate was her son-in-law 
Adam Braddock, appointed on 19 May 1857. There are many court fees paid by Adam Braddock on this estate 
from then until 20 September 1860. The appraisers were William H. Elliott, John D. Jones, and Thomas B. Wilson. 
The papers about her estate are located at the Tippah County Library. They are also filmed but very difficult to 
read. 


The earliest document was filed 19 October 1857 and is a petition for the sale of slaves. They are named as 
Rebecca, a woman aged about 48 years, Nani near the same age, Susan aged about 19 years, her child about 18 
months named Old Jack, Sambo about 16, Daniel 9 years, Seth about 7 years. These are a perfect match for the 
slaves listed by Adam Braddock in the 1850 census. This petition says Margaret Hooker left three heirs, Elzara 
wife of the petitioner, Samuel Leak residing in Arkansas, William Leak now of lawful age residing in Georgia. It 
also names Harriett, Ann, and "four other nieces and children" of William Leak, deceased, all residing in Georgia. 


The return on the sale of the slaves was filed on 17 April 1858. Sambo was sold for $1330.00 to M. Blake, Daniel for 
$700 to Isaac Cox, Seth for $535 to W. C. Carter. Eliza [Elzire] Braddock bought Susan and her child Jack for 
$1315.00, Nan for $500, and Beck for $100. Reported with this same sale were some personal property sold: a 
carryall for $10 to W. A. Gray, a gray horse for $20 to W. A. Hill, and 2 beds to Eliza [Elzire] Braddock for $13.75. 


An account settlement was filed on 10 June 1859, with monies paid to M. Blake, Isaac Cox, A. -. Gray, and Elzira 
Braddock. Margaret's coffin was also paid for, for $5.00. In the final account given by Adam Braddock, monies 
were paid to Isaac Cox, William Blake, J. Hill, and Elzira Braddock. Distributions were also made to Samuel Leak 
of Arkansas, Elzira Braddock of Tippah, William, Harriet, and Ann Leak of Georgia, "of lawful age", and 
children of William Leak in Georgia. 


No grave has been found for Margaret Leak Hooker in Tippah. Her daughter Elzira Braddock and her husband 
Adam Braddock later moved to Texas.

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David Miller (-1760-1832) 
and 
Nancy Lambeth (-1773-1849) 


David Miller is our first identified Miller ancestor. He was born about 1756-1760. I believe he was born in 
Maryland, based on inquiries for David's Revolutionary pension files from the Beam family in 1901. The Beams 
were neighbors and later married into the Miller family. I believe that other claims that he was born in North 
Carolina reflect a confusion of our David with the various David Millers of North Carolina, but they are easily 
shown to be different people. We currently do not know who his parents were, nor do we have any information on 
his early life. 


David came to South Carolina by 1781 and served in the U.S. Army during the revolution for some ten months in 
1781. He served in Captain Nathaniel Marshall Martin's company (the light dragoons) of the Cavalry in Colonel 
William Polk's regiment. David was at the taking of Orangeburgh (11 May 1781) and he was in the battle at Bryer 
Creek with Captain Snipes where he was wounded in the shoulder (this is also referred to as "Snipe's defeat at his 
own dwelling house" by a friend, Robert McCormack, who served with David). According to his wife's deposition 
this wound was to "his grate injure to the day of his death." David served out his time and was discharged at 
Orangeburgh, South Carolina.

On June 3, 1781, Saunders troop, accompanied by a troop from the South 
Carolina Regiment, successfully attacked a body of militia, commanded by Captain William Snipes. Only Snipes, and two of his men, were able to 
escape from being killed or captured." 


From Calendar and Record of the Revolutionary War in the South: 1780-1781 by William Thomas Sherman, 2003: 

Capt. Alexander Chesney, Loyal American Volunteers, and Ferguson's Corps...""With a small mounted detachment of loyalists, he defeated and 
captured Capt. William Clay Snipes' men at Snipe's Plantation in June 1781." 

Capt. John Saunders, Queen's Rangers... "one Queen's Ranger, Stephen Jarvis, showed Saunders in a darker light and claimed that at Snipes’ 
Plantation in June 1781, Saunders viciously hacked a prisoner with his saber." 


3 June (also given as the 6th). [raid] Snipes' Plantation (Colleton County, S.C.). Maj. William Clay Snipes! 521 was surprised after sunrise and all but 
3 of his twenty men were killed or taken prisoner by a detachment out of Dorchester, led by Capt. John Saunders, with a troop of Queen's Rangers 
and Capt. Alexander Chesney, with some South Carolina loyalists. In a letter to Greene of the 7th, however, Sumter stated that all but 4 were 


captured, but that Snipes! 522 and three others escaped! 523 


Chesney: "We [i.e. Chesney with his troop of Charleston cavalry] had not been at this place long before I ascertained that Major Snipes, Col. Haynes 
[Isaac Hayne] and Marion had returned, crossed Pond-Pond [Pon Pon] River and were embodying troops [June, 1781] which intelligence I 
communicated to Lord Rawdon and His Lordship immediately ordered out adetachment of which I was one. We crossed Pond-Pond River at Parker's 
Ferry, and the boats having been removed to impede our march, I swam my horse over accompanied by others and procured feather-beds to transport 
those who could not swim across the River; we then proceeded rapidly and reached Snipe's plantation by daylight. We soon cleared hm and his party, 
driving them out with loss; on this occasion I was wounded in the thigh with a spear by a man concealed in a Ha-Ha whilst in the act of leaping my 
horse over it. But I made him prisoner and took him with the others taken on this occasion to Dorchester." 

Stephen Jarvis: "Only one man was taken prisoner and he was ordered to be killed by Captain Saunders, the most disgraceful thing I ever heard of a 
British Officer. The poor fellow was severly hacked, but whether he died of his wounds or not I do not know. I once pulled out my pistol to put the 
poor fellow out of his misery but I had not the power to discharge, and said to myself 'This blood shall not be charged to me.' I do not know but have 
reason to believe that as many as twenty were killed. At first it was supposed that Snipe himself was amongst the slain but it was not so for he made 


his escape on the first shot being fired. n1524 


[Snipes' Plantation and the area was also and is today known as "Horseshoe Plantation ".] 


On 1 October 1781 an indent was issued to "Mr. David Miller, late private in Lieutenant Colonel Samuel 
Hammond's Regiment of State Troops for £94 sterling, being the balance pay and bounty due him for services done 


in the regiment together with interest thereon from the first April 1781 to date hereof." At Camden, South 
Carolina David Miller is listed on 16 March 1782 in the pay roll for Captain Martin's troops as having received his 
pay and bounty of one grown Negro. There are records of other service by a David Miller and he may have served 
in various tours over a period of 3-4 years in both South and North Carolina, but it is not clear which apply for 
certain to our same David. 


Sometime after his discharge, David Miller made his way north from Orangeburgh to York county South Carolina. 
There are various records of a David Miller in South Carolina that may be ours, but they cannot be proved and 
they may refer to others of the various David Millers who were also there. A David Miller served on the Grand 
Jury of the Camden district in 1783. On Wednesday 10 January 1787 Ben McKenzie made a claim against David 
Miller in York county for trover. The jury found for the defendant and ordered that he recover his costs of the 
plaintiff. (Trover is a common law action to recover value of goods wrongfully converted by another to his own 
use.) 


But we know that our David met Nancy Lambeth (born about 1773), daughter of Samuel Lambeth, who lived on 
Mill Creek. They were married in February 1792 in York by Colonel William Hill, a magistrate of the county. 
Present at the marriage were John Lambeth, Nancy's brother, and Thomas Kendrick, her brother-in-law. 


David and Nancy lost their first child in miscarriage; then they had John, born in 1794, Samuel, born in 1796, Levi 
L., born in 1799, and Sarah, born in 1804. Information given by these children is contradictory as to whether they 
were born in South or North Carolina. But based on David's declaration as to when he moved to North Carolina, 
all but Sarah would have been born in South Carolina. 





The Miller family moved to Lincoln county North Carolina by 1800 and are enumerated on the census there, with 
the three boys under ten years of age (Nancy was not marked in the female column). There are no slaves listed. The 
family is located in the western area of Lincoln county which was later cut into Cleveland county. 


The only record I've found so far showing purchase of land by David Miller is the following in the "Entry Taker's 
Book from Apr 10, 1798 - Jul 8 1825": 

#189 granted. David Miller claims 10a on waters of muddy fork; border: John Long and his own; entered 31 Oct 
1810 [This is from a transcription, on the original it looks more like 13a.] 


Otherwise, that he owned land is implied in the following records: 

#630 granted. John Miller claims 50a on waters of Muddy fork; border: David Miller and others [names not 
given]; entered 31 Jan 1816. 

Lincoln County Deed Bk 24, p. 402 - 14 Oct 1807 John Long of Lincoln to Arthur of same, £10 150a on Muddy 
Fork of Buffaloe Cr; border: said John Long, David Miller, & Carruth; part of three "surveys" [no more details 
given]. signed John Long; wit John Carruth jurat. Recorded Jul 1810 

In a land sale between Thomas Parker and Robert McCormack on 2 August 1806 (Bk 21 p. 268), the bounds of the 
land are on the waters of Buffaloe Creek adjoing lands of David Miller and others. 

Also, on 5 December 1820 in Lincoln county, a procession of land was made for John Smith. The survey was 
attended by David Miller, Teter Beam, Henry Huffstetler, E. Parker, John Miller, Levi Miller, and Henry Smith. 
It was the usual custom for neighboring owners to attend processions to protect their own property lines and rights. 
The survey variously describes the land as "situated on the waters of the Muddy fork of Buffalo joining lands of T. 
Beam, David, John & Levi Miller & Enoch Parker...." It also refers to David Miller's line and his corner. 


On an 1860's map of Cleveland showing residents, landowners, and heirs, many of the names mentioned are 
marked. These would likely be heirs and help locate the land mentioned in the grants, deeds, and procession. It is 
just a few miles southeast of Waco where the Muddy Fork Creek forks. David's grandchildren D. W. Miller and F. 
M. Miller are shown on this map a short way to the northwest, very near the Capernaum Cemetery where they are 
buried. Although very hard to read, I believe also that the name "widow M. Miller" appears on this map. This 
should be Mary (Spangler) Miller, wife of David and Nancy's son John. Nancy was living next to John and Mary in 
the 1840 census, so this is possibly a very close marker of where David and Nancy lived. The names mentioned in 
all these records are marked on the map below. 
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According to Nancy in later years, David began drawing an invalid's pension for his Revolutionary War service in 
September of 1808 and it was raised at various times thereafter. David himself requested a replacement certificate 
on 1 November 1821. The certificate was issued on 15 November 1821 for $5.33 1/3 per month. David's signature 
from the application and Nancy's mark from her 1839 deposition are at the top of this page. 





In the 1810 Lincoln census David is 45 or older, Nancy is 26-44, John is 16-25, Samuel and Levi are 10-15, Sarah is 
under 10. There are no slaves listed and one person in the family is listed as working in agriculture. 


Levi L. Miller married Sarah M. Love by 1820 and they are listed in the Lincoln county census. They probably lost 
their first child or perhaps two as their first listed child was born in 1825 or 1826. John married Mary Spangler, 
daughter of Peter Spangler, Sr., sometime between 15 and 19 April 1815. Samuel married Elizabeth "Betcy" 
Smith, probably daughter of Heinrich Schmitt, on 12 July 1817. John and David Miller were witnesses to Samuel's 
marriage. 


Nancy Lambeth Miller's father, Samuel Lambeth, died in York county South Carolina on 7 March 1818 (see 
Samuel Lambeth's grave). David Miller travelled there (and possibly Nancy went with him): he is one of the buyers 
at the estate sale of 16 April 1818 and on that day he also signed (in right of his wife) in the sale of the land of 
Samuel Lambeth, described below. 

(From the York county deed books) 

H446 No. 530 - 16 Apr 1818 Heirs and legatees of Samuel Lambeth to John Lambeth one of the Legatees and 
administrator, for $600, 100 acres adjoining Kinkaid, Glen, Horsley. Signed Margaret (X) Lambeth, Levi 
Lambeth, Thomas Kendric, David Miller. Witnesses: Jms. Rooker, Wm. McCrany, Robert Patrick, John Fearis. 
Proved 15 May 1818. Recorded 16 Sep 1818 

H446-447 No. 531 - 16 Apr 1818 Heirs and legatees of Samuel Lambeth to Margaret, widow, for $800, 100 acres 
south side of Mill Creek on branch waters of the Catawba, adjoining Horsley, Rooker. Signed John Lambeth, 
David Miller, Thomas (X) Kindrix, Levi Lambeth. Witnesses: Robert Patrick, Jens/Jno Rooker, John Fearis. 
Recorded 16 Sep 1818. 

David Miller signed off in right of Nancy on the final estate settlement of Samuel Lambeth on 23 January 1823. 


In the 1820 census of Lincoln county North Carolina, David and Nancy are 45 or older, but Sarah seems to be 
again marked in the under 10 column. The boys are all living close by. There is also a boy marked as under 10: if 
this is a son of David and Nancy, he was born quite late and must have died by 1830. There is no mention in the 
pension files of deceased children other than the first miscarriage in 1792. There are no slaves listed and still one 
person listed in agriculture. By 1822 Sarah married William Putman. 


In 1830 David and Nancy are living alone near their children and grandchildren. David is age 70-79 and Nancy is 


60-69 (she should be in the 50-60 column). David Miller died on 18 March 1832. No grave site has been located yet, 
if it is marked at all. In the Lincoln Inventories and Accounts Books of 1831-1868 on p. 47, in the October Session 
of 1832 is given the "Amount of the sales of the property of David Miller decd by John Miller, Admr. - $64.30." 


On p. 67, in the April Session of 1833 appears a Widow's Yearly Allowance: "The Justice and free holders 
appointed by court to lay off to the Widow and family of David Miller dec'd one [should say "one year's"] 
Maintenance Report that they have laid as follows - 1 Cow Half 8B of wheat 20B of corn 300Ib of Pork 15lb of 
Coffee 25lb of sugar 5lb tobacco 1 Bed and furniture choice of what is in hand 1 flax wheel 2 pr shoes(?) 10 Ib 
cotton 2Ib wool 1 Bushel of salt 1 pr cotton ca--es. Oct 28th 1832---" 

There are no letters of administration, inventory or final accounts on David's estate. In the 1840 census Nancy is 
listed alone, age 60-70, living next door to son John and his family. Also listed with Nancy is a female slave age 10- 
24 and a female slave under 10. There are two people listed as working in agriculture. 


A certificate for widow's pension was issued on 23 May 1837 for Nancy Miller to receive $80 a year (beginning on 4 
March 1843). It is not clear that Nancy received these benefits as she began the process of application for benefits 
under the 1838 act of Congress. In the 1840 census Nancy is alone next to son John and his family. Her battle to 
obtain the pension lasted until a certificate was issued on 20 March 1851 for $64 a year, commencing 4 March 
1848. Unfortunately, according to her son John's declaration of 27 May 1853, Nancy had died 3-4 years before (i.e. 
1849-50). So it is possible that Nancy never received her pension. The lawyers fought valiantly for her, filing some 
30 letters, documents, affidavits, etc. Some excerpts follow: 


25 Jan 1841: in James Graham's letter to J. L. Edwards Esq. "Sir, will you please inform me if there is any good 
reason why Nancy Miller the widow of David Miller decd of Lincoln county NC cannot obtain a Pension...." 


2 Oct 1845: ...I would solicit as early an action in Mrs. Miller's Case as practicable. Iam Very Respectfully Yours, 
James Roberts." 


18 Feb 1847: in James Roberts' letter to J. L. Edwards. "Mrs Miller is truly a venerable old Lady, and is still 
living, and we hope that on an examination of all the proof in the case to receive a Certificate in her favour." 


And this passionate writing, the date is covered, but it is some short time after 22 November 1849: in J. H. 
Kirkham's letter to J. L. Edwards. 

"Sir, Your letter of the 22 of November 1849 to James Roberts Esq of Livingstown NC is before me in reference to 
David Miller Service in the Revolutionary War. I cannot conceive how you come to such a decision in this case. I 
refer you to the 220 page (here annexed) of the act of Congress 1848. This old man recceived a pension as an 
Invalid Soldier in Said War from the date 1808 of $40 per annum who died March 18 1832 Leaving a widow. 
"This is strong presumption that he served or he never would of received said pension (the payment of 23.0.2 of 
record in Compt office is taken exception at for reason it appears in Comptrolers office. My dear Sir, I can show if 
necessary in said office that the militia State Line continental artilery were all paid off without any distinction of 
party Either grade or Colour as militia and it is from those books the 23.0.2 appears therefore you require 
impossibility all I ask at your hand is a requisition of the laws which is fully complied with. 

" Again I would refer you to his declaration which I suppose is on file - made according to law on the holy 
evangelist of almighty God - which I should think is ample evidence - the marriage being heretofore admitted. I 
must therefore ask your attention to allow the claim - or I must apply to Congress for the heirs to have the wish of 
that Body Complied with. I am determined not to trouble you with any claim that I think is not Just but when I am 
in a Just cause I never will surender. Respectfully Your obedient Servant, J. H. Kirkham. P.S. It also appears in 
Comptrolers office that said Miller was in Service in the early part of the war - 76 & 77." 


In the Cleveland county tax records from 1842-1849 John Miller paid taxes on 115 acres. In 1850 he has a second 
entry for another 37 acres - this is likely to be Davd and Nancy's land which Nancy would have remained on 
according to her dower rights until her death in 1849. 


David and Nancy's children, John Miller and Sarah Miller Putman, continued to file claims for the pension and 


subsequent increases, at least until 1857 (Abstracts of David Miller's Revolutionary War Service Pension File ). 
Sons Levi and Samuel Miller had moved to Georgia (Murray county) by the mid-1830s and to Arkansas around 


1846.

Levi L. Miller (1799-1884) 
and 
Sarah M. "Sally" Love (1804-1871) 


Levi L. Miller was born in 1799 in either York county, South Carolina or Lincoln county, North Carolina, the son 
of David Miller and Nancy Lambeth. My tracking of the family favors that he was born in South Carolina. There 
is conflicting data about Levi's birth date. His tombstone says he was born in 1801 and there are other documents 
during his later life that suggest he was born after 1800. However, the tombstone information was provided by his 
son, as his wife Sally had already died. Further, Levi's mother Nancy, in her depositions when applying for a 
pension, stated the birth years of her children, saying that Levi was born in 1799. This was in 1839 and Nancy was 
about 65 years old when she gave this information. The Miller family on the census of 1800 shows the three sons of 
David and Nancy Miller, one of whom has to be Levi. I feel the information that was given earlier and by people 
who were there at the time must be given more weight than the later information. Levi's mother, Nancy Lambeth, 
had a brother named Levi. Although I have never seen any record of Levi Miller's middle name, there is certainly 
a good chance he is Levi Lambeth Miller, named after his uncle. 


Sally Love was born about 1804, the daughter of Charles Love and Fereby Osborn. Her family lived in what was 
then Rutherford county, North Carolina. Not long after she and Levi left North Carolina, the area was cut into 
Cleveland county. Mapping the land records shows us that Levi and Sally grew up about 13 to 15 miles away from 
each other. There is no marriage record for Levi and Sally in Rutherford or Lincoln county, but they are on the 
1820 census in Lincoln county near Levi's father and two older brothers, John and Samuel. Levi and Sally are 
marked in the 16-25 year age column and there are no children yet. 





There are very few records showing evidence of Levi and Sally in North Carolina. It doesn't appear they bought or 
sold any land. However, at a procession of the lands of John Smith ("on the waters of Muddy fork of Buffalo 
Creek") which was made on 5 December 1820, the land was described as adjoining Teter Beam, David Miller, 
John Miller, Levi Miller, and Enoch Parker; listed as present at the procession were David Miller, Teter Beam, 
Henry Huffstotler, E. Parker, John Miller, Levi Miller, & Henry Smith. 


In the next 10 years Levi and Sally had four sons, Oliver P., James Levi, Samuel P., and John O. The family is 
listed in 1830 in Lincoln county, still close to Levi's father and brothers: 

Head of Household - Levi Miller 

1 male age 20-29 (Levi) 

1 female 20-29 (Sally) 

1 male 5-9 (Oliver P., b. ca1822) 

3 males under 5 (James L. b. 1825-26, Samuel P. b. 3 February 1827, John O. b. 1829) 


Levi and Sally had their 5th son Arthur William on 10 March 1832. Their first daughter Nancy S. was born 
around 1834. 


Sally's father, Charles Love died in 1835 and his estate is probated in Rutherford county (Records and Estates 
Book A, pp. 178-182). At one estate sale held on the 25th of November 1835, Levi Miller bought "1 piece of Loves 
cloth" for $5.12. At another sale on the 23rd of December 1835, Levi bought 2 pounds of wool for 78 cents. There is 
another document in the index to this probate, Book RE-A p. 294, dated 1837. Only the first part of this book is 
filmed and I could not find it at all in the Rutherford county courthouse. The later pages (1837) could be a final 
settlement which might have Levi sign in right of his wife Sally, or tell what their share was in the estate, etc. The 
Raleigh archives still need to be checked for this book. 


The last child Levi and Sally had in North Carolina was Phillip R., b. about 1836. Sometime in the next couple 
years they moved to Murray County, Georgia. Their daughter Elizabeth Sarah was born there around 1838. 


Murray county jury lists as compiled by Rev. Silas Emmett Lucas in Some Georgia County Records show that Levi 
and his brother Samuel Miller were on the Grand Jury for 1 March 1839. I must have missed this entry when 
researching the original court books. The Murray Inferior Court Minutes show that Levi and his brother Samuel 
were called to serve on the Grand Jury for the next term of March 1840. Then in the Superior Court minutes they 
were sworn in on Monday 16 March. Also on the jury were Dennis Carroll (foreman of the jury), Clark T. 
Cockburn, and John Cockburn. Dennis Carroll is the father of Martha M. Carroll who later married James Levi 
Miller, son of Levi and Sally. These two families migrate together and remain in close proximity for the rest of 
their lives. The Cockburns are intimately tied with the Carrolls. Four days after Levi was sworn in (he would have 
served all the week or more that court was in session), their daughter Margaret Nelia was born. On Monday 21 
September 1840, Levi Miller was again drawn to serve on the Petit Jury of the next term (December 1840). 


The 1840 census for Murray County shows: 

Levi Miller 

1 male 30-39 (Levi) 

1 female 30-39 (Sally) 

2 males 15-19 (Oliver P., James Levi) 

2 males 10-14 (Samuel P., John O.) 

1 male 5-9 (Arthur William) 

1 female 5-9 (Nancy) 

1 male under 5 (Phillip R.) 

2 females under 5 (Elizabeth Sarah, Margaret Nelia) 


Another son, Levi Alexander, was born right around this time; his tombstone says he was born in July of 1839. 
However he doesn't appear on the 1840 census, so it must off a bit. The 1850-1860 census show his age to indicate a 
birth year of 1842. 


The only deed involving Levi Miller in Murray county is a mortgage sale of cattle between Levi and James Morris, 
made 6 February 1841 and recorded 15 February 1842. Later that year, recorded in the Murray Inferior Court 
Minutes, is a judgment made on 11 July 1842 in favor of Harrison Davis against Levi Miller for debt. Davis was 
awarded $81.24 with interest and costs. 


Sometime in 1843 Levi and Samuel Miller were sued by Eli L. Haynes (via his attorney John Sams) for debt on 
unpaid promissory notes amounting to $50.00. The were both called to appear; Samuel was served with notice but 
the record of 10 March 1843 shows that Levi was not served "for want of time". The case came to court on 
Wednesday 27 March 1844 and Levi and Samuel confessed to the judgment of $37.00. A later entry shows they did 
this via their attorney R. H. L. Buchanan. Finally on 10 April 1844 they were ordered to pay $37 principal, $16.02 
interest, $12.37 cost. 


The next child of Levi and Sally, Jane Caroline, was born in 1843 or 1844 in Georgia. She was their last child born 
in Georgia before the family moved to Arkansas, in time for their daughter Mary A. to be born about 1845 or 1846. 
The Millers are listed in the 1850 census in Polk county Arkansas in Sulphur Springs township (all names and 
information on members in the household are now listed on the census): 


Levi Miller age 30 [?? oops!], farmer, b. NC 
Sarah age 45, b. NC 

Samuel P. age 22, farmer, b. NC 
John O. age 21, farmer, b. NC 
Arthur W. age 18, farmer, b. NC 
Nancy S. age 16, b. NC 

Philip R. age 14, b. NC 
Elizabeth age 12, b. GA 
Margaret age 10, b. GA 
Alexander age 8, b. GA 

Jane C. age 6, b. GA 

Mary A. age 4, b. AR 


Two families away is their son Oliver P. Miller, age 22, b. NC, with his family. The Millers and Carrolls possibly 
moved to Arkansas together, and James Levi Miller married Martha M. Carroll in Montgomery County where the 
Carrolls settled. They were married on 10 December 1848 and set up their household there, next to Martha's 
parents. James was 24 (b. NC) on the 1850 census of Montgomery county, Martha was 18 (b. GA), and their first 
child, Arthur William, was 9 months old, born in Arkansas. 





Sulphur Springs township of the 1850 census was later given over to Howard county. Levi L. Miller entered two 
land grants, the first on 1 December 1857 (#9628, v. AR1290.168), the second on 1 December1860 (#9440, v. AR 
1290.123). This land was the Northwest quarter of the Southeast quarter and the Southwest quarter of the 
Southeast quarter of section 12 in township 5 South, Range 28 West. At that time the land was in Polk county, but 
today is in Howard county, only one-quarter mile from the Pike county boundary. His son, Arthur William Miller, 
entered 4 grants between 1855-1860 in what is today Pike county, some of which are also very close to the western 
border. The location of Levi's land grants is shown in red below, with indications of how it was cut from Polk 
county into Howard county and how close it is to Pike county: 
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In the 1860 census Levi and Sally and family are enumerated in the census for Pike county, Mountain township, 
which is on the western border of Pike county. There is no record of other land purchase: Howard county was not 
formally formed until 1873 and the western border of Pike county was not finalized until April of that year. The 
family was very likely on the same land. Unfortunately, the records of both Polk and Pike county burned in the 
1890s, so much information is lost about the family. The 1860 census shows: 

L. L. Miller, age 62, b. SC, farmer, real estate $1200, personal property $800 

Sarah, age 57, b. NC 

L. A., age 17, b. GA, farm laborer, cannot read or write 

J.C. (female), age 15, b. GA 

M. A. (female), age 14, b. GA 

C. P. (male), age 12, b. GA 

(This last child is Charles P., whose age is off as he hadn't been born by the 1850 census.) 


Levi and Sally's son James Levi and wife Martha Carroll, who had been living in Montgomery county near her 
parents, were also in this census very nearby. James was on the Montgomery tax lists only through 1853, so this 
helps date when he left the Montgomery area. However, James did take the amnesty oath in Montgomery after the 
Civil War on 22 December 1865; he must have returned there to do so. 


Caroline Jane Miller married Oliver Perry Davis. He responded to the 1911 Census of Confederate Veterans, 
saying they were married in September of 1861, at or near Ft. Logan where her parents Levi and Sally Miller lived 
(again, located today in Howard county near Athens, right where Levi's land was). The Davis family were listed 
next door to the Millers in the 1850 census. 


Again the loss of land records for Polk and Pike means we cannot pin down the year Levi left the area. The 1875 
tax lists for Howard county do not show a Levi Miller having personal property there, but the 1875 real estate taxes 
list Levi L. Miller with the land described in the grants, section 12, the Northwest and Southwest quarters of the 
Southeast quarter, each 40 acres, each valued at $50. The two values have a line under them like a totalling line 
and what looks like a sum of 810.00. There's no indication of what this number really means, but it's not 
reasonable to be a total value or assessment amount. The next available list is for 1878 and the sections are not 
listed and no Levi Miller is listed. Levi may have abandoned the claim, as there are no records indicating he sold it 
and no new owner in the tax lists. 


What we do know is that Levi and his family had actually moved away from there well before 1875: he and family 
and son James went north to Sebastian county and are listed on the 1870 census there. Levi was in Washburn 
township, post office at Black Jack, and James was in Center township, post office at Greenwood. 

Levi L. Miller, age 70, b. SC, farmer, real estate $600, personal property $500, eligible to vote 

Sarah, age 66, b. NC, keeps house 

Charlie C. P., age 18, b. AR, farmer, personal property $150, married in April of the year 

Mattie, age 14, b. AR, keeps house, married in April of the year 


The Arkansas Mortality schedule of 1870 lists the death of an infant, Charles Miller, 7 months old when he died in 
April. This is in Sebastian county, family number 55 on the regular census. Levi and Sally are family number 56 
with no Miller family 55 listed (or likely I've misread the number), this must be referring to Charlie and Mattie's 
infant son. 


Sally Love Miller died the following year in June at age 67. She is buried in Sebastian county. I have not yet 





finished all the Sebastian court records, but so far have found nothing about the family until the 1880 census of 
Sebastian. Levi is in Dayton township, living with his son Samuel and family. Levi is 78 years old, the father of the 
head of household (Samuel), has no entry for marital status, and no occupation listed. His birthplace and that of 
his parents is given as North Carolina (I do not think this is true of his parents, see narrative about David Miller 
and Nancy Lambeth; I believe they were both from Maryland). 


Although there is no record in the deed books of a purchase and none in the federal land grants, Levi had 
purchased 40 acres and is taxed on them in 1881 in Sebastian county. The property is the Southwest quarter of the 
Northeast quarter of section 10, township 5, range 30 west. The valuation looks to be $99, but actually I'm not 
certain I understood the entry. The total value of the assessment is $1.34. It is indicated that the School Fund 
Penalty was paid. For state taxes Levi was assessed 6 cents for general purposes, 53 cents to pay interest on the 
public debt, and 27 cents in school tax; for county taxes I was unable to figure out the labels (these are those 
"mills" units for various uses), but amounts were 65, 32, 24, and 9 cents. These taxes were paid on 10 March 1882. 


This land is shown marked by a red dot on the map below, but it is from an 1887 atlas; Samuel P. Miller, Levi's 
son, is labeled as the owner of the 40 acres plus quite a bit more. There is no land sale recorded and no probate for 
Levi Miller, but the land somehow passed into Samuel's hands. James Levi Miller, Levi and Sally's other son, had 
land in section 4 which he had sold in 1881. The area shown in this map is the very southernmost part of Sebastian 
county bounded on the east and south by Scott county. 














There is no indication that Levi moved back to Pike county, he must have been somewhat remembered (plenty of 
his descendants were still there at this time), for in the Arkadelphia Southern Standard of 12 May 1883 there was 
published the following article: 


Dempsey Hill & Levi Miller 
Old Men of Pike 


Eds. Standard: Mr. Dempsey Hill was born in North Carolina in the year 1801, and is now in his eighty- 
third year. He came to Arkansas in 1845. He rides on horse back from his home in the northwest part of 
Pike county to Murfreesboro, a distance of twenty-five miles, attends to his business and returns home 
without any inconvenience, etc. 

Mr. Levi Miller was born in the same state near Tar river; I don't know whether above or below the 
Bum. He also came to Arkansas in 1848, and is now in his eighty-third year. Mr. Miller has eighty-six 
grand-children. He lives in the northwest part of this, Pike county. 

Both of these old men are good, honest, upright men, and no doubt will enter upon eternal life when they 
quit this mortal life.

If Levi had moved back to Pike county it was only for a couple of years and he was removed to Sebastian county for 
burial. He died a little less than a year after this article was written, on 13 April 1884 and is buried next to his wife, 
Sally M. Miller, and near his son Samuel P. Miller in Sebastian county.

The following are sources from Levi and Sarah's times and places, but which didn't yield information specific to 
them (descendant info which I didn't include in this write-up may be in these sources):

Introduction: After initially publishing some information on Tranquility, I came to realize that I had enough records about Chesley and 
Judith Daniel to expand the page to cover their lives and more of the later history of Tranquility. I am also very grateful to direct 
descendants, Bill Seay, Nathaniel V. Daniel, Ed Morton, and John Sheftall who have also provided much interesting firsthand 
information about Tranquility. 


NEW: A new document has been provided by John Sheftall; it is a listing of birth and death info for Chesley and Judith and their 
children, originally made by Woodson Daniel and later copied by his daughter in about 1850-52. For a fuller description of the 
document see the source section below. I am giving the information from this paper, using the wording as given, the names and info are 
in bold italic. 


Of the signatures above, Woodson was Chesley's son and inherited part of Tranquility, but he is an uncle to the branch that remained at 
Tranquility after Chesley died. James. B. Daniel was an heir and recipient of Tranquility lands, but his brother Nathaniel C. Daniel and 
wife Anne H. Bullock are the ones who remained there. That is to say, the signatures do not reflect a direct Tranquility line from 
Chesley, but a generational one. 


Chesley Daniel was born on 16 Jan 1730/1 in Middlesex VA, the son of James Daniel and Jane Hicks. His birth is listed in the Christ 
Church Parish Register as "Chickeley Son of James & Jane Daniel born Janry ye 16. baptized Janry ye 31. 1730." He was the grandson 
of Robert Daniel and Margaret Price, and great grandson of William Daniel of Middlesex and his first wife and of Robert and Jane Price. 
Chesley lived early on in Middlesex, and then the family moved to Albemarle; his parents sold their land in Middlesex in May 1735 and 
bought land in November that year in Goochland County, which would shortly be cut into Albemarle, and is today in northern 
Buckingham County. So it's possible Chesley was 4-5 years old when they moved. They lived on the Fluvanna River right across from 
the "Seven Islands", some of which James had also bought. 


In the late 1740s father James began land acquisitions by patent in Lunenburg County in order to "set his sons up". Two of those tracts 
were for 400 and 469 acres. Chesley moved down to these lands and his first appearance in the records is on 19 June 1747 when he 
witnessed a deed from Peter King, late of Lunenburg, to "James Daniel of Albemarle". This was for 340 acres on the Sta(u)nton River 
and the deed was proved on 3 October 1749. The other witnesses were Andrew Wade, David Duglis, John (x) Wade. James would later 
sell this land to James Cocke in 1752. On 12 July of 1750 Chesley, along with Michl. Smith and David Wade, witnessed a deed from 
Howard and Ruth Cash to Jer. Wade for land on Thrasher's Creek. 


Chesley and his younger brother Leonard both moved down to Lunenburg as shown in the Court Order Books: Order Book 5, p.112: 


September Court 1758 On his motion, Leonard Daniel & Bob, Dover added to tithables list 

The next entry reads: On his motion, Chisly Daniel & Jas Goodall, Gloster, Newman added to tithables list 

Gloster and Newman were slaves that Chesley would ultimately inherit from his father James in 1761, and I believe Bob and Dover 
[possibly a misspelling or misreading for David] were part of the division of slaves from James' estate. 


Chesley was again a witness, with Edmund and William Taylor, on a deed from Zachariah Baker and his wife Jean to James Cocke for 
land in Lunenburg on the north side of the Roanoake River on Butchers Creek. This deed was written on 3 April 1759 and proved on 3 
July 1759. 


Lunenburg Court Order Book 6 p. 24 shows that on 4 Sep 1759 "Chesley Daniel is appointed Surveyor of the road lately cleared by him 
and it is ordered, that he together with this [sic] own, Leonard Daniel's and John Johnson's Male Laboring Tithables do keep the same in 
repair according to Law." 

Later, at the February Court of 1760, an indenture from James Stephens to Chisley Daniel was recorded (Court Order Book 5-52b, I don't 
yet have the details of this transaction, but it possibly has to do with the 400 acres Stephens had sold to Chesley's father James; Chesley 
later sells this 400 acres). Also in this year David Garland, Geo Walton, and Chisley Daniel witnessed a deed, recorded in deed book 6 p. 
56 on 6 May 1760, from Richard Coleman of Cumberland Parish, Lunenburg to William Gordon of same of the 2nd part, and Martha 
Coleman, Martha Vicars, Lucy and Jean Coleman of same for the 3rd part, for natural love and affection, for slaves and household, 
stock, intednded for the use of Martha Coleman, Martha Vicars, Lucy and Jean Coleman, "provided always that William Gordon may 
sell any part of the Negroes, household furniture, and stock in order to pay the debts of the said Richard Coleman". This is basically a 
deed of trust to care for Richard Coleman's daughters. 


Chesley's mother Jane (Hicks) Daniel died sometime before October 1760 when his father wrote his will. I believe her last child was 
born around 1752-53, but that is calculated: my analysis and theory about the birth dates of her children can be read here. When she died, 
Chesley inherited slaves by entail that had been bequeathed to her in the 1713 will of Richard Hicks. There is more on these slaves and 
their descendants in 1798. 


Father James Daniel did spend time in Lunenburg, but he remained "of Albemarle" when he wrote his will on 30 October 1760. It was 
proved on 12 February 1761. It says, "I give and bequeath unto my son Chisley Daniel my tract of land in Lunenburg County on 
Roanoke River as I bought of Walter Campbell to him and his heirs forever. Later it says, "I give and bequeath to my son Chisley Daniel 
four negroes to-wit: Gloster, Numman, Annica, Alice, which are now delivered to him and his heirs forever." And then, "Lastly, I 
appoint Chisley Daniel, Abraham Daniel, and Leonard Daniel executors to this my last will and testament. In Witness whereof I have 
hereunto set my hand and seal this 30th day of October one thousand seven hundred and sixty." 

The land referred to is actually the 869 acres James had patented, as Chesley describes when he sells the tracts. There are no deeds from 
a Campbell to a Daniel, and the only grant to a Walter Campbell was for 265 acres in another part of Lunenburg. He was perhaps simply 
the previous entrant of the land that James patented. 


Chesley married Judith Woodson Christian and their first children were twins, Woodson's listing shows: 
Jane & Judith Daniel were born the 12th Nov 1760. Jane died --- Oct. 1814 at Springfield, Granville. 


On 12 February 1761 Chisley Daniel, Abraham Daniel, & Leonard Daniel had their father's will proved in the Albemarle court; separate 
inventories were made and returned for property in both Albemarle and Lunenburg counties. 


Another brother of Chesley, Josiah was provided for in the will to buy land from John Robinson. This purchase took place on 6 Jul 1761 
as shown in deed book 7 p. 225. "Chasley" Daniel, Sherwood Bugg, and Daniel Johnson were witnesses. It was for 400 acres on the 
"South Side of Roanoak River on Nutbush Creek". Josiah had just turned 18 at the time. 


Later that year, Chesley's brother Leonard died in Lunenburg. Chesley served as his administrator as shown in Lunenburg Will Book 2 p. 
48-49, his inventory was in September of 1761 and the return of the sales was on 7 December of 1762 [hard to read]. At the sale Chisley 
bought 3 Dear Skins, brother Abraham bought "2 fine horses", brother Josiah bought "1 Bed & furniture 6 chairs, 112 lb of Nut port, | 
parsil of hoggs, | parcil of apple trees 4 boles, 1 coate 1 table, 1 pr wedges 1 pr of lether britches, 2 Old ax's 2 grubing hoes, some coin." 
During the year of 1762 Chesley also paid out monies to Leonard's creditors. 


From Woodson's family listing: 
Martha Daniel was born the 24th Feby 1763. Died in Abbeville District So Ca, time of death not known. 


Later that year Chesley added to his 869 acres when he patented 200 acres (on 30 August 1763); the land was on the south side of the 
Roanoke, bounding Jno. Gilliam and Jas. Stephens, as shown in Patent Book 35 p. 391. 


However, Chesley and his family were on the move. In February of 1764 he bought the 1250 acres in Granville County NC that 
originally made up "Tranquility", as shown in Granville Deed Book L, p. 49: 


Egbert Haywood, Sarah Haywood his wife, John Hardy and Deborah Hardy his wife, all of Hallifax [NC] to Chisley Daniel 
of Lunenburg VA, for £500, 1250 acres in Granville, on both sides of Mountain Creek, bounding Phillip Pryor's line, 
Edward Robert's line. [There is no signature for John Hardy, but yes for the others.] Witnesses: Markham Ware, Wm 
Branch, Chris Dudley. Written 1 Feb 1764, recorded 18 Oct 1769, followed by the wives' relinquishments. 


Bill Seay, a descendant of Chesley's has visited and provided the exact location of Tranquility, northeast of Satterwhite on Highway 96. 
The original house location and the cemetery are marked below in red and purple respectively. The George Bullock Daniel home (4th 
generation owner of part of the original Tranquility, see later) is a bit northeast of the highway, I hope to get an exact location to mark 
some day. 
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Tranquility was made up of a 640 acre grant to John Haywood, and another 610 acre land to his son Egbert. Among Bill Seay's family 
papers is also a copy of the original grant for the 640 acres, along with a survey and plat of the acreage. The plat is shown here and I 
believe, based on the curve of the creek compared to topo maps, that this 640 acres includes the house in the southwest corner area 
marked "d".

The other 610 acres is represented by the following deed from Granville Deed Book L, p.46 (N.B. this is the deed recorded just before 
the one for 1250 acres to Chesley): 


John Earl of Granville to Egbert Haywood of Edgcomb [sic] planter 28 Oct 1758, 10sh and the Rent Covenants, 610a in 
parish of Saint John in Granville on the head of Mountain Creek, beginning at Haywood's corner a Poplar on a branch, 
thence runs by his line N 444p to his corner a Hicory, thence S 15E 276p to a White Oak, thence S 340p to a Black Jack, 
then W 424p to a Black Jack in Phillip Pryor's oline, thence by his line N 222p to a White Oak in Edwd Roberts' line, thence 
by his line E 124p to a White Oak, thence by Haywood's line S 62p to his corner a Black Oak, thence by his other line East 
crossing said Creek to the beginning. Yielding and paying therefore yearly and every year unto the said John Earl Granville 
his heir or assigns the yearly rent of 24sh and 5 pence which is at the rate of 3sh for every 100a. Granvill by Fran's Corbin, 
Josh'a Bodley. ackn 28 Oct 1758 . 


The only unusual thing about the sale to Chesley is that it combines inherited property from two heirs with land belonging to Egbert 
alone. But the various grants and final deed are all a perfect match as shown in the plat below of the original 1250 acres that made up 
Tranquility Plantation in 1764:

Chesley and his wife "Judith Woodson Daniel" sold their Lunenburg property later that year after buying Tranquility: 


Lunenburg DB 8 p. 278 Chesley and Judith Woodson Daniel of Lunenburgh to Jacob Michaux of Cumberland, written 25 
February 1764, recorded 9 August 1764, for £1300, land in Lunenburgh on Roanoke River and its Branches, 1069 Acres, 
469 acres parcel thereof being granted to James Daniel Deceased father of the sd Chesley his life time by patent Bearing 
date at Williamsburgh 3 Nov 1750 and is Bounded as by the said letter patent more fully may appear and 400a other parcel 
thereof being granted to James Stephens by letters pattent bearing date at Williamsburgh 15 Dec 1757 the said James Daniel 
Decd in his life time Purchased of the sd James Stephens and is Bounded as by the said last Mentioned Leters [sic] patent 
may appear and 200a Residue of the said 1069a beig [sic] granted to the said Chesley Daniel by letters Patent bearing date 
at Williamsburgh 30 Aug 1763 and is bounded as by that patent more fully may appear and al [sic] houses buildings gardens 
... [a really long binding and warranting of rights, super long]. witnesses Thos Bressie, Josiah Daniel, Benjamin Pulliam. 
Signed Chesley Daniel, Judith Woodson Daniel. Chesley acknowledged in court 9 August 1764 


That Chesley and Judith had finally moved down to Granville county is shown in the Lunenburg court order books on 9 August 1764, p. 
129: "John Johnson is appointed Surveyor of the Road in the room of Chesley Daniel from Kings road to the Country [sic] line and it is 
Ordered that he have the hands of Josiah Daniel, James Kidd, Miles Johnson, Joseph Michaux, John Stephens & Thomas Stephens to 
work on the said Road and keep it in repair according to Law." 

Later in the year of 1764, Judith had to relinquish her dower rights in the Lunenburg land: 


Lunenburg Deed Book 10 p. 26 dower release recorded 8 Nov 1764, order 9 Aug 1764 to Edmund Taylor, Robert Hanford? 
& John Camp; Chesly and Judith Woodson of Lunenburg to Jacob Michaux, had sold land on 6 Feb 1764, 1069a fee 
simple..."and whereas the said Judith Cannot Conveniently Travel to our County court of Lunenburgh to make 
acknowledgement of the said Conveyance therefore we do give unto you or any two of you ful [sic] Power to receive the 
acknowledgment which the said Judith shall be willing to make before you of the Conveyance aforesaid contained in the 
said Indenture which is hereunto annexed and we do therefore command you that you Personally go to the said Judith & 
receive her acknowledgment of the same and examine her privily & apart from the said Chesley her Husband whether she 
doth the same freely and voluntarily withouth the" ...threat...[more than usual about her freely relinquishing].... On 6 
September 1764 Edmund Taylor and John Camp wrote and certified that she relinquished. 


Granville Deed Book G p. 256 shows that "Chislup" Daniel [sic in abstract] was a witness on 15 August 1764, for Richard Roberts' deed 
to James Walker, both of Granv, for land on the branches of Grassey Creek, Mountain Branch, in Isham Malone's line. 


And Chesley still had some dealings up in Lunenburg for a while: 

He was still clearing up his brother Leonard's estate in 1764. There is a file dated 1764 for Leonard Daniel in the Granville loose estate 
papers with a note from Chesley Daniel Adm--r of Leonard Daniel, showing that Joel Walker is indebted to Leonard. [I don't show a date 
for the note.] 

Chesley was a creditor of Samuel Jones, who mortgaged property in late 1764 in order to secure a loan as shown in Halifax County Deed 
Book 5 p. 405: 3 December 1764 - Saml. Jones of Halifax to Joseph Pulliam of same, £532.10, (for sd Jones by sd Pulliam engaged to 
pay to several persons hereafternamed) the following slaves &c; Dick, Gambo, Cesar, Cupit, Bridget, Mical, Sal, Nel and Eady & their 
increase, also 4 hd cattle, 2 white horses & 1 gray mare, all hogs, 3 feather beds & furniture, 1 desk, & all other estate, ...the condition of 
sd deed, sd Joseph Pulliam stands bound as Security for sd Jones to Chesley Daniel for £350, to be pd by 5 December 1767, to Thomas 
Robinson for £182.10, to be pd by 25 December 1764...if sd Jones discharge sd several sums & keep sd Pulliam harmless, above deed to 
be void...otherwise to stand in full force. Signed Saml. Jones. Wit Garland Terry, John Pulliam, William Wier. Recorded 20 June 1765 


From Woodson's family listings: 
James Daniel was born the 16th Jany 1765. Died in Mecklinburg Va 8th Sepr 1841. 
James' first entry on the tax lists is in 1786 as it should be. 


Chesley was named as a bound in a deed from Richard and Mary Briggs of Granville to Egbert Haywood of Halifax, executed on 2 Aug 


1766. The deed was for 80 acres, part of the tract of land the Richard and Mary formerly lived upon which was now conveyed to Maj. 
Phillip Pryor, lying in Granville and bound on the South side by his road as it now runs, on the East side by Thomas Person's line on the 
North side, Chisley Daniel's on the West, Phillip Pryor's line, which land the said Briggs obtained by a deed or grant from the 
honourable Erle of Granville Esqr, and agen[t]. bearing date 9 Mar 1761. The deed was witnessed by Chisley Daniel, David Knott, and 
Joseph Miller, and Chisley proved at August 1766 court. (Granville DBH-127). This description is in line as far as bound names with 
previous land deeds. 


From Woodson's family list: 
Mary Daniel was born the 22nd Feby 1767. Died near Henderson in Kentucky. 


Chesley was involved with the founding of the Presbyterian Church in his area of Granville as shown by this deed; the grantees in this 
type of deed were usually the trustees or wardens of the church involved. 


James Pettegrew Senr of Granville Co. NC to Howell Lewis, Joseph Lindsey, Robert Lewis, Chisley Daniel, and John 
Oliver of same, 7 Jul 1767 for and on behalf of the Presbyterian Congregation on and about the waters of Grassey Creek in 
the said county, "for and in consideration of the ardent desire he has to promote the Worship of God in the said 
congregation", one certain plat or parcel of land containing one acres more or less, Beginning at a Red Oak, thence East to a 
corner Hicory, thene South to a corner Post Oak, thence West to a Hickory, thence North to the beginning. Jas Pettegrew. 
wit Ben Wade, Samuel Smith, George Brasfield. recd Aug 1767. proved by Ben Wade. Test Sml Benton CC, Registered 
Saml Benton PR. (Granville Deed H335) 


The Presbyterian Church referred to in deed H335 could be the one described in these excerpts from William Henry Foote about the 
Presbyterian Church in North Carolina (1846). Also note the names here and in deed H335 above. 


p. 180-181 

Colonel James Smith, of Tennessee, an emigrant from North Carolina, and son of Colonel Samuel Smith, one of the 
founders of Grassy Creek church, in Granville county, in a letter to Dr. Alexander Wilson, of Caldwell Institute, says, "some 
time between 1755 and 1760, Samuel Bell, with his brothers and son-in-law, Donnell, removed from Pennsylvania, and 
settled in the forks of Hico. 


p. 218-219 

In the year 1780, Mr. Pattillo became the pastor of Nutbush and Grassy Creek, in Granville county, and gave to them his last 
labors, ripened by age and experience. These two congregations were composed at first of emigrants from Hanover, New 
Kent, and King and Queen, in Virginia, converts under the preaching of Rev. Samuel Davies and his coadjutors. Howel 
Lewis, Daniel Grant, and Samuel Smith, were the leading persons in Grassy Creek. Mr. Lindsey, Mr. Simms and Mrs. 
Gilliam, the leading ones in Nutbush. 

It is the tradition that the first sacramental occasion held by Presbyterians in Granville was in 1763, by William Tennant, 
Jun. By order of the Synod of New York and Philadelphia the Presbytery of New Brunswick ordained him for a southern 
mission in 1762. His reasons for not going that year were sustained. He made a visit the next year, 1763, in obedience to the 
direction of Synod--"to go and supply in the bounds, and under the direction of Hanover Presbytery six months at least." The 
place in which the ordinance was administered was an unoccupied house belonging to Howel Lewis, about one mile and a 
half from where Grassy Creek Church now stands. The congregations were, it is said, regularly organized by Mr. James 
Criswell, who was licensed by Hanover Presbytery in 1765, and supplied these congregations for some years. Mr. Pattillo 
was his successor. 


The 1767 tax records are the first available that show Chesley in Granville: 

1767 Chisley Daniel, John Daniel, James Nowel, Negroes Gloucester, Newman, Will, Jacob, Sampson, Men, Annaky, Alice, Sylvia, 
Rachel, 3 whites, 9 blacks, 12 total, (no acreage listed) 

[Gloucester, Newman, Annaky, and Alice were bequeathed to Chesley by his father James Daniel in his will in 1760 in Albemarle and 
went with him to Lunenburg before going to Granville.] 

I will generally only be including the Tranquility folks' tax data on this page, much more information about location, neighbors, other 
branches of the family, and other Daniel families of Granville can be gleaned from 


Daniel Entries in the Tax Lists of Granville County, North Carolina. 


Chesley still had Lunenburg dealings even as late as 1768; the Lunenburg Deed Book 11 p. 274 shows: John Jenings of Lunenburg to 
Rev'd James Craig of Lunenburg and Cumberland Parish 27 Jun 1768, £55, have sold Craig one Negro Girl named Nan. witnesses 
Chesley Daniel, George Tarry, Robert Moore. recd 18 Jun 1769 


Chesley also witnessed another transaction for James Pettigrew in 1768: Granville Deed Book H p. 463, James Pettigrew and wf Mary of 
Granville to James Johnston of Cumberland VA, 16 Jul 1768, £220, 369a in Granville on both sides of the lower fork of Grassy Creek bd 
John Johnston's corner, John Johnston's new line...Robert Downey's line. wit Chisley Daniel, John Witherspoon, Ebenezer Pettigrew. 
Proved Nov 1768 by Chisley Daniel. Test Sam' Benton CC. 


Tax Records: 
1769 Chesley Daniel 2 whites, 9 blacks, 0 carriage wheels 


From Woodson's listing: 
Susan Daniel was born the 14th July 1769. Died in Petersburg Ga. 


That same month the Granville County Court Minutes v.4 show: 21 Jul 1769 "Ordered that the hands of Chesley Daniel, Joseph Roberts, 
Richard Roberts, David Knot, William Frasher, John Johnston, Roon Rad (sic), Missive Smith work on the Rode from the fork below 
Phil'p Taylors to the fork below the Meeting House, John Knot Overseer." Full entry [what Owens the author wrote for various entries 
when not an abstract. ] 


Tax Records: 
1771 Chesley Daniel 13 taxables, 0 carriage wheels 


1771 also saw the birth of son John, according to Woodson's listing: 

John Daniel was born the 30th June 1771. Died in Mecklenburg Va the 23d June 1848. 

Based on the later tax lists, I had believed that John was probably born in 1781-82 (he first shows up on the 1803 list). However, his later 
census definitely allow for him being born before 1780. John's wife Susan M. Watkins was born in 1786-87 and his first child Ann was 
not born until 1814 (although it's not impossible she was by an earlier wife as there is a 6+ year gap before the next child). 


James Daniel, Chesley Daniel, and Joseph Roberts were witnesses when Benjamin Harrison executed his will in Granville on 7 January 
1773. It was probated at May court of 177- [sic, as found in Granvile Will Book 1 p. 36-37]. I believe this is one of the earliest 
appearances (the first being in the 1771 tax lists) of my James Daniel (1747-1820) in the Granville records; the record evidence and now 
a perfect dna match to this line confirm that my James Daniel is the brother of Chesley and son of James of Albemarle. 


From Woodson's listing: 
Betsey Daniel was born the 11th Septr 1773. Died near Henderson Ky. 


Chesley's brother Josiah also moved to Granville and purchased land: Deed Book K p. 240 James Downey of Granv to Josiah Daniel of 
Albemarle VA, 7 February 1775, £300, 520a in Granville, on both sides of Grassey Creek, bd Thomas Willingham, Grassey Creek, 
mouth of the Hay Meadow Branch, cross Creek and up the said Branch. The witnesses were Chisley Daniel, James Daniel. The deed was 
recorded February 1775 and acknowledged by James Downey. 


Chesley apparently needed to clear up some title concerns in his land as shown by the following 1775 deed in Book M p. 103 : 


Thos Person to Chisley Daniel, 13 May 1775, land on branches of Grassey Creek on the west side of Belues? mountain it 
being land in dispute between Egbert Haywood & myself as both our Deeds cover'd the same...50a, branches of Grassey Ck 
on W side of Belue's Mountain...beg at Roberts' corner in Daniel's line...line of trees run by Daniel Walker & Lewis. 


In his listing Woodson noted his own birth as: 
Woodson Daniel was born 19th Mar 1776. 


Thomas Person sold 550a to Richard Bennit on 4 May 1778, described as land purchased of Thos Farryth & William Whorton & others, 
bounding Daniel's corner, Robert's line, Withersons line, Kennons line, Daniels line. Peter Bennett was the witness, the deed being 
recorded in May ?1778? (DB L-289). Peter Bennett would come to own this land and sold 275a of it to Chisley Daniel in 1791. 

Also in 1778 "Chisley" was a witness to the following deed: 

Book L p. 331 Evan Ragland to Benjamin Ragland, both of Granville, 4 Aug ust 1778, £50, 320a N side Flat Ck...on N side of sd Ck 
near the Old Court House Road.... witnesses Brumfield Ridley, Chisley Daniel. Proved August 1778 


Also in 1778 Chesley took the oath of allegiance to our newly formed country, listed in the Goshen District. The listings contain other 
Daniels and many familiar names and are found on p. 177 in The State Records - Published Under The Supervision of the trustees of the 
public libraries, by order of the general Assembly. - Collected and Edited By Walter Clark - Chief Justice of the Supreme Court of North 
Carolina, Vol. XXII. - Miscellaneous Records - Published-1907. The typical oath read as follows: 


I will bear faithfull and true Allegiance to the State of North Carolina and will truly endeavor to support, maintain, and 
defend the independent Government thereof against George the third, King of Great Britain and his successors, and the 
attempts of any other Person, Prince, power, state or Potentate, who by secret arts, treasons, Conspiracies or by open force 
shall attempt to subvert the same and will in every respect conduct myself as a peaceful orderly subject and that I will 
disclose and make known to the governor, some member of the Council of State, some Justices of the Superior Courts or of 
the Peace, all treasons, Conspiracies and attempts committed or intended against the State [~that?] shall come to my 
knowledge. 


Woodson's listing shows that twins were born: 
Beverly Daniel was born 12th Oct. 1778. Died in Raleigh 13th September 1840. 
Chisley Daniel was born the 1778. Died --- of --- at Tranquility. 


Some neighbors of Chesley who entered land in Granville during the next couple of years were: 

#250 29 Oct 1778 John Knott 640a adj his own lands and lands of Cade, Parker, Person, Daniel, & James Knott on the waters of Grassy 
Creek. [Some of this may be land that will come into the hands of Daniel family members as part of a business venture later. ] 

#410 John Duncan 200a on waters of Grassey Creek adjoining the lines of Thomas Person Esqr & Chesley Daniel for Complement. The 
"Date box" [my term] says "Claim entered by Thos Person 31 Dec 1778". 

#524 Thomas Person 400[?]a adjoining the lands of John Knott, Chisley Daniel & his own lines. 12 Aug 1779 


Returning to the tax lists: 


1780 Chesley Daniel in Goshen District list 
1782 Chisley Daniel in Goshen District: 1250 acres, 13 negros under 7 or from 50-60, 12 from 7 to 16 or 40 to 50, 7 from 6 to 40, 9 


horse/mule, 34 cattle, total value=1994 


In early 1779 a young man named John Daniel died, his will was written 15 Dec 1778 and proved in May of 1779. He left a wife, Celia 
and son Martin. He named his brother William Daniel as executor. William had died by 7 May 1782 at which time the widow "Selah" 
Daniel was named executrix by the court. The securities on her bond were Gideon Crenshaw and Chisley Daniel [that's his signature 
above]. The estate papers for John are extensive and very interesting. Among the many vouchers is a sheet, small, clean torn, with 
scratch figuring and some signatures on it, in very large writing: several Leonard Daniel, Thomas D[cut off], Josiah Daniel and the first 
one is Chisholm [last name cut off]. I now think these could just be practice writing by the clerk, but it's very interesting. Monies were 
paid out to Leonard Daniel, and at the estate sale (the account was not returned until May court 1789) Josiah Daniel bought 1 flax wheel 
and Chesley Daniel bought 1 Womans saddle & housing. Many of the papers were copied and certified in 1797 to be used in a suit by 
John's son Martin against one of his former guardians; those papers are now in the Hillsborough District Court files for John Daniel's 
estate. [I have a working theory of how John Daniel d. 1779 relates to Chesley Daniel, but that's for another page!] 


Tax Lists: 
1785 Chisley Daniel 1250 acres, 1 free poll, 14 slaves, 2 wheels 


On 5 March 1785 Richard Bennet executed his will, witnessed by Chesley Daniel and Nancy Blackwell. It was proved at February Court 
1786. The executor and one his sons was Peter Bennet, who was an early guardian to the Martin Daniel mentioned earlier, son of John 
and Celia. 


Tax Lists: 
1786 Chesley Daniel 1250 acres, 2 free polls, 16 slaves [The second free poll helps date the birth of son James as 1764/5.] 


Besides the tax lists, a state census was taken for 1786. Listed among the "Number of Inhabitants in Goshen District 1786" on p.1 is 
Chesley Daniel with: 

2 white males aged 21-60 [this would be Chesley 55, son James about 23?] 

3 white males under 21 or over 60 [sons Beverley about 11-12, Woodson 10, John G. about 4-7] 

5 white females of all ages [wife Judith, probable daughters Judith Christian, Jane, Susannah, Mary, but I don't have them well- 
documented] 

16 Blacks aged 12-50 

30 Blacks under 12 or over 50 


At the August 1786 court, Chesley served as the foreman of the Grand Jury, with other jurors James Lewis, Gideon Gooch, William 
Knight, Samuel Peace, Phillip Yancey, Jonathan Knight, Wm. Philpott, Wm. Cox Jr., Wm. Ogelvie, Phillip Bradford, Harris Gilliam, 
David Bradford, Ezekiel Fuller, Cornelius Cooper, and Jonathan Kittrell. 


Tax Lists: 

1787 Chesley Daniel 1250 acres 

At Granville court on Wednesday, 8 August 1787 Jas. M. Burton sued David Mason; the jurors for the case were Wm. Lassiter, Wm. 
Cawthorn, Michael Sherman, James Jenkins, Chesley Daniel, Jno. Morris, Saml. Harris, Lewis Bennett, James Bradford, Reuben Talley, 
and Thomas Rice. 

Two days later, on Friday, 10 August 1787 the court ordered John Pumphrey, Josiah Daniel, and Chesley Daniel to divide the estate of 
Charles Lemay, deceased, between Thomas, deceased and Samuel Lemay. 


Tax Lists: 

1788 Chesley Daniel 1250 acres 

1789 Chessley Daniel, says "not given in" 

1790 Chesley Daniel 1250 acres 

[This is the tax list used to create the 1790 census for Granville.] 

1791 Chesley Daniel 1525 acres 

1791 [a different list] Chesley Daniel in Goshen District 1525 acres, 0 whites, 1 black [Chesley had turned 60 so he was no longer 
taxed.] 

This rise in acreage reflects the land Chesley bought from Peter Bennett on 7 February 1791 (Deed Book N p. 46). He paid £111 for 275, 
part of a tract formerly belonging to Thomas Person, on both sides a branch the waters of Grassey Creek, bd Wm Daniel's line, Hester's 
line formerly Roberts, Wilkinson's line, ?Mark's line. The witnesses to this deed were Mary Daniel and Jane Daniel. I believe these to be 
daughters of Chesley and Judith; Mary would marry the following year and Jane never married. 


Tax Lists: 
1792 Chesley Daniel in Goshen District, 1525 acres, 0 white polls, 17 black. 
1793 Chesley Daniel in Goshen District, 1525 acres, 0 white polls, 18 black. 


In 1794 [February or May, my notes are faulty on this] Chesley Daniel, Josiah Daniel, John Oliver appraised the estate of Charles 
Edwards, deceased, and turned it in to court. I believe Charles might be their brother-in-law, husband to their sister Mary; Chesley will 
later be deeding slaves to his Edwards nephews. However, there are multiple Charles Edwards coming along, and another William 
Edwards with a wife Mary/Polly. However, the nephews named in the later deed probably belong to the Charles Edwards who had 
married a second time to a "Letty". It's still a bit messy here, what? 

Chesley had witnessed the will of James Johnson along with Baxter Davis and Samuel Johnson. In November of 1795 he appeared at 
court to prove the will and a codicil. 


1796 - Chesley Daniel taxed in Goshen District 1525a 0 Free polls, 20 Slaves, no Stud Horses, no Town Lotts 


1797 - Chesley Daniel in Goshen District 1525 0 Free polls, 18 Slaves, 0 Town Lotts, 0 Stud Horses [this list also requested "B. Tables" 
for Billiard Tables, Chesley had none....] 


Chesley's grandson Nathaniel Chesley Daniel was born on 29 July 1797 to James Daniel and Ann Venable. James and Ann were married 
18 November 1796 in Prince Edward VA and lived there before going to Mecklenburg VA. Nathaniel C. Daniel and his brother James B. 
Daniel came to own Tranquility. 


Chesley sold 120 acres, cut from his original 1250 acres, to his nephew Thomas Daniel (son of Josiah) on 5 August 1797. The witnesses 
to the deed were Leonard Edwards, Susanna Daniel, and Jas Edwards. This deed is recorded in Book Q p. 132. From now on in the tax 
lists a Thomas Daniel will be shown, usually near Chesley, with his 120 acres. 


On 15 Feb 1798 Chesley Daniel gave his nephews James and Leonard Edwards some slaves, descendants of slaves he had inherited from 
his mother Jane (Hicks) Daniel. (Granville Deed Book Q392) 


Whereas Richard Hicks having by his last Will and Testament bearing Date the 24 day of April AD 1713 bequeathed certain 
Negros therein Named & their Increases to Jane Hicks & the heirs of her body which Said Negroes according to the above 
mentioned Intail having Descended to me Chisley Daniel of the County of Granville & State of North Carolina as Heir of 
Jane Hicks & the following Negroes, Hannah, Sam, Charlie, Patience, (Harry, Annekey, & her two Children & their Increase 
being part of the ["above" here but scratched out] Increase of the above Mentioned Negroes) being now in the possession of 
my two Nephews James Edwards, & Leonard Edwards now this Writing Witnesseth that I the sd Chisley for & in 
consideration of the affection I have to my Nephews aforesaid James & Leonard & the Sum of five Shillings have Released 
to them the sd James & Leonard their heirs and assigns forever all my Right Title & Interest, in & to the sd Negroes & I bind 
my Self my heirs &c to make any other Conveyance at the [cort, not quite cost] of the sd James & Leonard which they may 
deem Necessary for Vesting all my Right & Title in & to the sd Negroes in the sd James & Leonard In Testimony whereof I 
have hereunto set my hand & I affixed my Seal this 15th day of February AD 1798. Chisley Daniel. wit Jane Daniel, Josiah 
Daniel, John [x] Boyd. proved by John Boyd, Feb Court 1801. 

It is not as clear in transcription form, but when reading the original, it seems to me that Hannah, Sam, Charlie, and 
Patience were the slaves Chesley inherited, and that Harry, Annekey and her two children are the descendant slaves that 
Chesley is giving to his nephews. 


This is the document that proves Chesley's descent from Jane Hicks, is further proof of his Middlesex VA origin, and it gives a hint that 
Jane's father may have been a Richard Hicks. Many old write-ups place Chesley and his siblings as children of an Elizabeth Woodson 
and thus of a different Daniel family: it was a faulty leap, an "assignment" based probably on Judith's middle name of Woodson. The 
Woodson name is not really a good marker for relationships; the family was such a big player in its time that everybody gave the name to 
children, related or not. The Woodson assignment has unfortunately become written in stone and turned to "fact" over time, but it's time 
for that assignment to fade away.

The 1800 Census Schedule of Granville p. 508 shows Chesley Daniel with: 

1 male over 45 [Chesley age 69] 

1 female over 45 [Judith Woodson Daniel] 

1 female 26-45 [this is probably daughter Jane] 

1 female under 10 [??] 

There are 22 slaves in this listing. 

Chesley's sons are not listed in North Carolina and do not seem to appear on tax lists used to create the 1800 census of Virginia. 
However, I do think they are probably in Virginia as they shortly have a business there. 


Chesley was there when Martin, son of John Daniel who died in 1779, came of age and moved to Mecklenburg VA. Martin sold the 200 
acres left him to Samuel Bugg as shown in Deed Book V p. 221: Martin Daniel of Mecklenburg VA to Samuel Bugg Junr of Granville 
NC, £300, 200a Granville beginning at a hickory Daniel's thence south 20 poles to a red oak, thence East to John Olivers line, thence 
along the said Olivers line to a corner on the Creek, thence west along the said Olivers line to a corner oak, thence south to a corner 
hickory in Daniels line, thence along the said Daniels line to the beginning, written 19 November 1800, witnesses: Chesley Daniel, John 
Oliver, proved August 1811. 


The tax lists continue: 

1801 Chesley Daniel in Goshen District 1405a 0 Free Poles, 9 Black Polls, 0 Town Lotts, 0 Stud Horses 

1802 Chesley Daniel in Goshen District 1405a, 0 F. Polls, 9 Slaves, 0 Town Lotts, 0 Stud Horses 

1803 Chesley Daniel in Goshen District 14052, 1 Free poles, 10 Slaves, 0 Town Lotts, 0 Stud Horses 

This is the first appearance of a new poll, I believe it is son John G. Daniel. It now appears more likely he was up in Virgnia with his 
brothers, and this tax list appearance represents a return to Granville, not a coming-of-age listing. 

Also, for the first time one of the sons, Woodson, shows up independently in the tax lists in Abrams Plains District (=northwest of 
Stovall) with 0a 2 Free poles, 0 Slaves, 0 Town Lotts, 0 Stud Horses. [That's Woodson's signature above, in 1812] The other is likely one 
of his brothers. The mystery is where they have been, these sons are born in the 1760s and 1770s and they should have been named or at 
least show up as polls in the lists long before now. They were possibly up in Mecklenburg, as they had a business up there. For sure son 
James was there: his sons, Nathaniel C. and James B. (future owners of Tranquility lands) were born in VA in 1797 and 1805. Son John 
G.'s children were also born in VA, but much later. 


Chesley's sons had gone into business by 1803, involved with the Knott brothers of the area: 

Granville Deed Bk R p.202 Thomas Knott deed to James, John, Woodson, and Beverly Daniel, operating under the name of James 
Daniel and Brothers, for land part of which was granted by the State in March 1780 and the remainder deeded by James Knott to my 
father, John Knott, Feb 10, 1764; this does not include that part of the land devised to my brother John Knott, by my father, 30 Jun 1803. 


On 31 December 1803 Chesley Daniel made an entry for 226 acres of land, the grant would be final in 1805 (shown there). 


1804 Taxes 

Chesley Daniel in Goshen District 1405a, 1 Free Poll, 10 Slaves [nothing in columns for T. Lotts, St. Ho's, M?? (it's not the mils of tax 
monies, probably for Machinery), Saws?, Tax?, Stores] 

[next entry] James Daniel & Brothers 900a, 3 Free Polls, 4 Slaves 

These two entries could account for all four sons of Chesley and Judith, but it's also possible that any of the 3 free polls in the business 
listing are non-Daniel clerks for the business, there were two branches of the store, here and in Clarksville VA. 


Chesley got his patent for the 226 acres early in 1805 and it will register on this year's tax list as well: 


Deed Book S148 --State to Chesley Daniel #1226 19 Feb 1805, 226a Granville on waters of Mountain Creek and takes part 
of Belows Mountain [probably related to Blue Creek area where Chesley lived], beginning at a white Oak said Daniels 
Corner, running then by his line North fifteen degrees West fourteen pole to a white Oak, Person's Comer, then by his line 
East one hundred and seventy one pole to a stake James Daniels & Brothers Corner, then by their line South fifty one pole 
to a post oak their Corner, then by their line West seventy three pole to a Red oak their corner then by their line South two 
hundred & twenty pole to a white oak their corner then by their line west forty two pole to a red oak their corner then by 
their line South one hundred and four pole to a black Jack Person's Corner, then by his line West fifty seven pole to a red 
Oak said Chesley Daniels Corner then by his line north to the begining. No. ??[two deltas] Entered the 31st day of Decr 
1803. 


Chesley's sons are active elsewhere this year. Woodson Daniel, Wm. M. Sneed, and Richard Cooke, Esq. were appointed at August court 
of 1804 to view and inspect the Poll for the "present election". At the same court, when Polly Edwards, the widow and relict of William 
Edwards, relinquished her right to administer estate, Beverly Daniels [sic] was granted administration, with his bond secured by Robert 
Downey and John Lemay. This is the other possibility I saw for Chesley's sister Mary, so this would be her nephew Beverly stepping in 
to administer the estate. However there is stronger evidence that sister Mary's husband was a Charles Edwards, so this is all risky 
speculation still. 


I want to keep this page focused on Tranquility. Chesley's sons, Woodson, Beverly, and John eventually deed their interests in it to the 
sons of their brother James. So I am not going to put all their other activities shown in the court and land records that do not have to do 
with Tranquility. I will note them in the census and tax records, and will describe when they leave the area, etc. Here are a few cites 
from Granville Deed Books in the 1805-1810 range that still need to be checked for Tranquility involvement, some involve slaves that 
may have worked there (not so much for the mortgage deeds, but I'm including them just in case a mortgage wasn't paid off and the 
slaves became property of the Daniel brothers). 

S95 Key, James to James Daniel & Brothers, merchants. "...the following Negroes, to wit, Tenor, Lucy, Jinncy, & Sam..." (Mortgage- 
1805, p. 95, book S) 

S274 Peyton Wood to James Daniel & Bros, 7 Oct 1805, Peyton in debt, mortgs to them 3 Negroe slaves Mary, Annica & Ritter [later 
Riller]. wit David Knott Jr, William Gooch, pr Aug 1806 

T54 John Boyd to Josiah Daniel 

T90 Daniel & Brothers to Gideon Crews 

T323 L. Cooksey to Jas Daniel & Bros 

T379 P. Wood to Daniel & Bros 

T423 Jos Lyon to Daniel & Bros 

V277 Wood, Peyton Senr. to John Craig [of Orange County], to secure a debt to James Daniel & brothers..." three Negro girls by the 
names of Mary, Annice & Ritter..." (BOS-1808, p. 277, book V)

Saws"] 

a bit later is James Daniel & Brothers 900a 3 Free Polls, 5 Slaves 

1807 Chesley Daniel Sen in Goshen District 1631a, 0 Free Polls, 7 Slaves 

next James Daniel and Brothers 1179a 2Free Polls, 5 Slaves, 1 Tannery, 1 Store 

1808 Chesly Daniell in Goshen District 1631a, 0 Free Polls, 5 Slaves 

close by is Woodson Daniel & B. 1179a 3 Free Polls, 5 Slave, 0 Stud Horses, 1 Store 


In 1808 Beverly Daniel was appointed Marshall for the Eastern District of North Carolina, a post he would fill until 1840, longer than 
any one else in history (as of at least 1955 when the second longest serving marshall ended his service). His name stays on the Granville 
tax lists for quite a while, but he actually lived much of the time in Raleigh according to the census. 

1809 Chesly Daniel Senr in Goshen District 1631a, 0 Free Polls, 6 Slaves 

next is W. & Beverly Daniel 1179a 2 Free Polls, 5 Slaves, 1 Store 

The 1810 tax lists are too faint to read. 


The 1810 Census Schedules p. 882 shows Chesley Daniel in Granville with: 

1 male over 45 [Chesley age 79] 

1 male 16-26 

2 females over 45 [Judith, and daughter Jane?] 

There are 21 slaves. 

The next household shows: 

Woodson Daniel with 

1 male 26-45 

1 male 16-26 

1 male 10-16 

0 females 

There are 12 slaves. 

These males are hard to identify, they are too young to be brothers of Woodson. Woodson Daniel married Elizabeth T. Mitchell in 1818, 
but that doesn't answer for these boys. He eventually moves to Perry County Alabama, marries there (children born in the 1820s), but 
did he have an even earlier first wife and family in Granville or are these perhaps some unidentified nephews? 

Chesley's son James Daniel has interests in Mecklenburg VA as he is on the tax lists there with the notation of (Granville), dated 12 
March 1810, showing no white tithables, 3 slaves and no horses. He will shortly move there. 


At November court of 1810 Josiah Daniel, William Lumpkin, and Chesley Daniel proved a deed from Jesse Edwards to Samuel W. 
Vanable for 900 acres in Halifax County, Virginia. Jesse is probably another Edwards nephew of Chesley's, son of Charles Edwards and 
Mary Daniel, who I believe is Chesley's sister. 


Chesley's brother Josiah Daniel (b. 1744) wrote his will on 23 April 1811. He named his nephew Woodson (Chesley's son) as one of the 
executors. Chesley Daniel and David Knott Jr. were the witnesses. It is possible that this witness Chesley was Josiah's son, but less likely 
- for now in the tax and census records and in the estate papers for Josiah, his son is always referred to, appropriately, as Chesley Jr. 
Josiah Daniel died 18 days later, on the 11th of May. Both Chesley Daniel and David Knott proved the will at August Court of 1811. The 
estate papers show Woodson busy handling the affairs of the estate at least through 1820. They will not be detailed here as they don't 
deal with Tranquility. 


The 1811 tax lists for Goshen District show Capt. Chisley Daniel with 1631 acres, 0 free polls and 5 black polls. The next listing is for 
Woodson & Beverly Daniel with 1179 acres, 2 free polls, 7 black polls, 0 Town Lotts, 1 Store, 1 Tannery. 


This deed may signal the exit of James from the area: 
Court of 4 November 1811 - James Edwards and wife Prudence deed to James Daniel 345 acres in Mecklenburg County, Virginia. 
[James was "of Mecklenburg" in a deed involving Tranquility land in 1825.] 


Tax lists: 

1812 Goshen District - Chisley Daniel 16?32? acres, 0 free polls, 4 black. 

Next is Woodson & ???? Daniel 1179 acres 1 free poll, 11 black, if "store" is marked it's really faint. I can't make out the second name, 
can't see Beverly, J---, Bros, or anything, but there's something. 

1813 Goshen District: The entry for Chesley may be what I read as next Hensa-ry Daniel [can't really make it Henry] with no land 1 free 
poll, 0 black. The next entry is for Woodson & Bevly [sic] Daniel 2810 acres, 1 free poll, 10 black, no store marked. That acreage 
reflects Chesley's 1631 + the brothers' 1179. Over in the Nutbush District is a new listing - James Daniel 634.5 acres, 1 free poll, 27 
black. 


This is Chesley and Judith's son James, who mainly resided in Virginia. This James will later be taxed as owner of the acreage of 
Tranquility, but he moves back and forth between and maintain interests in Mecklenburg VA and Granville NC. His son Nathaniel 
Chesley enters civic records on 6 Jul 1813 when he witnesses deed recorded in Mecklenburg; he was only he was a few weeks shy of his 
sixteenth birthday, thus eligible to witness but he wouldn't be able to prove the transaction until he came of age: 

DB15-184 Edmund H. Vaughan and wf Salley of Mecklenburg to James Daniel of Granville NC 6 Jul 1813, £285, 230a, "if there should 
be less then the above quantity there is nothing to be deducted from the price and if there should be more nothing is to be added", land in 
Mecklenburg Roanoke river [sic, no "on"], bd sd James Daniel, the River, Fields line, Maynards ferry road, Major William Taylors line, 
Feilds line untill it crosses Maynards ferry road, along E sd of sd road to a Branch at the beg of the Low grounds, across the road, the 
road, sycamore tree just below the ferry, as the river meanders. Edmund H. Vaughan, Sally H. Vaughan. wit Charles L. Wingfeild as to 
Edmund H. Vaughan, Nathaniel C. Daniel, John Crews. A commission was ordered 14 Aug 1813 to get Sally's relinquishment 
[apparently still in Mecklenburg], she relinquished on 14 Aug 1813. This was all recorded 16 Aug 1813. 


In 1814 James moved 33 slaves from Granville to Mecklenburg, any number of whom may have been his by way of his parents, there are 
a couple of namesakes in the list from earlier slaves of Chesley and Judiths. Chesley will be distributing property to the other brothers 
shortly, so these may have been James' share of Chesley's estate. Also since it is James and his children who will ultimately own and live 
at Tranquility, many of these slaves will end up in their possession.

R. H. Walker 
At a Court held for Mecklenburg County the 21st day of February 1814 This Certificate was presented unto Court by James Daniel and 
on his motion It is Ordered that the same be recorded. Teste William Baskerville Cl. Cur. 


On 12 August 1814, five days before writing his will, Chisley Daniel gave (for love and affection) to his sons John G., Woodson, and 
Beverly (note that James is not included), land and slaves as follows: 


to my aforesd son John G. Daniel and heirs 1/4 of the following tracts, on waters of Grassey Ck, to wit, my New survey 
226a, my Bennets tract as per deed fr Peter Bennit 275a, my old Tract known by the name of Tranquility as it now stands, 
having sold off of the original 120a, this Tract deducting the 120a as above, contains as per deeds 1130a, to have and to hold 
the 1/4 part of sd Tracts...with the following reservation, the use of as much of sd Lands as I may need my life time, and also 
as much as my Wife may need, shoud [sic] she survive me, as long as she may live. To my Sons Woodson Daniel & Beverly 
Daniel and heirs, I give the balance of the Tracts of Land above mentioned to be equally divided between them with the 
same reservation in favour of myself and my Wife as is mentioned above. I give to the sd Woodson Daniel also the 
following Negroes: Sydney and her child Judith, Albert, Washington, Hannah, Joshua, Elijah, Daniel, John, Ritter, Nell & 
Sampson, and to his Heirs forever, I also give to my son Beverly Daniel the following Negroes Narcissa, Abram, Alexander, 
Lucy, Eliza, O. H. Perry, Mursier, Frank, President, Billy, Margery, & Carter, and to his heirs. 


This deed was witnessed by William West and A. Hamilton, then proved by Alexander Hamilton and recorded in Nov 1814 (Granville 
Deed Book W263). 

There is no explanation I have found as to why son James did not receive any of this land. However, he already has his own lands in the 
Nutbush district, as shown on the tax lists. 


From "Josiah's Book", a handmade book in which brother Josiah and then his son(s) kept family information, we find: 
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Captn Chisley Daniel of Granville County North Carolina Departed this life Saturday Ist of October 1814 


Woodson's listing also shows: 
Chisley Daniel was born the 16th of January 1730. He died the --- Oct. 1814 at Springfield, Granville | John Sheftall notes the "date of 


death was actually October 1, 1814, according to his obituary in the Minerva published in Raleigh, North Carolina, on October 7, 1814".] 
Chesley and Judith's daughter Jane died just ten days later, as written in "Josiah's book": 
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Jane Daniel of Granville le County NDA CAR m Det this life 11th of October 1814

The Raleigh newspaper death notice reported on Friday, 4 Nov 1814 that there had died "in Granville county, lately, Miss Jane Daniel, 
sister of the Marshal of this District." Beverly Daniel was a Marshall of the northern district of NC as stated in his 1840 obituary. 


Chesley's will, written on 17 August 1814 and probated November 1814 is found in Granville Will Book 7, p. 475: 


I Chesley Daniel of Granville County and State of North Carolina do make and ordain this to be my last will and testament 
revoking all others. I lend unto my most affectionate and beloved wife Judith Daniel during her life time the following 
property, to wit, Charles, Amy, Milley, Nancy, Christian, Mary, Jiney, Frankey, Kessie, Lucy, Henry & old Jinney, being all 
the negros that I have remaining, not already disposed of as much of my Household & Kitchen furniture, my stock of every 
kind and my Plantation utensils as she may wish my old mansion house at Tranquility & the use of as much of my land 
where she may choose as may be sufficient to work her negros on. It is my will and desire that the negros lent to my wife 
during her life and which are included as a mean of support to her as well as to enable her to support my daughter Jane 
Daniel shall after the death of my wife remain for the use & benefit of my daughter Jane Daniel her life time which property 
it is my will and desire the persons named as executors or any one or more of them that my daughter Jane may point out 
shall hold in Trust for her use and benefit and so dispose of best to answer my desire in the loan which is to maintain my said 
daughter Jane Daniel decently and comfortably during her life time. I give & bequeath to my sons Woodson Daniel & 
Beverly Daniel and their heirs forever that part of my stock of every kind household and Kitchen furniture & plantation 
utensils not loaned to my wife and that part to her and my daughter Jane and their increase after their death and all my 
property of every kind not already disposed of. I appoint my beloved wife Judith Daniel, James Daniel, Woodson Daniel & 
Beverly Daniel Executors to this my last will & testament as Witnesses my hand and seal this 17th August 1814. 


I Chesley Daniel do make and ordain this Codicil to my last will and testament, to wit, I lend unto my beloved wife during 
her life Milly last child (now only a few days old) after her death it is my Will & desire that it shall be joint property of my 
sons Woodson & Beverly Daniel in Testimony whereof I have hereunto set my hand and seal the 29th September 1814 


The witnesses to the will were A. L. Satterwhite and Josiah Daniel who proved it at November Court of 1814. At the same time the sons 
proved the Deed of Gift above from Chesley Daniel to John, Woodson and Beverly Daniel for tracts of land and slaves (DB W-263 
described above). 


The sons of Chesley (d. 1814) and Judith Daniel were James, Beverly, Woodson, and John G. Daniel. John G. is up in VA by 1814 when 
his daughter is born, and his sons were born there in 1820 and 1821 as well. John and Beverly later deeded their parts of Tranquility to 
their other brother James' son, Nathaniel Chesley Daniel (b. 29 July 1797, d. 9 May 1852/3), and this is the part that would include the 
original house (Nathaniel's descendants remained there far into the 20th century). 


The 1814 tax lists for Goshen show only Woodson & Beverly Daniel 2820 acres, 1 free poll, 14 black.

James Daniel is again in Nutbush with his 634.5 acres and | store. 


The 1816 tax lists show the various tracts, the statistics are for "Name, Local Situation, No. of Acres, Value per Acre, The Whole Val, 
White, Slaves":

Note: The first three properties add up to Chesley's 1631 acres of previous tax lists. It seems the 120a he sold to Thomas Daniel was 
part of the original 1250a he bought in 1764, leaving a tract of 1130a. What's not clear yet is if they were all thought of together as 
"Tranquility". The brothers' business had 1179a in the early 1800s, making me think the 479a is left after sales of some kind. 

There is another tax list for 1816 showing in Goshen District

James Daniel is still listed in Nutbush with his 634.5 acres, but he has possibly been residing in Mecklenburg the whole time of these 
lists. On 17 Dec 1817 he was "of Mecklenburg" when he bought 1160 acres located in Granville. This would be the land he would give 
to his son James B. Daniel.

By 1818 James Daniel's wife Nancy had died; he is in Mecklenburg where he executed various deeds (DB17-176 and DB17-551) to 
handle land that was given to his children by Abraham B. Venable, their mother Nancy's brother who died in 1811. The children are all 
minors and named as: Nathan C. Daniel, Elizabeth W. Daniel, Judith C. Watkins, Nancy V. Daniel, James B. Daniel & Mary J. Daniel. 


The 1819 tax lists don't show an entry for this Daniel group that I found. 


During these years, James Daniel has been taxed in Nutbush with 634.5 acres located on Island Creek. In 1819 a store called Daniel & 
Griffin is also taxed which may be his. In 1820 his entry in Nutbush is:

I think the 1072 acres might be some part of the Tranquility lands, based on the next couple of lists.

These next thoughts about the make-up of this family are being proposed for two reasons: 

1) in order to find Judith Daniel, widow of Chesley; 

2) to locate Nathaniel Chesley and James Beverly Daniel who will be the later owners of Tranquility. 

Woodson is about age 44. 

I think there's a chance that the 16-26 year old is Nathaniel C. Daniel b. 29 July 1797, son of Woodson's brother James. James seems to 
be up in Mecklenburg (p.147a) with 4 daughters and one young son under 10, which I'm thinking/hoping could be an error for his son 
James B. Daniel who was born 1805. Brother John G. Daniel is probably in either Prince Edward VA where his wife was born or in 
Powhatan where he would be settled for many years. I haven't found Beverly, but I now can confirm he is not the Beverly Daniel of 
Greenville SC; that Beverly Daniel married Judith Wood Machen and moved eventually to Cherokee GA. 

Of the women, one should be Woodson's new wife Elizabeth Mitchell (md. 1818). Later census narrows her birth to 1780-1790 and there 
are two young girls born here, so she could be the 26-45 year old, leaving it almost certain that the older woman is Judith, Woodson's 
mother. 


The next family on this 1820 census is William Daniel Jr.:

[This William is not the son of Josiah: that family (including William) is grouped in Country Line district over on p. 35. This list is 
alphabetical, so the two are not necessarily living next to each other. It is most likely that this is the William Daniel who inherited 
Granville land in 1800 from his father William Daniel of Halifax. There is also a Daniel family missing from this census which has been 
there all along in the tax lists, Thomas d. 1831 and Mary d. 1838, (had son Merrimon, and grandchildren surnamed Harris and 
Wilkerson). I don't know that they had a son William and Thomas is still alive at this time, but there were many slaves listed in the estate 
records for this family. I also have a working theory that some Orange County Daniels (possibly distant cousins) may be the ones that 
show up in Granville in the early 1800s, all unfinished speculation so far. 


Deed Book Z107 is a deed of gift from Woodson Daniel to Beverly and Judith Daniel for his interest in personal property divided to 
them by the will of C. Daniel, said Judith Daniel having only a lifetime interest, July 31, 1820. The gift included "... woman by the name 
of Christian and her daughter, a child by the name of Amy...two certain slaves , to wit, Mary An and Scot.... 


Mortgaged! Yes, Woodson mortgaged his Tranquility interests, but not to worry. Later deeds will show that the Tranquility lands 
involved did end up in his brother James' name. The language of the mortgages is fascinating and show that the brothers' business was 
breaking up, so I am including sections of the deeds here: 

Deed Book Z114 is a mortgage deed dated 31 Jul 1820 from Woodson to Thomas B. Littlejohn & James Daniel for "all his right title and 
interest in and to tract known by the name of the Tranquility tract 1130 acres, also all his right title and interest in and to the Bennett tract 
275 acres, which sd tracts of land were conveyed by the late Chesley Daniel decd to sd Woodson Daniel and Beverly Daniel by deeds of 
Gift with a reservation to the Widow of sd Chesley of the use of so much as shd be necessary for her during her life also all the crops 
growing upon the sd Tracts of land and all his interest in the Stock of Horses cattle Sheep and hogs which he now has including his 
interest in those which were bequeathed to him at the death of his mother by his late father as well as those bequeathed by his father to 
Beverly Daniel to take effect at the same time and also all and every asbete [sic, could be awkward phrase ending in title] of the kne-d 
[not really kind, but] which he has since purchased and also all his interest in the House hold and kitchen furnature and plantation 
utensils of every description whatever which were bequeathed in the same manner and all now held in the same way...." The mortgage is 
to satisfy the settling up of accounts between Woodson and his brother James: "Woodson Daniel is Justly indebted to the sd Jas Daniel 
$3067.79 principlly [sic] on acct of money lent and balance due from the old concern of James Daniel and Brothers....the sd Woodson 
Daniel ??? [this word seems like "Cl---s" but not claims, "likens" but not quite, "believes" but not quite] to be one of Peculiar obligation 
and has been in current at his request and from a desire on the part of the sd James to assist and befriend him...." The payment was due on 
15 Sep of the next year. 


Deed Book Z123-128 is another mortgage by Woodson Daniel made on 8 Aug 1820 to Samuel Hillman & Thomas B. Littlejohn. It 
includes land he owned in right of his wife, several other tracts lands he had purchased, and slaves. The first group may not have been 
involved with Tranquility, but the second group definitely was: "... also 14 slaves which he has in possession [no punctuation in this list, I 
have added to make 14 and maintain the descriptions, but there may be a problem at "her son Judith"]: Daniel, Bob, Anderson, John, 
Washington, Hanah, her son Isham, Mossey, Cynthia, her Daughter Bettey, her son Judith, Christian, Amey (the daughter of Christian), 
& Elijah, also 13 slaves which [Woodson] has an equal Intrust [interest] in with Beverly Daniel at the decease of their mother [again, no 
punctuation for the list, but it's clear, so I added]: ?J?inney, Charles, Amey, Lacy [not really Lucy, but], Franky, Kissy [not a great K 
but], Henry, James, Milly, Nancy, Mary, Eliza, $ Nell, ...." One of the land tracts has a special clause: "also all right etc to ?00a [?100 or 
9007] on waters of Mountain Ck adj Samuel T. Downey, Edward Hunt & others, reserving for the benefit of a certain Simon Davis (a 
man of Colour) the benefit intended to be secured to him in a certain agreement (to wit) that on his paying the balance of the purchase 
money for 54 or 5 acres [written to mean "54 or 55 acres"] of sd tract as mentioned the sd agreement the sd Simon was to have a good 
Title made to him..." 

The purpose of the mortgage is described and has more interesting language: "that where as the said party of the first part by purchases 
of property in more Auspicious times & property commanded a high price has involved himself in debt which he honestly desires to pay 
or secure the payment of and where as from the pecuneary embarrassments of the times as well as the unfortunate State of the affairs of 
the late Late [sic] concern of Woodson Daniel & John Oliver it being understood generally that the sd Oliver has made over his property 
with a view of evading the payment of his part of the debts of sd concern The creditors of the sd part of the first part and the creditors of 
the sd concern appear determined to coerce him at this time to pay out only [sic, but I think it means not only] his undivided debts but the 
debts of the concern which must eventuate in a verry great Sacrafice of [Woodson's] property and probably in the loss to some of his 
creditors of their debts where he believes if his property could be disposed of at far [fair] value that it is amply sufficient to pay all his 
Just debts and where as [Woodson] is owing some debts which leave the peculiar circumstances under which they were contracted the 
concerns to be debts of peculiar obligation such for instance as has been incured from motives of friendship and whereas also many of his 
friends have become his securities fr equally disinterested motives to secure when he conceives it to be his undispensable duty and which 
debts deserves to be considered to be of the first order of class...." 


On 27 Oct 1821 Ichabod Neal sold to Nathaniel Daniel "a man named Fill of the age of twenty eight or thirty years..." (Granville Deed 
Book 1-85). This was to secure a debt Neal owed to Isarel [sic] Hargrove, so Fill may not have ended up in Nathaniel Chesley Daniel's 
hands, but now Nathaniel Chesley Daniel, the eventual owner of Tranquility has entered the records. 


The 1821-23 tax lists really shake up the picture. 

The 1821 entries for Goshen do not show anything about the Daniel brothers or obvious Tranquility acreage. However, over in Nutbush 
James Daniel is listed with his 634.5 acres on Gilliams Branch, valued at 1903.50, 0 free polls, 7 black, 1 store valued at $5000. He has a 
second entry for 1103 acres Grassy Creek, valued at 4412, 0 polls of any kind. No amount of tax is given for him as is done for the other 


people in this list. That Grassy Creek acreage should be Tranquility lands.

The Tranquility lands should be included in the 1405 acres on Mountain Creek. James had not yet turned 60, and his son Nathaniel has 
turned 21, so there would be 2 polls so their poll numbers are not quite right: this family may be listed in name only and actually still 
residing in Mecklenburg VA.

In this case, I think the Tranquility lands have to be the 1005 acres that Woodson handled for his three brothers, the possible error of the 
"ditto for Aarons Creek" makes it problematic, but the 1100 acres on Island Creek can't be Tranquility (it is too solidly described 
everywhere as on Mountain and Grassey Creeks). 


In 1824 Thomas Watkins sold to Nathaniel Daniel "a Negro boy named Edmond of the age of seventeen years". (Granville Deed Book 2- 
53) 


The following deed from Book 3 p. 227 gives a nice description of where three of Chesley and Judith's sons were residing in 1825. 

6 Sept. 1825, from James Daniel of Mecklenburg Co. VA, John G. Daniel of Powatan Co. VA, Beverly Daniel of Raleigh, NC to Charles 
Duncan of Granville Co. NC; for $225, 96 acres and 118/116 [not sure] of an acre, more or less, on Mountain Creek, adj. Stephen 
Sanford, Thomas Person, said James, John G. & Beverly Daniel, adj. said Daniel and Solomon Satterwhite's corner. Wit. Woodson 
Daniel, Louis Wilkerson, Phillip Pierson as to James Daniel. Wit. Robert K. Dabney as to John G. Daniel. Proved on oath of Woodson 
Daniel as to James Daniel and Beverly Daniel, and Robert K. Dabney as to John G. Daniel, Sept. 5, 1827. [At first I thought this deed 
probably involved land from the sons' businessIn 1841, but Charles Duncan would buy another 141 acres here, described as bounding 
Nathaniel Daniel. This description makes it seem possible to me that it is Tranquility land. This 96+ acres would be sold in 1849, see 
later.]

Tranquility is part of the 1405 acres of Woodson and Beverly. The J and NC Daniel in Nutbush are James and Nathaniel Chesley. Given 
that it's the same district father James should not be named twice. James' other son was only 20 at the time and would generally be 
known as James B., but the J should be him. On the other hand, father James is over 60 so he shouldn't be listed as a poll, i.e. it's a toss- 
up for this year to identify the first J. 


Woodsons family listing shows the following about Judith Christian, wife of Chesley Daniel: 

Judith Christian (his wife) was born the ----- . She died at Springfield 29th April 1826 [John Sheftall notes that "the correct year was 
1825 according to Raleigh Register of May 12, 1825, which published her obituary, stating she died April 29, 1825 at Springfield in her 
87th year."] 


After making a bond on 21 January with John C. Green as his security, Nathaniel C. Daniel married Anne H. Bullock on 24 January 
1828, in Warren County. Anne Harriet Bullock was born 29 September 1804, the daughter of James Bullock of Warren County. The 
witness to the marriage was M. M. Drake. 


The 1830 Census Schedules for Granville p.4, taken by Woodson Daniel for the North Regiment, show Nathaniel C. Daniel's family as 
[the names I give here are based on others' write-ups, I have informally verified them in the records, but have not made a full study]: 
2 males 30-40 [Nathaniel Chesley 33, and ??see below] 

1 male 20-30 [this could be his brother James B. Daniel age 25, but so could the entry described next. James B. Daniel doesn't marry 
until 1832.] 

1 female 20-30 [Ann Harriet Bullock Daniel 26] 

2 females under 10 [Ann Eliza age 1, Lucy Taylor about 6 months]

It is possible Woodson is living on land involved with the Daniel and Brothers Company, but it's not likely part of Tranquility: he is 
listed just 6 families away from his aunt Elizabeth, widow of Josiah (they were located in Country Line District, although districts are not 
indicated on this census); in August of 1815 Samuel Daniel, trustee, deeded to Woodson and Beverly Daniel all right of Josiah Daniel 
bequeathed to him by his father, Josiah Daniel (of the estate). Assuming this included the land, then this location for Woodson makes 
more sense. Brother John G. Daniel is in Powhatan VA with his 3 children, Beverly Daniel is in Raleigh NC, but I haven't positively 
located brother James Daniel. He's not in Mecklenburg VA which is where he was in 1810, 1820 and 1840; I'm wondering now if he's 
the other male over 45 listed with Nathaniel C. Daniel, it would be an non-standard way to enumerate, but not unheard of, especially if 
the land is fully vested in Nathaniel Chesley Daniel. Minor evidence for this, the only other James Daniel listed in Granville is the James 
Daniel Jr., indicating there should be an older James Daniel around, whether related or not. 


In 1831 Daniel Glover sold to Nathaniel C. Daniel slaves named Henry, Nelson and Silvy (Granville Deed Book 5-83). This may be a 


mortgage rather than an outright transfer, the original is still to be checked. 


The following is some of what happened in the Daniel family in the 1830s as presented, by both parties, in a suit by James B. Daniel 
against his sister-in-law Ann H. Bullock Daniel after Nathaniel Chesley Daniel had died. There is more from these files later. 

...for several years prior to 1830 N.C. Daniel and his father James Daniel, were merchandising at Simsville in Granvile under the name 
of James & N.C. Daniel...about 1830 James Daniel gave them (his two sons N.C. and J.B.) the stock of goods on hand, &, either at the 
same time or subsequently, the Waterloo tract of land, & put up a store house, dwelling & other improvements...James B. Daniel was 
boarding (for free) with Nathaniel C. and his family at the time. 

In 1830 James B. entered into a verbal agreement with Nathaniel C. his brother to become a partner with him in the Mercantile 
business under the firm and Style of N.C. & J. B. Daniel...from 1830 - 1834 they carried on business...in 1833 they commenced business 
in the town of Clarksville in the County of Mecklenburg and State of Virginia where they enlarged their business to a great extent...(they 
moved everything from Waterloo to Clarksville and James moved there and managed the business) they carred on until the year 1837 at 
which time they ceased to be actively engaged in selling goods...the books of the said concern were kept entirely by his said partner [i.e. 
Nathaniel C.] from 1830-1846 with the exception of the time that they were kept by their clerk in Clarksville 1834-1844...after books 
were taken from Clarksville Nathaniel C. took charge of them...in 1837 they (James and N.C.) entered into a copartnership for the 
purpose of selling goods in the town of Clarksville and State of Virginia with one Joel T. Watkins and one William D. Ligon under the 
name & style of Daniels, Ligon and Watkins...(James and N.C.) sold their remaining stock of goods.... 


The tax lists are missing from 1826 - 1831. In 1832 the only listing that seems to apply may be the following: 

Abrams Plains 

Last name cut off, could be Daniel: James B. ----el? 1100a, value $4700.00, Grassy Creek, 1 poll, 11 slaves, tax-12.69 
This could be James B. Daniel being taxed on his father's other lands. There simply is no clear entry for Tranquility lands. 


The 1833 tax lists show Nathaniel C. with Tranquility acreage that would not be formally transferred to him until 1843! Again, there 
aren't entries for the elder Woodson, Beverly, and James, yet they still control the other share of the land. They had been selling off 
some of their other properties over the last years, but somehow some listings were skipped. Later deeds will show that James gave both 
his sons Granville land, James B. and Nathaniel C. now have their own separate lands and James B. is out of the Tranquility picture more 
or less:

The 1834 tax lists are similar, taxes have gone up substantially, and Nathaniel now has 2 more slaves. However, the James Daniel named 
here has no poll, his son James B. is 29-30, so these entries for 1834-36 are given in the father's name:

There are no lists for 1835, but by 1836 the relative locations have cleared up. Also Nathaniel C. is now in control of all the Tranquility 
acreage, yet formal title to all is still to come:

In 1837 James B. is again present, he may have been up in Mecklenburg during the last couple years. Father James definitely resided 
there at his death, but still had land in Granville.

Although Tranquility was actually deeded to Chesley's sons John G., Woodson and Beverly Daniel, it would eventually end up in the 
hands of Nathaniel C. Daniel, son of James (another son of Chesley and Judith). The first transfer that will accomplish this is in Deed 
Book 9-171, from John G. Daniel of Powhatan VA to Nathaniel C. Daniel of Granv 28 Sep 1838, for $1925, 518 130/160 acres Granv 
known by the name of Tranquillity [sic], on waters of Grassy Ck, bd beg at a Given [sic, not Gum] thence N 302p to a white Oak, thence 
E 235p to a Hickory thence S 15E 270p to a white Oak, thence S 42p to a Dog Wood, thence W 305p to beg; Also a small parcel of land 
lying between sd Tranquillity Tract and the lands sold by sd John G. Daniel to James M. Satterwhite [written over the start of another 
name, may have been Daniel] 17 65/160a known as the balance of the Bennett Tract. wit omitted. sig John G. Daniel, Susan M. Daniel. 


probatum fr Prince Edward VA that John G. and Susan M. Daniel ackn, 28 Sep 1838, another that Susan reling same date. then the 
classic proofs that the justices are who they say they are]. recorded Feb 1839. 

The bounds given show this to be the northern section of the original Tranquility lands when compared to the plat shown above. The 
acreage is interesting in that John G. Daniel was only given 1/4 of the lands (i.e. 282.5 acres) in the 1814 deed from Chesley to his sons, 
but this 518+ acres represents about 46% of the land. How John came to control more than his original 1/4 could be due to division or 
receipt of one of the other brother's share, more about this later.

The sons of Chesley are scattered in 1840: John G. is still in Powhatan VA, James is still in Mecklenburg VA, the listing for Beverly 
Daniel in Raleigh NC shows no whites and 2 slaves; he is not shown on the SC census but he died in Yorkville SC in October 1840 
according to an obituary published there. I cannot find Woodson, he may have been skipped on his way to Perry County Alabama. 


On 7 Apr 1841 John G. Daniel of Powhatan bought 1153 76/160 acres of land in Granville. This would be known as "Red Hill", which is 
where he died. Now that he's back in town and since he was an heir of Tranquility lands, I'm going to include him on the tax listings.

In 1842 Susah Hart deeded to James B. Daniel "...one Negro man named Bob about seventy years of age & one Negro man named 
Abram about eighteen years of age..." (Book 11 p. 233) 


The passing of the second generation of Tranquility owners 
The sons of Chesley died in the 1840s to 1850s: 


1. Beverly's obituary says he died in Oct of 1840 in Yorkville SC, but Woodson's listing says "Died in Raleigh 13th September 
1840". 

2. James was dead before November 1841 as shown in estate dealings between Woodson and James' sons; Woodson's listing shows 
he died "8th Sepr 1841". 

3. John G.'s death is listed by Woodson as "in Mecklenburg Va the 23d June 1848". His will was probated in August of 1848, the 

legatees are his wife Susan M. Daniel, Ann B. Dupey, Moses H. Daniel, Richard V. Daniel (he would end up with the land at Red 
Hill). In the inventory filed 1 Apr 1849 by his son the first item is "A tract of land called Red Hill containing eleven hundred and 
fifty acres", which is near Bullock about 11 miles northeast of Stovall in Granville County, in the line of travel from Clarksville 
VA down to Stovall. Today there is a building in the National Register of Historical Places called Red Hill (added 1986 - Building 
- 4486001632) and in 1999 a restoration project was completed for the plantation. Also named are the following slaves, I include 
them because some of them could have been from the early days of Tranquility, or possibly descendants (remembering though that 
John G. lived up in Powhatan most of his adult life, so many were probably acquired there):

The final transfer that put all the rest of Tranquility into the hands of Nathaniel C. Daniel occurred on 26 Sep 1843. His father James had 
died intestate in Mecklenburg and the heirs executed two deeds to even out distribution of his estate. The heirs named in these deeds 
were: Nathaniel C. Daniel and wf Ann H. of Granville, James B. Daniel of Granville, Saml L. Graham and wf Judith C. of Prince 
Edward VA, Saml D. Booker and wf Mary of Mecklenburg VA and Ann V. Watkins of Halifax VA. The deeds state that James had 
advanced tracts of land in Granville to his sons James B. and Nathaniel C., but that title had not been made yet. The deeds also explain 
that James intended to leave his Mecklenburg lands to his two daughters Judith C. Graham and Mary J. Booker, and that besides slaves, 
he had intended to give his daughter Ann V. Watkins cash to balance her share out. They further state that the heirs intended to carry out 
those wishes and had settled on $1000 to go to Ann V. Watkins to make her share even. 

Deed Bk 16-470 and 16-475 show the heirs perfecting title for 1160 acres to James B. Daniel and 605 37/160 acres to Nathaniel C. 
Daniel, the latter being bounded N by lands purch by Nathaniel C. Daniel fr John G. Daniel, E by Ransom Frasier, S by lands of Ransom 
Frasier and Charles Duncan, W by Charles Duncan and Solomon Satterwhite. 

This 605 37/160 acres is the remaining portion of Tranquility lands; added to what John G. Daniel had deeded to Nathaniel, they add up 
to 1134 acres. The deeds were not recorded until Feb 1852.

The no poll shown for Nathaniel Daniel is odd, but I checked it carefully, may just be an error. I also have not yet a deed to answer for 
the extra 300 or so acres Nathaniel is now showing. 


There was some controversy over title to Tranquility in the family after the death of old Chesley's son James, the father of Nathaniel C. 
and James B. Daniel. Woodson Daniel wrote a letter from his home in Marion, Perry County AL on 11 Apr 1844 [could be 1846 both 
here and on cover sheet]: 


"I expected my brother John would need your assistance about his Executorship & Trusteeship of my Brother Beverly's 
Estate"..."I enclose you an unsealed letter I have written to my Nephews N.C. & J. B. Daniel."..."and have advised him 
[brother John] for you and him to meet at Nat's or James's for the purpose."..."I desire an amicable settlement of the 
controversy with the Representative of Brother James' estate and hope my nephews and nieces will discard the notion that 
they were disposed to indulge in when I saw them, that it would be disrespectfull to the memory of their father to investigate 
the justice of a claim put up by him in his life time. So far from this Conclusion being Corred [Correct?] in this Case I have 
never known a case of Controversy that more imp-iously [looks like imperiously, not impiously] dictated it. From Brother 


John's statement the Deed of the Tranquility land sold by him was made by him and Beverly, the latter acknowledged it in 
Raleigh when he examined it, before a Judge for the purpose of its being recorded, this explains to my mind the Cause of the 
Bonds not being delivered up for I think it is probable that my Brother Beverly was never in Granville after the division of 
the Tranquility land. Do my Dr friend attend to this business as soon as you can and write the result. Please present my 
respects to Lunsford Paschall and ask him to examine the Deed in the Register's Office made by John and Beverly Daniel to 
N.C. Daniel of their part of the Tranquility Land & write me the quantity Conveyed, and the amount of the Consideration 
mentioned in the Deed & to do so immediately." [The next cover shows the letter is to Thomas B. Littlejohn, and was 
forwarded to N.C. and J. B. Daniel] 


There isn't a recorded deed such as referred to from John and Beverly together to N.C. Daniel in the index of Granville deeds so far as I 
have been able to find, only the one from John to Nathaniel for the 506 37/160 acres. It could be that somehow Beverly's share was split 
between John and James and Woodson, or that it was given to one of them by mortgage, there are some ways to do the numbers that 
come close. No matter how Beverly's share was handled, the whole of Tranquility is now in the name of Nathaniel C. Daniel. There are 
still more deeds to be checked, hopefully they will answer all these questions.

When James Daniel died (son of Chesley and Judith and father of Nathaniel C. and James B. Daniel), there was probate of his estate in 
Mecklenburg VA. I include it here because it includes the names of slaves, many of them may have ended up in the hands of his 
daughters as described in later transactions between his heirs, but some may have gone to his sons and ended up back at Tranquility.

During the year 1853 one of Nathaniel's slaves Bob was hired out to Robert W. Burton and rehired by him to Augustine Landis [Deed 
Book 17, p. 235]. 


According to his wife and his brother, Nathaniel Chesley Daniel was feeble the last years of his life, and he died on 9 May of 1853. His 
will was probated in November that year and recorded in Book 19, p. 302. 


In the name of God Amen. I Nathaniel C. Daniel of the County of Granville State of North Carolina knowing the uncertainty 
of life Do hereby make this my last will & testament whereby all writings testamentary before made by me are rendered null 
& void. 

Item first. I do hereby will & wish that all my property real & personal be left in the hands of my Executrix to be hereafter 
named to be managed by her according to the rules of Justice & that she have the right & the same is hereby invested in her 
of selling property, paying debts & settling up all matters pertaining to my estate according to her own Idea of justice & law 
assisted by advice from such friends as she may wish to consult. 

Item 2nd. I do hereby will & wish that my children minors or unmarried at the time of my death, do receive upon their 
attaining the age of majority or marriage [here is crossed out "a like"] a portion of the property [above the next word is a 
crossed out "like that"] now in my possession (to be judged by my executrix [next two words inserted above] like that which 
I have given to Joseph Morton & Anna his wife & to William C. Bullock & Fanny his wife to be their property forever. 
Item the 3rd. I do hereby will & wish that in case of my wife's death before my younger children should attain the age of 
majority or before their marriage that my children so placed do receive a portion of Property to be judged by my brother 
James B. Daniel like that received by their older brothers & sisters to be their property forever. 

Item the 4th. I do hereby will & wish that at my wife's death & after all my children have been provided for as above 
specified that the remainder of my property, if any, be Equally divided between all the Legatees of my Estate to be theirs 


forever. 

Item the 5th. I do hereby appoint my beloved wife Ann H. Daniel my sole Executrix to carry out my will as above specified. 
In witness [next word is intentionally joined, written over and smudged] ofwhereof I have affixed my hand & seal this the 
9th of May AD 1853. 

Nat C Daniel (seal) 

Signed Sealed & delivered in in [sic] presence of & interlined before signed 

Jas A. Russell P. W. Young Jurat 

North Carolina Granville County: November Court AD 1853 

The execution of the foregoing last Will and testament of Nathaniel C Daniel was duly proven on oath in open Court by 
James A Russell and Peter W Young the subscribing Witnesses thereto and ordered to be filed and recorded. At the same 
time came forward Ann H Daniel named as Executrix in said Will and duly qualified as Such. 

Witness A Landis CW 


There was eventually a long probate of Nathaniel Chesley Daniel's estate due to troubled business dealings between him and his brother 
James. In James' filing against Ann H. Daniel, widow of Nathaniel Chesley Daniel, he describes their failed mercantile business (first 
described above): 

...that they sold much on credit, business was very unprofitable, no capital originally contributed, had to incur heavy obligations...a 
great many of the debts in their books were entered by persons that became insolvent or were very much embarrassed, and that in order 
to secure the payment of the whole or any portion thereof, the said partners were forced to give long indulgences or to take property 
which was unsaleable... 

...[they] thought it best and most prudent to continue their copartnership for the purpose of the better management of the debts and 
property...both being planters and having a large portion of their estates in land and negroes hoped to be able to meet the deficiencies of 
said concern from the income derived by each from their estates year by year - especially as they were unwilling to sell their property at 
the then low prices...that the books of the said concern were kept entirely by his said partner [1.e. Nathaniel C.] from 1830-1846 with the 
exception of the time that they were kept by their clerk in Clarksville 1834-1844... 

.. further, that he [James] "has done well with his planting and made advances but Nathaniel C. Daniel although holding large property 
both in land and slaves, was a bad manager of his farm and realised but very small reciepts from his crops, and having a very large and 
expensive family his income did not generally amount to sufficient to pay his family expenses - and your orator [James] was constantly 
in the habit of advancing him mony for paying the tuition of his children and for other purposes and the said N. C. Daniel was largely 
indebted to your orator until the year 1853 when he discharged the same by a sale of several Negro slaves...still a balance due... 

...that orator by his repeated and constant advances he has become in need of money, especially as he was called upon to pay such large 
sums toward extinguishing the debts and liabilities of the said concern...[says Nathaniel C. was his older bro, that James wanted to settle 
business accts, N.C. insisted they didn't need to as their credit was so good, etc.]... 

...From her [Annes'] conversation with your orator at this time your orator was led to believe that if he would have an account stated in 
a different way...she would have no further objection to making the settlement. [so he did]...showed it to Ann...she still put off 
settlement, kept on for various pretexts...that orator has used every fair means to get settlement......that Ann owes 1/2 of the debts and 
failed to pay...your orator has been much perplexed & seriously embarrassed. All which actings and doings of the said defendant are 
contrary to Equity and good conscience and tend to the manifest wrong & injury of your orator....final plea that she pay and settle, etc." 


Anne replied on 3 March 1860 [that's her signature to the reply above], saying: 

...for several years prior to 1830 her husband N.C. Daniel and his father James Daniel, were merchandising at Simsville in Granvile 
under the name of James & N.C. Daniel...about 1830 James Daniel being desirous of advancing his two sons, the sd N.C. and J. B. 
Daniel, gave them the stock of goods on hand, &, either at the same time or subsequently, the Waterloo tract of land, & put up a store 
house, dwelling & other improvements, encumbering the same, however, with a debt of about $3000, due to Joel Watkins. (These facts 
on account of the great lapse of time she only desires as being understood as stating according to her best recolection) & set them up in 
business at Waterloo. That at the time the white /absolutely sic, it's not whole, which, or anything else, it's white, who knows what they meant? family of 
her husband, was small, consisting of herself & two small children, & the complant [complainant] who boarded in the family free of 
charge (which she regards as liberal, contrasted with Complainant's close calculating, & straining demands, against the said N.C. Daniel, 
especially if it be true, that Complainant was so much more thrifty than said N.C. Daniel, and the clerks in the store, for whose board 
said N.C. Daniel charged only $60 a year, whereas Complainant charged $100 in Clarksville, for the same. 

...they conducted their business at Waterloo, for some two or three years, when they closed the same, at a nett proffit of of [sic] $1200, 
as she is informed & believes. 

...they then transferred their buisness [sic here and elsewhere] to Clarksville VA, & transferred also the Waterloo stock of goods, with 
every other interest of that concern. And Complainant moved to Clarksville, & took charge of the same, & conducted the buisness [sic] 
for some two or three years, when they sold out to the new firm of Daniels, Ligon & Watkins. [She didn't know much about the 
business, but learned from her husband] it was badly managed, & was unprofitable, that she knew that her husband was very anxious to 
settle it up, & spoke of the confused state of the books & business... 

...In his last years, when very feeble, too much so indeed to attend to any buisness, he fatigued himself, to but little purpose, in trying to 
reduce them to some buisness like state, but died before he had done so. 

...that Nathaniel C. Daniel died in May 1853...she attended the next court but didn't probate will because of unsettled state of her 
husband's business, [had to find out] if it would be better to assent or dissent from will and take her dower, & whatever else the law 
would allow her...was advised by friends, among whom was complainant, to take time.... she asked complainant to ascertain debt and her 
liability, he wrote it was about $4000. She probated the will and qualified as exrx...that if complainant had represented the indebtedness 
as he now alleges it to be, it would have been greatly to her interest to dissent from the will: for since that time she has paid for the firm, 
the rise of $8000, with a balance still outstanding against her, as claimed by complainant of $9000. So the discrepancy made her doubtful 
of the current claims....that without intending to impute corruption, or in any wise to reflect upon the integrity of complainant, or Mr. 
Booker, yet she has not the slightest confidence in complainant's claims.... 

...Further answering defendant admits that if complainant advanced money to the firm or to her husband, he was entitled to have the 
same refunded, without inquiry as to whether he was a good farmer, or her husband a bad one. And, therefore, there was no propriety, & 


some indelicacy in any parade about it, in the Bill. She believes it would be nearer the truth to say, that neither of them was regarded by 
better judges than herself, as a good farmer. 


Also among the probate documents are these:

Hale, includes charge by Hale for board of negroes from 17 May till sold ($107.87). 


May 1852 - note of payment from J. B. and Nath. C. Daniel to Jas. Williamson for 108 days board of 5 Negroes for 29 Jan 1857 to 17 
May ($135) 


Feb 1861 - account of sale of slaves:

Milly & 3 children $850, no real dittoes, can't tell to whom sold

There are more receipts referring to the same sales as above, one includes the sale of Betsey [not listed previously, $12], one is called 
"Nath! Daniel 'Statement' to Moses H. Daniel" re slave sale prices. James Hall bought Willis and Alfred (I think), but it might be jointly 
to Hall and Williamson. [note Hale/Hall. Also Hall and Williamson may just be sales agents.] Yet another receipt looks like James Hall 
bought Lucy, London, Hannah, Willis and Alfred.] 


Another account labels them as belonging thus to owners: 
N. C. Daniels Negros: Landon, Tom, Anderson, Stephen, Lucy, Hannah 
J.B. Daniels Negroes: Mary, George, Milly & children [not named], Willis & Alfred 


The 1860 census for Granville shows Ann Daniel, widow of Nathaniel Chesley Daniel, in the Goshen District (P.O. Oak Hill) on p. 457:

William R. Daniel age 24 lives in the next household, is a farmer, with personal estate valued at $4000. This is her son William Richard. 
It is son Nathaniel B. age 17, who will ultimately live at the Tranquility house and land. James B. Daniel and his family are again over in 
"Abrams Planes" on p. 196. He died on 1 July 1883 according to the estate papers. I will not be giving much more details about him, 
again keeping this focused on Tranquility lands proper. 


The 1860 Slave Schedules for NC Granville Goshen District show Ann H. Daniel owning the following 44 slaves by age, gender, race:

The Library of the University of North Carolina at Chapel Hill holds the Nathaniel Chesley Daniel papers, collection #425 1-z, which 
includes information about Tranquility and other Daniel business, and a photograph of three former Daniel and Bullock family slaves, 
Jim, Rose, and Lawson*.

I simply cannot find son Nathaniel Beverly Daniel, b. 1842 anywhere in the 1870 census. His soon-to-be wife, Harriet Baillie Bullock is 
still in Clark County Arkansas, where she was born in 1849, daughter of Charles L. Bullock. Her memoirs (later in this article) indicate 
that Nat came there sometime after the war, lived and worked for a while, returned to North Carolina, then came back for her in January 
1872. It is their descendants who will live at Tranquility into the next century. A recent interesting find, there is an N.B. Daniels in 1870, 
age 29, born VA, working as a miner, living in Gold Hill, Story County Nevada!?!? If young Nat took off on a young man's adventure, 
the family did not seem to know about it, based on Harriet's memoirs and current family knowledge.

As far as Tranquility lands go, there is much more work to do on the deeds to determine what happened. The will of Nathaniel Chesley 
Daniel left it to Ann to devise his estate and equal out the children's shares. But the later records that I do have so far seem to indicate 
that the major part of the land will end up in the hands of their sons George and Nathaniel B. Daniel. Nat's family lived in the original 
Tranquility house which is southwest of NC highway 96; the George B. Daniel home is northeast of NC-96 highway about a half mile. 
The estate was rejoined in the 20th century and is now owned by a member of the 7th generation. [Many thanks to Ed Morton for help on 
the locations and explanations of the George B. Daniel family descent.] 


It is here that we must backtrack a ways to pick up the history of Harriet Bailey Bullock who married Nathaniel B. Daniel in 1872. 
Harriet was the daughter of Charles Lewis Bullock, brother to Ann Harriet Bullock Daniel. Charles migrated in the 1840s, to Tennessee 
for a while, and then on to Arkansas, finally settling in Clarke County, where daughter Harriet was born on 18 Dec 1849. Harriet, when 
in her eighties, was asked by her daughter to write down the memories and many stories she had told her children all their lives. The 
result is a delightful book called A Remembrance of Eden - Harriet Bailey Bullock Daniel's Memories of a Frontier Plantation in 
Arkansas, 1849-1872, Edited and with an Introduction by Margaret Jones Bolsterli, published by The University of Arkansas Press, 
Fayetteville, 1993. Ms. Bolsterli has compiled Harriet's writings and has footnoted much of it with research she did to explain and 
elaborate on many of the topics covered. It's a wonderful window into the era, the area and the life. Towards the end of the book, Harriet 
tells the story of how she came to know the man who would become her husband, Nathaniel B. Daniel. The passages quoted here tell 
about Nat's movements as well as about him as a person; any comments of mine are in straight brackets. In her own words: 


When Brother Tom returned home after the war, he told us of his many interesting experiences, especially of his visits 
among his relatives. He said he spent much time at Aunt Nancy's (Charles Bullock's sister) and she had several sons in the 
war. One, Nat Daniel, was about his age and he had invited him to come out west when the war was over. (p.86) 


Brother Tom came in from the store one day with the news that he had received a letter from one of our cousins in North 


Carolina, Nat Daniel, a druggist whom he had met while in the army, asking if he might stop over and make us a visit while 
on his way to join his brother, Venable, a druggist in San Marcos, Texas. (p.117) 


He [Nat] was not very tall, but had a graceful soldierly bearing and was handsome and neatly dressed. The merry twinkle in 
his black eyes and his kindly smile won a place in the hearts of us all.... The town boys said our cousin from the east would 
soon win the hearts of all the girls and they would be left out in the cold. (p.117-118) 

As Cousin Nat had studied pharmacy while in college in Charlotte before the war, and another clerk was needed in our drug 
store, he was induced to surrender his plan of going to Texas for a position offered him in Arkadelphia....so we became good 
friends and indeed, he did befriend me in my studies....Here Cousin Nat would help me, too, and I liked so much to hear him 
read the declamations and orations so numerous in our readers of that time. (p.118) 


I found out later that someone had told Sister Nannie I was making myself a goose about Cousin Nat and she had planned 
the party to throw us together where she could see if this were true. When I asked her about it, she said I certainly did not 
give him any undue attention and seemed more interested in other boys, but that he did stay at my heels whenever he could. 
And didn't I tell you that your grandpa never allowed us to bring cards in the house. Cousin Nat told me long afterwards that 
he brought a pack with him, but when he found that Pa did not allow us to play, he hid them in the loft of the weaver's room 
and never saw them again. He did not play with the other boys in Arkadelphia. (p.119) 


[re sending Harriet to college in Alabama] 

If I had known there was a plot behind it all, things might have been different, but I was all unconscious that the home folks 
were sending me away from Cousin Nat to prevent my marrying a first cousin. Not that they objected to him personally, for 
they loved him dearly and admired and respected him. But my elders knew that back east there had been frequent 
intermarriages in the past generations of Bullocks and that the continuation of this might prove unfortunate. If they had let 
the matter alone, no doubt Cousin Nat and I would have quarreled and fallen out.... (p.120-121) [Actually Harriet ended up 
teaching school instead for a couple years and returned to Arkansas after spring of 1870.] 


Cousin Nat had a long spell of fever and had gone out to Sylvan Home [the Bullock's plantation] to stay until he was strong 
enough to return to work in the store. He wrote to me occasionally. (p.125) [It turns out he would put two letters in the 
envelopes, one for public and one for Harriet to read privately! Upon her return home Nat and Harriet recognized their 
feelings for each other.] 


Cousin Nat's health was too bad to stand the confinement of the store, so he arranged with Pa to stay on and help with the 
work around the place. (p.130) 


And Cousin Nat had his call away too. One day Cousin Nat received a letter from home telling him that his mother needed 
him to help look after the plantation. His health was delicate and while he was sick he had to put all he had in the plantation 
to save it for his mother. Now it seemed that his interest and his mother's happiness called him back home. He thought, too, 
he might get stronger by leaving the river bottoms of Arkansas, where he had contracted malaria. Immediately he made 
preparations for leaving. Everyone seemed sad to see him go. He was not prepared to take me with him, neither was I 
prepared to go. It was behind the dining room door that he said the last hasty goodbye and I joined the others to wave 
farewell as he drove off. (p.132) 


In December he wrote me that he was coming back to take me out to North Carolina with him. I had by then started my 
trousseau...and I had everything ready by the time he arrived in January... 

Cousin Nat had written me that the times in the east were equally as hard since the war as they were in the west. I could not 
expect to enter upon the life of comfort which he would like so much to provide me. About the middle of January he came. 
When Cousin Nat came, he looked so handsome! And he wore a beautiful overcoat. I asked him secretly where he got it and 
learned that it was borrowed from his brother-in-law. (pp.132-133) 


Our wedding day was set for January twenty-fourth; the twenty-fourth of January in '72 was beautiful....[Her father was very 
sad at her leaving.] Our bridal party was, however, a very merry one as Cousin Nat and I said goodbye to the dear ones at 
Sylvan Home and set out in a buggy to meet the stage at Tulip....Before retiring I handed Cousin Nat the Bible and he had 
family prayers just as Pa had always done. And so, with the Book as our guide, we went on, facing a heavy snow storm, to 
travel by stage, rail, and private conveyance to my new home in North Carolina, where I have "lived happily ever after," and 
I am eighty. 


Yes, Nathaniel and "Bailey" Daniel took up their new life at Tranquility Plantation in Granville:

James Beverly Daniel, Nat and George's uncle, died on 1 July 1883. Although he had moved from the immediate area, 1883 marks the 
passing of the third generation of Tranquility folk. 


In the 1886 publication of "Emerson's North Carolina Tobacco Belt Directory" N. B. Daniel is listed as having 300 acres in the Oak Hill. 
This is Nathaniel Beverly Daniel of the 1880 census, son of Nathaniel Chesley Daniel and Ann Harriet Bullock Daniel. George B. 
Daniel is also in Oak Hill with 540 acres. There is also a Chesley Daniel with 204 acres in Oak Hill; there are a couple of candidates of 
the name in the immediate family, but based on the census I also suspect he could be the Chesley who married Lucy Noblin, a 
descendant of Josiah Daniel, living a bit north of Tranquility. 


The Daniel families of Tranquility appears on the 1900-1930 census in the Walnut Grove township. The property seems to be just about 
right on the boundary of today's Oak Hill and Walnut Grove Townships, thus the variation at times in the older records, depending on 
the formation of the newer townships; the county is today cut into 8 townships, just about equal 2 west-east by 4 north-south. 


The 5th generation of the Tranquility Daniel family, siblings born and raised on the section that had the original house, are the children 
of Nathaniel Beverly Daniel and Harriet Bailey Bullock, shown here in the early 1950s:

Dr. Nathaniel V. Daniel, of the sixth generation of the Tranquility Daniel family, is the third great grandson of Chesley Daniel (and the 
fourth generation to carry the name Nathaniel!); he spent his early years on Tranquility. In 2005, he remembers something about his 
father being three when the new Tranquility house was built. That would place its construction in about 1886. The original house was off 
to the immediate rear of the new one, but it burned down in the 1970s. The 1880s Tranquility house standing today is a white framed 
house. 


Bill Seay, a fourth great grandson of Chesley Daniel, explains (2005) that Tranquility remained in the Daniel family until 1979. The new 
owner is Mr. John Malloy, who operates the Dogwood Gun Club there; he is the great grandson of George Bullock and Fannie Crighton 
Daniel. The Daniel-Morton cemetery remains well tended by him. Bill has also visited Tranquility and says they have built a big lodge 
behind the old house. 


The old house now has a sign on the front porch that says "Welcome to Dogwood". Dr. Daniel says that Mr. Malloy has also restored 
many of the original details that had been taken in the intervening years when the house was rented out. He describes that today the 
henhouse is still in its place, the smokehouse has been moved about 100 feet from its original place, and there is now a plaque 
commemorating the early Daniel family in the old house. Dr. Daniel donated the family papers of Nathaniel Chesley Daniel, to the 
University of North Carolina, abstracts are available here.

The Flat River Primitive Baptist Church was founded about 1750. It is about 4 miles south of Roxboro at the 
crossing of Flat River Church Road and Bessie Daniel Road (which becomes Paynes Tavern Road a ways to the 
west). The earliest records were destroyed by fire, but a new minutes book was begun in 1786. There is a picture of 
the earlier church building where the Daniels and Womacks actually attended in the Person County Heritage. 





James and Sally Daniel and John and Lucy Womack are listed as members of Flat River Primitive Baptist Church 
in 1786. Also listed is Lewe, a slave of James Daniel who joined in September 1789. The Womacks joined by 
baptism in August of 1789 and Lewis Daniel (son of James and Sally) joined by baptism in September 1822. Lewis 
was appointed clerk of the church in May 1836. 


"James Daniel and wife" were dismissed by letter in November of 1812. This signaled their pending move to Trigg 
county KY with some of their family.
